C H A P. VI. 

In which is recounted the misfortune of the Shifted 
duenna. 

IN the rear of thofe melancholy rnuficians, about a 
dozen duennas, divided into two files, began to 
enter the garden, clad in loofe morning-gowns, feem- 
ingly of milled ftuff, with white veils of fine muflin,

the three acute angles formed by the three divifions, 
a circumftance from which nil who Yaw this divided 
train, concluded that from Jience fhe was called the 
counters of Trifaldi, as if fhe would fay the countefs 
of. three fldrts 5 and this is what Benengeli affirms 
for truth, obferving that her proper appellation was 
the countefs de Wolf, becaufe her country produced 
a great number of thofe animals, and if it had been 
famous for foxes, (he would have been called my 
lady Fox; for it is the' cuftom in thofe countries, for 
people of falhion to take their denomination from the 
thing or things with which their eftates chiefly abound ; 
but this countefs, in order to favour the fafhion of her 
train, laid afide the name of Wolf, and afiumed that 
of Trifaldi. 

The twelve duennas and their lady advanced at a 
proceffion-pace, their faces covered with white veils, 
though not tranfparent'like that of the fquire Trifaldin ; 
on the contrary, they were fo elbfe that ^nothing ap- 
pearecfcgflirough them. When the whole duennian 
fquadfon appeared, the duke and duchefs, Don Quix- 
ote, and' all thofe who beheld the proceffion, flood 
up; and the twelve duennas halting, made a lane 
through which the affli&ed lady advanced, without 
quitting the hand of Trifaldin, while their graces' 
and Don Quixote went forwards about a dozen fteps, 
to receive her: then fhe kneeled upon the ground, 
and with a voice that was coarfe and rough rather 
than fmooth and delicate, pronounced this addrefs : 
<c I beg your graces will be pleafed to wave all this 
courtefy to your humble * varlet— I mean your hand-

maid— 
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maid — Indeed I am fo overwhelmed with affliction, 
that I can hardly return a rational anfwer; for my 
ftrange and unheard-of misfortune hath hurried away 
my underftanding, I know not whither, tho' it muft 
be at a great diftance, becaufe the more I. feek, * the 
farther I am from finding it." " He muft be de- 
prived of it altogether, my lady countefs, anfweted 
the duke, who could not difcover your worth from 
the appearance of your perfon, which, without fur- 
ther inquiry, is deferving of the whole cream, of cour- 
tefy, and the very eflence of polite ceremony." 

So faying, he prefented his hand, and raifing her 
up, feated her in a chair clofe by the duchefs, who 
likewife received her with great refpeft. Don Quixote 
was (ilent, and Sancho ready to burft with curiofity 
to fee the faces of the countefs Trifaldi and fome or 
her duennas; but he could not poflibly gratify his 
defire until they unveiled themfelves, of their own 
free will and motion. Every body was hufhed, ex- 
pecting who would put an end to the general filence, 
which the afflicted countefs broke in thefe words : 
ce Confident I am, O powerful lord, moft beautiful 
lady, and moft fagacious byftanders, that my moft 
wretchednefs wilkfind a reception equally placjd, ge- 
nerous, and dolorous, within your valorous bofoms ; 
for fuch it is, as were enough to foften marble, melt 
the diamond, and mollify the fteel of the moft obdu- 
rate heart ; but. before it appears in the parade of your 
hearing, not to fay your ears, I would I were certified,, 
whether or not the perfedtionatiflimo knight Don 
Quixote de la Manchiflima, and his fquiriflimo Pan- 
za, are in this groupe, circle, or aflembly ?" Before 
any other perfon could reply, " Panza, cried Sancho, 
is here, and likewife Don Quixitiflimo ; and therefore 
moft dolorous duenniffima, you may fay what yoi* 
think properiffimo ; for we are all ready and promp- 
tiffinios to be your fervantifiimos." Then Don Quix.- 
ete, rifing and addrefling himfelf to the afflicted du-

cnna, u If your misfortunes, diftrefled lady, faid he, 
can derive any remedy or redrefs from the valour or 
ftrength of any knight-errant, here are mine, which, 
tho* feeble and defective, fhall be wholly exerted in 
your behalf. I am Don Quixote de la Mancha, whofe 
office it is to aflift the neceflitous of all degrees ; and, 
this being the cafe, as it really is, you have no occafion, 
madam, to. befpeak benevolence, and feek after pre- 
ambles ; but only to rehearfe your misfortunes plainly 
and without circumlocution, and they fhall be heard 
by thofe who, tho* perhaps unable to redrefs r will at 
leaft condole them." 

The afflifted duenna, hearing this declaration, at- 
tempted to throw herfelf at the feet of Don Quixote, 
nay even executed the attempt, and ftruggjing to em- 
brace them, exclaimed, " O invincible knight ! I pro- 
ftrate myfelf before thefe feet and legs, which are 
the bafes and fupporters of knight-errantry: fuffer 
me to kifs thefe feet on whofe 'footfteps the cure of 
my misfortune folely depends. O valiant errant ! 
whofe real exploits outflrip and obfcure the fabulous 
feats of all the Amidifes, Belianifes,, and Efplan- 
dians " 

Then turning from the knight, and feizing Sancho 
by the hand, " And O ! faid fhe, thou loyaleft fquire 
that ever ferved knight-errant, in the paft or prefent 
age, whofe virtue exceeds in length the beard of this 
my domeftic Trifaldin, well mayeft thou boaft that, 
in attending the great Don Quixote, thou doft attend 
in epitome the whole tribe of knights that ever hand- 
led arms on this terreftrial ball. I conjure thee, by 
thy own moft faithful benevolence, to be my inter- 
ceflbr with thy mafter, that he may inftantly favour 
me, the mod humble and unfortunate countefs that 
ever was born." 

To this addrefs Sancho replied, " Whether my 
virtue, my lady, be as long and broad as your Squire's 
beard, is of very little fignification, fo that my foul

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be bearded and whifkered when it leaves this life, 
which is the main point ; I care little or nothing for 
beards here below. But, without all this coaxing 
and begging, I will defire my mailer, who, I believe, 
has a refpeft for me, efpecially now that I am be- 
come neceffary in a certain affair, to favour and a (lift 
your ladyfhip to the utmoft of his power : your iady- 
fliip may therefore unpack and tecount your griefs, that 
all of us may underftand the nature of your mif- 
fortune." 

The duke and duchefs were ready to burft with 
laughing at this dialogue; for they knew the drift 
of the adventure, and were extremely well pleafed 
with the acutenefs and diffimulation of the countefs 
Trifaldi, who feating herfelf again, began her ftory in 
thefe words : 

M Of the famous kingdom of Candaya, fituated 
between the great Trapobana and the South Sea, 
two leagues beyond Cape Comorin, Donna Magun- 
cia was queen, as widow of king Archipiela her lord 
and hufband, in which marriage they begat and pro- 
created the infanta Antonomafia, heirefs of the crown^ 
which faid infanta Antonomafia was bred and brought 
up under my care and inftrudion; for I was he? 
mother's moft ancient and principal duenna. And 
it came to pafs in procefs of time, that the young 
Antonomafia attained the age of fourteen, with fuch 
perfection and beauty as nature could not exceed. 
Nay we may even fay that difcretion itfelf was but a 
girl, compared to her who was" equally difcreet and 
beautiful, and furely (he was the mod beautiful 
creature upon earth, and is fo (till, if the invidious 
Fates and hard-hearted Sifters have not cut fliort the 

Jam of her life : but furely they have not, for 
eaven would not permit fucn mifchief to be done 
en earth, as to tear the green clufter from the moft 
beautiful vine that ever foil produced. Of this 
beauty, which my coarfe tongue can never extol, an

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infinite number of noblemen, natives as well as ftran- 
gers, became enamoured. Among thefe a private . 
knight belonging to the court had the prefumption to 
raife his thoughts to the heaven of fuch perfection, 
confiding in his youth, his gallantry, his various ta- 
lents and accomplifhments, and the facility and fell? 
city of his wit ; for, I muft tell your graces, if you 
are not offended at the fubjeft, that he touched the 
guitarre fo nicely as to make it fpeak ; befides, he was 
a poet, a great dancer, and could make birdcages fo 
<rurioufly, that he might have earned his bread by that 
employment, had he been reduced to want. Such a 
number qf natural gifts and qualifications was enough 
to overthrow a mountain, much more a delicate 
young maiden ; but all his gaiety and gallantry % y his 
gifts and graces, would have availed little or nothing 
againft the fortrefs of my charge, if the treacherous 
ruffian had not praftifed means to reduce me firflt 
The bafe robber and lewd yagabond began by cul- 
tivating my good-will, and corrupting my tafte, that, 
like a difloyal governor, I might deliver up the key* 
•f the fort which I guarded. In a word, he flatter- 
ed my underftanding, and obtained my confent, by 
presenting me with forne jewels and trinkets; but 
what chiefly contributed to lay me on my back, were 
fome couplets which I heard him fing one night white 
I flood at a rail that looked into an alley where he was, 
and which, to the beft of my remembrance, were to 
this effeft : 

A thoufand fhafts from my fweet foe 
Are launch'd unerring to my heart, 
Yet muft I not reveal the fmart ; 

And filence aggravates my woe ! 

J thought the turn of the rhyme was as fmooth as 
pearls, and his voice as fweet as fugar-candy; and^ 
fince that time, feeing the mifchtef that hath befallen 

me. 
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me, thro* thefe and other fuch verfes, I have often 
thought, that wife and well regulated common- 
wealths ought to expel the poets, according to the 
advice of Plato ; at leaft your lafcivious writers who 
compofe couplets, not like thofe of thd marquis of 
Mantua, that entertain and draw tears from women 
and . children ; but your pointed conceits, which, 
like agreeable thorns, prick, as it were, the very foul, 
and wound like lightning, leaving the garment whole 
arid untouched. Another time he fung the following 
ftanza : 

Come, gentle death, fo foft and fly, 
That thy approach I may not fee 5 
Left I rejoice to fuch degree, 

That I {hall not have pow'r to die. 

And other tags and couplets of the fame kidney, 
which when written, confound, and when chanted, 
enchant ; for when they condefcend to compofe a fort 
of verfe in fafhion at that time in Candaya, called 
roundelays, they produce a kind of palpitation in the 
foul, a titillation of good humour, an agitation in the 
nerves, and, finally, a tremulous motion, like that of 
quickfilver, in all the fenfes. Therefore, I repeat it 
to this honourable company, that fuch dangerous 
rhymers ought to be banifhed to the Ifle of Lizards : 
yet, they are not fo much to\ blame* as the fimple 
wretches who applaud, and the boobies who believe 
them. If I had adhered to the duty of a good 
duenna, I ihould not have been moved by his Sere- 
nading concerts, nor believed the truth of thefe e*- 
preffions: "In death I live; in frdftlburnj in fire 
I fhiver •, in defpair I hope j the* I depart I ftili re- 
main :" and other impoflibilities of the fame ftraia* 
with which tneir works- abound. When they pro- 
# mife the phoenix of Arabia,, the crown of Ariadne, 
the locks of Apollo, the pearls of the South Sea,

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Ac gold of Tyber, and the balfams of Pancaya, they 
give the greateft latitude to their pens ; for it cofts 
them but a fmall matter to promife what they have 
neither inclination nor ability to perform. But, woe 
is me ! ah, wretched creature ! whither am I ftraying? 
What madnefs of defpair thus hurries and prompt* 
me to rehearfe the faults of other people? me, who 
have fo much to fay of my own infirmities ? Woe is 
.me again, unhappy woman ! Not by his verfes, but 
my own fimplicity, was I vanquiflied : it was not his 
mufic that foftened me *, but my own levity, inad- 
vertency, and ignorance, opened the way, and cleared 
the path, for the paffage of Don Clavijo, which is 
the name of the faid knight ; and therefore, I being 
the go-between, he was once and often admitted in- 
to the chamber of the (by me, and not by him) mif- 
led Antonomafia, under the title of her lawful fpoufe ; 
for, finner as : lam, without being her hufband, he 
.fhould not have come near enough to touch the folc 
of herilipper. - No, rio; marriage mud go before in 
every bufinefs of that kind, where lam concerned: 
the only misfortune in this affair was the inequality 
between Clavijo, who was but a private knight, and 
the infanta Antonomafia, who, as I have already 
faid, was heirefs of the. kingdom. For fome time, 
the plot was covered and concealed in the fagacity of 
my circumfpe£Hon, until I perceived a fmall protu- 
berance daily increafing in the belly of my Antono- 
mafia, whofe fears obliged us to lay our three heads 
.together; and the refult of our confutation was, 

• that before the misfortune fhould come to light, 
Clavijo mould demand Antonomafia in marriage, 
before the vicar-general, by virtue of a contra£fc 

• figned by the infanta, which was indited by my inge- 
nuity, in fuch ftrength of terms as Samfon him- 

• felf could not break. The fcheme was accordingly 
;. executed 5 the vicar perufed the contract, and con- 

feffed tha.princefs, who owned the whole affair, and

was committed to the care of a very honourable a!* 
guazil of the court. . 

Here Sancho interpofing, €€ So then, faid he, there 
are alguazils of the court, poets, and roundelays in 
Candaya, as well as in Spain ? I fwear, I think the 
world is every where the fame ! but I beg your lady- 
fhip, Madam Trifaldi, would difpatch ; for it grows 
late, and I die with impatience to know the end of 
this long-winded ftofy." " I will comply with your 
requeft," anfwered the counted. 

C HA P. VII. 

In which the lady Trifaldi proceeds with her memo- 
rable and ftupendous ftory. 

EVERY word that Sancho uttered gave as 
much pleafure to the du chefs as pain to Don 
Quixote, who having impofed filence on the fquire, 
the affli&ed duenna thus proceeded : " At" length, 
after innumerable queftions and replies, as the in- 
fanta continued ftill in her ftory without variation, 
the vicar pronounced fentence in favour of Don 
Clavijo, whom he declared her lawful hufband ; a 
circumftance that fo deeply affe&ed queen Maguncia, 
mother to the infanta Antonomafia, that we buried 
her in three days." " Not before {he was dead, I 
hope," faid Sancho. " No, certainly, replied Trifal- 
din 5 for in Candaya, people do not bury the living, 
but the dead." " And yet, fignor fquire, faid Sancho, 
we have feen a perfon in a fwoon buried for dead : 
and, in my opinion, queen Maguncia ought to have 
fwooned rather than died; for while there is life there . 
is hope; and the infanta's flip was not fo great as 
to oblige her to take on fo much. Had the young 
lady buckled with her own page, or any other fer- 
vant in the family, as I have heard many others 
have done, the mtfehief would not have been eafiiy 

Be re- 
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repaired; but to marry fuch a genteel, accomplilhed 
knight as the countefs hath defcribed ;——— verily, 
verily, although it was indifcreet,. the indifcretion 
was not fo great as people may imagine : for, ac- 
cording to the maxims of my mailer, who is here 
prefent, and will not furTer me to tell a lie, as learned 
men are created bifhops, fo may knights, efpecially 
knights-errant, be created kings and emperors." 
«« Thou art in the right, Sancho, faid Don Quixote ; 
for a knight-errant with two fingers-breadth of good 
fortune, is the very next in promotion to the greateft 
lord in the univerfe : but, pray, affli&ed lady, pro- 
ceed \ for I guefs the bitter part of this hitherto agree- 
able ftory is (till to come." " How ! the bitter part 
to come ? replied the countefs : ay, and fo bitter, 
that in comparifon with it, gall and wormwood are 
fweefc and favoury." 

« Well, then, the queen being really dead, and not 
in. a fwoon, -was buried j but fcarce was fhe covered 
with the mould, and fcarce had we pronounced the 
long and laft farewell, when, " Quis talia fando, 
temperet a lacrymis ? all of a fudden, above the 
tomb, appeared upon a wooden horfe the giant Ma- 
lambruno, Maguncia's firft coufin, who, exclufive of 
his cruel difpofition, was an enchanter, and by his 
diabolical art, in order to revenge his relation's death, 
and chaftif? the prefumption of Don Clavijo, to- 
gether with the folly of Antonomafia, fixed them 
both Enchanted on Maguncia's tomb, after having 
converted her into a monkey of brafs, and him into a 
frightful crocodile of fome unknown fubftance ; be- 
tween them is a plate of metal difplaying an inscrip- 
tion iii the Syrian language, which being translated 
into ihe Candayan, and afterwards into die Caftilian 
tongue, contains this fentence: "Thefe two pre- 
fumptuous lovers will not recover their priftine form, 
until the valorous Manchegan fliali engage with 
me in . fingle combat •, for hi* ftupendous valour. 
1Z aloney 
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alone, the Fates have referved this unfeen adventure.* 
Thefe metamorphofes being effe&ed, he unftieathed.a 
vaft unmeafurable fcymitar, and twitting hie left 
hand in my ha'jr, threatened to flit my windpipe and 
llice off my head. I was confounded, my voice ftuck 
in my throat, and I remained in an agony of fear: 
neverthelefs, I made one effort, and in a faultering 
accent and plaintive tone, uttered fuch a pathetic 
remonftrance as induced him to fufpend the execution 
of his rigorous revenge. In fine, he ordered all the 
duennas of the palace (there they are) to be brought 
into his prefence, when, after having exaggerated our 
fault, reviled the difpofition of duennas, their wicked 
fchemes and contrivances, and accufed them all of 
the crime of which I alone was guilty; he faid, he 
would not punifh us with inft ant death, but with a 
more tedious penalty, by which we fhould fufler a 
civil and continued death. He had no fooner done 
fpeaking, than that very moment and inftant we 
all felt the pores of our faces open, and the whole 
fur face tingle as if pricked with the points of needles : 
then clapping our hands on the part, every one 
found her vifage in the condition which you (hall 
now behald." 

So faying, the affli&ed duenna and her compan 
'axons, lifting up their veils, difclofed fo many faces 
overgrown with huge beards, red, black, white, and 
party-coloured 5 at fight of which, the duke and 
duchefs were amazed, Don Quixote and Sancha 
confounded, and all prefent overwhelmed with afto- 
nifhment : as for the countefs, fhe purfued her ftory 
in theie words : 

« In this manner were we punifhed by the felo- 
nious and ill-defigning Malambruno, who covered 
the fmoodmefs and delicacy of our faces with the 
KHighnefe of thefe bridles ; and would to heaven he 
had rather^ flruck off our heads with his unmeafurable 
fcymitar, than obfcured the light oi our countenances*

Vith this frightful bufli : for if this honourable com- 
pany will but confider, and in fpeaking what J am 
now .going to fay, I wifh I could turn my eyes into 
fountains; but the confidcration of bur misfortune, 
stad the oceans they have already rained, have drained 
them as dry as beards of corn ; and, therefore, I 
mud fpeak without tears. I fay then, whither can a 
duenna go with a beard upon her chin? what father 
or mother will condole her difgrace? or, who will 
give her the lead affiftance ? for if, when her face is 
fmoothed and martyred by a thoufand cofmetic flops 
and wafhes, (he can fcarce find one who will favour 
her with affeftion j what mult fhe do when her face. 
becomes a perfeft coppice of brufhwood ? O ye 
wretched duennas ! my companions dear ! in an un- 
lucky minute did we fee the light, and in a haplefs 
4iour were we engendered by our fathers !" 
So faying, Ihe pretended to faint away. 

CHAP. VIII, 

Of circumftances appertaining arid relating to this 
adventure and memorable ftory. 

T7 E R I L Y, and in good truth ! all thofe who 
* take pleafure in reading fuch biftories, ought to- 
manifeft their gratitude to its firft author Cid Hamet, 
for his curiofity in recounting the moil trivial inci- 
dent, without negle&ing to l?ring to light the leaft 
circumftance, how minute foever it may be. He de- 
scribes the thought, difclofes tlie fancy, anfwers the 
filent, explains doubts, difcufles arguments, and 
finally difplays the very atoms of the mod curious 
difpofition. O celebrated author! O happy Don 
Quixote ! O renowned Dulcinea ! O facetious Sancho 
Panza! may you flourifh conjun&ly and'feverally to 
the end of time, for the entertainment and paftime of 
mankind in general I 
t ., , ' v * Digitized by Google The 
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The hiftory relates, that Sancho feeing the affii&ed 
duenna faint away, " Now, by the faith of man ! cried 
he, and by the pedigree of all the Panzas of my forefa- 
thers ! never did I hear or fee, nor did my mafter re- 
count, or indeed conceive, fuch an adventure as this. 
A legion of devils confound thee for a giant and en- 
chanter, accurfed Malambruno ! could'ft thou find 
no other method to punifh thefe finners, but by clap- 
ping beards to them ? Would not it have been bet- 
ter, at leaft it would have been more for their ad- 
vantage, to cut off half their nofes, even thp' they 
fhould fnufHe in their fpeech, than to encumber them 
with beards ? Fd lay a wager too they have not 
wherewithal 'to pay a barber. " What you fay is 
very true, replied one of the dozen : we have not 
wherewithal to be trimmed ; and therefore fome 
of us, by way of ceconomy, make ufe of flicking- 
plafter, which being applied to our faces and plucked 
, off with a jerk, leave us as fleek and fmooth as the 
bottom of a marble mortar : for although there are 
women in Candaya who go ixom houfe to houfe, 
taking off the hair, arching the eyebrows, and com- 
pofing flipflops for the wfes of the fair-fex, we, who 
belonged to her ladyfhip, would never admit them 
into the family ; becaufe, for the moft part, they are 
perfons who having cpafed to be principals, exercife 
the occupation of procurefs ; and therefore, if we .are 
not redrefled by fignor Don Quixote, we muft e*en 
carry our beards to the grave." a If I do not redrefs 
your whijkers, cried the knight, I will leave mine 
among the Moors." 

Here the countefs Trifaldi recovering : " Valiant 
knight, faid fhe, the tingling of that prorrjife reached 
mine ears while I lay in a fwoon, and hath been the 
paufe of my recovering and retrieving the ufe of all 
my fenfes : therefore, renowned errant and invincible 
knight, I again intreat you, to put your gracious 
promife into execution." " In me, there ihall be no 
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delay, replied Don Quixote : confider then, my lady, 
and tell me what I am to do : my mind is perfe&ly 
difpofed for your fervice." " The cafe is this, then, 
arrfwered the afflicted duenna : From hence to the 
kingdom of Candaya, if you go by land, you muft 
travel five thoufand leagues, it may be one or two 
more or lefs j but if you go through the air in a right 
line, you meafure no more than three thoufand two. 
hundred and twenty-feven. You muft likewife know, 
Malambruno told me, that whenever fortune fhould 
furnifh me with our, deliverer, he would fend him a 
fteed that fliould be much better, and lefs vitious, 
than any of your return poft-horfes, as being the 
very individual wooden horfe upon which the valiant 
Peter carried off the fair Magalona : he is governed 
by a peg in his forehead that ferves inftead of a bri- 
dle, and he flies fo fwiftly through the air, that one 
would think he was transported' by all the devils in 
hell. This fteed, according to ancient tr dition, 
was contrived by the fage Merlin, and he lent him 
to his friend Peter, who, by means of fuch convey- 
ance, performed incredible journeys, and ftole, as 1 
have obferved, the fair Magalona, who fat behind 
him, and was tranfported through the air to the 
aftonifhment of all thofe who gaped after her from 
the earth. Yet he would lend him to none but his 
particular favourites, or fuch as would ' pay him a 
handfome price \ we do not know, that he was ever 
mounted, from the days "of the great Peter to the 
prefent time. Malambruno, by dint of art, has got 
and keeps him in * his pofleflion, making ufe of him 
in his journeys, which he performs in an inftant x 
from one part of the world to another ; now here, 
to-morrow in France, and- next day in Peru ; and, 
there is one great advantage in this horfe ; he nei- 
ther eats nor fleeps, nor cofts any thing in {hoeing* 
and ambles through the air without wings, in fuch 
a manner, that his rider may hold a cup full of 
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water in his hand, without fpilling a (ingle drop, his 
motion is fo fmooth and eafy : for which reafon, the 
fair Magalona delighted much in taking the air upon 
his back." 

" As for his going fmooth and eafy, faid Sancho, 
there is my Dapple, whom (though he does not go 
through the air, but along the ground) I will match 
againft all the amblers that ever the earth produced." 
All the company laughed at this obfervation, and 
the affii&ed duenna proceeded : " Now, this horfe, if 
Malambruno is a&ually difpofed to put an end to 
our misfortune, will be here in lefs than half an hour 
after it is dark : for he told me, the fignal by; which 
I mould be certain of having found the knight I was 
in queft of, would be his fending the horfe thither 
with all convenient difpatch." " And pray, faid 
Sancho, how many perfons will this horfe carry ?" 
« Two, replied the affii&ed"; one upon the faddle, 
and the other upon the crupper, and thefe are com*- 
monly the knight and the fquire, when there is no 
damfel to be ftolen." " I ihould be glad to know, 
affli&ed madam, refumed the fquire, what is the 
name of that fame horfe ?" " His name, anfwered 
the affli&ed, is not like that of Bellerophon's horfe,. 
which was called Pegafus ; nor does it refemble that 
which diftinguiftied the fteed of Alexander the Great,. * 
Bucephalus ; nor that of Orlando Furiofo, whofe ap- 
pellation was Brilladoro 5 nor Bayarte, which be- 
longed to Reynaldo de Montalban ; nor frontino,: 
that appertained to Rugero* nor Bootes, norPeritoa, 
the horfes of the fun •, nor is he called Orelia, like- 
that fteed upon which the unfortunate Rodrigo, laft 
king of the Goths, engaged in that battle where he 
loft his crown and life." .«« I will lay a wager, cried; 
Sancho, that as he is not diftinguiftied by any of 
thofe famous names of horfes fo well known, fo nei-< 
ther have they given him the name of my mailer's 
horfe Rozinaate ; a name which*, in propriety, ex- 
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ceeds all thofe that have been named." **" Very true, 
replied the bearded countefs : neverthelefs, it fits him 
very well : for he is called Clavileno Aligero *, an 
appellation that fuits exactly with his wooden fub- 
ftance, the peg in his forehead, and the fwiftnefs with 
which he travels; fo that for his name, he may be 
brought in competition even with the famous Ro- 
zinante." " The name pleafes me well enough, 
faid Sancho ; but what fort of bridle or halter muft be 
ufed in managing him ?" " I have already told you, 
anfwered Trifaldi, that by turning the peg, the knight 
who rides can make him travel juft as he pleafes, 
cither mounting through the air, or elfe fweeping, 
and as it were brufhing the furface of the earth ; or, 
laftly, failing through the middle region, which is 
the courfe to be fought after and purfued, in all well- 
concerted enterprizes. ,, 

" I fhould be glad to fee this fame beaft, replied 
the fquire ; but, to think that I will mount him, 
either in the fad die or on the crupper, is all the 
fame thing as to look for pears upon an elm. A fine 
joke, i'faith ! I can fcarce keep the back of my own 
% Dapple, though fitting upon a pannel as foft as fattin, 
and they would now have me get upon a crupper 
of board without either pillow or cufhion. By the 
Lord ! I have no intention to bruife myfelf, in or- 
der to take off the beard of any perfon whatfoever : 
let every beard be lhaved according to the owner's 
fancy 5 for my own part, 1 have no notion of accom- 
panying my matter in fuch a long and tedious jour- 
ney : for furely I have no concern in the {having 
of beards, whatever I may have in the difenchant- 
ment of Dulcinea." " Indeed, you have, my friend, 
anfwered Trifaldi; ay, and fo much, that without 
your prefence I believe we fhall do no good." " In 
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the king's name ! cried Sancho, what have fquires to 
do with the adventures of their matters ? What ! are 
they to run away with all the reputation, and we to 
undergo all the trouble ? Body o'me ! would your 
hiftorians but mention, that fuch a knight atchieved 
fuch -and fuch an adventure, with the affiftance of his 
fquire what-d'ye-calkim, without whom he could 
not poflibly have finiihed the exploit ; but, they drily 
relate, as now Don Paralipomenon of the three liars, 
finifhed the adventure of the fix goblins, without 
even naming the fquire who was prefent all the time, 
no more than if there was not fuch a perfon in the 
world : I therefore fay again to this honourable com- 
pany, that my matter may go by himfelf, and good 
luck attend him 5 but,- for my own part, I will ftay 
where I am, and keep my lady duchefs company : 
and peradventure, at his return, he may find my lady 
Dulcinea's bufinefs well forwarded : for I intend, at 
my idle and leifure hours, to whip myfelf to fuch a 
tune, that not a fmgle hair fliall ftand before me." 

€t But, for all that, faid the duchefs, honeft San- 
cho, you mutt attend him, fhould there be occafion : 
for you will be folicited by the righteous 5 and fure- 
ly it would be a great pity, that the faces of thefe 
gentlewomen fhould continue overfhadowed_ with 
hair, merely from your needlefs apprehenfion." ~" I 
fay again, in the king's name \ cried Sancho, if this 
charity fhould be of any benefit to releafe maidens, 
or parifh-children, a man might venture to undergo 
fome trouble; but to take fuch pains in order to 
rid duennas of their beards ! a plague upon the whole 
generation ! I had rather fee them all bearded from 
the higheft to the loweft, tag, rag, and bobtail." 
" Friend Sancho, faid the duchefs, you are on bad 
terms with duennas, and very much infected with 
the opinion of that apothecary of Toledo; but, in 
good footh, you are very mucn in the wrong : there 
are duennas in my houfe, who might ferve as pat- 
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terns of virtue ; and, here Hands Donna Rodriguez, 
who would not fufter me to fay otherwife." " Your 
excellency may fay what you pleafe, anfwered Rodri- 
guez ; but, God knows the truth of all things, and 
good or bad, bearded or fmooth, we duennas were 
born of our mothers, as well as other women ; fmce, 
therefore, God fent us into the world, lie knows for 
what, and in his mercy do I put my truft, and not in 
the beard of any perfon whatfoever — " 

" Tis very well, fignora Rodriguez, madam Tri- 
faldi, and you ladies of her company, faid Don 
Quixote : Heaven, I hope, will look upon your mif- 
fortunes with propitious eyes, and Sancho will 
cheerfully obey nly orders; let Clavileno come, fo 
as that I may once fee myfelf engaged with Malam- 
bruno, and confident I am, that no razor can (have 
your ladylhips with more facility than my fword 
fliould find in (having the giant's head from hi* 
fhoulders 5 for tho' God permits the wicked to prof* 
per, it is but for a time." The affli&ed duenna 
hearing this declaration, exclaimed, « Now may all 
the ftars of the celeftial regions fhed their benign in-, 
fluence upon your worfhip, moil valiant knight, in- 
filling courage into your foul, and crowning your at- 
enlevements with profperity, that you may be the 
fliield and fupport of this our flighted and djeprefled 
duennian order, abominated by apothecaries, grum- 
bled at by fquires, and jeered by pages ! now, ill be- 
tide the wretch who, in the flower of her youth, 
would not rather take the veil than become a duenna* 
Unfortunate duennas that we are! for though we 
may be defcended in a direct male line from He&or 
of Troy, our ladies will not fail to throw Thou in 
our teeth, even if they thought they mould be crown- 
ed for it. O thou giant Malambruno, who, tho* an 
enchanter, art always punctual in thy promifes, fend 
hither the peerlefs Clavileno 4 that our difafter may 
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be done away ; for, if our beards continue until the 
dog-days begin, woe be unto us !" 

Trifaldi pronounced thefe words in fuch a pathetic 
(train, as brought tears from the eyes of all the by- 
ftanders, and even filled Sancho's to the brim; fo 
that he refolved in his heart, to accompany his maf- 
ter to the utmoft limits of the earth, provided his at- 
tendance fhould be necefTary towards (hearing the wool 
of thofe venerable countenances. 



CHAP..K 

Of Clavileno's arrival, and the conclufion of this 
protracted adventure. 

XjfEANWHILE, night came oft, and along with 
J - VA it the time fixed for the arrival of the famous 
fteed Clavileno, whofe delay began already to afflict 
Don Quixote ; for he looked upon the detention of 
the hone as a fign that he himfelf was not the knight 
for whom the adventure was referved, or that Ma- 
lambnmo was afraid to engage with him in fingle. 
combat. But, lo, all of a fudden, four favages, clad 
in green ivy, entered the garden, bearing on their 
backs a great wooden horfe, which being placed on 
the ground, one of the number pronounced '" Let 
him who has coinage, mount this machine/' " For 
my own part, faid Sancho, I do not mount; for 
neither have I courage, nor am I a knight." But, 
the favage proceeded, faying, « Let the fquire, if he 
has one, occupy the crupper ; and he may confide in 
the valiant Malambruno: for, except the fword of 
that giant, no other fteel or malice (hall offend him \ 
and the knight has no more to do, but to turn thifr 
peg upon his neck, and he will carry them through 
the air to the place where Malambruno waits for 
their arrival; but left the height and fublimity of 
the road (hould turn their heads, their eyes muft be 
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covered until fuch time as the horfe fhall neigh ; for 
that will be the fignal of their having performed the 

{'ourney." This intimation being given, they left the 
lorfe, and retired to the place from whence they 
came, with great folemnity. 

The affli&ed duenna no fooner beheld the fteed, 
than addrefling herfelf to Don Quixote, with tears in 
her eyes, " Valiant knight, faid fhe, Malambruno's 
promife is made good : here ftands the horfe, our 
beards are ftili growing, and each of us, nay every 
hair upon oiir chins, fupplicate thee to fhave and 
(hear them, firice* there is nothing elfe required but 
to mount with thy fquire, and happily begin your 
journey ." " That will I do, my lady countefs Tri- 
faldi, replied Don Quixote, with good will, and 
hearty inclination: nor will I delay the expedition , 
by fpending time in furnifhing myfelf with a cushion, 
or even in putting on my fpurs, fo impatient I am to 
fee your ladyftiip and thofe duennas quite fmootK 
and fliaven." " That will I not do, cried Sancho, 
neij^er with hearty nor heartlefs inclination, nor in 
any manner of way ; and if the (having cannot be 
. performed without my mounting upon the crupper, 
my mailer muft look for another fquire to attend him, 
and thefe ladies muft find another method for fmooth- 
ing their faces j for I am no wizard, to take de- 
light in flying through the air : and, pray, what would 
my iflanders fay, fhould they know their governour 
was riding upon the wind ? moreover, it being three 
thoufand and fo many more leagues from hence to 
Candaya, mould the horfe be tired, or the giant out 
of humour, we may fpend half a dozen years in re- 
turning ; and by that time, the devil an ifland or 
iflander in the whole world will know my face. It 
is a common faying, that delay breeds danger ; and 
When the heifer you receive, have "a halter in your 
fleeve* The beards of thefe ladies muft therefore 
excufe me : I know St, Peter is well at Rome ; my 
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meaning is, I find myfelf very well in this manfion, 
where I am treated with fuch refpecl:, and from the 
matter of which I expect fo groat a favour as that 
of being made a governor." To this remonftrance 
the duke replied, " Friend Sancho, the ifland I have 
promifed, is neither floating or fugitive, but its roots 
are fo deeply fixed in the bowels of the earth, that 
three good pulls will not remove or tear it away ; 
and, as you are fenfible, I know, there is no kind of 
office of any importance that is not obtained by fome 
fort of bribe, more or lefs, the prefent I expect for 
the government is, that you will attend your matter, 
Don Quixote, in crowning and accomplifhing this 
memorable adventure i and, whether you return upon 
Clavileno with that difpatch which his fpeed feems to 
promife; or, by the cruelty of adverfe fortune, you 
come back in the habit of a pilgrim, begging on 
foot, from houfc to houfe and from one inn to an- 
other, you mall, neverthelefs, at your return, find your 
ifland where you left it, and your iflanders actuated 
by the fame defire of receiving you as their governour, 
which they have always indulged-, and, as for my 
inclination, it can 'never change \ for, to entertain the 
lead doubt of my fincerity, fignor Sancho, would be 
a notorious injury to the attachment I feel for your 
fervice." " Enough, my lord, cried Sancho: I am 
a poor fquire, and cannot bear fuch a load of cour- 
tefy : let my matter mount, and my eyes be covered ; 
recommend me to God ; and let me know whether, 
while we travel through thofe altitudes, I may call 
upon the name of the Lord, or implore the protection 
of his angels." To this interrogation, the countefs 
replied, " You may recommend yourfelf to God, or 
to whom you will ; for, Malambruno, though an en- 
chanter, is neverthelefs a chriftian, and performs his 
enchantments with great fagacity and caution, nor 
does he injtermeddle in any perfon's affairs." " Well 
then, cried Sancho, God, and the moft Holy Trinity 
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of Gaeta, be my guide and prote£Uon !" " Since the 
memorable adventure of the fulling mills, faid Don 
Quixote, I have never feen Sancho fo infe&ed with 
fear, as upon this occafion ; and if I were as much 
addi&ed to fuperftition as fome people are, his pu- 
(illanimity would produce fome compunftion in my 
foul: but, come hither, Sancho; for with the permit- - 
fion of that noble pair, I would fpeak two words with 
you in private." 

Then taking his fquire afide into a tuft of trees, 
and grafping both his hands, <c You fee, brother 
Sancho, faid he, the long journey that awaits us : 
and God knows when we fhall return, and what 
leifure or convenience our bufinefs may allows I 
therefore beg thou wilt now retire to thy apartment, 
on pretence of fetching fome necefTaries for the road, 
and, in the twinkling of a ftraw, inflitt upon thyfelf 
fome five hundred of thofe three thoufand three hun- 
dred lafhes for which thou art engaged, and they fhall 
(land good in the account : for, when a thing is once 
begun, it is almoft as good as half finifhed." u Be- 
fore God ! cried Sancho, your worfhip muft be out 
of your fenfes ; this is juft as they fay, You fee me 
in a hurry, and aflc me to marry. Now, when I am 
going to ride upon a wooden crupper, would you* 
worfhip have me afflidl my pofteriors ? Verily, verily, 
your worfliip was never more out of the way : at 
prefent, let us proceed and fhave thofe duennas, and 
at our return, I promife to your worfliip on the faith 
of my chara&er, to quit my fcore with fuch difpatch 
that your worfhip fhall be fatisfied ; and Fll fay no 
more." " Well then, anfwered the knight, I will 
confole myfelf, honeft Sancho, with that promife, 
which I really believe thou wilt perform ; for, furely, 
tho' thy head be but green, jthy heart is true blue." 
" Green, faid Sancho; my head fs not- green, but 
black ; but, even tho' it were pyebald, I would per- 
form my promife. ,, 
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After this fhort dialogue they returned, in order 
to take horfe •, then, the knight addreffmg himfelf to 
the fquirc. " Sancho, faid he, fufFer yourfelf to be 
hoodwinked, and get up : he who fends for us from 
fuch diftant regions, can have no intention to de- 
ceive us, becaufe he could reap no glory from having 
deceived tliofe who depended on his fincerity j and, 
aitho' the event may turn out contrary to my ex- 
pectation, the glory of having undertaken fuch an 
exploit "no malice whatfoaver can impair." " Come 
then, fignor, cried the fquire, for the beards and 
tears of thofe ladies are fo imprinted in my heart, 
that I fhall not fwallow a mouthful to do me good, 
until I fee them reftored to their original fmoothnefs. 
Get up, fignor, and hoodwink yourfelf firft ; for, if 
the crupper is to be my feat, it is plain that you mud 
mount firft into the faddlc." " You are in the right," 
replied Don Quixote ; who, pulling a handkerchief 
from his pocket, defired the afflicted duenna to fatten 
it round his eyes, which, however, were no fooner 
covered, than he took off the bandage, faying, " If I 
remember aright, I have read in Virgil, of the Tro- 
jan Palladium, a wooden horfe offered to the goddefs 
Pallas, the bowels of which horfe were filled with 
armed men, who afterwards occafioned the total de- 
ftru&ion of Troy ; and, therefore, it will not be 
amifs, firft of all, to examine the belly of Clavileno." 
« There is no occafion, faid the afflidted duenna - 9 
for I am certain that Malambruno has neither trea- 
chery nor malice in his heart : your worfhip, fignor 
Don Quixote, may therefore mount, without the leaft 
apprehenfion ; and if any mifchief befal you, lay it 
at my door." The knight reflecting that any hefitation 
about his perfonal fafety would be a difparagement 
to his valour, mounted Clavileno without farther al- 
tercation, and tried the peg, which turned with eafe ; 
and his legs hanging down at full length for want 
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of ftirrups, he looked like a figure in fome Roman 
triumph, painted or wrought in Flemifh tapeftry. 

Then Sancho, very flowly, and much againft his 
will, crept up behind, and (eating himfelf as well as 
he could upon the crupper, found it fo hard and un- 
eafy, that he begged the duke would order him to be 
accommodated with fome cufhion or pillow, tho' it 
fhould be taken from my lady duchefs's fopha, or 
fome page's bed 5 for the crupper of that horfe feem- 
ed to be made of marble rather than of wood. 

Here Trifaldi interpofing, < allured him that Clavi- 
leno would bear no kind of furniture or ornament ;

Don Quixote hearing this apoftrophe, w How now, 
mifcreant! faid he, are you brought to the gallows, 
or in the laft agonies of death, that you make ufe of 
fuch intreaties ? Difpirited and cowardly creature ! 
art not thou feated in the very fame place which was 
occupied by the fair Magalona, and from which fhe 
defcended, not to her grave, but to the crown of 
France, if hiftory fpeaks truth ? And l x who fit by 
thy fide, furely may vie with valiant Peter, who 
.prefled the felf-fame back, now preffed by me. Shroud, 
fhroud thine eyes, thou animal without a foul, and 
let not thofe fymptoms of fear efcape thy lips, at leaft- 
in my prefence/* " Hoodwink me then, anfwered 
Sancho, and fince I muft neither recommend myfelf, 
nor be recommended to the protection of God, what 
wonder is it, if I am afraid we fhall meet with fome 
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legion of devils, who will treat us according to the 
* Peralvillo law ?" . 

Their eyes being covered, .and Don Quixote per- 
ceiving he was fixed in his feat, turned the peg ; apd 
fcarce had his finger touched this rudder, when the 
whole bevy of duennas, and all that were prefent, 
raifed their voices, crying, " Heaven be thy guide, 
valorous 'knight! God be thy prote&ion, intrepid 
fquire ! Now, now, you rife and cut the liquid iky 
more fwiftly than an arrow; *.ow> you begin to 
aftontfh and confound all thofe who gaze upon you 
from this earthly fpot ! Hold fail, valiant Sattcho, for ' 
we fee thee totter ; beware of falling : to fall from 
fuch a height would be more fatal than the fall of that 
afpiring youth whofe ambition prompted him to drive 
the chariot of the fun his father." 

Sancho, hearing this exclamation, crept clofer to 
his matter, and hugging him fail in his arms, " Sig- 
ner, faid he, how can we be fo high as thofe people 
fay we are, feeing we can hear them fpeak as well 
as if we were within a few yards of them ?" « You 
mud not mind that circumftance, anfwered the 
knight; for thefe incidents and flights being alto- 
gether out of the ordinary courfe of things, you may , 
hear and fee what you pleafe, at the diftance of a 
thoufand leagues: but do not fjqueeze me fo hard, 
left I tumble from my feat. I really cannot imagine 
what it is that difturbs and affrights thee ; for I fwear, 
in all the days of my life, I never beftrode a horfe of 
a more eafy pace : indeed, he goes fo fmobthly that I

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can hardly feci him move. Difpel thy feat, my friend, 
for truly the bufinefs goes on fwimmingly, and we 
fail right afore the wind," u You are certainly in 
the right, anfwered Sancho : for on this fide, there 
Mows as frefli a gale as if I was fanned with a thou- 
fand pair of bellows.— — " 

Nor was he much miftaken in his conjecture 5 for 
the wind that blew was actually produced by one of 
thofe machines : fo well had the adventure been con- 
trived by the duke and duchefs, and their fteward* 
that nought was wanting to render it complete. 
Then the knight feeling the fame breeze, u Without 
doubt, faid he, we mud be arrived at the fecond re- 
gion of the air, in which hail and fnow are produced: 
meteors, thunder and lightning are engendered in the 
third region : if we continue to mount at this rate, 
wc fliall in a very little time reach the region of 
fire; and I know not how to manage this peg, fb 
as to put a flop to our rifing, and prevent our being 
fcorched to a cinder." 

In the midft of this converfation their faces were 
warmed with fome tow that was kindled for the pur- 
pofe> at the end of a long pole, and Sancho feeling 
the heat, u Let me perifh !* cried he, if we are not 
now come to that fame habitation of fire 5 for a 
great part of my beard is already (inged : and 3 am, 
refolved to uncover my eyes> that I may fee where- 
abouts we are." « By no means, anfwered the knight: 
remember the true ftory of the licentiate Torah/a* 
who, being mounted on a cane, was conveyed through. 
the air, with his eyes (hut, by the devils; in twelve 
hour$ he arrived at Rome, and alighted on the tower 
of Nona, which is in one of the ftrcets of that city, 
whence he beheld the whole tumult, aflaukj and death, 
of the conftable of Bourbon $ and before morning he 
had returned to Madrid, where he gave an account of 
that tranfa&ion. He likewife affirmed, that While he 
travelled through the ai* f the devil bad him open his 

eyes, 
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eyes, and Ik Jaw hhnfelf fo ne*r the body of *he moo* 
that he cpuld have .touched it with his hand \ hut lie 
durft not look towards the earth, left his head fhouid 
hafe turned giddy. Ija us not, therefore, uncover 
our eyes, Sancho j he in whpfe charge we are, will 
give a good account pf us ; and perhaps we are now at 
the very point of pur elevation, from whence we (hall 
come foufe upon the kingdom of Caitdaya, -\s a dker, 
or jerfaukon, <Iar.ts down upon a heron wiui a force 
proportioned to hw rife : and, although it feems ip us 
no more than half an hojur fince we fet out front 
xhe .garden, you may -depend upon it we have tra* 
jtelled an jn^nenfe way*" " As to that matter, I am 
quite ignorant, faid&*ncho : this only I .know, that if 
Mtftdam Magalhujss, prWkgalpnfl, took plejrfure in 
fitting upon this cropper,, her flefh guuft #ot have been, 
very tender." 

All thre4iaJogue of the two herpes was overheard 
by the duke and duchefs, and the reft pf the oom* 
pany in the garden, to whom it afforded extraor* 
diaasy entertainment: at length, defirous of iiniftir 
ing this ftrange arid well concerted adventure, 
they fet fire to Clavileno's tail with fome lighted 
flax j rhis belly being filled with fqvifes ,and crackers, 
he inftandy blew up with a dreadful explofion, and 
'Don Quixote, with his (quire, oarne to the ground 
rnore than half, finged. By this rime the whpfe 
hearded fquadron, with my lady Trifaldi, had var 
i^thed from the garden, and all the reft of the 
company were ftretched upon the ground as in a 
(ranee. Don Quixote apd Sancho getting on their 
feet, in a very indifferent condition! and looking aU 
around, were aftoajfhed jt© fi^j themfelves in the 
•feme garden, .fuom which they took their flight, and 
jto fee fuich a number of people emended along the 
3>rafs; hut thejr adiwiration was ifcill more increafed, 
when at one cotner of the. garden they beheld a 
huge lattoe iixed io-jthc ground, aqd tied to his lance, 
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by' twp cords of green filk, a fmooth white fkiri of 
parchment, on which was the following infcription 
in large golden letters : 

u The renowned knight Don Quixote de la Man- 
cha has finifhed and atchieved the adventure of the 
countefs Trifaldi, alias the affli&ed duenna, and her 
companions, folely by his having undertaken the en- 
terprize. 

•« Malambruno ' is wholly fatisfied and appeafed 5 
the chins of the duennas are fmooth and clean ; their 
majefties Don Clavijo and Antonomafia are reftored 
to their original fdrm : and when the fquirely flagella- 
tion fliall be accompliflied, the white dove will be de- 
livered from the peftilential talons of h$r persecutors, 
and find herfelf within the arms of her beloved tur- 
tle 5 for fuch is the decree of the fage Merlin, the 
prince and prototype of all enchanters. . 

Don Quixote having read this fcrollj at once com- 
prehended the meaning, which related to the difen- 
chantment of Dulcinea, and returning a thoufand 
thanks to Heaven for his fuccefs in having finifhed 
fuch a mighty exploit with fo little danger, and re- 
duced to their priftine form the faces of thofe vene- 
rable duennas who had difappeared, he went towards 
the place where the duke and duchefs ftill lay in- 
tranced, and pulling his grace by the arm, " Courage ! ' 
courage, my noble lord, faid he \ all is over now ; 
the adventure is finifhed, without damage ' to the bar- 
rier, as will plainly appear by the infcription of yonder 
fcrollj 

The duke feemed to, recover gradually, like one 
waking from a profound fleep ; his example was fol* 
lowed by the duchefs, and all the reft who lay along 
the garden ; and they exhibited fuch marks of fear 
and aftonifhment, that even almoft t0 themfelvesy 
that feemed to have happened in earneft which they 
had fo well aiSted in jeft. The duke having read the 
infcription with his eyes half fhut, ran with open 
5 arms 
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arms to embrace Don Quixote, calling him the molt 
worthy knight that any age had ever produced : while 
Sancho went looking about for the affli&ed matron, 
to_ fee if her beard was quite gone, and whether her 
face, without hair, was as beautiful as her gallant 
deportment feemed to promife. But he was told, 
that, as Clavileno defcended in a flame from the Iky, 
the wlrole fquadron of duennas, with Trifaka at their 
head, had vanifhed, and their faces fmack fmooth as 
if they had been clean {haven. 

Then the duchefs alking, how it had fared with 
Sancho in his long journey, the fquire replied, "As 
for me, my lady, I perceived, as my mafter told me, 
that we flew through the region of fire, and I felt a 
ftrong inclination to have a peep} but my mafter 
would .not confent, when I begged his permiflion to 
uncover my eyes : neverthelefs, I, who have a fort 
of a chip of curiofity, and an eager defire %o know 
what I am forbid to inquire about, fair and foftly, 
without being perceived by any living foul, pulled 
down upon my nofe the handkerchief, that covered 
my eyes, and by thefe means had a glimpfe- of the 
earth, which, feemed no bigger than a grain of muf- 
tard, and the men that walked upon it almoft as little 
as hazle-nuts ; fo you may guefs how high we muljb 
have foared by that time." 

To this afleveration the duchefs anfwered, " Have, 
a care, friend Sancho j from what you fay, it ap^ 
pears that it could not be the earth, but the men 
walking upon it, whom you faw : for if. the earth 
appeared like a grain of muftard, and every man as 
big as a nut, , it clearly follows, that one man mull 
have covered the whole earth." " Very true, faid 
Sancho; but, for all that, I had a fide-view, by 
which I discovered the whole globe." " Take ncj- 
tice, Sancho, refumed the duchefs, it is impoflible to 
'fee the whole of any thing by a fide-view." " I 
know, nothing of views, replied the fquire; this 
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only 1 know, your ladyfhip ought to confider, that 
as we flew by enchantment, fo might I, by enchant- 
ment, fee the whole earth, and all the men upon it, 
m any fort of view whatfoever : and if your ladyfliiji 
will not believe me in that, no more wiff yoi* be* 
Jieve me when I tell you, that pulhing up the hand- 
kerchief towards my eye-brows, I found myfelf with- 
in an hand's-breadth and an half of heaven, which 
I'll affure your ladyfhip upon oath is very huge 5 and 
it came to pafs, that our road lay clofe to the feveh 
nanny * goats : now, I have been a goat-herd in my 
youth, before God and my confcience ! I no fooner 
fet eyes on tftem, than I was feized with the incli- 
nation to divert myfelf a little with the pretty crea* 
tures, and if I had not done it, I believe I mould have 
burft for vexation. Come on then,- what does me 1 1 
but, without faying a word to any living foul, n6t 
even to my mafter, fairly and foftly ffide d6wn from 
Clavileno, and fport with the nannies, which are Kke 
violets and lilies,, for the fpace of th*ee quarters d£ 
an hour, and all that time the hoffe did not budge a 
ftep from the place/' 

" And while honeft Sancho diverted himfelf with 
the goats, faid the duke,' how was fignor Don Quix- 
ote entertained ?* To this interrogation the knight 
replied, " As all thefe adventures and incidents are 
out of the ordinary courfe of nature, we are not to 
wonder at what Sancho has told ; for my own part, 
I can fafely affirm, that I neither moved up nor 
pulled down the bandage, nor did fee either heaven 
dr earth 5 or fea or land. Tf ue it is, I perceived <fcre 
pafled through the region of the air, and even bor- 
dered upon the region of fire; but, that We tra- 
velled beyond it; I cannot believe: for the fiery re- 
gion being between the fphefe of the moon ana the

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ntmoft region of the air* w« could not reach tliat fir- 
mament in which arc placed the feven nannies, as 
Sancho calls them, without being (torched to death} 
and feeing we are not fcorched, either Sancho lies, 
or Sancho dreams." " I neither lie nor dream, cried 
the fquire: let them afk the marks of the nanny 
goats •, and by my anfwers you will perceive whether 
or not I fpeak truth." " Defcribe them then, San- 
cho," faid the du chefs. "Two of them, replied 
Sancho, are green, two carnation, two blue, and one 
motley," " This is a new breed, faid the" duke : in 
our region of earth there are no fuch colours \ I mean, 
-among the nanny goats." " That is very plain, re- 
plied the fquire: there muft be fome difference be- 
tween the goats of heaven and tho£e upon earth." 
** Pray, tell me, Sancho, faid his grace, didft thou 
-fee never an he-goat • among thefe females P 9 " No, 
my lord, anfwered the fquire ; I have been told, none 
of thofe pafs beyond the horns of the moon." 

They did not choofe to interrogate him farther 
tbouft nis journey; for they concluded that Sancho 
was in a fair way to travel through all the heavens 
5>bove, and tell the news of each ; though he had 
never ftirred from the garden. 

Finally, thus ended the adventure of the affii&ed 
duenna, which afforded a fund for laughter to the 
duke and du chefs, not only at that time, but during 
the whole courfe of their lives ; as well as matter for 
Sancho to relate, had he lived whole centuries. 

Don- Quixote coming to the fquire, whifpered in 
his ear, ** Hark ye, Sancho; fince you would have 
us believe what you fay, touching the things yon 
faw in heaven, I defire tne like credit from you, with

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regard to thofe things I faw in the cave of Monte finos. 
That's *U." 

CHAP. X. . 

Containing Don Quixote's inftrudions to Sancho 
Panza, before he fet out for his government, with 
other well weighed incidents. 

*TpHE duke and duchefs were fo well pleafed 
-*• with the diverting and happy fuccefs of the 
adventure of the afflicted duenna, that they refolved 
to proceed wkh the jeft, feeing what a- proper fub- 
je£t they had to make it pafs for earneft. Having, 
therefore, communicated their fcheme and inftruc- 
tions to their fervants and vaflals, touching their be- 
haviour to Sancho in his government of the pro- 
mifed ifland; on the day fucceeding the flight, of 
Clavileno, the duke defired him to prepare and mak* 
himfelf ready to fet out for his government, as the 
iflanders already longed for him as much as for ^lay 
mowers. 

Sancho, having made his obeifance, "Since my 
defcent from'heaven, faid he, and fince from its lofty 
fummit I have viewed the earth, and found it of fucn 
fmall extent, my defire of being a governor is much 
moderated: for what grandeur can there be in 
reigning over a grain of muftard feed? or what 
dignity and empire in governing half a dozen of mor- 
tals no bigger than filberts? for the whole earth 
feemed to contain nothing more. If your lordfhip 
would be pleafed to beftow upon me a fmall trifling 
fpace in heaven, though it fhould not be above half 
a league, I would more gladly receive it than the 
bed- ifland in the world." " You mult confider, 
friend Sancho, replied the. duke, that I have it not in 
my power to give away any part of heaven i no, not a 
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nail's breadth : thefe favours and benefits are in the 
gift of God alone. What is in my power, I freely 
give you } namely, a good ifland; right and tight, 
round and well proportioned, above meafure fertile, 
and fo abounding with all good things, that if you. 
mind your hits, you may with the riches of earth 
purchafe the opulence of heaven." " Well then, 
cried Sancho, let this ifland be forthcoming, and I 
will ftruggle hard, but I mall be fuch a governor, 
that in fpite of knaves, I may go to heaven ; . and 
take notice, it is not from avarice that I defire to 
quit my cottage, and raife myfelf to a footing witK 
my betters ; but folely to tafte and try what it is to 
be a governor." " Nay, if once you tafte it, faid 
the duke, you will be ready to eat your fingers after 
the government ; for nothing is fo delicious as to 
command and be obeyed : certain I am, that when 
your matter fhall come to be an emperor, as will 
doubtlefs be the cafe, confidering the current of his 
affairs, it will not be in the power of any perfoi* 
upon e^rth to tear it from him, and he will forely 
grieve, and heartily rue the time he has loft before 
his advancement to fuch an imperial ftation." " In- 
deed, my lord, replied Sancho, I imagine it mud be 
a very pleafant thing to govern, even though it mould 
be but a flock of Sleep." "May I be buried with 
you, Sancho, but you know evejy .thing f anfwered 
the duke : I hope you will turn out fuch a governor 
as your judgment and fagacit^ feem to promife : but 
here let that matter reft; and take notice, that to- 
morrow morning you muft fet out for the govern- 
ment of the ifland; and this evening you fhall be 
accommodated with a convenient drefs, and all other 
neceflaries for your departure?' " They may drefs 
me as they will, faid thefquife; butj be that a*s it 
may, I mail' ftill be Sancho Eanza.* ;«True, re r 
plied the duke; but the garb ought always to be 
fuited to the .dignity and function of the grofeflion : 
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for it would be a great impropriety Hi a lawyer td ap- 
pear in the drefs of a foWier, or a foldJer to Wear 
canonicals ; yoa, SanehOj muft wear a habit that 
fhafl partly befpeak the gown* and partly the fword t 
ibt in the iftartd which I hate beftowed upon you* 
letters and arms are both neceffary." V As for letters* 
anfwered Sancho; 1 am but indifferently ftored, a| 
1 am even ignorant of the a, b> t j but, provided I 
remember my Chrlftcrofs, I fhall be fufficiently qua- 
lified for a gobd governor : with fegard to arms> I 
fliall ufe thofe that may be put into hiy hand, until I 
fcih (land no longfer, and God be my fliield." «*With 
fdeh an excellent memory, fald the duke, Sancho 
fcan never fall into the ieaft miftake." 

Here they werfe joined by Don Quixote, who uin 
il'erflandittg the fubje& bf their ebnverfatidn, and tht 
ftiort fpate allotted to Sancho, tb ptepire for hfc de* 
£arture, took the AJuire by the hand; with the du&'fe 
permilRon, and led him jtb his apartrrifent, In order to 
inftru&t hirn how to behave in, hxi officfe. Hating. 
filtered the chamber* he lockbd the door, and obliging 
Sancho to fit down by him, fpoke to this effe£t> in * 
grave and folemn tone : 

«J t return infinite thanks to Heaven, friend Sartcho, 
ior having irdained* that, before I myfelf have met 
with the lealt fuccefs, good fortune hath gone for* 
to bid thee welcome. I, who had fclanced the re- 
muneration of thy fervtee in my owh profpferify, fihd 
myfelf }n the Very rudiments of promotion* whife 
thou, before thy time, and contrary to all the laws of 
reafonable progreffioh, findeft thy defife acconrpfiih<fd : 
other people bribe, folirit, tmportuWe, attetad levees* 
intreat, and perfevtre, witftout obtaining tfteif fek ; 
and another comes, whtj>, wMout Showing wky itt 
therefore, firfdfc himfelf in poffeflion trf that offitte 
fo i^hich fo many pWpte laid claim i ant! here th<e 
old faying i* aptly inttadticed, A {tound W good luck 
» worth a ton of tnerit. T^y^rho in ectoiparffon 
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to me, art doubtlefc an ignorant dunce, without rifing 
early or fitting up late, or, indeed, exerting the lealt 
induftry; without any pretention, more or left, than 
that of being breathed upon by knight-errantry, feeft 
thyfelf created governor of an ifland, as if it was a 
matter of moonftiine. All this I obferve, O Sancho^ 
that thou mayeft not attribute thy fuccefs to thy own 
deferts ; but give thanks to Heaven for having dUpofed 
matters fo beneficially in thy behalf, and then make 
thy acknowledgments to that grandeur which cen- 
ters in the profdfion of knight-errantry. Thy heart 
being thus predifpofed to believe what I haye faid, be 
attentive, O my fon, to me who am thy Cato, thy 
oounfellor, thy north pole, and guide, to condu& 
thee into a fecure harbour, from the ternpeftuous fea 
into which thou art going to be engulfed i for great 
pofts, and offiees of Ilate, arc no other than a profound 
gulf of confufion. 

4€ In the firft place, O my foil* ysw are to fear God: 
the fear of God is the beginning of wifdom ; and if you 
are wife yoa cannot err. 

4€ Secondly, you muft always jemerafrer who you are, 
and endeavour to know yourfelf; a ftudy -of all 
others the moft difficult. This felf-knowledge will 
hinder you from blowing yourfelf *ip like the frog, 
is order to rival the fixe «®f the ox : if, therefore* you 
fucceed in this learning, the confideratjon of thy 
having been a iiwweJierd, uriU, dike the peacock's 
ugly feet, be a check upon thy folly and pride-'* " I 
-own I once kept hogs, when I was a boy, faid Sau~ 
cho; but, after I grew up, I quitted that employ- 
ment, and took care nf gcefe : Ui I apprehend, that 
matter is not of great cbnfequenee, for all governors 
are not defce»ded from the kingly race." "No, 
fure, anfwered the knight; and, for <that reafoa, thofc 
who arc not of noble extracTaoa, ought J&> fweeten the 
gravity of their fim£rk>n with mildnefs and aifehility ; 
which, being prudently conducted, will fcreen them 
C 6 f from 
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from tbofe malicious murmurs that no ftation can 
efcape. Rejoice, Sancho, in the lownefs of your 
pedigree, and make no fcruple of owning yourfelf 
defcended from peafants ; for nobody will endeavour 
to make you blufh for that of which they fee you are 
not afhamed : and value yourfelf more upon being a 
virtuous man of low degree, than upon being a proud 
(inner of noble birth: innumerable are thofe, who,* 
from an humble ftock, have rifen to the pontifical 
and imperatorial dignity : a truth which I could prove 
. by fo many examples, that you would not have pati- 
ence to hear them. 

w Take notice, Sancho, if you choofe virtue for your 
medium, and pique yourfelr upon performing worthy 
aftions, you will have no caufe to envy noblemen 
and princes; for blood is hereditary, but virtue is 
acquired J confequently, this laft has an intrinfic 
value, which the other does not poifefs. 

" This being the cafe, as undoubtedly it is, if per- 
adventure any one of your relations fhould come to 
vifit you in your ifland, you muft not difcounto 
hance and affront him, but, on the contrary, let him 
be kindly received and entertained; and, in fo do- 
ing, you will a& conformably to the will of Heaven, 
which is difpleafed at feeing its own handywork de- 
fpifed; and perform your duty to the well concerted 
rights of nature. 

« If you fend for your wife, and, indeed, thofe who 
are concerned in governing, ought not to be long 
without their, helpmates, take pains in teaching, im- 
proving, and civilizing her : for all that a fagacious 
governor can acquire, is very often loft and fquander- 
ed by a foolifh ruftic wife. 

" If, perchanpe, you fhould become a widower (a 
circumftance that may poffibly happen), and have it 
in your power to make a more advantageous match* 
you muft not choofe fuch a yokefellow as will ferve 
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for an angling hook, fiflung rod, or equivocating* 
hood : for verily I fay unto thee, all that a judge's 
wife receives muft be accounted for, at the general 
clearance, by the huflband, who will repay fourfold 
after death what he made no reckoning of during life. 

" Never conduit yourfelf by the law of your own 
arbitrary opinion, which is generally the cafe with 
thofe ignorant people who prefume upon their own 
felf-fufficiency. 

c< Let the tears of the poor find more compaffion in 
thy bread, though not more juftice, than the informa- 
tions of the rich. 

" Endeavour to inveftigate the truth from among ' 
the promifes and prefents of the opulent, as well as 
from the fighs and importunities of the needy. 

" When equity can, and ought to take place, inflidt 
not the whole rigour of the law upon the delinquent ; 
for feverity is not more refpe£ted than compaffion in 
the character of a judge. 

u If ever you fuffer the rod of juftice to be bent a 
little, let it not be warped by the weight of corrupt 
tion, but the bowels of mercy. 

" If ever you mould have an opportunity to judge 
the procefs of your enemy,, recall thy attention from 
the injury you have received, and fix it wholly upon 
the truth of the cafe* 

f ( In another man's caufe, be not blinded by private 
affe&ion ; for the errors thus committed are generally 
incurable ; or, if they admit of remedy, it will be 
greatly at the expence of your fortune and credit. 

" If a beautiful woman mould come to demand 
juftice, withdraw your eyes from her tears, and your 
hearing from her fighs, and deliberate at a diftance 
upon the fubftance of her demand, unlefs you have

- * a mind 
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a 'mind that your reafon mould be overwhelmed by 
her complaint, and your virtue buried in her fighs. 

c < Abufe not him in word whom you arc refolved to 
chaftife in deed: for to fuch a wretch, the pain of 
the punifhment will be fufficient, without the addi- 
tion of reproach. 

fi In judging the delinquents who fhall fall under 
your jurifdicUoti, confider the miferable object, man, 
• iubjefl; to the infirmities of our depraved nature; and, 
as much as lies in your power, withoat injury to the 
contrary party, difplay your clemency and compaf- 
fion : for although all the attributes of God are equally 
excellent, that of mercy has a better efreft in our eye, 
and ftrikes with greater luftre than juftice. 

" If you obferve, and conduct yourfelf by thefe 
rules and precepts, Sancho, your days will be long 
upon the face of the eartli : your fame will be eter- 
nal, your reward complete, and your felicity unutter- 
able: your children will be married according to 
your with; they and their descendants will enjoy 
"titles ; you fhall live in peace and friendlhip with all 
mankind: when your courfe of life is tun, death 
will overtake you in a happy and mature old age, 
and your eyes will be (hut by the tender and . deli- 
cate hands of your pofterity, in the third or fourth 
generation, 

" The remarks I have hitherto made, aTe documents 
touching the decoration of your foul ; and now you 
will Uften to thofe that regard the ornaments of the 
body." 

CHA P. XI. 

Of the fcoond feries of inftrufttons which Don Quix- 
ete gave to Sancho Panza. 

WHO that had heard this difcourfe of Don 
Quixote, would not have taken him for a pcr- 
fon of iound judgment, and excellent difpofition? 
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but* as we have oftentimes obferved, in the progrefs 
of this fublime htftory, his madnefc never appeared 
except when the ftrmg of chivalry was touched ; and 
on all other fubje&s of eonverfation, he difplayed a 
deaf and ready underftanding : fo that every minute 
his works discredit his judgment, and his judgment 
his works. But, in this fecond fet of initru£Hon6 
communicated to Sancho, he difcovered great inge- 
nuity, and raifod his tnadnefs and difcretion to a mod' 
elevated pitch* 

Sfthdio liftened with the utmoft attention, and en* 
deavoured to retain his advice, like a man who d6- 
fitied to prefetve it, as the infallible means to promote 
the happy birth of that government with which he 
Was fo far gone* Don Quixote then proceeded in 
thefe terms : 

* With rrfpeft to the government of your perfon 
and family* Satitho >. in the firtt place, t charge you 
to be cleanly, and pant your nails; and do not let 
them grotf like fome people whofe ignorance teaches 
thern that fong nails beautify the hand; as if that 
additional efcctement* which they neglefted to cuf, 
wer* Jreally and truly the nail: whereas it more 
nearly relembies the talons of a lizzard-hunting 
win(Mririflef> and is a oioft beaftly and extraordi- 
nary abuft. 

w Yoti muft ttevfc* appear foofe and unbuttoned ; fosr 
a ftovenly drefs dfcnotifc a difcrderfy mind; unlcfe 
that loofenefs and negligence be the effe& of cun- 
ning) as v^e fuppofe to have beteh the >c*fe with Juliufe 
Otfa*. 

" Exattitrtfc ftgaridofly th* profits of your place, antl 
ff tfcey will afetfd livfery lb yfcur fetvants, let k bte 
rather decent and fubftantial than gay and tawdry ; 
4md be flrife to divide it bfctWeefc your fervants and 
tfee pd6r. Fdr e&amplfe, if you can clothe fix pages, 
put three in Evetf y> arid clothe as feteny poor boys ; 
fctai theft ytfti will &av« pages for -tafcrtn- us weH as 
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earth : now, this is a method of giving livery, which 
the vain-glorious could never conceive. 

" Abftain from eating garlic and onions, left your 
breath fhould difcover your rufticity. 

" Walk leifurely, fpeak diftinftly, but not fo as to 
feem delighted with your own difcourfe ; for all af- 
feftation is difagreeable. 

" Dine fparingfy, and eat very little at fupper ; for 
.the health of the whole body depends upon the operar 
tion of the ftomach. 

" Be temperate in drinking ; and cbnfider that excefs 
of wine will neither keep a fecret nor perform a promife. 

" Beware, Sancho, of chewing on both fides of your 
mouth, as well as eroding before company." " I do 
not underftand what you mean by eru&ing, faid the 
fquire/' " By eru£Ung, anfwered the knight, J 
mean belching, which, though one of the moil expref- 
five, is at the fame time one of the moil vulgar terms 
of our language ; therefore people of tafte Have had 
recourfe to the Latin tongue, faying to eru£t inftead 
of to belch, and fubftituting eructations in the room 
of bfelchings : and though fome people may not under- 
ftand thefe terms, it is of fmall importance ; for 
time and ufe will introduce and render them intelli- 
gible ; and this is what we call enriching the lan- 
guage, over which the pradtice of the vulgar has 
great influence." %s Truly, fignor, faid Sancho, one 
of the advices and good counfels which I intend to 
remember, muft be that of not belching j for it is a 
fault of which I am very often guilty." " Erufting, 
Sancho, and not belching," replied Don Quixote. 
<c Eru&ing it (hall be henceforward, anfwered the 
fquire ; and I will take care that it mall not be for- 
gotten." 

" Moreover, Sancho, you muft not intermingle fo 
many proverbs with your difcourfe ; for although 
proverbs are (hort fentenc^s, you vqry often bring 
them in by the head and fhoulder* fo prepofteroufly, 
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that they look more like the ravings of diftra&ion 
than well chofen apophthegms." 

" That defeft God himfelf muft remedy, faid 
Sancho J for I have more proverbs by heart than 
would be fufficient to fill a large book ; and when I 
fpeak, they croud together in fuch a manner as to.' 
quarrel for utterance •, fo that my tongue difcharges 
them juft as they happen to be in the way, whether 
they are or are not to the purpofe : but I will take 
care henceforward, to throw out thofe that may be 
fuitable to the gravity of my office ; for Where there's 
plenty of meat, the fupper will foon be complete* 
He that {huifles does not cut. A good hand makes 
a fhort game \ and it requires a good brain, to know 
when "* to give and ■ retain." c< Courage, Sancho, 
cried Don Quixote, fqueeee, tack, and firing your 
proverbs together ; here are none to oppofe you» 
My mother whips me, and I whip the top. Here am 
I exhorting thee to fupprefs thy proverbs, and in an 
inftant thou haft fpewed forth a whole litany of them, 
which are as foreign from the fubje£t as an old bal- 
lad. Remember, Sancho, I do not fay that a pro- 
verb properly applied is amifs ; but to tnrow in, and 
firing together old faws helter fkelter, renders con* 
verfation altogether mean and defpicable. 

M When you appear on horfcback, do not lean 
backwards over the faddle, nor ftretch out your legs 
ftiffly from the horfe's belly, nor let them hang dang- 
ling in a flqvenly manner, as if you was upon the 
back of dapple 5 for fome ride like jockies, and fome 
like gentlemen. 

t€ Be very moderate in fleeping ; for he who does 
not rife with the fun cannot enjoy the day : and ob- 
ferve, O Sancho, induftry is the mother of profperity ; 
and lazinefs, heir oppofite, never faw the accomplifli- 
ment of a good wilh. 

" The laft advice which I (hall now give thee, al« 
though it does not relate to the ornament of the body* 

Idc- 
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1 defire thou wilt carefully remember? for in my 
opinion, it will be of as much fervice to thee as any 
1 have hitherto mentioned ; and this it is : never 
engage in a difpute upon pedigree, at leaft, never 
compare one with another ; for. in all companions, 
one muft of confequence be preferred to the other j 
and he whom you have abafed will abhor you ; nor 
Will you ever reap the leaft return from him whom 
you have extolled. 

€C Your garb fhall confift of breeches and ftockings j 
a- full waiftcoat, with ikirts and hanging fleeves, and 
a Joofe coat ; but never think of wearing trunk-hofe, 
tohich neither become gentlemen nor governors. 

« c This is all thatoecurs to me at prefent, in the 
way of advice ; but, in procefs of time, my interac- 
tions fhall be proportioned to thy occafions, provided 
thou wilt take care to communicate, from time to 
fime, the nature of thy fituation." 
- " Signer, faid Sancno, I plainly perceive that all 
the advices you have given me, are found, and good, 
and profitable ; but of what fignification will they be, 
if I forget them all ? Indeed, as for the matter of not 
letting my nails grow, or marrying another wife, m 
Cafe I fhould have an opportunity, it will not eafily 
flip out of my brain ; but as to thefe other gallimaw* 
fries, quirks, and quiddities, I neither do retain them, 
nor fhall I ever retain more of them than of laft year's 
rain; and therefore, it will be neceflary to let me 
have them in writing ; for though I myfelf can neither 
read nor write, I will give them to my confeflbr, that 
he may repeat, and beat them into my noddle, as 
there fhall be occafion." 

" Ah, finncr that I am ! exclaimed Don Qutxrite, 
what a fcandal it is for governors to be fo ignorant 
that they can neither read nor write. Thou muft 
know, Sancho, that for a man to be totally devoid of 
letters, or left-handed, argues either that ne was* de- 
scended from the very lowed and meaneft of people, 
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or that he was fo wicked and ftubborn, that good crac- 
ample and judicious precept have had no efredt upon 
his mind or understanding. This is a great defedl in 
thy character, and I wi(h thou wouldft learn, if pofli- 
ble, to write thy name.'* ** I can fign my name vtfy 
well, attfwered Sancho j for, during my ftewardfhip 
of the brotherhood, I learned to make fuch letters as 
are ruddled upon packs, and thofe they tell me 
flood for my name : befides, I can feign myfelf lame 
of my right hand, and keep a fecretary to fign in my 
room ; fo that there is a remedy for every thing but 
death. And I having the cudgel in my hand, will 
make them do as I command ; for, He whofe father 
is mayor-*iyou know— and I fhall be 2 governor, 
which is ftill better. Let them come and fee, but not 
throw their fquibs or flanders at me : otheiwife they 
may come for wool, "and go home (horn. The houfe 
itfelf will tell, if God loves its mailer well. A rich 
man's folly is wrfdom in tire world's eye : now, t 
being, rich as being governor, and liberal withal, a* 
I intend to be, nobody will fpy my defects. Make 
yourfelf honey, and a clown will have flies. You are 
worth as much as you have, faid my grarmam ; and 
Might overcomes Right." 

« c O ! God's curfe light on thee ! cried Don Quixote : 
threefoore thoufand devils fly away with thee and thy 
proverbs ! a full hour haft thou been ftringing them 
together, and every one has been like a dagger to my 
foul. Take my word for it, thefe proverbs will 
bring thee one day to the gallows! tor thefe thy 
vaffals will deprive thee of thy government, or at 
leaft enter im aflbciations agninfl thee. Tell me, 
numfcull, where didft thou find this heap of old 
faws ? or how didft thou learn to apply them, wife- 
acre ? It makes me fweat like a day-labourer, to ut- 
ter one proverb as it ought to be applied." " <Fbre 
God, Sir Matter of mine, replied Sancho, your wor- 
fliip complains of ' mere trifles. Why the devil 
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fhould you be in dudgeon with me for making ufe of 
my own ; I have no other fortune or ftock, but pro- 
verbs upon, proverbs ; and now there are no lefs than 
four at my tongue's end, that come as pat to the pur- 
pofe as pears in a bafket •, but, for all that, they 
lhall not come forth ; for fagacious filerice is * San- 
cho." " That thou art not, Sancho, faid the knight, 
far from being fagacioufly filent, thou art an obfti- 
nate and eternal babbler. Neverthelefs, I would fain 
hear thofe four proverbs that are fo pat to the pur- 
pofe; for I have been rummaging my whole me- 
mory, which I take to be a good one, and not a pro- 
verb occurs to my recollection." " What can be 
better than thefe ? replied the fquire : Never thruft 
your thumb between another man's grinders; and 
to Get out of my houfe $ what would you with 
my wife ? there is no reply : Whether the ftone 
goes to the pitcher, or the pitcher to the ftone, 
Vare pitcher. Now all thefe fit to a hair. Let no 
man meddle with a governor or his fubftitute ; other- 
wife he will fuffer, as if he had thruft his finger be- 
tween two grinders ; and even if they fhould not be 
grinders, if they are teeth, Jt makes little difference : 
then, to what a governor fays, there is no reply to 
be made ; no more than to, Get out of my houfe, 
what would you with my wife ? and as to the ftone 
and the pitcher, a blind man may fee the meaning 
of it j wherefore, let him who fpies a mote in his 
neighbour's eye, look firft to the beam in his own, 
that people may not fay of him, The dead mare was 
frighted at the flead mule : and your worfhip is very 
fenfible that a fool knows more in Inis own houfe 
than a wife man in that of his neighbour." " There, 
Sancho, you are miftaken, anfwered Don Quixote ; 
a fool knows nothing "either in his own or his neigh- 
bour's houfe •, becaufe no edifice of underftanding 

* Inltead of faintly* 
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can be raifed upon the foundation of folly. But here 
let the fubje& reft : if thou ihouldft mifbehave in thy 
government, thine will be the fault, and mine the 
(name : I confole myfelf, however, in reflecting that I 
have done my duty, in giving thee advice, with all 
the earneftnefs and difcretion in my power 5 fo that 
I have acquitted myfelf in point of promife and obli- 
gation. God conduft thee, Sancho, and govern 
thee in thy government, and deliver me from an ap- 
prehension I have tjiat thou wilt turn the ifland 
topfy turvy; a misfortune which I might prevent, 
by discovering to the duke what thou art, and tell- 
ing him all that paunch and corpulency of thine is 
no other than a bag full of proverbs and imperti- 
nence ." 

M Signor, replied Sancho, if your worfliip really 
thinks I am not qualified for that government, I re- 
nounce it from henceforward for ever, amen. I have 
a greater regard for a nail's breadth of my foul than 
my whole body ; and I can fubfift as bare Sancho, 
upon a cruft of bread and an onion, as well as go- 
vernor on capons and partridges ; for, while we deep, 
great and fmall, rich and poor, are equal all. If 
your worfhip will confider, your worfhip will find, 
that you yourfelf put this fcheme of government into 
my head : as for my own part, I know no more of 
the matter than a buftard : and if you think the go- 
vernorfhip will be the means of my going to the devil, 
I would much rather go as Ample Sancho to heaven, 
than as a governor to hell-fire." 

€€ Before God ! cried the knight, from thefe laft 
reflections thou haft uttered, I pronounce thee wor- 
thy to govern a thoufand iflands. Thou haft an 
excellent natural difpofition, without which all fcience 
is naught : recommend thyfelf to God, and endea- 
vour to avoid errors in the firft intention ; I mean, 
let thy intention and unftiaken purpofe be, to- deal 

right- 
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righteouUy in all thy tranfa£Hons ; for Heaved al- 
ways favours the upright defign. And now let us 
go in to dinner ; for I believe their graces wait 
for us." 

CHAP. XII. 

Giving an account of the manner in which Sancho 
was conducted to the government, and a ftrange 
adventure that happened to Don Quixote in the 
caflle. 

THE original of the hiftory, it is faid, relates 
that the interpreter did not tranflate thk chap- 
ter as it had been written by Cid Hamet Benengeli, 
who bewails his fate in having undertaken fuefh a dry 
and confined hiftory as that of Don Quixote j which 
obliged him to treat of nothing but the knight and 
his fquire, without daring to launch out into other 
more grave and entertaining epifodes and digrefc 
iions. He complained, that to be thus reftri&ed in 
bis hand, his pen, and his iavention, to one fubjeft 
only, fo as to be obliged to fpeak through the mouths 
of a few perfons, was an infupportable toil, that pro* 
daced no fruit to the advantage of the author > and 
that, in order to avoid this inconvenience, he _had 
in the flrft part tffed the artifice of feme novels, fuch 
as the Impertinent Curiofity, and the Captive, which 
were detached from the hiftory, although many par- 
ticulars there recounted are really incidents wtucji 
happened to Don Quixote ; and, therefore, could 4iot 
*be fuppreffed. It was lifcewtfe his opinion, as he ob- 
serves, that many readers being wholly ingrafted with 
the exploits of Don Quixote, would not heftow^ at- 
tention upon novels, but. pais iihem over either with 
negligence or diTguft, without adverting to the £jp irk 
and artifice they contain 5 a truth which would plain- 
ly appear, were they to be pubiiflicd by themfehres, 
6 inde- 
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independent of the madnefs of Don Quixote, and the 
Simplicities of Sancho. He 'would not therefore in»- 
fert in the fecond part any novels whether detached 
or attached ; but only a few epifodes that feem to 
fpring from thofe very incidents which truth repre- 
Cents $ and even thefe, as brief and concife as they 
could pofiibly be related : and fince he includes and 
confines himfclf within the narrow limits of narration, 
though his abilities and underftanding are fufficient to 
treat of the whole univcrfe, he hopes that this work 
will not be depreciated, and begs he may receive due 
oratfe, not for what he has written, but for what he 
has left unwrit. Then the hiftory proceeds in this 
manner: 

In the evening that fucceeded the afternoon on 
which the knight admonifced his fqaire, he gave him 
his admonitions in writing, that he might find fome 
perfon to read them occafionally ; but, fcarce had 
Sancho received than he dropped them by accident, 
and they fell into the hands of the duke, who com- 
municated the paper to the duchefs, and both ad- 
mired anew the madnefs and ingenuity of Don Quix- 
ote. Refoiving to profecute the jeft, vjiey, that very 
evening, difmined Sancho with a large retinue to the 
place, which he fuppofed to be am ifland ; the ex- 
ecution of the whole fcheme being left to the faga- 
city of the/ duke's fteward, .who was a perfon of great 
humour and difcretion •, for without difcretion there 
can he no humour. He it was who a£bed the part 
of the countefs Trifaldi, with that pleafantry above 
related. Thus qualified, and in confeqeuence of the in- 
ftru&ions he received from their graces, touching his 
iieha<rioor to Sancho, he had performed his part to act-. 
•nmtioa* It happened then, that Sancho no fooner be- 
held the iaid fteward than he traced in his countenance 
the very features of Trifaldi, and returning to his 
matter, " Signer, faid he, the devil may fly away with 
«c from the foot where I ftand, as an honelt man, and 

-:abe- 
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a believer, if your worfhip will not confefs that the face 
of the duke's fteward here prcfent, is the very fame 
with that of the afflj&ed duenna !" Don Quixote, 
having attentively confidered the fteward's counte- 
nance, replied, " There is no occafion for the devil's 
running away with thee, Sancho, either as an honeft 
man or a believer ; (indeed, I cannot guefs thy mean- 
ing •,) for, fare enough, this Reward's face is the very 
fame with that of the affli&ed duenna : but, never- 
thelefs, the fteward and the duenna cannot poffibly 
be the fame perfon : that would imply a downright 
contradi&ion, and this is no time to fet on foot fuch 
inquiries, which would entangle us. in the maze of 
inextricable labyrinths. Believe me, friend, we 
ought to befeech the Lord very earneftly to deliver 
us from thofe two evils of wicked wizzards, and 
vile enchanters." w But this is no joke, anfwered 
Sancho ; for I heard him fpeak a little while ago, 
. and methought the very voice of Trifaldi founded in 
mine ears. At prefent, however, I will hold my 
tongue ; but, neverthelefs, I will keep a ftri£k eye 
over him from henceforward, in order to difcover 
fome other mark either to deftroy or confirm . my 
fufpicion." " Do fo, Sancho, faid Don -Quixote; 
and be fure to fend me notice of the difcoveries thou 
flialt make in this particular, as well as of every thing 
that mail happen to thee in the courfe of thine admi- 
niftration." 

. At length, Sancho departed with a numerous at- 
tendance : he was drefled like a gownman, with a 
long cloak of murrey-coloured camblet, and a cap of 
the fame ftufF; ie rode upon a mule, with fhort 
ftirrups, and was followed by Dapple, who, by the 
duke's exprefs order, was adorned with rich trap- 
pings of flaming filk; fo that the governor from time 
to time turned about, his bead -to; contemplate the 
finery of his afs, with whofe company he was fo well 

con- 
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content, that be would not have exchanged it for that 
of the German emperor. 

At parting, he kifled the hands of the duke and 
ducheft* and. afked the bejiediSion of his mailer, 
whkh was given with tears, and received with a 
whimper. 

Courteous reader, fuffer honeft Sancho to depart 
in peace and happy rime, and lay thy account with 
two hufliels of laughter, which will proceed from thy 
knowing bow he behaved himfelf in office; and in 
the mean time, attend to what befel his mafter this 
very night ; an incident which, if it cannot excite tby 
laughter, will, at Jeaft, induce thee to grin like a 
monkey ; for the adventures of Don Quixote mult be 
celebrated either with mirth or admiration. 

It is related then, that Sancho was no fooner gone, 
than his mafter became folitary, and, had it been 
poffible, would have revoked the commiffion, and 
deprived him of his government ; b ut ^ e duchefs 
being apprifed of his melancholy, defired to know 
the caufe, obferving, that if it proceeded from San- 
cho's abfence, there was plenty of {quires, duennas, 
and damfcls in the .family, who {hould ferve him to 
the fa&sfa<ftion of his utmoft wifh. « True it is, 
my lady duchdfe, replied Don Quixote, I feel the 
abfence of Sancho; but that is not the principal 
caufe of my feeming fadnefs : and of all the gene- 
rous proffers of your excellency, I chufe to accept 
nothing but the good-will with which they are made ; 
for Ae reft, I humbly beg your excellency will 
content, Mand; permit me to wait upon myfelf in my 
own apartment." " Truly, faid die duchefs, that 
muft not be ; fignor Don Quixote (hall be ferved by 
four of my damfels, as beautiful as rofes." t€ With 
regard to. me, anfwered the knight, they will not be 
rofes, hut thorns to prick my -very foul ; and, there- 
fore, I will as foon fly as permit them, or any thing 
lik-e them, to enter my chamber. If your grace

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would continue to bellow your favours, which, I own* 
I do not deferve, fufler me to be private, and make 
ufe of my own doors, that I may raife a wall be- 
tween my paffions and my chaftity : a cuftom which 
I would not forego for all the liberality which your 
highnefs is pleafcd to difplay in my behalf^ and, in 
a word, I will rather fleep in my clothes than con- 
fent to be undrened by any perfon whatfoever." 
" Enough, enough, fignor Don Quixote, anfwered 
her grace ; you may depend upon it, I {hall give fuch 
orders, that not even a fly, much lefs a damfel, (hall 
enter your apartment : I am not a perfon to difcom- 
pofe the decency of fignor Don Quixote, among 
whofe virtues, I perceive, that of decorum fhines 
with fuperior luftre. Your worfhip may drefs and 
undrefs yourfelf alone, after your own fafhion, when 
and how you pleafe, without let or impediment ; for, 
in your chamber, you will find every utenfil fuited to 
thofe who fleep under lock and key, without being 
obliged to open upon any neceflary occafion. Long 
live the great Dulcinea del Tobofo, and m3y her fame 
\k extended around the whole circumference of the 
earth, feeing fhe is worthy to be beloved by a knight 
of fuch valour and chattity j and may propitious 
Heaven bifufe into the heart of Sancho Panza, our 
governor, a promptitude to finifli his flagellation, that 
the world may foon re-enjoy the beauty of fuch an 
excellent lady." To this compliment, the knight re- 
plied, " Your highnefs hath fpoken like yourfelf; for 
from the mouths of fuch benevolent ladies nothing 
evil can proceed : and Dulcinea will be more fortu- 
nate, and more renowned through the world, by your 
grace's approbation, than by all the applaufe of the 
greateft orators upon earth/' 

" Well then, fignor Don Quixote, anfwered the 
. duchefs, it is now fupper-time, and the duke pro- 
bably (lays for us; let ua go and fup therefore, that 
you may be a-bed betimes j for your journey to Can- 

daya 
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daya was not fo fhort, but that it muft have fatigued 
your worfliip in fome meafure." " Madam, replied 
Don Quixote, I feel no fort of wearinefs j and I fwear 
to your excellency, that in my life 1 never crofted a 
better, or eafier going (teed than Clavilcno; nor 
can. I conceive what fhould induce Malambruno to 
deprive himfelf of fuch a light and gentle carriage, 
by burning it without fcruple or hefitation." u As 
to that particular, faid the duchefs, we may fuppofe, 
that, repenting of the injury he had done to the coun- 
tefs and her company, as well as to other people, and 
being forry for the mifchief he muft certainly have 
produced as a wizzard and enchanter, he refolved 
to deftroy all the inftruments of his art: as the 
principal of thefe, which gave him the greateft un~ 
cafinefs, becaufe it had tranfported him from place 
to place in his operations, he burned Clavileno, that 
by means of his afhes, and the trophy of the parch- 
ment, the valour of Don Quixote might be eter- 
nized." 

The knight made frefli acknowledgments of her 
grace's politenefs, and after fupper retired to his 
apartment, without fuffering any perfon to accom- 
pany or minifter unto his occafions ; fo much was he 
afraid of meeting with trials, which might provoke 
or compel him to forego the chaftity and decorum 
which he had hitherto preferved for his miftrefs Dul- 
cinea, ever fchooling his imagination with the exem- 
plary virtue of Amadis, the flower and mirrour of 
knight-errantry. 

Having locked the door behind him, he undfeff- 
ed himfelf by the light of two was tapers, and in 
the courfe of this occupation (O misfortune, ill de- 
creed to fuch a perfonage!) forth broke — not a vol- 
ley of fighs, or any thing elfe to difcredit the purity 
of his politenefs, but about two dozen of ftitches in 
one flocking, which, being thus torn, refembled a 
lattice : a milhap which was the fource of extreme 
Da af- 
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affli&ion to our worthy fignor, who, on this occafion, 
would have given an ounce of filver for a drachm of 
green filk, for his (lockings were of that colour. 

Here Benengeli exclaims, " O poverty, poverty! 
I know not what fhould induce the great Cordovan 
poet to call thee a holy unrequited gift. I, though 
a Moor, am very fenfible, from my correfpondence 
with Chriftians, that holinefs confifts in charity; hu* 
mility, faith, poverty, and obedience; yet, never- 
thelefs, I will affirm, that he muft be holy indeed, 
who can fit down content with poverty, unlefs we 
i^ean that kind of poverty to which one of. the great- 
eft faints alludes, when he fays, Poffefs of all things 
as not pofleffing them : and this is called fpiritual po- 
verty. But thou fecond poverty, which is the caufe 
I fpoke of, why wouldft thou affault gentlemen of 
birth rather than any other clafs of people ? Why 
doft thou compel them to cobble their fhoes, and 
wear upon their coats one button of filk, another of 
hair, and a third of glafs ? Why muft their ruffs be 
generally yellow and ill ftarched ?" (* By the bye, 
from this circumftance we learn the antiquity of 
ruffs and ftarch.) But, thus he proceeds : " O wretch- 
ed man of noble pedigree ! who is obliged to ad mi* 
nifter cordials to his honour, in the midft of hunger 
and folitude, by playing the hypocrite with a tooth- 
pick, which he affe&s to ufe in the ftreet, though he has 
-eat nothing to require that adl: of cleanlinefs : wretch- 
ed he 1 I fay, whofe honour is ever apt to be ftarried, 
and thinks that every body at a league's diftance ob- 
ferves tfie patch upon his fhoe, his greafy hat, and

thread* 
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thread-bare cloak, and even the- hunger that predo- 
minates in his belly." 

All thefe refle&ions occurred to Don Quixote 
when he tore his flocking ; but he confoled him- 
felf for the misfortune, when he perceived that ,San-' 
cho had left behind him a pair of travelling-boots, 
which he refolved to wear next day: finally, he 
crept into bed, where he lay penfive and melancholy, 
as well for the abfence" of Sancho, as for the irrepa- 
rable misfortune of his flocking, which he would 
have gladly mended, even with filk of a different 
colour ; one of the greateft marks of mifery which a 
gentleman can exhibit in the courfe of his tedious 
poverty. After having extinguifhed the lights, he 
found the weather fo hot that he could not fleep : 
he therefore arofe again, and opened the cafement 
of a grated window that looked into a fine garden : 
then it was, that perceiving and hearing people walk- 
ing and talking together, he began to liften atten- 
tively, while thofe below fpoke fo.loud that he heard 
the following'dialogue : ' 

% " Do not, O Emerencia, prefs me to fing; for 
well thou knoweft, that from the moment this ftran- 
ger entered the caftle, and mine eyes beheld hi$ 
merit, inftead of finging, I can do nothing but weep : 
befides, my lady's fleep, is rather flight than pro- 
found ; and I would not for all the wealth in the 
world, that her grace fhould find us here. More- 
over, fuppofe fhe, fhould ftill fleep on, without waking* 
vain would be my fong, unlefs it fhould awake, and 
attract the attention of this new iEneas, who is ar- 
rived in my territories, in order to leave me forlorn." * 
€€ Let not thefe fuppofitions have any weight with 
you, my dear Altifidora, replied another voice : the 
duchefs is doubtlefs afteep, and every body in the 
houfe, except the lord of your heart, and watchman 
of your foul, who muft certainly be awake ; for I 
juft now heard him open the cafement in his apart- 
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mcnt : fing, therefore, my difaftrous friend, in a 
low, fweet, and plaintive tone, to the found of thy 
harp : and fhould the duchefs overhear us, we will 
lay the blame upon the heat of the weather." u That 
is not the caufe of my hefitation, O Emerericia, re- 
plied Altiftdora; but I am afraid, that my fong 
will difclofe the fituation of my heart, and I myfelf 
he cenfured by thofe who j^ver felt the almighty 
power of love, as a light an* liquorifh damfel : but 
come what will ; better have a hot face than a 
heavy heart." At that inftant a harp was ravifh- 
ingly touched ; and Don Quixote hearing the found, 
was (truck with amazement; for his imagination 
was inftantly filled with an infinity of fimUar ad- 
ventures of rails and gardens, ferenades, court Ihips, 
and fwoonings, which he had read in his vain books 
of chivalry j and he concluded, that fome damfel of 
the duchefs was enamoured of him, but that modeftj 
compelled her to keep her inclinations fecret. PofV 
fefled of this notion, he began to be afraid of his 
virtue : but he refolved in his own mind to hold 
out to the laft ; and, recommending himfelf, with all 
his foul and fpirit, to his miftrefs Dulcinea del To- • 
bbfb, determined to liften to the fong. With a 
view, therefore, to let them know he was there, he 
pretended to fneeze, a circumftance which not a 
little pleafed the damfels, who defired nothing fo 
much as that Don Quixote flioukl hear them. Then 
the liarp being tuned, Altifidftra, after a fiourilh, be- 
gan the following ditty :

^ In Holland ftieets are laid,

From Tagus to Henarez, 
From Seine to Manganarez. 
Would I her place jcould fill, 
I'd give her for good will, 
My gayeft petticoat 
With golden fringes wrought. 
How happy then fhould I 
In thine embraces lie ! , 
Or on fome cuihion loll, 
And fcratch thy valiant poll. 
Such joys are far above 
The merits of my love ;

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Let me then bending low, 
With rapture kifs thy toe. 
What prefents would be made, 
Of fattin and brocade !' 
Fd give thee (hoes and focks, 
Silk hofe with filver clocks ; 
Of caih uncounted fums,

As perfect nonpareil. 
Manchegarr- Nero, fay, 
Doft thou, aloof, furvey 
The flames that rage and fmart 
Within my. love^fick heart ? 
A maid, I vow and fwear. 
Young, tender, and fnrcefe ; 
As yet, I have nbt feen 
The borders of fifteen. 
My fides are not awry, 
Nor lame, nor blind, am I : 
My locks, with ribbands bound, 
Like lilies, fweep the ground: 
My nofe is flat, 'tis true, 
„ And eke my mouth afkew : 
But teeth as topas fine, 
Complete my charms divine : 
My voice, as you may hear, 
Is tuneful, fweeC, and clear : 
My temper foft and good, 
If rightly underftood. 
Thefe beauties all fo clever, 
Are yielded to thy quiver, 
And I who tell my ftory, 
Am calFd Altifidory. 

Here ended the fonr of the hapkfa Altifidora* 
and here began the Kprror of the courted Don 
Quixote, who, fetching a heavy figh, faki within 
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himfelf, «« What an unfortunate errant am I, whom 
no damfel can behold without befhg enamoured of 
my perfon I and how haplefs is the peerlefs Dulcinea 
del Tobofo, who cannot enjoy my incomparable 
conftancy without a rivalF Queens, what would 
you have ? Empreffes, why do you perfecute her 
beauty ? Damfels of fifteen, why do you moleft fuch 
virtue ? Leave, leave, I fay, that wretched lady to 
tafte, enjoy, and triumph in the lot which love hath 
decreed her, by fubduing my heart, and captivating 
my foul. Take notice, enamoured tribe, that to 
Dulcinea alone I am fugar pafte, but flint to all 
the reft of her fex ; to her I am honey; but gall 
and bitternefs to fuch as you. In my eye, Dul- 
cinea alone is beauteous, wife, gay, chafte, and well 
born ; but all others are homely, foolifh, idle, and 
of humble birth. To be her flave, and her's alone, 
nature has thrown me into the world; Altifidora 
may weep or fing; and that lady may defpair, on 
whofe account I was pummelled in the caftle of the 
enchanted Moor; Dulcinea's I am refolved to be, 
boiled or roafled, neat, chafte, and well bred, in 
fpite of all the witchcraft upon earth." So faying, 
he fliut the cafement with a flap, and retired to bed 
in as much anxiety and concern as if fome great mif- 
fortune had befallen him. There then we will leave 
him for the prefent, as we are iummoned by the 
mighty Panza, who is impatient to begin his famous 
adminift ration. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Giving an account of the manner in which Sancho 
Panza took pofleffion of his ifland, and began his 
adminiftration. 

/^V Thou 1 perpetual explorer of the antipodes, 

^^ torch of nature, eye of heaven, and agreeable 

motive for wine-cooling jars, Thymbrius here, Phoebua 
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there, archer in one place, phyfician in another, fa- 
ther of poetry, and inventor of muficj thou who 
always rifeft, but never fettcft, although thou feemeft 
to fet. Thee I invoke, O fun! by whofe affiftance 
man is by man engendered y thee I implore, that thou 
would'ft favour and enlighten the obfcurity of my ge- 
nius, and enable me to write with precifion an ac- 
count of the great Sancho Panza's adminiftration : 
for, without thy aid, I find myfelf lukewarm, feeble, 
and confufed. 

To begin then : Sancho, with his whole retinue, 
arrived at a town containing about a thoufand inha- 
bitants, one of the bed in the duke*s poneffion ; 
which they told Sancho was called the ifland Bara- 
taria, either becaufe the name of the place was really 
Barataria, or becaufe he had very * cheaply purchafed 
the government. When he reached the gates of the 
town, which was walled, the magiftrates came forth 
to receive him, the bells were fet a ringing* and the 
inhabitants, with expreffions of universal joy, con- 
duced him with vail pomp to the great church, in 
order to return thanks to Heaven for his fafe arrival : 
then, with fome ridiculous ceremonies, they delivered 
to him the keys of the town, and admitted him as per- 
petual governor of the ifland Barataria. 

The equipage, matted beard, corpulency, and di- 
minutive ftature of the new governor, furnifhed food 
for admiration to every body who did not know the 
juggle of the contrivance ; aye, and even to thofe ac- 
quainted with the myftery, who were not a few. In 
fine, they carried him from the church to the town- 
hall, and placing him upon the bench, the duke's ftew- 
ard arddreiTed himfelf to the governor in thefe words : 
" It is an ancient cuftom in this famous ifland, my 
lord governor, that he who comes t$ take pofiemon

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of it, is obliged to anfwcr fomc difficult and intricate 
queftion that (hall be put to him, and by his refponfe 
the inhabitants feel thepulfe of their new governor's 
genius, according to which they rejoice or repine at 
Bis arrival." While the fteward pronounced this ad- 
drefs, Sancho was contemplating a number of large 
letters written upon the- wall that fronted his tribunal, 
and as he could not read, he defired to know the 
meaning of that painting on the wall. " In that 
place, my lord, replied the fteward, is written and 
recorded the day on which your excellency has taken 
pofleflion of this iiland, for the infcription runs : On 
fuch a day and fuch a month, Signor Don Sancho Pan- 
za took poffeffion of this ifland, and long may he enjoy 
the government thereof?* " And. whom do they call 
Don Sancho Panza ?" faid the governor. " Who, 
but your excellency, anfwered the fteward ; for this 
iiland never faw any other Panza than him who fits 
on that tribunal." " Take notice then, brother, re- 
plied Sancho, the Don belongs not to me, nor did 
it ever belong to any of my generation ; fimple San- 
cho is my name ; fo was my father called, and fo my 
grandfather ; and they were ail Panzas, without ad- 
dition of Don or Donna; and I begin to imagine 
there are as many Dons as ftones in this ifland — but 
no more of that : God knows my meaning ; and per- 
adventure, if my government lafts above three days, 
I fhall weed out thefe Dons, which from their fwarms 
mud be as troublefome as vermin. But pray, Mr. 
Steward, proceed with your queftion, which I {hall 
anfwer to the bed of my underftanding, whether the 
townfmen mould repine or not repine." 

At that inftant two men entered the hall, one in 
the habit of a labouring man, and the other a taylor 
with fhears in his hand, who, approaching the bench, 
** My lord governor, faid he, this countryman and i 
are come before your lordfhip about an affair which 
I am going to explain. This honeft man comes yef- 
terday to my fliop, for, faving your prefence, I am 
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ah examined taylor, God be praifed ! and putting a 
remnant of cloth in my hand, Gaffer, faid he, is 
there fluff enough here to make me a cap ? I, having 
handled the piece, replied Yes : now he fuppofing, 
as I fuppofe,~and to be fure it was a right fuppofition, 
that I wanted to cabbage part of the fluff, ground- 
ing his fufpicion on his own deceit, and the bad cha- 
racter of us taylors, defired I would fee if there was 
enough for two caps ; and I, guefling his thoughts, 
anfwered Yes : and fo my gentleman, perfifling in his 
firft and evil intention, went on adding cap to cap ; 
and I proceeded to anfwer Yes upon Yes, until the 
number increafed to five caps : this very moment he 
called for them, and when I produced them, he not 
only refufed to pay me for my work, but even de- 
manded that I fhould either reftore the cloth, or pay 
him the price of it." " Is this really the cafe, bro- 
ther?" faid Sancho. "Yes, my lord, replied the 
countryman ; but I beg your lordfhip , would order 
him to fhew what fort of caps he has made." " With 
all my heart," cried the taylor, who immediately, 
pulling out his hand from under his cloak, produced 
five fmall caps fixed upon the tops of his four fingers 
and thumb ; faying, " Here are the five caps which 
this honeft man defired me to make ; as I fhall an- 
fwer to God and my own confeience, there is not a 
fcrap of the fluff remaining j and I am willing to fub- 
nait the work to the infpe£tion of the mafters of the 
company." All the people in court laughed at the 
number of caps, and $he novelty of the difpute, which 
Sancho having confidered for a few moments, " Me- 
thinks, faid he, this fuit requires no great difcuffion, 
but may be equitably determined out of hand : and 
therefore, my determination is, that the taylor fhall 
lofe his work, and the countryman forfeit his cloth j 
and thst the caps fhall be diftributed among the poor 
prifoners, without farther hefitation." 

If the fentence he afterwards paffed upon the hcrdf- 
man's purfe, -excited the admiration of the fpettators, 
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this decifion provoked their laughter: never thelefs, 
they executed the orders of their governor, before 
whom two old men now prefented themfelves, one of 
them having a cane, which he ufed as a walking-ftafF. 
The other making up to the governer, " My lord, faid 
he, fome time ago, I lent this man ten crowns of gold, 
to oblige and affifl him in an emergency, on condi- 
tion that he fhould pay them upon demand \ and for 
a good while, I never afked my money, that I might 
not put him to greater inconvenience in repaying, 
tfcan that which he felt when he borrowed the fum ; 
but as he feemed to negleft the payment entirely, I 
have' demanded the money again and again, and he 
not only refufes to refund, but alfo denies that I ever 
lent him the ten crowns; or if I did, he fays, he is 
Cure they were repaid: now, I having no witnefles 
to prove the loan, nor he evidence of the repayment, 
for indeed they never were repaid, I entreat your 
lordfhip to take his oath, and if he fwears the money 
was returned, I here forgive him the debt, in the 
prefence of God." " "What have you to fay to this 
charge, honeft gaffer with the ftaff?" faid Sancho. 
" My lord, replied the fenior, I confefs he lent me 
the money ; and fince he leaves the matter to my 
oath, if your lordfhip will lower your rod of juftice, 
I will make affidavit, that I have really and truly re- 
turned, and repaid the fuijji I borrowed." T,he go- 
vernor accordingly lowered his wand, the defendant 
defired the plaintiff to hold his cane until he fhould 
make oath, becaufe it incumbered him ; then laying 
his hand upon the crofs of the rod, he declared that the 
other had indeed lent him thofe ten crowns which he 
now demanded ; but that he, the borrower, had re- 
turned them into the lender's own hand, and he fup- 
pofed he dunned him in this manner, becaufe he had 
forgot that circumftance. This oath being adminifter- 
ed, the great governor afked what farther the cre- 
ditor had to fay to the allegation of the other party ?

And he anfwered, that doubtlefs the defendant had 
fpoke the truth ; for he looked upon him as an ho- 
ned man, and a good chriftian ; and that as he him- 
felf mult h^ve forgot the particulars of the payment, 
he would never demand it from thenceforward. Then 
the defendant taking bac^ his cane, and making his 
obeifance, quitted the court ; while Sancho feeing him 
retire in this manner, and perceiving the refignation 
of the plaintiff, hung down his head a little, and 
laying the forefinger of his right hand on one fide of 
his nofe, continued in this inufing pofture for a very 
fmall fpace of time ; then, railing his heai, he or- 
dered them tOv call back the old man with the ftafF, 
who had retired : he was accordingly brought before 
Sancho, who faid to him, " Honeit friend, lend me 
that ftafF, . I have occafion for it." " With all my 
heart, my lord, replied the elder, reaching it to the 
judge : then Sancho took and delivered it to the 
plaintifF, faying : " Now, go your ways a God's 
name, you are fully paid." " How, my lord, faid 
the old man, is this cane then worth ten crowns of 
gold ?" " Yes, replied the governor, otherwise I 
am the greateft dunce in nature ; and now it {hail 
appear whether or not I have a noddle fufficient to 
govern a whole kingdom." So faying, he ordered 
the cane to be broke in public ; and when, in con- 
fequence of his command, it was fplit afunder, ten 
crowns of gold were found in the heart of it, to the 
aftqnifhment of all the fpe&ators, who looked upon 
their new governor as another Solomon. When he 
was afked how he could conceive that the money was 
in the cane, he anfwered, that feeing the deponent 
give his ftafF to the other party before he made oath, 
then hearing him declare that he had really and truly 
returned the money ; and laftly, perceiving that after 
his depofition he took back the ftafF, it came into his 
head that the money was concealed within the cane. 
And in this inftance we fee that governors, though 
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•therwife fools, are fomctimcs dire&ed in their deci- 
fions by the hand of God : befides, Sancho had heard 
fuch a ftory told by the curate of his village ; and his 
memory was fo tenacious, in retaining every thing he 
wanted to remember, that there was not fuch another 
in the whole ifland. Finally, the two old men went 
away; the one overwhelmed with fliamc, and the 
other miraculoufly repaid; the byeftanders were 
aftonifhed, and he whofe province it was to record 
the fayings, a&ions, and Gondu£t of Sancho, could 
not dqtermine in his own mind, whether he ihould 
regard and report him as a Cmpkton, or a fage. 

This fuit being determined, a woman came into 
court, holding fait by a man habited like a rich herdf- 
man, and exclaiming with great vociferation, " Juf- 
tice, my lord governor ! juftice ! which, if I find not 
on earth, I will go in qucil of to heaven ! My lord 
•governor of my foul, this wicked man has forced me 
in the middle of a field, and made ufe of my body as 
if it had been a dirty dim-clout: alack, and a-well* 
a-day ! he has robbed me of that which I had pre- 
ferved for three-and-twenty years, in fpite of Moors 
and chriftians, natives and foreigners : and have I, 
who was .always as hard as a cork-tree, maintained 
my virtue entire, like a falamander in the midft of 
flames, or wool among "brambles, to be handled by 
the clean hands of this Robin Goodfellow ?" " That 
mud be inquired into, fays Sancho, whether the gal- 
lant's hands be clean or no." Then turning to the 
man, he afked .what he had to fay to the complaint of 
that woman ? To this queftion, the culprit replied 
with great perturbation, "My lord, I am a poor 
herd fm an who deal in fwine ; and this morning went 
. to market, faving your prefence, with four hogs, and 
the duties and extortions, and one thing and another, 
ran away with almoft all they were worth; and fo, in 
my return, I lighted on this honed damfel in the 
road; and the devil, who will always meddle and 
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make, and have his finger in every pie, yoked us 
together: I paid her handfomely; but (he, not fa- 
tisfied, laid fall hold on me, nor would (he quit her 
hold until (he had brought me hither : (he alleges I 
forced her; but, by the oath I have taken, or am to 
-take, fhe lies: and this is the whole truth, without 
the lead crum of prevarication." Then the gover- 
nor afked if he had any money about him ; and 
when he owned he had a leather purfe with twenty 
ducats in his bofom, Sancho ordered him to pull it 
out, and deliver the whole to the complainant. The 
man obeyed his commaM with fear and trembling ; 
the woman received the money, and making a thou- 
fand curtfies to all the byeftanders, prayed God would 
preferve the life and health of my lord governor, who 
.took fuch care of damfels and orphans in neceffity. 
So faying, (he went away, holding the purfe with 
both hands, though not before fhe had examined the 
contents. Scarce had fhe quitted the court, when 
Sancho faid to the herdfman, who flood with tears in 
his eyes, fending his heart, and many a long look 
after his purfe, •" Heark ye, friend, go after that wo- 
man, and take the purfe from her, either by fair 
means or force, and bring it hither to me." This 
command v/as not impofed upon one that was either 
deaf or doating ; for he darted like lightning, in or- 
der to put it in execution; while all the fpeftators 
waited in fufpence to fee the iflue of the fuit. In a 
little time the parties returned, but more clofely en- 
gaged, and clinging f after together than before ; fhe, 
with her petticoat tucked up, and the purfe in her 
lap, and he flruggling to no purpofe, to take it from 
her ; fo vigorbufly did fhe defend her acquifition, cry- 
ing aloud, «• Juftice, in the name of God arid his 
creatures ! Take notice, my lord governor, of the 
impudence and prefumption of this mifcreant, who, 
in the very face of the people, and the middle of the 
. ftreet, wanted to rob me of the purfe which I received 
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by your lordfhip's decree/' " Has he taken it from 
you, then ?" faid the governor. " Taken it from 
me ! replied the wench ; I'll fooner part with my 
life than with my purfe. I fliould be a precious 
ninny indeed ! otherguife cats mult fcratch my beard, 
and not fuch a pitiful muckworm' as he. Pincers and 
hammers, mallets and chifiels fhould not tear it out 
of my clutches; no, not the claws of a lion: my 
foul and body fhall rather be tore afurider." " It is 
even fo, faid the man ; I fubmit as the weaker veflel, 
and own I have not ftrength enough to recover my 
purfe." He quitted % her accordingly. Then the 
governor faid to the woman, " Come hither, my vir- 
tuous and fpirited dame ; let me fee thy purfe.'* 
Which, when Ihe delivered it, he reftored to the 
man ; and turning to the wench, who was too force- 
ful to be forced, " Sifter of mine, quoth he, if you 
had exerted the fame vigour and perfeverance, or even 
half fo much, in preferving your chaftity, as you 
have fhewn in defending the purfe, the force of Her- 
cules would not have forced you. Begone, a-God's- 
name ! * begone, I fay, with a vengeance, and never 
more appear in this ifland, or within fix leagues of 
it, on pain of receiving two hundred (tripes. Begone 
immediately, you chattering, (hamelefs impoftor." 
The woman, terrified at his menaces, fneaked off, 
hanging her head and difcontented ; and the gover- 
nor fpoke to the man in thefe words : " Honeft 
friend, get you home with your money, in the name 
of God 5 and unlefs you are inclined to lofe it again, 
from henceforward avoid all temptations to yoke with 
any woman whatfoever." 

The herdfman thanked him as fheepiihly as he 
could, and went away, and the audience were ftruck 
with admiration afrefh, at the judgment and decifions 
of their new governor ; every circumftance of which 
being recorded by his hiftoriographer, was immedi-

XXrE left the great Don Quixote wrapped up in

had been fleas and vermin, they would not fuffer him 
to deep, or indeed enjoy a moment's repofe, efpe- 
cially when reinforced with the reflection of his wound- 
ed flocking. But as Time is fo light and nimble, that 
no rub can retard his career, he galloped along upon 
the Hours, and foon uih^red in the morning ; which 
was no fooner beheld by the knight, than he forfook 
the gentle down, and, being the reverfe of lazy, 
drefled himfelf in his fhamoy fuit. He put on his 
travelling boots to conceal the misfortune of his hofe ; 
threw his fcarlet cloak over his fhoulder, cafed his 
head in a green velvet cap trimmed with filver, flung 
his trufty hanging fword in his bufF-belt, took up his 
large rofary, which always depended from his wrift, 
and with great port and folemnity went forth into the 
hall, where the duke and ducnefs, already drefled, 
ftayed for him. As he paffed through a gallery, he 
perceived Altifidora, and the other maiden her friend, 
who flood waiting for his appearance ; and he was 
no fooner beheld by the love-fick damfel, than fhe 
pretended to faint away •, while her companion, re- 
ceived 
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ccived her in her arms, and with all poff^tc difpatch 
began to unclafp her bofom. The knight feeing her 
fall, approached the place where they were, faying, 
" I know whence thefe accidents proceed." And the 
companion replied, " I do not know whence— foi* 
Altifidora is the healthieft damfel of the whole fami- 
ly ; and I never knew her fo much as fetch a figh 
from the firft minute of our acquaintance. l\\ betide 
all the knights-errant in the world, if they are all fo 
fhy and fcornful. Signor Don Quixote, I wiih your 
worfhip would leave die place 5 for this poor girl will 
not come to herfelf while you Hand here." To this 
intreaty the knight replied, u Be fo good, madam, 
as to order a lute to be left in my apartment ; and, at 
night, I will, to the beft of my power, confole this 
unfortunate damfel : for a fpeedy explanation in the 
beginning is often an effectual cure for thofe who are 
indifcreetly in love." So faying, he went away, that 
he might not be obferved in conference with the dam- 
fels ; and fcarce was he gone, when the fwooning 
Altifidora coming to herfelf, faid to her companion, 
" It will be requifite to leave the lute ; for, doubt- 
lefs, Don Quixote intends to entertain us with mufic, 
which cannot be bad if he is the performer." Then 
they went and gave, an account of what had palled, 
and in particular of the lute, to the duchefs, who 
was rejoiced beyond meafure, and concerted with her 
lord, and her women, how to execute another joke 
which mould be more merry than mifchievous. This 
being accordingly contrived, they with great glee 
waited for night; and it came polling along in the 
fame pace that brought in the day, which their graces 
fpent in favoury difcourfe with Don Quixote. On 
this day, the duchefs really and truly difpatcfied 
one of her pages, who had a£ted the part of the en-

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Then Dulcinea ftill ihall reign 
Without a rival or a ftain ;

This, my viftue will refine : 
This, will ftamp my joys divine. . x 

So far had Don Quixote proceeded with his fong, 
which was overheard by the duke and duchefs, Altr- 
fidora, and almoft all the people an the caftle, when 
all of a fudden, from the top of a corridore imme- 
diately above Don Quixote's window, came down a 
cord to which above a hundred horfe-bells were tied*; 
and, after thefe, wa& difcharged a whole fackfull of 
cats with fmaller bells fattened to their tails. Such 
vwas the noife occafioned by the tinkling of thefe bells, 
and the mewing of. the cats, that even the duke and 
duchefs, who invented the joke, were terrified and 
confounded, and Don Quixote aftonifhed and dis- 
mayed ; efpecially when two or three cats chanced to 
enter his window, and courfed up and down throngh 
his apartment, which feemed to be haunted by a^ 
whole legion of devils ; for they extinguished the 
lights, and rah to and fro, endeavouriug f* efcape, 
while the rope with the large bells, was "lowering 
down, and pulling up iriceflantly 5 fo that die greateft 
part of the people in the family, who were ignorant 
of the fcfaerne, . liftened with fear and adrniratioit. 
Then Don Quixote ftarting up, and unflaeathiiig his 
fword, began to fence with' the window, exclaim- 
ing aloud, «* Avaunt, malignant enchanters ! Avaunr, 
ye wizzard erew ! for I am Don -Quixote de la Man- 
cha, againft whom your whole power and malice 
lhall not avail." So faying, he laid about him among 
the cats which had entered his apartments ; and they 
fprung toward* the cafementj fro** 1 wh&iee two of 
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them made their e&ape : but the third, finding itfelf 
hard prcfled by the valour and backftrokes of the 
knight, flew at his face, and laid fail hold on his nofe 
with its teeth and claws. The pain of this afiault 
affe&ed Don Quixote in fuch a manner, that he be- 
gan to roar with vaft vociferation ; which being heard 
by the duke and duchefs, who guefled the caufe of 
his cries, they ran inftantly to his chamber, which 
they opened with a mailer-key; and lights being 
brought, they found the poor knight endeavouring 
with all his ftrength to difengage the cat from his vi- 
fage. Seeing the unequal fray, they made hafte to 
part the combatants; when Don Quixote called 
aloud, " Let no man part us; but leave me hand to 
hand with this demon, this wizzard, this enchanter ; 
and I will make him fenfible of the difference be- 
tween him and me, who am Don Quixote de la Man- 
cha." The cat, howevef, without minding his 
threats, ftuck fail to his nofe ; but, at length, the 
duke tore it away, and threw it out at the window : 
fo that the knight remained with his face like a fieve; 
and his nofe in no very found condition; though he was 
very much difiatisfied, that they would not fuffer Jiim 
to finifh the engagement he had fo obilinately main- 
tained with that felonious enchanter. 

Oil of Aparicio was immediately fetched, and Al- 
tifidora herfelf, with her fnowy nands, applied die 
balfam, faying in a low voice as ihe bound up his 
wounds, ** All thefc mifadventures befal thee, hard- 
hearted knight, as a puniihment for thy cruelty and 
difdain ; and God grant, thy fquire Sancho may for- 
get to fcourge himfelf, that thy fo much-beloved Dul- 
.cinea may never be difenchanted, nor thou enjoy her as 
a wedded wife ; at leaft, durmg the life of me, by 
whom thou art adored." To all this apoilrophe Don 
Quixote anfwered not a word; but, heaving a pro- 
found figh, laid himfelf along in his bed, and thanked 
their graces for this inftance of their concern; not 

that 
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that he was afraid of fuch a cattifli-enchanting, and 
bell-ringing crew; but on account of the kind in- 
tention they had manifefted in coming to his relief. 
As to the duke and duchefs, they left him to his re- 
pofe, and went away extremely forry for the unfortu- 
nate iffue of their joke ; for they did not think Don 
Quixote would have fuffered fo terribly by the adven- 
ture, which coft him five days confinement in his 
bed; where he was engaged in another ftill more 
diverting ; which, however, the hiftorian will not at 
prefefit recount, that he may return to Sancho Pan- 
za, who proceeded in his adminiftration with equal 
pkafantry and folicitude. 

C H A P. XV. 

Containing a farther account of Sancho's behaviour ii* 
his government. 

*TTHE hiftory relates, that from the town-hall 
* Sancho Panza was conduced to a fumptuous 
palace, in the great hall of which was a royal table 
mod elegantly furriifhed: when the governor enter-

I, therefore, ordered the fruit to be re- 
moved, becaufe it is dangerouily moift; and, like- 
wife, commanded the other dim to be conveyed away, 
becaufe it is exceffively hot, as containing a ruimber 
of fpices, which create thirft, and copious drinking 
drowns and deftroys the radical moifture, which is 
the effence of life." <* By that way of reafoning, faid 
Sanchb, that there dim of roafled partridges, which 
feem to be very well feaforied, will do me no harm/* 
To this hint the phyfician repfied : " Of tfcefe, my 
lord governor mail not eat while there is breath in my 
body." M And pray for what reafon ?" faid tjie go- 
vernor " Becaufe our mafter Hippocrates, the «orth 
ftar and luminary of phytic, exprefsly fays, in one of 
his aphorifms, Omnis faturatio mala, perdiy. autem 
peffima ; that is, All repletion is bad, but that wrdi 
partridge worft of all." *' If Aat be the cafe, faid 
Sancho, good Mr. DoSbar, pray examine all die meftes

on the table, fo as to point out that which will do me 
leaft harm and moft good, that I may eat without 
fear of conjuration ; for, by the life of the governor, 
and as God fliall prolong it! I am ready to die of 
hunger ; and to deny me victuals, even though N fignor 
doctor mould prefcribe failing, and fay a thoufand 
things in its praife, will, inftead of preferving my 
health, deprive me of life entirely." " Your lordftiip 
is very much in the right, replied the phylician : and 
to begin, I would not have you touch thefe ragoo'd 
rabbits, becaufe they are a (harp-haired food : of that 
veal, indeed, you might pick a little, if it was not 
roafted a-la-daube ; but as it is, touch it not." " The

dungeon ; for if any body has a defign to take away 
, my life, he is the man. ; aye, and by the moil pitiful, 
and word of all deaths ;, namely hunger." " True,

This eja- 
culation being uttered juft as the door opened, he 
flood upright in his bed, wrapped up in a quilt of 
yellow filk, with a woollen night-cap on his head, his 
face and whifkers being bound up; the firft, on ac- 
count of the fcratches he had received, and the laft, 
in order to preferve the buckle ; and, in this equipage, 
he appeared the moil extraordinary phantom that the 

ima- 
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imagination can conceive. His eyes were fixed upon 
the door, and when he expected to fee the yielding 
and afRi£ted Altifidora enter, he beheld a mod re- 
verend duenna, with a white hemmed veil, fo long 
as to cover her from head to foot. Between the fin- 
gers of her left hand fhe held a lighted candle's «nd 9 
and with her right me formed a tfhade to keep the 
glare from her eyes, which were f urnifhed with large 
fpe&acles ; and, in this trim, fhe came treading very 
foftly, and moving her feet wkh great tranquillity as 
fhe advanced. Don Quixote furveyed her from his 
poffc, and marking her filence and appearance, con- 
cluded fhe was fome hag, or forcerefs, come in that 
equipage to annoy him ; and, in this opinion, he be-' 
gan to crofs himfelf with great eagernefs and devo- 
tion. The apparition advancing to the middle of 
ihe chamber, and lifting up its eyes, perceived the 
knight bufily employed in thefe devout precautions : 
if he was afraid at fight of her, (he was no lefs terri- 
fied at his figure J for feeing him fo tall and yellow, 
wrapped up in the quilt, and disfigured by the ban- 
dages, fhe cried aloud, *' O Jefus ! what do I iee l" 
and in the furprize dropt the candle. Finding her- 
fclf now in the dark, fhe attempted to make her re- 
treat, and treading upon her own fkirts in the con- 
fufion of her fear, ftie ftumbled and fell to the ground: 
while Don Quixote, fweating with terror, began to 
ejaculate, " I conjure thee, O phantom, or what- 
ever thou xa&ftil' 1be 9 to tell me who thou art, and 
what thou would'ft have. If thou art a perturbed 
fpirit, let me know, and I will do all that lies in 
my power to give thee relief; for I am a catholic 
chriftian, well difpofed to befriend all mankind ; and, 
in*confequence of this diipofition, I received the or- 
der of .knight-errantry, which I now profefs ; and 
the exercife of that profeffion extends even fo far as 
to give afliftance-to fouls in purgatory." 
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The duenna, bruifed as fhe was • with her fall, 
heating herfelf exorcifed in this manner, guefied from 
her own fear, the terrors of Don Quixote, and in a 
low and plaintive tone replied, " Signor Don Quixote, 
I am no phantom, apparition, or foul* in purgatory, 
as your worfhip feems to ftfppofe, but Donna Ro- 
driguez, chief duenna to my lady duchefs, and I 
come with one of thofe neceffitous cafes which your 
worfhip is wont to remedy." " Pray, tell me, fig- 
nora Donna Rodriguez, faid Don Quixote, are you 
come in the office of a go-between? becaufe, I would 
have you to know, that I am altogether unfit for any 
fuph commerce, thanks to the peerlefs beauty of my 
own miftrefs Dulcinea del Tobofo. Finally, I fay 
unto you, fignora Donna Rodriguez, if you will fup- 
prefs, and lay afide all amorous mefiages, you may 
go and light your candle, and return : and we will 
difcourfe upon any fubje& you fhall think proper to 
introduce, faving, as I have already obferved, all 
your dainty incitements. " " Signor, anfwered the 
duenna, I carry meflages for no perfon. Your wor- 
fhip is but little acquainted with fny character. Nor 
am I fo ftricken in years as to take to thofe fooleries ; 
for, God be praifed! there is fbll fome foul in my 
body, and my teeth, grinders, and all, are dill in my 
head, except a very few I have loft by the rheums 
that are fo rife in this country of Arragon ; but, if 
your worfhip will wait a minute, I will go and light 
my candle, and return in an inftant, and then I (hall 
recount my difafter to youj as the phyficiau of all 
difafters upon earth." 

So faying, fhe, without waiting for an anfwer, 
quitted the apartment, where the knight waited for 
lier, in the utmoft fufpence and concern: then being 
affaulted by a thoufand reflections upon this new ad- 
venture, he began to think it would be very indifcreet, 
even fo much as to dream qf expofing himfelf to 
the danger of breaking his fidelity to his own mif- 
trefs. 
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tcfs. u Who knows, faid he to himfelf, but the 
devil, who is equally crafty and dexterous, intends at 
prefent to feduce me by means of a duenna, after hav-< 
ing in rain attempted me with emprefles, queens, 
duchefles, marchioneffes, and countefles ? for I have of- 
ten heard it obferved by a number of people of good 
underftanding, that he will never give you a high 
nofe, if a flat nofe will ferve your ttirn : and who 
knows but this folitude, opportunity, and filence, 
may waken thofe defires in me which are now afleep, 
and compel me at thefe years to fall, where hitherto 
I never fo much as (tumbled ? In fuch emergencies 
it is furely better to avoid than await the battle. And 
yet, I muft certainly be deprived of my fenfes, to talk 
and think at this rate ; for it is abfolutely impoflible, 
that a long, meagre, white veiled, and fpe£tacled du- 
enna, fhould move or excite a lafcivious thought in 
the lewdeft bofom upon earth. Is there, for exam- 
ple, a duenna in nature who has a tolerable perfon ? 
Is there a duenna upon this our globe who is not 
^ wrinkled, loathfome, and impertinent! ? Avaunt then, 
ye duennian tribe, unfit for any human entertain- 
ment ! praife be to that lady who is faid to have had 
at one end of her fopha two marble duennas, with 
their fpe&acles and bobbin cufhions, in the attitude 
of working ; and thefe ftatues fulfilled the dignity of 
the apartment, as well as if they had been'duennas of 
flefli and blood ." 

So faying, he ftarted from his bed, with intention 
to lock the door, and deny admittance to fignora 1 
Rodriguez; but, before he could execute his refo- 
lutton, that lady had returned with a lighted wax 
taper, and feeing Don Quixote fo near her, with 
his quilt, bandages, night-cap, or hood, fee was again 
affrighted, and retired backwards a couple of paces* - 
faying, " Am I fafe, fir knight ? for your worihip'a 
getting out of bed is no great fign of virtue, me- 
thinks." " Madam, replied Don Quixote, I ought 

to 
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to aflc you the fame queftion $ and I do accordingly 
afk, whether or not I am fafe from aflault and ra- 
vishment ?" " Of whom, or from whom, do you 
demand that fecurity, fir knight?" faid the duenna. 
<c Of you, and from you, and you alone, anfwered 
Don Quixote: for I am not made of marble, nor 
you of brafs 5 nor is it now ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon, but midnight, and fomething more, if I am 
not miftaken ; and we are here in a more clofe and 
fecret apartment than the cave in which the treache- 
rous and daring j£neas enjoyed the beautiful and 
tender-hearted Dido : yet give me your hand, madam : 
for I require no other fecurity than my own referve 
and continence, .together with tire appearence of that 
moft reverend veil." 

So faying, he kifled his right hand, and took hold 
©f her's, which fhe prefented with the like ceremony. 

Here Cid Hamet, in a parenthefis, fwears by Ma- 
homet, that to have feen thefe two originals thus 
linked, and walking from the door to the bed, he 
would have given the beft of his two jackets. 

At length Don Quixote flipped into bed, and 
Donna Rodriguez feated herfelf in a- chair at fome 
diftance from it, without quitting her fpedfcacles, or 
candle: then the knight (hrunk under the cloaths, 
with which he covered himfelf in fuch a manner that 
nothing buf his face appeared: and both parties hav- 
ing compofed themfelves, the firft who broke filence 
wais Don Quixote, who accofbed her in thefe words : 
" Now, madam duenna Rodriguez, you may unrip 
and unload all that lies upon your foirowful heart, 
and affli&ed bowels : and I fhall liften to your griev- 
ances with chaftt; ears, and redrefs them with ge- 
nerous works." " I believe as much, faid the du- 
enna : for from the genteel and agreeable prefence 
of your worihip, I could e. peft no other than Xuch a 
chriftiaa* reply.

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c< This then is the cafe, fignbr Don Quixote : Al- 
though your worfhip now fees me feated in this chair,, 
in the midft of Arragon, and in the drefe of a con- 
temptible and injured duenna, I was born in the 
Afturias, of Oviedo, of a family which intermarried 
with many of the bed in that province ; but my 
niggardly fate, and the extravagance of my parents, 
who came to untimely want, without knowing how 
or wherefore, drove me to, the court of Madrid, where, 
for the fake of peace, and in order to prevent greater 
misfortunes, my parents provided me with the place 
of needlewoman, in the fervice of a lady of quality; 
and, I would have your worlhip to* know, that in 
making knitting-fheaths and plain-work, no perfon 
had ever the advantage of me in the whole courfe of 
my life. As for my parents, after they had feen me 
fettled in this place, they returned to the country, 
and in a few years went to heaven ; for they were 
exceeding good catholic chriftians. Mean while, X 
was left an orphan, dinted to the wretched falary, 
and pitiful wages, commonly given to fuch fervants 
in great families; and fo, about that time, a fquire 
of the houfe fell in love with me, though I am fure I 
gave him no occafion. He was a man already well 
ftricken in years, with a venerable beard, and of a 
comely appearance, and beddes, as good a gtmtteman 
as the king, for he was a mountaineer. We did 
not correfpond fo fecretly but our intrigue came to 
the knowledge of my lady, who, waving all queftions 
and commands, caufed us to be married in .peace 
and in the face of our holy mother the Roman catholic 
church. The fruit of this marriage was a daughter, 
who was the death of my good fortune, if any fuch 
I had: not that I died in child-bed; on the con- 
trary, I was fafely and feafonably delivered ; but be- 
cause, foon after that event, my poor hufband died 
of a fright ; and if I had now time to recount the 
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manner, I know your worfhip would be (truck with 
admiration." 

Here (he began to weep mod bitterly, and thus 
proceeded: " Your worfhip, fignor Don .. Quixote, 
will pardon me for not being able to contain myfelf, 
for, as often as I remember my unfortunate hufband, 
mine eyes run over. God be my comfort! with 
what dignity did he ride before my lady, on a mighty 
mule as black as jet ; for, at that time, they did not 
ufe coaches or chairs, which, they fay, arc now in 
fafhion: and the ladies always rode behind their 
fquires. This one circumftance, however, I cannot 
help recounting, becaufe it demonftrates the good 
breeding and pun&ilio of my worthy fpoufe. One 
day, as he entered the ftreet of St. Jago, in Madrid, 
which is but nanow, he happened to meet a judge, 
preceded by two of his officers ; and my good fquire 
no foonfcr beheld him, than he turned his mule 
in order to attend his worfhip. My lady, who fat 
behind him, faid in a whifper, " Blockhead, what are 
you going to do ? don't you know that I am here ?" 
while the judge, out of politenefs, flopped his horfe, 
faying, " Pray proceed, fignor j for it is rather my 
duty to attend my lady Donna Cafiida," that was the 
name of my miftrefs. Neverthelefs, my hufband ftill 
perfifted, with his cap in hand, in his refolution to 
attend the judge; and my lady, enraged at his ob- 
ftinacy, pulled out a large pin, or rather, I believe, a 
bodkin, from her tweezer-cafe, and thruft it into his 
loins ; fo that my poor man roared aloud, and writhed 
his body in fuch a manner, that both he and my 
lady came to the .ground. Her two lacquies ran im- 
mediately to lift her up, and were affifted by the 
judge and his officers. The whole gate of Guadalajara, 
I mean the idle people about it, were in an uproar : 
my lady came home a-foot, and my hufband haftened 
to a furgcon, declaring he was thruft through . the 
bowels. His great courtefy foon became public, in- 

fomuch 
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fomuch that the very children mocked him in the 
ftreet $ for which reafon, and becaufe he was a little 
fhort-fighted, my lady difmhTed him from her fervice ; 
and he took his difmiffion fo much to heart, that I am 
pofitively certain it was the caufe of his death. Thus 
was I left a forlorn widow, with a daughter upon my 
hands, who, as fhe grew up, increafed in beauty, like 
the foam of die fea. In a word, as I had the chara&er 
of being an excellent needle-woman, my lady duchefs, 
who was juft then married to my lord duke, carried 
me and my daughter, without more ado, along with 
her to this kingdom of Arragon ; where, in procefs 
of time, my child improved in all manner of ac- 
complishments ; fhe fmgs like any fky-lark, dance§ 
light as thought, cuts a caper as if fhe was mad, 
reads and writes like a fchool-mafter, and cafts ac-^ 
counts like a mifer. I fay nothing of her cleanlinefs, 
for the running water is not more pure 5 and, if my 
memory does not fail me, fhe is now fixteen years 
five months and three days, perhaps one over or un- 
der. In a word, this maiden of mine captivated the 
fon of a rich farmer, who lives in a village not far 
from hence, belonging to my lord duke ; and fo, the 
young couple meeting, I know not where nor how, 
he, under promife of marriage, played the rogue with 
my daughter, and refufes to perform his promife : and 
although my lord duke is well acquainted with the 
affair, — for you muft know, I complained to him* 
not once, but divers and fundry times, defiring he 
would order the young farmer to take my daughter 
to wife, — he lends a deaf ear to my complaint, and 
indeed will fcarce give me a hearing, becaufe, for- 
footh, the young rogue's father is extremely rich*, 
and lends him money j nay^ becomes furety for him 
when he happens to be in trouble ; fo that he will by 
no manner of means give him the leaft' umbrage or 
difguft. Now, dear fir, my requeft is, that your 
worfhip woul4 undertake to redrefs thU grievance* 

either 
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either by intreaty or force of arms ; for, as all ths 
world fays, your worfhip was born for fuch pttrpofes, 
to rectify wrongs and protect the wretched. And I 
Ueg your worfhip will confider the orphan ftate of 
my daughter, her gentility, her youth, And all thofe 
good qualities which I have told you fhe poflefles ; for 
in the fight of Heaven, and in my own confcience, I 
dare aver, that of all the damfels belonging to my 
lady duchefs, there is not one that conies up to the 
fole of her (hoe : and though fhe whom they call Alti- 
fidora, is reckoned the moil fprightly and good hu- 
moured, when compared to my daughter, fhe does 
not come within two leagues of her* for your wor- 
fhip mull know, fignor, all is not gold that glitters. 
This fame* creature Altifidora has more for war dnefs 
than beauty, and more airinefs than modefty: befides, 
fhe is not over and above wholefome ; her breath has 
fuch a flavour that nobody can be near her ; no, not 
for a moment v and even my lady duchefs — but* 
mum for that : walls have ears, as the faying is." 

" What of my lady duchefs ? cried Don Quixote* 
Signora Donna Rodriguez, I conjure you tell me, by 
the life of my foul." " Nay, if you conjure me in 
that manner, anfwered the duenna, I cannot help 
telling the truth. Signor Don Quixote, your wor- 
fliip has, no doubt, perceived the beauty of my lady 
duchefs 5 that frefhnefs of complexion that fhines 
like polifhed fteel, thofe cheeks of milk and crimfon, 
with the fun on one fide, and the moon on the other, 
and that gaiety with which fhe treads, or rather dif- 
dains the ground, feeming to diffufe health and joy 
wherefoever fhe walks. Well then, your worfhip muft 
know, that fhe may thank God, in the firft place; 
and, fecondly, two i flues in her legs, that difcharge 
the bad humours with which the doctors fay (he 
abounds." " Blefled Virgin l^ried the knight, is it 
poffible that my lady duchefs fhould have occafion 
for fuch fluices? I would hardly believe the bare- 
footed 
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footed friars, fhould they make the aflertion ; yet, fincc 
Donna Rodriguez avers it, there is no reafpn to doubt : 
but from thofe iflues, furely nothing but liquid amber 
can flow ; and, in good footh, I am now fully con- 
vinced that the ufe of iflues mull be a matter of great 
importance to the prefervation of health." 

Scarce had Don Quixote pronounced thefe words, 
when the chamber door flew open, with a fudden 
flap, which furprifed and difordered the duenna to 
fuch a degree, that fhe dropped the candle, and in a 
moment the apartment was dark as a dog's mouth, as 
the faying is. Immediately, the poor duenna felt 
her throat aflaulted by two hands, which prefled it 
fo clofe that (he could not fpeak, while another per- 
fon, with incredible difpatch, and in great filence, 
turned up her petticoats, and with fomething lite a 
flipper, began to make fuch application to her pofte- 
rior parts, that fhe was in a moil piteous taking* 
Although Don Quixote compaflionatcd her cafe* 
he ftirred not from his bed, as he did not know the 
nature of the aflault, but lay fnug and filcnt, in great 
fear that the fame discipline would come round and 
found to his own carcafe. Nor was his appreherw 
fion altogether groundlefs ; for the filent executioners 
having feverely flogged the duenna, who durft not 
complain, advanced to Don Quixote; and dripping 
off the fheets and the quilt, pinched him fo fait and 
fo fmartly, that he could not forbear defending him- 
felf by dint of fift ; and the whole affair was tranf* 
afted in wonderful filence. The battle having laded 
about half an hour, the phantoms vaniihed, Dornia 
Rodriguez adjufted her petticoats, and groaning over 
her misfortune, fneaked away, without fpeaking a 
fyllable to the knight, who remained alone, full of 
pains and pinches, forrow and confufion. And here 
we will leave him, burning with defire to know who 
the perverfe enchanter was, who had uted him in 
fuch a cruel manner j but that fccret (hall be revealed 
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in due feafon. Mean while we are fummoned by 
Sancho Panza ; and the excellent plan of our hiftoiy 
obliges us tb obey his call. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Of what happened to Sancho Panza, in going the 

round of his ifland. 

XX7E left the great governor out of humour, and 
^* enraged at that fame painting country wag, 
who had received his cue from the duke's fteward 
and gentleman-fewer, fent thither on purpofe to 
make merry at his expence : nevertheless, he held 
out toughly againft the whole combination, rude, 
and brood, and fimple as he ftood \ and addreffing 
himfelf to nil prefent, and among the reft to do&or 
Pedro Pofitive, who, after the duke's letter was read, 
had returned to the ha 1, " Now, faid he, I am fully 
convinced that judges and governors are, or ought 
to be, made of brafs, fo as that they may not feel the 
importunity of people of bufinefs, who expett to 
be heard, and difpatched, at all hours and at all 
feafons, come what will, attending only to their 
own affairs ; and if the poor devil of a judge does 
hot hear and difpatch them, either becaufe it is not 
in his power, 01 it happens to be an unfeafonable 
time for giving audience, then they grumble and back- 
bite, gnaw him to the very bones, and even befpatter 
his whole generation..

foolifli man of bufinefs ! be not in fuch a violent 
hurry; wait for the proper feafon and conjun&ure, 
and come not at meals and fleeping time ; for judges 
are made of flefh and blood, and muft give to nature 
that which nature requires,, excepting myfelf, un- 
happy wretch that I am ! who cannot indulge my ap- 
petite, thanks to do&or Pedro Pofitive Snatchaway 
here prefent,* who intends that I (hall die of hunger, 
and affirms that fuch a death is good living, which I 
pray God may fall to the mare of him and all of his 
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kidney; I mean, bad phyficians ; as for the good 
they deferve palms and laurel." 

Every body who knew Sancho were ftiuck with 
admiration at hearing him talk fo elegantly, and 
could not account for his improvement any other 
way than by fuppofing that pofts and places of im- - 
portance enlarge the faculties of fome, while they 
ftupify the underftanding of others. Finally, doctor 
Pedro Pofitive Bodewell de Snatchaway promifed to 
indulge his excellency with a plentiful fupper at night, 
even though he fbould tranfgrcfs all the aphorifms of 
Hippocrates. The governor refted fatisfied with this 
declaration, waiting for the approach of night and 
fupper with great impatience; and although time 
feemed to ftand ftock-ftill, the wifhed-for hour at 
length arrived, when they treated him with a hachis 
of beef well onioned, and fome calves feet not very 
frefh: nevertheiefs, he attacked thefe difhes witn

it chances to receive any of your tit-bits, it contains 
them with loathing, and fometimes throws them up : 
but, mailer fewer may bring me thofe difhes called 
olla podridas; and the* ftaler they are, fo much 
the better ; in one of thefe |he may crowd and cram 
all the eatables he can think of, and I will thank him 
for his pains; nay, one day or other I fhall make 
him amends : and let no man play the rogue with 
me ; either we are, or we are not ; let us live and eat

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in harmony and peace ; for when God fends the 
morning, the light {hines upon all. I will govern 
this ill and without favour or corruption : and let 
every body keep a good look-out, and mind his own 
affairs ; for, I would have you to know, the devil's in 
the dice * ; and if you give me caufe, you (hall fee 
wonders — ye3, yes : make* yourfelf honey, and the 
flies will bite." 

" AfTuredly, my lord governor, faid the fteward, 
your lordfliip hath faid nothing but the truth ; and, 
I promife, in the name of all the iflanders of this 
ifland, to ferve your lordfliip with perfect love, be- 
nevolence, and punctuality : for the agreeable fample 
of government, which your lordfliip hath given in the 
beginning, leaves us no room to do, or even to 
conceive any thing that fliall redound to the difguft 
and detriment of your honour/' " I believe what 
you fay, replied Sancho; and, indeed, they muft be 
fools to think or a& any otherwife. And I fay again* 
Jet the maintenance of me and my Dapple be taken 
care of ; for that is the main point in this bufinefs ; 
and, when the time comes, let us go and make the 
round; my intention is to clear the ifland from all 
fort of filth, fuch as vagabonds, idlers, and immoral 
people : for I would have you to know, my friends, 
that your idle and lazy fellows are the fame in a com- 
monwealth as drones in a bee-hive, that confume the 
honey which the induftrious labourers have made. 
My refolution is to protect the farmers and handi- 
■craftfmen, maintain the prerogative of gentlemen* 
reward virtue, and, above all things, refpeel: religion 
.and the honour of the clergy. Tell me, my friends, 
what is your opinion of my plan ? Does it fmack of 
fomething ? or do I threih my flaill to no puppofe?** 
4t My lord governor, faid the fteward, your lordfliip 
fpeaks fo much to the purpofe, that I am ftruek with 
admiration, to hear a man fo illiterate as your wo*-

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{hip (for I believe you do not know your letters) 
make fo many obfervations full of fagacity,^and give 
counfel fo much above every thing that was expected 
from your lordfhip's capacity, by thofe who fent us f 
as well as by ourfelves who are come hither. Every 
day produces fomething new : jokes are turned into 
earned, and the biters are bit." 

Night being come, and the governor having fupped 
with the good leave of do£tor Pedro, they prepared 
for going the round. Accordingly his excellency 
went forth, accompanied by the fteward, notary, gen- 
tleman-fewer, and hiftoriographer, whofe office it 
was to record his actions ; and attended by fuch a 
number of alguazils and fcriveners, as would have 
formed a moderate fquadron. Sancho walked in the 
middle with his rod, and a goodly fight he was to 
fee. Having traverfed a few ttreets, they heard th» 
claftring of fwords, upon which haftening to xhc place 
of a&ion, they found two men fighting, who, feeing 
the officers ot juftice, defifted, and one of them ex- 
claimed, " Help, in God's name, and the king's !

" Compofe yourfelfi honeft friend, faid Sancho, and 
let me know the caufe of this quarrel ; for I am go- 
vernor." Then his adverfary interpofmg, " My lord 
governor, faid he, I will tell you the whole ftory in a 
few words : Your worftiip muft know, that this gen- 
tleman has been at play at that there gaming-houfe 
over the way, where he has won above a thoufand 
rials, and God knows how fairly : now, I being pre- 
fcnt, decided more than once in his favour, when the 
bett was doubtful, agamft the diftates of my* own 
conscience : he took up his winning, and when I ex- 
pected he would gratify me with a crown at lead, for 
good will, as players generally make fuch prefents to/ 
men of honour like me, who attend in thofe places,.

and went away : I followed him out of humour ; yet in 
the mod courteous manner, begged he would indulge 
me with eight rials, as he knew me to be a gentleman 
without either bufinefs or fortune; for my parents 
neither bred me up to the One, nor left me the other : 
and the rafcal, who, by the bye, is as great a thief as 
Cacus, and as errant a (harper as Andradilla, would 
not give me a farthing more than four rials; fo that, 
my lord governor, your excellency may perceive what 
a ihamelefs and unconfcionable rogue it is : but, in 
good faith, if your lordihip had not come up, I would 
have made him difgorge his winning, and taught him 
how to trim the balance.

The one dift 
burfed, the other received the rials : this quitted th* 
ifland, that retired to his ow» lodgings ; and the go- 
vernor, who remained on the fpot, faid to his follow- 
ers, " If my power is not very fmall, I will fupprefs 
thofe gaming-houfes, which I begin to perceive arc 
very prejudicial to the public." " This, at leaft," 
faid the notary, your Excellency cannot fupprefs;

Here, take and carry him to gaol, I will 
take order that he (hall fleep for one night without 
air." u Tore God ! cried the youth, : your honour 
can no more make me fleep in gaol, than you can 

Sake me king." " And wherefore cannot I make 
ee fleep in gaol ? replied Sancho \ is it not in my 
rjwer to confine and releafe thee, when and where 
pleafe ?" , w How great foever your honour's power 
may be, faid the young man, it is not fufficient to 
make me fleep in prifon." " How ! not fufficient? 
'cried Sancho ; away with him, and let his own eyes 
convince him of his miitake; and left the gaoler 
fhould pra&ife his interefted generofity upon him, I 
will fine him in two thoufand ducats, if he fufrers 
thee to move one flep from the prifon." " All this 
is matter of mirth, anfwered the youth; for the 
truth is, all the people upon earth fliall not make me 
fleep in prifon," " Tell me, devil, faid Sancho, 
haft thou got a femiliar to releafe thee, and loofe the

np H E great talents, and. excellent, difpofition of 
* your hufband Sancho, induced and obliged me, 
to beg of the duke my hufband,. that he would con- 
fer upon him. the govecnment of one, among many, 
iflands that are in his pofieffion j and. I underftand 
he governs like any jerfkulcon j, a circumftance that 
affords great pleafure to me, and of confequence to 
my lord duke j and I thank Heaven heartily, that I 
have not been deceived in choofing him for that fame 
government j for, madam Terefa mull know, it is a- 
very hard matter to find a good governor in this 
world, and God make me as good a woman as San* 
cho is a governor, I have fent you, my dear friend, 
a coral necklace fet in gold ; and I wifh, for your 
fake, it had been of oriental pearis : butt he that 
gives, though it were but an egg* would be forry to fee 
thee lame of a leg.

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« La ! now, (cried Terefa, when flic heard the 
contents of the letter) what a kind, and plain, and 
humble lady ! would I might live, and die, and be 
buried among filch ladies, and not your gentlewomen 
of this town, who think, forfooth, becaufe they 
are gentlefolks, the wind mud not touch them, and 
go to church in fuch finery, as if they were perfeft 
queens : nay, they feem to thiiTk it a difgrace to look 
at a poor body ; and fee hete now, how this: worthy 
lady, even though no lefs than a duchefs, calls me 
friend, and treats me as if I were her own equal i 
and equal may (he be to the higheft fteeplc in all JLa 
Mancha ! As to what concerns the acorns, kind fir, 
I'll fend her a whole peck, fo fair and large, that peo- 
ple (hall come far and near to fee and admire thenu 
ror the prefent, Sanchica, we muft look to the en- 
tertainment of this gentleman : let his horfe be taken 
care of; fetch fome eggs from the ftable, and cut 
fbme rafhers of bacon, and let us treat him like a 
prince ; for the good news he has brought, and his 
own good countenance, deferves every thing at our 
hands.

wants only a beginning, as I have often heard it ob- 
ferved by thy worthy father, who is likewife the fa- 
ther of proverbs, When they bring thee a heifer, be 
ready with the halter : when they give thee a govern- 
ment! feize it a God's name : when they beftow a 
eountihip, lay thy clutches upon it j. and when they 
throw thee fome good beneficial bone, wag thy tail* 
and fnap at the favour } if not, deep on, arid never 
anfwer to good fortune and preferment, when they 
knock at thy door." u And what do I care ? addect 
Sanchica, let them fay what they will, when they fee 
me exalted in all my finery, and cry, There goes 
Mrs. Ape, with her buttocks cafed in crape rand all 
the reft of that ftuff." 

The curate hearing her remark, « I cannot believe, 
faid he, J>ut that all the family of the Panzas ar* 
born with a bag of proverbs in their bowels 3 for I 
have never feen one of them, who does not fcatter 
about old faws, at all times, and in all converfationsJ? 
M You* obfervation is very juft, faid the page ; for

Of the progrefs of Sancho Panza's government, an* 
other fuch diverting incidents* 

A T length arrived the morning that fucceededV 
** the night of the governor's round, which the* 
gentleman-fewer palled without fleep, fo much were 
hi& thoughts engrofled by the face, the air, and beauty* 
of the difguifed damfel ; while the ffeward employed 
tfte time in writing an accounf of Sancho's conduct 
to his lord and lady,. equally aftoniihed at his words* 
and a&ions, in which folly and difcretion were 
ftrangely blended* • * 

At laft my lord governor arofe, and by dire&ion 
of doftor Pedro Pofitive, he was fain to break his faft 
wkh a little conferve, and four gulps of cold wa- 
ter, which Sancho would have gladly exchanged for 
a luncheon of bread, and a bunch of grapes^ but^ 
finding himfelf under compulfion, he bore his fate*, 
with grief of foul, and anxiety of ftomach ; Pedro 
Pefitive giving him to underitand, that- your flight 
and delicate difhes animate the genius, eonfequently 
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were molt proper for perfons appointed to polls and 
offices of importance, in which corporal ftrength 
Icannot avail fo much as the vigour of the under* 
(landing. By this fort of fophiftry Sancho was fub- 
je£fced to fuch fevere hunger, that he in fecret curfed 
•the government; ay, and him who conferred it; 
neverthelefs, in deipight of hunger, and upon the 
ftrength of the conserve, he, that day, fat in judgment ; 
and the firft cafe that occurred, was a queftion put 
by a flranger, in prefence of the Reward and the reft 
of the affiftants ; t€ My Lord, faid he, a certain manor 
is divided by a large river — I beg your honour will 
be attentive ; for the cafe is of great confequence, 
and fome difficulty. I fay then, upon this river is 
a bridge, and at one end of it the gibbet, together with 
a fort of court-hall, in which four judges ufually fit, 
-to execute the law ena&ed by the lord of the river, 
bridge, and manor, which runs to this efie£t: 
*' Whofoever Ihail pafs over this bridge, mull firft 
x fwear whence he comes, and whither he goes ; if he 
fwears the truth, he {hall be allowed to pafs ; but if he 
forfwear himfelf, he fliaU die upon the gallows, with- 
out mercy ox refpite." 

u This law, together withthe rigorous penaky, being 
jcnown, numbers pafled, and as it appeared they 
fwore nothing but the truth, the judges permitted 
them to pafs freely, and without controuh It hap- 
pened, however, that one main's oath being taken, 
he affirmed, am 3 fwore by his depofition, that he was 
going to be hanged on that gibbet, and had no other 
errand or intention. The judges having confidered 
.this oath, obferved, if we allow the .nan .to pafs 
freely, he fwore to a lie, and therefore ought to be 
hanged according to law ; and if we order him to be 
tianged, after he hath fworn he was going to be fuf- 
pended on that gibbet, he will have (worn the truth, 
and by the fame law ought to be acquitted. I beg, 
therefore, to know of your honour, my lord governor, 

what 
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what the judges mull do with this man ; for, hitherto 
they are doubtful and in fufpence : and having heard 
of your lord(hip*s acute and elevated underftanding, 
they have fent me to entreat your honour, in their 
names, to favour them with your opinion in a cafe 
of fuch doubt and intricacy." To this addrefs Sancho 
replied, " Affuredly thofe judges who fent you to 
me, might have fpared themfelves the trouble; far 
I am a man that may be faid to be rather blunt than 
acute : neverthelefs, repeat the bufinefs fo that I may 
underftand it fully, and who knows but 1. may chance 
to hit the nail on the head ? The interrogator having 
repeated his ftory again and again, Sancho faid, " I 
think I can now explain the cafe in the twinkling of 
two balls ; and this it is : A man fwears he is going 
to be hanged upon fuch a gibbet ; if he aftuaily fuffcrs 
upon that gibbet he fwore the truth, and by the en- 
atted law ought to be allowed freely to pafs the bridge : 
but if he is not hanged, he fwore falfe, and for that 
reafon ought to fuflfer upon the gibbet." 

" The cafe is exactly as my lord governor con- 
ceives it, faid the meffengf r ; and with refped to the 
fcope, and understanding of the matter, there is no 
farther room for doubt or interrogation.** ** I fay 
then, replied Sancho, that part of the man which 
fwore truth, ought to be allowed to pafs, and that 
which told a lie, ought 'to be hanged ; and in this 
manner the terms or condition of puffing wiU be lite- 
rally fulfilled." 

" But, my IotcI governor, replied the queilioner, 
in that cafe it will be neceflary to divide the man into 
two parts : namely, the falfe and the true ; and j£ 
he is (b divided, he mull certainly die: therefore, the 
intent of the law will be fruftrated, whereas there is 
an exprefs neceffity for its being accomplished." 
« Come hither, honeft friend, faid Sancho : either I 
am a blockhead, or this paflenger you mention has 
an equal title to be hanged, and to live, and pafc over 

the 
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the bridge : for, if the truth faves him on one fxle f 
his falfehood condemns him equally on the other* 
Now, this being the cafe, as it certainly is, I think you 
mud tell the gentleman who fent you hither, that as 
the reafons for condemning and for acquitting the 
culprit are equally balanced, they mail let him freely 
pafs j for it is always more laudable to do good than 
harm j and to this opinion I would fubferibe if I could 
write my name. Nor, indeed, have I fpoken my 
own fentiment on this occafion : but, I have fecoU 
le&ed one, among the many precepts I received from 
my matter Don Quixote, tne night before I fet out 
for the government of this ifland : he faid, that when 
juftice was doubtful, I mould choofe, and lean to- 
wards mercy ; and it pleafed God, that I mould now 
remember this maxim, which falls fo pat to the pre- 
fent purpofe." u So it does, faid the fteward : and* 
I firmly believe, that Lycurgos himfelf, who gave 
Jaws to the Lacedaemonians, could not have uttered a 
more fagacious decifion than that which the great 
Panza has pronounced. Now let the audience end 
for this morning, and I will give orders, that my lord 
governor fhall dine to his heart's con ten t." " That 
is my requeft, cried Sancho : nothing but fair play : 
give me plenty of vi duals, and let them load me with 
cafes and doubts, I will foon make them vaniih into 
fmoke." 

The fteward kept his word : for he had a fcruple 
of confeience in famifliing fuch a difcreet governor ; 
efpecially as he intended that night to conclude thj 
farce with the lad joke he had a commiffion to exe- 
cute* 

Well then, Sancho having dined that day, contrary 
to all the rules and aphorifms of doctor Snatchaway, 
the doth was no fooner removed than a courier en- 
tered with a letter from Don Quixote to the governor* 
who defired the fecretary to read it by himfelf* and 
then, if there was nothing in it which required to be 

kept 
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kept fccret, to rehcarfe it in an audible voice. The 
fecretary, in obedience to his command, having pe- 
rufed it in fecret, " it may be very fafely read aloud, 
faid he : what fignorDon Quixote writes to your lord- 
fhip, deferves to be printed, and even displayed in 
golden letters. This is the purport of the letter :

*\\7 H E N I expe&ed to hear of thy negligence 
** and impertinence, I was informed x>f thjr dis- 
cretion, for which I have returned particular thanks 
to Heaven, that can raife the poor from the dunghill, 
and extract wifdom from the heart of the fool. lam 
told thou haft governed like a man, and that thou 
art a man as if thou wert a beaft $ fuch is the humi- 
lity of thy deportment. Take notice, Sancho, it 
is often convenient and neceflary, for the authority 
of office to refift the humility of the heart; for the 
■ornament of the perfon invefted with charges of dig- 
nity, ought to be conformable to what thefe require, 
and not meafured according to the will of an humble 
difpofition. Appear always well drcfied j for, a may- 
pole when decorated, lofes its original appearance; 
not that I advife thee to wear jewels and finery ; or, 
as thou art a judge, to go in the habit of a foldier : 
fcut to adorn thyfelf with tJiat garb which thine office 
requires, and to be always clean, and neatly drefled. 
In order to acquire the good-will of the people over 
whom thou art fet, among wther things, remember 
two particulars ; one is, to be affable to every body ; 
but this I have mentioned upon another occafion: 
the other is, to procure plenty of provifion 5 for there 
is nothing that gives fuch vexation to the. poor as hun- 
ger and dearth. 

Do 
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*' Do not iffuc a great number of ordinances ; but 
take care that thofe which are publifhed be good; 
and above all things, fee they are maintained and 
put in execution ; for thofe ordinances which are 
not obferved, might as well be annulled, as they 
ferve to demonftrate that the prince who had discre- 
tion and authority to enaft them, wanted power to 
enforce obedience ; and thofe laws which only inti- 
midate, without being put in execution, refemble the 
king Log of the frogs, which at firft terrified his fub- 
je&s, by whom, however, at the long-run, he was de- 
fpifed and infulted. Be thou a father to the virtuous, 
and a* ftepfather to the wicked. Thou muft not be 
always rigorous, nor always gentle; but chufe the 
medium between thefe two extremities, in which lies 
the point of difcretion. Vifit the prifons, the daugh- 
ter houfes, and the markets; for in fuch places the 
prefence of the governor will be of great importance. • 
Confole the prifoners with hope of being fpeedily 
difpatched. Be a bugbear to butchers; for then 
they will ufe honeft weights : and a terror to market- 
women, for the Xame reafon. Beware of fliewing 
thyfelf (though thou really fliouldft be fo, and yet, I 
believe, thou are not) a mifer, aletcher, or a glutton; 
for thy people, and thofe who have concerns with 
thee, knowing the bias of thine inclination, will bat- 
ter thee from that quarter, until thou art overthrown 
into the profundity of perdition. Confider and re- 
confider, perufe and re-perufe the advices and in- 
ftrudions which I gave thee in writing, before thy 
departure for thy government ; and, if thou obferveft 
the contents, tjiou wilt find in them a precious aid, 
that will alleviate the toils and difficulties which every 
moment occur to governors. Write to thy noble 
patrons, to evince thy gratitude; for ^ingratitude is 
the daughter of pride, and one of the vileft fins that 
can be committed: and the perfon who is grateful to 
his benefa£tor,. gives indication that he is alfo grate-

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ful to God, whofe benefits are fo manifold and incef- 
fant. My lady duchefs difpatcbed a meflenger with 
thy hunting-fuit, and another prefent to thy wife 
Terefa, and we expe& her anfwer every moment. 

€€ I have been fomewhat indifpofed, in confequence 
of a certain cat-clawing adventure, which I lately at- 
chieved with fome difcomfiture of my nofe : but that 
was of no confequence ; for if I am maltreated by 
one fet of inchanters, I am protected by another. 
Let me know if the ftewatd, who is with thee, had 
any concern in the adventure of the countefs Tri- 
faldi, as thou once feemedft to fufped : and give we 
an account of every thing that betides thee, feeing 
the diftance between us is fo fmall. I think of 
leaving, in a little time, this idle life, for which I was 
never defigned. I am like, to be engaged in an af- 
fair which, I believe, will bring me in difgrace with 
the duke and duchefs ;' but, although this affe&s my 
mind, it {hall not influence my condu& ; for, ia a 
word, I am refolved to comply with the duties of my 
profeflion, rather than with the di&ates of their plea- 
sure, in conformity with the old faying, Amicus 
Plato, fedmagis arnica Veritas. I write this fentencc 
in Latin, becaufe I apprehend thou haft learned that 
language fince thou waft a governor. I commit thee 
to the protection of God, who is the fountain of aB 
good} and am 

Thy friend, 

Don Quixote de la Mancha." 

Sancho liftened with great attention to the Letter, 
which . was applauded for the good fenfe it contained, 
by all the hearers j then the governor rifing from table, 
ftmthirnfelf up in his apartment with the fecretary, 
in order* to coropofe an anfwer to his matter, with- 
out lofs of time; He defired the fcribe to write what 
he fhould diftate, without the leaft addition or <fi- 

minution. 
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minution. The fecretary obeyed his command, and 
the anfwer was to this effeft : 

Sancho Panza's letter to Don Quixote tie la Manchtf. 

«* 'T'HE employment of my office is fo fevere, 
* that I have not time to fcratch my head, or 
even to pair my nails, which I, therefore, wear fo long, 
that God muft find fome remedy, This I obferve, 
dear mafter of my foul, that your worfhip need not 
be confounded becaufe I have not hitherto given you 
an account of my well or ill-being in this govern- 
ment; where, by the bye, I fuffer more pinching 
hunger than when we two ufed to travel through 
woods and deferts. 

€t My lord duke gave me notice the other day, in a 
letter, that certain fpies had entered the ifland, in 
order to murder me ; but, as yet, I have difcovered 
none, except a do&or, who has a falary in the place, 
for killing all the governors that come hither. They 
call him doftor Pedro Pofitive, and he is a native of 
Snatchaway 5 fo that your worfhip may fee by his 
name, what reafon I have to fear I fliall periih by his 
hands. This very do&or frankly owns, that he does 
•not cure the diftempers which are already formed, 
btrt only preventartheir formation ; and the medicine 
he prefcribes, is failing upon fafting, until the patient 
43 clean Ikin and bone, as if a confumption was not 
worfe than a fever. Finally, he is killing me by inches 
with hunger; and I find myfelf dying of pure vex- 
ation ; for I thought, in coming to this government, 
I fhould have hot meals and cool liquor, and regale 
my body in holland (heets, upon beds of down; 
whereas, I am come to penance like a hermit ; and 
as I cannot even do that, I believe, at the long-run, 
the devil will fly away with me. 

** Hitherto I have never touched fee, nor fingered 

bribe ; nor fan I conceive the reafon of fuch procee*- 
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ing; for I have been told, that the governors who 
ufed to come to this iiland, even before their entrance, 
always received a good fum of money, either by way 
of prefect or loan, from the inhabitants j a cuftom 
obferved in other governmente as well as in this. 

" In going the round laft night, I found a very beau- 
tiful darnel in man's clothes, and her. brother in the 
• drefs of a woman : my gentleman-fewer is in love 
with the girl, and, as he fays, hath fixed his fancy on 
her for a wife, and I have chofen the youth for my 
fon-in-law : to-day we two will communicate our 
thoughts to the father of this young pair, who is one 
Diego de Liana, a gentleman, and as old a chriftian 
as one would defire. 

c< I vifit the markets, according to your worfhip's ad- 
vice, and yefterday feeing a huckfter felling new nuts, 
I discovered that fhe had mixed with a bufhel of the 
new, the fame quantity of old nuts that were empty 
and rotten j upon which, I gave the whole to the 
charity boys, who know very well how to feparate the 
good trom the bad, and forbad her to enter the market 
for fifteen days: I was told I had done gallantly. 
What I can aflure your worfhip is, that according to 
the report of this town, there is not a more wicked 
fet of people than thofe market-women j for they are 
all without (hame, confeience, ai\d moderation : and, 
indeed, I believe the report, from what I have feen 
in other corporations. 

u It gives me great fatisfa&ibn to hear that my lady 
duchefs has written to rry wife Terefa Panza, and 
fent the prefent your worfhip mentions; and I will 
endeavour to fliew my gratitude in due feafon. I beg 
your .worfhip will kifs her grace's hand, in my name, 
and tell her, I fay, flie has not thrown her favour 
into a rotten fack, as our deeds (hall declare. I fhould 
be forry that your worfhip came to any reckonings 
;©f difguft with my lord duke and lady duchefs ; for 
fhould there be any breach between you, it is very 

plain, 
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plain, the whole would redound to my lofs; and, 
confidering the advice you gave me to be always 
grateful, it would not look well in your worfhip to 
be otherwife to thofe who have done you fuch favours, 
and treated you fo nobly in their caftle. 

The ftory of the cat-clawing I do not underftand} 
but do fuppofe it mult have been one of thofe un- 
lucky, frays in which your worfhip is often engaged 
with wicked inchanters; but I fliall know when we 
meet. 

I would fain prefent your worfhip with fomething, 
but I know not what to fend, except fome glyfter- 
pipes, which are very curioufly turned and mounted 
in this ifland; though, if my office holds, it fhall- go hard 
but I will find fomething to fend, either by hook or 
crook* If my wife Terefa Panza (hould write to me, 
I beg your worfhip will, pay the poftage, and for- 
ward the letter: for I am extremely defirous toTtnow , 
the ftate of my family, my wife, and children. And 
now, the Lord deliver your worfhip from evil defign- 
ing inchanters, and fafely and peaceably quit me of 
this government ; which I very much doubt, for, I 
believe, I fliall leave my bones in it, fo cruelly am I 
treated by doftox Pedro Pofitive. 

.» Your worfhip's humble fervant, 

Sancho Panza, the governor.* 

The f^cretary haying fealed this letter, difpatched 
it with the courier ; and thofe who executed the jokes 
upon Sancho, laying their heads together, contrived a 
fcheme for difmiffing him from the adminiftratkm* 
The evening his excellency fpent in making fome 
wholefome regulations, touching the government of 
what he imagined to be an ifland. Among other 
things, he ordained that there fhould be no monopo- 
lizers of provifion in the commonwealth : that wine • 
fhould be imported from all parts indifferently, at the 
G % pleafure 
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pleafure of the merchant ; with this addition, that he 
fhould declare the place from whence it came* fo as 
that a price might be fet upon k, According to its 
worth, fame, and eftimation j and he who ihould be 
detected in dafhing it with water, or falfifying its 
name, ihould fufFer death for the offence. He mo- 
derated the price of all kinds of hofe, and particularly 
that of (hoes, which he looked upon as exorbitant: 
he rated the wages of f^rvants who went at full gal- 
lop in the road of intereft : he laid fevere penalties 
upon thofe who fhould fing lewd and lafciviotts bal- 
lads, by night or by day : he ordered that no blind 
man fhould ling his miracle in couplets, without an 
authentic teftimony of the truth; it appearing that 
the greateft part of thofe fung by blind pcrfons, are 
falfe and feigned, to the prejudice of thofi! which are 
true : he made and appointed an oyerfcer of the poor, 
-riot to perfecute, but to examine whether tar not they 
were real objefts-, for ftutdy thieves, and hal* 
drunkards, often fcreen themfelves in the fhade of 
feigned lamenefs, and counterfeit lores. Ill a word, 
he made fo many good reguktlwis, that they *re 
hkherto ^refervfed in the place, and «*lted the c&nfti- 
tutions of the great governor Safccho Faii&U 

CHAP. XX. 

In which is recorded the adventure of the fecond af- 
fli&ed, or Forrowful matron; othfeirtirife called 
Donna Rodriguez. 

£> I D Hamet recounts, that Doii Quixote being 
^-* now cured of his fcratches, began to think the 
life he led in the cattle was altogether Contrary to the 
order .of chivalry which hfc profefled ; atid thetefore 
he determined to beg leave of the duke and duchefs, 
to fet out for Saragofa, as the tifne of the tournament 
approached y for there he laid his account with win- 
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rung the armour which is the rfeward of the vi&or. 
Accordingly, while he one day fat at table with the 
duke and duchefs, he began to execute his refolutioit 
in afking leaver; when behold, all of a fudden, two 
women, as it afterwards appeared, entered the din- 
ing-room, covered with mourning from head to foot* 
One of them approaching £)on Quixote, proftrated 
herfelf before him, and with her mouth cloie to his 
feet, uttered fuch melancholy, profound, and doleful 
groans, as overwhelmed all the fpe&ators with con* 
fufion : for although the duke and duchefs imagined 
* it was fome joke which the fervants intended to per- 
petrate upon the knight j yet, feeing how violently 
the woman fighed, groaned, and wept, they remained 
doubtful and in 4(ufpence, until the companionate 
Don Quixote raifed hef from the ground, and in- 
treated her to difcover herfelf, by taking away thr 
veil that concealed her rueful face* She complied 
with his requeft, and (hewed herfelf to be what no- 
body believed die was, for (he difplayed the indi- 
vidual countenance of Donna Rodriguez, the duenna 
of the houfe ; and the other mourner was her daugh- 
ter, who had been feduced by the rich farmer's fonv' 
All who knew her were ftruck with admiration, and 
the duke and duchefs more than any body ; for al* 
though they took her to be a fool, and aperfon of a 
foft difpofition, they did not think her folly could 
have rifen to fuch a£to of extravagance. In fine, Donna 
Rodriguez, addrefling herfelf to the duke andducheia, 
€i I hope, faid flie, your excellencies will give me 
leave to communicate a little with this knight ; for 
it is neceflary I (h'ould confer with him, that I may 
be fafely extricated from the dilemma in which I am 
involved by the prefumption of an evil-minded 
clown/' 

The duke having aflured her flie was at full li- 
berty to confer with fignor Don Quixote as much 
as flie plcafcd, (he directed her voice and her coun- 
G 4 tenance 
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tenance to the knight, faying, " Some days art elapf- 
ed, moil valiant knight, fincc I gave you an account 
Qf the wrong and treachery which a wicked peafant 
-has done my dearly beloved daughter, who is this un- 
fortunate creature now {landing before you ; and you 
promifed, in her behalf, to redrefs the wrong (he had 
fufiered : but now, I am uniformed, that yon are go- 
ing to depart from this caftle, in queft of the happy 
adventures God fhall throw in your way ; and, there- 
fore* I could wifli, that before you begin your career 
through thofe paths, you would defy this inflexible 
ruftic, and compel him to marry my daughter, and 
to fulfil the promife he made of being her fpoufe, be- 
fore he firft yoked with her in the way of love ; for 
to think my lord duke will do me juftice, is the lame 
as to look for pears upon an dm, tor the reafon which 
I» explained to your worfhip in private: and upon 
thefe terms, the Lord gieferve your worship's health, 
and grant m his protection." 

To this addrcfa Doo Quixote, with great gravity, 
and ftatelinefo of deportment, replied, " Worthy 
duenna, moderate, or rather dry up your tears, ana 
fpare your fighs * for here I undertake to redrefs the 
grievances of your daughter ; though k would have, 
been better for her, had not (he fo eafily believed due 
proteftations of lovers, who, for the moft part, are 
very ready and alert to promife, but very heavy and 
backward hi the performance : neverthelefs, with the 
good leave of my lord duke, I will forthwith fet out 
in queft of this perfidious youth ; and having found 
him, defy and flay him, whenfoe'er and wherefoe'er 
he (hall refufe to perform his promife j for the prin- 
cipal aim of my profeffion is to pardon the humble, 
and chaftife the haughty j that is, to fuccour the 
wretched, and deftroy the cruel." " Your worfliip, 
replied the duke, needs not give yourfelf the trouble 
to go in queft of the ruftic who is the fubjeft of this 
worthy duenna's complaint 5 nor is there any occafion^ 

for 
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for your worfhip's aiking my ' leave to challenge him 
to fingle combat ; I confider the challenge as already 
given ; I undertake for its being conveyed to the 
party, and even for its acceptance ; and promife that 
he (hall come to anfwer for himfelf in perfon at this 
cattle, where I will furnifli both with a lifted field, 
and obferve all the conditions that are wont, and 
ought to be obferved in fuch encounters ; for juftice 
(hall be equally done to each, according totheobliga~ 
tion that lies on all thofe princes who furnifh lifts for 
combatants, within jhe limits of their territories/' 
" With this fecurity then, and the good leave of your 
grace, replied Don Quixote, I now, for once, re* 
nounce my gentility, humble and adjuft myfelf to the 
level of the delinquent, making myfelf equal with 
him, that he may be entitled and enabled to fight 
with me: I, therefore, though in his abfence, challenge 
and defy him, for his wickednefs in feducing thte 
poor creature, who was a maid, and now through his 
fault is deprived of her maidenhead ; and he ftiali 
either perform the promife he made of being her law- 
ful fpoufe, or die in default of the performance*" 

So faying, he, pulled off one of his gloves, and: 
threw it into the middle of the hall ; this was taken 
up by the duke, who faid, he accepted the challenge 
in the name of his vaflal : he likewife appointed the 
time at the diftance of fix days, and pitched upon the 
court-yard of the caftle as the field of a£tion : then 
they agreed to # wear the ufualarms pf knights ; name- 
ly, the launce, the fhield, the plaited coat of mail,, and 
all other pieces, without *heleaft fraud, treachery, or 
fuperftition, to be viewed and examined by the judges 
of the lifts—** But, before we proceed, faid the duke; 
it will be neceffary that this good duenna, and that 
miftaken maid, fliould put the juftice of their caufe 
into the hands of fignor Don Quixote ; otherwife no- 
thing to thfejjurpofe will be done, nor will thechal- - 
lenge ever come to due execution."

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u I do put my caufe into hid hands/' replied the 
duenna. " And I too," cried the daughter, all in 
tears, and overwhelmed with fhamfe and confufion. 
The particulars of this affair being adjufted, apd the 
duke having determined with himfelf what was to be 
done in the family, the mourners retired, and the 
duchefs ordered that for the future they fhould not 
be treated as her fervants, but as ladies adventurers 
come to her houfe to demamTjuftice : (he, therefore, 
allotted a feparate apartment to themfelves, and they 
were attended as {bangers, not vfithotit die amaze- 
ment of other fervants* who cotild hot conceive what 
would be the iffue of the folly and effrontery of Donna 
Rodriguez, and her indifcreet and unhappy daughter. 

At this inftant, in order to complete the mirth of 
the company, and finiih their meal with more en- 
joyment, who ihould enter the hall but the page who 
carried the letters and prefents to Terefa Panza, the 
wife of governor Sancho Pahza ! Th6 duke and du- 
chefs were extremely pleafed at his arrival,and de&rous 
to know the particulars of his journey, about which 
he was queftioned accordingly. The page anfwered, 
that he could not defcribe them in public, or in a few 
words ; but begged their excellencies would be pleafed 
to referve the account for their private ear, and in 
the mean time entertain themfelves with thefe letters. 
So faying, he produced two letters, and gave them to 
the duchefs, one fuperfcribed in thefe words : ** To 
Jny lady duchefs of I know not what nor where."

his children. 

** For my own jpart, dear lady of my foul, I am*e- 
folved, with your honour's leave, to bring this hapjy, 
day home to my own houfe, and hie me to the court,* 
where I will loll in my coach, and burft the eyes JoC 
a thoufand people who envy my good fortune : I keg^ 
therefore, your excellency will tell my huftand tfL 
fend me money, and let it be a round fum: ior. if, 
is very expenfive living at court, where bread feU? 
for a rial, meat for thirty maravedis .a pound » aiuji 
this is an unconfcionable price. If he does not 
choofe that I fliould go, let him give me notice in* 
thnp, for my feet itch to be a-travelftng; and my 
neighbours and goflips tell me, if I and my daughter 
go to court, and appear in pomp and grandeur^ my 
huiband will come to be known by me, more than I„ 
by him-, be^aufe, when people afk, Who' ire' thete 
G 6 ladies 
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ladies in that coach ? one of my feryants will anfwer, 
Thefe are the wife and daughter of Sancho Panza, 
governor of the ifland Barataria : and in this manner 
Sancho will be known, I fliall be refpefted, and to 
Rome for every thing. 

« I was vexed to the heart that this year there was 
no acorn harveft in our town $ neverthelefs, I fend 
your highnefs about half a peck, which I gathered 
one by one upon the mountain, and went thither on 
purpole : I could find none larger, though I with they 
were as big as oftricheggs. 

"_ I hope your pompofity will not forget to write to 
tne, and I will take care to fend an anfwer, giving an 
account of my own health, and of every thing that 
may be worth mentioning from this place, where I. 
remain praying to our Lord that he will preferve your 
grace, without forgetting me. My daughter Sanchica 
and my fon kifs your honour's hand* And thie is all 
«t prefent from her who would much rather fee your, 
grace, than fubfcribe herfelf

* Great was the fatisfaflion which all the hearers re- 
ceived from this letter of Terefa Panza, though the 
greateft (hare fell to the duke and duchefs j and her 
grace afked Don Quixote, whether or not he thought 
k would be proper to open the letter direfted for the 
governor, which fhe imagined muft be excellent in 
ks kind. The knight faid he would open it, to oblige 
Rcr grace ; and having done fo, found the contents 
to this purpofe :

♦« J Received thy letter, dear Sancho of my foul* 

* and I promife and fwear to thee, on the faith of 

a catholic chriftian, I was within two fingers-breadth 
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of running mad with joy; and take notice, brother, 
-when I heard thou waft a- governor, I had like to 
have dropped down dead with pure pleafure; for 
thou knoweft, they fay, fudden joy kiUs as well as. 
deadly forrow : thy daughter Sanchica fcattered her 
water about infenGbly, out of mere fatisfodion : thy 
hunting-fuit lay before me, the ftring of corals fent . 
by my lady duchefs was tied round my neck, the 
letters were in my hand, and' the meflenger in my - 
prefence ; and yet, I imagined and believed, that all 
I faw and handled was a dream ; for who could con- 
ceive that a goat-herd mould come to be governor of 
iilands? Thou knoVft, my friend, that my mother 
faid, One muft live long to fee a great deal: this I, 
mention, becaufe I hope to fee more if I live longer * 
for I do not intend to {top, until I fee thee a farmer or , 
collector of the revenue ; offices which, though they • 
carry thofe who abufe them to the devil, are, in fhort, 
always bringing in the penny. 

" My lady .duchefs will tell thee how defirou6 J am 
of going to court: confider of it, and let me know* 
thy pleafure ; for I will endeavour to do thee honour 
there, by riding in my coach. 

w The curate, barber, bachelor, and even the fex- 
ton, carinot Relieve thou art a governor, and fay thei 
whole is a deception, or matter of inchantment, like • 
all the affairs of thy mafter Don Quixote. Sampfon 
vows he will go in queft of thee, and drive this go-» 
vernment out of thy head, as well as the madnefs; 
out of Don Quixote's fkull : I fay nothing, . but * 
laugh in my own fleeve, look at my beads, and eon-, 
trive how to make thy hunting-fuit into a gown and. 
petticoat for our daughter. I haye fent fome acqrn&i 
to my lady duchefs, and I wifti they were of gold : 
fend me fome firings of pearl, if they are in fafhion 
in thy ifland. The news of our town are thefe : The 
widow of the hill has matched her daughter with a 
bungling painter, who came here and undertook all

forts "of brufli-work \ the corporation! employed him 
to paint his majefty's arms over the door of the town 
houfe*, he demanded two ducats for the job, and 
they paid him before-hand $ but after he had labour* 
ed eight whole days, he produced nothing, and fay* 
iftg he could not hit upon fuch trifles, returned the 
money} and yet, for all that, he married with the 
character of a good workman : true it is, he hath al- 
ready laid afide the pencil, and taken up the fpade, 
and gots to the field like a gentleman. Pedro de 
Lobo's fon has taken orders, and fliaved his head, 
with intention to become a prieft \ and this circum- 
ftance being known by MinguHla, niece of Mingo 
Silvato, flie is going to fue him upon promife of man* 
riage; evil tongues fcruple not to lay (he is with 
child by him ; but this he pofitively denies. This 
year there ard no olives, nor a drop of vinegar in the 
whole town. A company of foldiers marching this 
way, carried off three girls belonging to the village i 
but I will not tell thee who tKey are, becaufe perhaps 
Hiey will return, and then there will not be wanting 
huibands who will take them with all their faults. 
Sanchica, by making bone-lace, clears eight marave- 
dis a day, which ihe keeps in a pipkin, to be a (lock 
to her when (he grows up : but now, that flie is a 
governor's daughter, thou wilt give her a portion 
without her working for it. The public fountain is 
dried up* A thunderbolt fell upon the pillory, and 
there may they always light. I expett an anfwer to 
this epiftle, and thy refolution about my going to 
court : and fo, God preferve thee more years than I 
have rd live, or as many ; for I (hould not cboofe to 
Jtave thee behind me in this world.

The letters were read with admiration, efteem* 
laughter, and applaufe j and the entertainment was 
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crowned by the arrival of the courier who brought 
Sancho's epiftle to Don Quixote, which, being like- 
wife recited in public, rendered the governor's folly 
extremely doubtful. The duchefs retired, in order 
to be informed by the page, of what had happened 
to him in Sancho's village; and he recounted the 
particulars at large, without leaving one circumftaace 
untold : he* delivered the acorns, together with a 
cheefe, which Terefa vouched for exceSent, and even 
preferred to thofe of Tronchon. This the duchefs 
received with exceffive pleafure, in the enjoyment of 
which we will leave her grace, and relate in what 
manner concluded the government of the great San- 
cho Panza, the flower and mirrour of all infulary 
governors. 
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CHAP. I, 

Of the toilful end and conclufion of Sancho Panza's 
government* 

TO think the affairs of this life will always re- 
main in the fame ppfture, is a wild fuppofi- 
tion ; on the contrary, every thing goes in a round j 
I mean, goes round. Spring fucceeds winter, Sim- 
pler follows fpring, autumn comes after fummer, and 
winter comes in the rear of autumn ; then fpring re- 
fumes its verdure, and time turns Tound on an incef- 
fant wheel. The life of man alone runs lightly to 
its end, unlike the circle of time, without hope of 
renewal, except in another life, which knows no 
bounds. Thus moralizes Cid Hamet, the Mahome- 
tan philofopher; for the knowledge of the frailty 
and inftability of the prefent life, together with the 
eternal duration of that which we expe&, many, 
without the light of faith, by natural inftinft have 
attained* But here our author mates the observa- 
tion 
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♦ 

tlon on account of the celerity with which SanchoV 
government was finiihed, confumed, deftroyed, and 
diflblved into fmoke and vapour. 

This poor governor being a-bed on the feventh 
night of his administration, not crammed with bread 
and wine, but fatigued with fitting in judgment, patt- 
ing fentence, and making ftatutes and regulation* ; 
and fleep, maugre and in defpight of hunger, begin- 
ning to weigh down his eye-lids, his ears were faluted 
with a terrible noife of bells and cries, as if the whole 
ifland bad been going to wreck. 

Sitting up in his bed, he liftened attentively* 
in hope of comprehending the meaning and caufe 
of fuch a mighty uproar : however, he not only 
failed in his expedition ; but the noife of the cries 
and the bells being reinforced by that of an infinite, 
number of drums and trumpets, he remained more 
terrified, confounded, and aghaft than ever. Then 
ftarting up* he put on his flippers, on account o£ 
the dampnefs of the ground ; though without wrap- 
ping himfelf up in his morning-gown, or in any 
other fort of apparel j and opening the door of his. 
apartment* faw above twenty perfons running through, 
the gallery, with lighted torches, and naked .fword* 
*n their hands, exclaiming aloud, and altogether* 
" Arm ! arm ! my lord governor, . arm ! a vaft nurcn 
■** of the enemy has landed on the ifland j and we 
we loft and undone, unlefs protected by you. valour. 
*nd activity." 

With this clamour, fury, and . difturbancc, they> 
tufiied towards Sancho, who ftood aftonifhed and: 
perplexed at what he faw and heard j and when they- 
came up to the fpot, one of them accofting him,, 
u Arm, % my lord, faid he, unlefs you want to peri(h,j 
an d fee the whole ifland deftroyed." " For what- 
ftoul^Iarm? replied Sancho: I neither know the. 
n fe of arms, nor can I give' you prote&iqn: thefe 
setters had better be left to my matter Don Quixote, 

who* 
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who, in the turning of a ftraw, wouki difpatch the 
whole affair, and put every thing in fafety ; but, for 
me, as I am a firmer to God, I understand nothing 
of thofe hurly-burlies !" " How ! my lord governor, 
cried another, what defpondence is this ? Put on 
your armour, fignor : here we have brought arms of- 
fcnfive and defenfive; come forth to the market- 
place, and be our guide and our general, feeing of 
right that place belongs to you, as being our gover- 
nor." " Arm me then, a God's name !" replied San- 
cho. At that inftant they took two large bucklers 
they had brought along with them, and putting over 
his (hiit (for they would not give him time to clothe 
himfelf) one buckler before and another behind, they 
pulled his arms through certain holes they had made 
in the targets, and fattened them well together witb 
cords, in fuch a manner, that the poor governor re- 
mained quite enclofed, and boarded up as ftreight as 
a fpindle, without being able to betid his knees, or 
move one fingle ftep ; and in his hands they put a 
lance, with which he fupported himfelf as he flood. 
Having cooped him up in this manner, they defired

grows late ; the enemies fwarm, the noife increafes, 
and the danger is very preffing." 

In 
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In confequencc of this perfuafion and' reproach, 
the poor governor endeavoured to move, and down 
he came to the ground with fuch a fall that he be- 
lieved himfelf fplit to pieces. There he lay- like a 
tortoife covered with its (hell, or a flitch of bacon be- 
tween two trays ; or, laftly, like a boat ftranded with 
her keel uppermoft. Yet his fall did not excite the 
compaffion of thofe unlucky wags ; on the contrary, 
extinguishing their torches, tney renewed the clamour,

"While he uttered this apoftrophe, he was employed

Jou, gentlemen ; and I pray tell my lord duke, Naked 
was born/ and naked I remain ; and, if I lofe no- 
thing, as little I gain : That is, I would fay, Penny- 
lefs I took pofleflion of this government, and penny- 
lefs I-refign my office ; quite the reverfe of what is 
ufually the cafe with governors of other iflands. Make 
way, therefore, and let me go and be plaiftered; for 
I believe all my ribs are crufhed, thanks to the ene- 
mies who have, this night, pafied and repaired over 
my carcafe." 

« It mull not be fo, my lord governor, faid doc- 
tor Fofitive : I will give your worflup a draught cal- 
culated

culated for fall* and bruifes, that will inftantly re- 
ftore you to your former health and vigour; and, 
with refpe& to the article of eating, I promife your 
lordfhip to make amends, and let you eat abundantly 
of every thing you defire." " Your promife comes 
too late, anfwered Sancho; and I will as foon turn 
Turk as forbear goings Thofe are no jokes to be 
repeated. Before God! I will as foon remain in 
this, or accept of any other government, even though 
it fliould be prefented in a covered difli, as I will fly to 
heaven without the help of wings. 1 am of the fa- 
mily of the Panzas, who are all headftrong, and if 
once they fay Odds, odds it muft be, though in fa& 
it be even, in fpite of all the world. In this ftabk 
I leave, the pifmire's wings that carried me up into the 
clouds, to make' me a prey to martlets and other 
birds , and now let us alight, and walk foftly and 
fecurely on the ground: and if my feet are not adorn- 
ed with pinked fboes of Cordovan leather, they fhall 
not want coarfe fandals of cords or rufhes : Let ewe 
and wether go together: and, Nobody thruft his 
feet beyond the length of his iheet. Now, therefore, 
let me pafa, for it grows late." 

To this addrefs the fteward replied, " We (hall

>Tp H E duke and duchefs refolved, that the defi-

portunity of (hewing this noble pair how far the va- 
lour of his powerful arm extended. He, therefore, 
with great joy and fatisfa&ion, waited the expiration 
of the four days, which, reckoned by his impatience, 
feemed equal to four hundred centuries. 

In the mean time let them pafs, as we have already 
let many other matters pafs, and attend Sancho, who, 
betwen merry and fad, jogged along upon Dapple, 
in queft of his mafter, whofe company he preferred 
to the government of all the iflands upon earth. 
Well then, he had not travelled far from the ifland 
of his government, (for he never dreamed of being 
certified whether what he governed was ifland, city, 
town, or village,) when he faw coming towards him 
fix pilgrims with their ftaves, of that fort which begs 
charity by finging.

them. As he palled, one of them having confidered 
him very attentively, laid hold on Dapple's halter, 
and clafping him round the middle, exclaimed aloud, 
in very good Caftilian, t€ The Lord protect me ! what 
is this I 'fee ? is it poffible that 1 actually hold in my 
arms my dear friend, and good neighbour, Sancho 
Panza ? Yes, doubtlefs ; for I am neither afleep nor 
drunk." , 

Sancho was aftoniflied to hear his own name ; and 
fee himfelf embraced by a pilgrim, and a ftranger, 
whom, though he filently gazed upon him with the 
utmoft attention, he could by no means recollect. The 
pilgrim perceiving his furprife, <c Is it poffible, bro- 
ther Sancho Panza, faid he, that thou doft not know 
thy neighbour Ricote, the Morefco thopkeeper, that 
lived in % your town i" Then Sancho, reviewing him 
with greater attention, began to recall his features ; 
and, at length, perfectly recognizing the Moor, he, 
without alighting, threw hta arms about his neck, fay- 
ing, u Who the devil could know thee, Ricote, in 
that difguife ? Tell me who has pilgrimized thee ; and 
, wherefore haft thou dared to return to Spain, where, 
i£ thou art found and known, thou wilt fuffer for thy 
raflinefs ?" " If thou wilt not difcover me, San- 
cho, I am fecure, replied the pilgrim j for iii this 
difguife nobody will know me. Let us quit the 
high-road, and remove to yon* poplar grove, where 
my companions intend to take fome refrefliment and 
rep'ofe •, there thou fhalt partake- with them ; # for they 
are a very good fort of people ; and there I fhall have 
leifure to recount every thing that has befallen me 
-fince I -departed from our town, in obedience to his 
majefty's proclamation, which fo feverely threatened 
the unfortunate people of my nation 5 as, no doubtj 
cfaeo haft heard." 

Saneho affented to this propofal ; and Ricote hav- 
ing fpoke to the other pilgrims, they betook them-* 

To*. IV. H felves 
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felves to the tuft of poplars, at a good diftance from 
the* high-road. There they threw down their (laves, 
laid afide their rochets, or mantles, fo as to remain 
in their doublets ; and all of them appeared to be 
young men of genteel perfons, except Ricote, who 
was already advanced in years. Each had a wallet, 
in all appearance well provided ; at lead, with incen- 
tives which provoked third, at the diftance of two 
leagues.

Rome/- he begged an embrace of Ricote's bottle, and 
took his aim like the reft 5 nor was his fatisfadion in- 
ferior to theirs. Four times did their bottles admit 
of elevation ; but the fifth was to no purpofe : for, 
by that time, they were as clean, and as dry as a 
rufh ; a circumftance that threw a damp upon the 
mirth which had hitherto prevailed. From time to 
time each pilgrim, in his turn, (hook hands with 
Sancho, faying, " Spaniard or German, all one, goot 
companion." To which compliment Sancho replied, 
(( Goot companion, by the Lord !" and burfting 
out into a fit of laughter which laded a whole hour, 
without remembering at that time the leaft circum- 
ftance of what had happened to him in his govern- 
ment ; for over the times and feafons of eating and 
drinking care feldom holds jurifdiftion. Finally, 
t^e conclufion of the wine was the beginning of 
deep, which overwhelmed the whole company, and 
ftretched them along upon the table and cloth they 
.had been ufing. Ricote and Sancho were the only 
two who remained awake, in confequence of having

fome place to whidi I might carry it commodieufly, 
without that hurry and confufion which attended the 
departure of my neighbours 5 far I was very well 
convinced, and fo '•were all our elders, that thofe 
edids were not only threats, as fome people faid, but 
tfeal'laws, *hat 'would certainly be put in execution at 
the appointed time : and this truth 1 was compelled 
to fe^Kevc, 1$y knowirig the bafc and mad <tefigns 
whieh our people laboured ; fuch defigns, that I 
verily (hmk, his majefty was j divinely infpired to exe- 
cute fueh a gallant refolution. Not that We vrete all 
guilty ; for fome among us were firm and ftaunch 
chriftrans : but they were fo few in number, that 
they/could not Oppofe the fchemes of thofe who were 
otherwife ; and it was dangerous to rturfe a ferpent in 
one's bofom, 1>y allowing the enemy to live within 
£he houfe. In a word, *we were juftly chafthed by 
the fentence of bartiftiment, miM and gentle in the 
opinion of fome, but to us the fnoft terrible that 
eould be pronounced. In what country foever we are, 
we lament our exite 'from* Spain; for, in fine, here 
we were born; this is* our native country : in 1 no clime 
do *e find a reception fultable to our 'misfortunes : 
nay, in TBarbary, and all the^other parts of Africa, 
where, we expefted to be received, cherifhed, and en- 
tertained, wehave been moft injured and maltreated : 
tre fcncw not our happinefs until we loft it : and fo 
intcnfe is the longing defire which almoft all of us 
have to return to'Spain, that thegreateft part of thofe, 
and they are many, who underftand the language 
IHce me, return to this kingdom, leaving their wives 
and children, unprote&cd abroad, fuch is their af- 
fection for this their native foil: and now, I know, 
by experiences the truth of the common faying, Sweet 
X9 the love of native hind. 

^ * leaving 
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*' Leaving our town, as I have already fai4> I re- 
paired to France » and, though there we met with a 
civil reception, I was defirous of feeing other comb- 
tries. I therefore travelled into Italy, from whence 
1 palTcd into Germany, where, people feemed to live 
with more freedom : the natives do not pry with cur 
vioms eyes into one another's concerns; every one lives 
according to his own humour: for, in mod parts of the 
■empire, there is liberty of coitfeience. I left a hpufe 
which I hired in a village near Augftjurg, and; jpined 
thefe pilgrims, a great number of whom are wont to 
come hither yearly, om pretence of viiiting the. Sanc- 
tuaries, of Spain, which are their Indies, as being 
productive of well known, advantage, and mod cer- 
tain, gain. They traverfc the whole country, and 
there is not a village from which, they, are not dif- 
naiffsd with a belly-full of meat and drink, as the 
fayixig k,. and a rial, at leait, in* money i fo that, at 
the end o£ their peregrination tibey W above a 
.hundred crowns, in pocket, which* being changed 
iaip gold, they conceal in» the botfow of their ftayes * 
o* in the partchea of their cloaks, or taik their in- 
duftry ia fuch a manner as to. carry off their purchafe 
tp thieir own country, in l$i$c ot the guards at the 
pa&s. and gates, wheijc they are. eawmjopi and re- 
giftered. 

" My profent intention, Saach*,. is to carrv. off the 
money. I haw buried, which, being without the town, 
I can retrieve without danger ; then I (hall write, or 
take a pafiage from Valenaa, to my wife and daugh- 
ter, who, I know, are at Algiers, ia order ta con- 
trive 3 method for traafporting them to fome port of 
. France, from whence I will conrfu£k them to Ger- 
many, whera we will bear with refigpatioa the will p£ 
Heaven : for, in fine, Sancho, ] am jpofitiiely certain 
tfeat my daughter Ricota, and my wife Francifca Ri- 
totfiy are seal sathplic chri&iaits;. a>n4 though I myfelf 
am mtf enifoely tf that way of tbiakipg* I bape moee 
H s ** 
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of the chriftian than the muffulman ; and I incef- 
fantly pray to God to open the eyes of my under- 
ftanding, that I may know how to ferve him in the 

- right Way. But what excites my wonder, and baffles 
my penetration, is the conduct of my wife and daugh- 
ter, who have chofen to retire into Barbary rather 
than to France, where they might have lived as chrif- 
tian s." 

To this obfervation Sancho replied, " Why, look 
ye, Ricote, they were not, I fuppofe, at liberty to 
choofe for themfelves, inafmuch as they were carried 
off by your wife's brother, John Tiopieyo, who, being 
a rank Moor, would naturally go to the place where 
he himfelf intended to make his abode: and, I can 

£ell you, moreover, I believe it will be in vain- for 
you to go in fearch of what you left under-ground -, 
for, we are informed that thy wife, and brother-in- 
law, were ftripped of a number of pearls, and a great 
deal of money, which was carried off to be regiftered." 
«« That may be very true, faid Ricote : but I am cer- 
tain, Sancho, they have not touched my hoard ; for, 
I would not tell them where it was hid, becaufe I 
dreaded fome misfortune : and u °refore, Sancho, if 
thou wilt come along with me, and affift me in tak- 
ing up, and concealing it, I will gratify thee with 
two hundred crowns, to. relieve thy neceffities, which 
thou art fenfible I know to be manifold." (t I would 
comply with thy propofal, anfwered Sancho ; but I 
am not at all covetous; were I that way inclined, 
I this morning quitted an employment by which I 
might have been enabled to build the walk of my 
houfe of beaten gold, and in lefs than fix months 

' eat out of pfarc : for this reafon, therefore, and be- 
caufe I mould think myfelf guilty of treafon to my 
king, in favouring his enemies, I will not go along 
with thee, even though in lieu of promifing me two 
hundred, thou ihouldft here lay down four hundred 
crowns upon the nail." c< And " pray, what office is 
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this that thou haft quitted ?" faid Ricote. " I have 
quitted the government of an ifland, replied Sancho : 
ay, and fuch a one> as, in good faith, you will not 
fold its fellow in three bowfhots." u And whereabouts 
is this ifland?" refumed the other, " Whereabouts? 
cried Panza : about two leagues from hence, and it 
is called the ifland Barataria." " Spare me, fpare me, 
good Sancho, faid Ricote : iflands are far at fea ; 
there are none upon the continent." " How ? none ? 
replied Sancho : I tell thee, friend Ricote, I left it 
but this morning, and yefterday governed in it at 
my pleafure, like a perfect fagittary \ but, for allj that, 
I refigned my place ; for I found the office of go- 
vernors is very troublefome and dangerous." " And 
what haft thou got by this government ?" faid Ricote. 
" I have got fenfe enough to know that I am -fit for 
governing nothing but a flock of fheep, anfwered 
Sancho : and that the wealth acquired in fuch go* 
vernments is got at the expence of eafe, fleep, and 
even fuftenancej for, in iflands, the governors, mult

•watch over their health." . " I really do not under- 
ftand thee, Sancho, faid Ricote: but, every thing 
thou haft fpoke to me feems mere madnefs : for, who 
would give thee iflands to govern, when there i$ 
plenty of men in the world, fo much more capable 
of governing than you?

replied Sancho : and, I can tell tihee, Ay daughter 
appeared fo beautiful, that all* the people in town 
went forth to fee her, and every body owned flie 
was the faireft creature under the funv &e went 
along weeping, and embraced all her friends and ac- 
quaintance 5 and begged of all that came to fee her, 
that they would recommend her to God, ami oar 
Lady his bleffed mother. Indeed her behaviour was 
fo moving, that I myfelf, who am no blubberer, 
could not help fhedding tears ; and, in good footh, 
many perfons were very defirous of going after, and 
carrying her o<£ m order to conceal her* bu* they 
were diverted fronvrfiat ctefign, by the fear of a&ing 
contrary to the king? a piftMriamationl Hethat€iew©d 
himfelf the mofli paffionasely fend of her,* im Bom 
Pedro Gregorio, the young rich heir, wKtsv thou 
knoweft, was faidS to be ki love with her. After her 
departure, he never more appeared in our town, and 
every body believed he* went? away, in order t© cany 
he*off> but hitherto we have had; no aecounf of hit 
mottona." * I .had always a> fiifpicion, faid SLioot*, 
that the- young gentleman was> enamoured of my 
daughter j but^ as 1 Confided in the vflrtuee of 
Ricotay his: pa&foft gave? && n& difturbancsey fer, 
thou muft have hsear^Sanchoy* tba* the Moorift, wo* 
men lekiom or never engage in amorous intercourse 
with old ehriftians; and my daughter, whofe incli- 
natio% I believe, kanect more to* chriftianity than to 
love, payed- no attention to the importunities of that 
voung heir." «< God grant it may be fo, repKed 
Sancho: for Jt woukt have bee» to the prejudice of 
btoth : and now let me depart in peace, friend Rwote j 
ibr this night 1 i«te«£ to be with my mafter Don 
Quixote*" M God be thy guide, brother Samcho, 

faid

laid the Moor: I fee my companions are ftirring, and 
it is time for us to make the beft of our way." 

Then the two having embraced one another, San* 
cho mounted Dapple, Ricote fupported himfelf with 
hU ftaff, and in this manner they pasted different 
ways. 

CHAP- III. 

Of certain accidents that befel Sancho upon the road; 
and other circumftances, which to know you need 
only look forward. 

OANCHO was fo long detained by Ricote, that 
^ he could not reach the duke's caftle that day* 
though he was within half a league of it, and there over- 
taken by the night, which was dark and clofe 5 but 
it being the fummer feafon, he was not much con- 
cerned, and retired a little from the high-road with 
intention to wait patiently for morning. It wa^ 
however, the pleafure of his niggard and unhappy 
fortune, that in feeking a place proper for his accom- 
modation* he and Dapple tumbled into a deep and 
very dark pit, among a number of old buildings. In 
falling* he recommended himfelf to God, with all 
his heart, in the firm perfuafion that he would not 
ftop until he* reached the bottom of the profound 
abyfs : but this apprehenfion was happily disappoint- 
ed ; for,. Dapple having defcended little more than 
three fathoms, touched the ground, and his rider 
found himfelf on his bead's back, without having 
fuftained the leaft hurt or damage* He felt his body 
all over, and held in his breath to know whether he 
was found or perforated in any part ; and when he 
found himfelf fafe* whole, and in catholic health, he 
did not fail to thank our Lord God for his protection, 
as he a&ually thought he had been (battered into* 
a thoufand .pieces. He like wife felt about the fides, 
of the pit, to know if there was any poflibility of be- 
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ing extricated without affiftance; but he found them 
all fmooth, and perpendicular, without any proje£rion 
or cranny of which he could take the lead advantage : 
a circumftance that greatly increafed his chagrin, es- 
pecially when he heard Dapple complain, in a moft 
pathetic and lamentable tone ; and, indeed, it was no 
great wonder ; nor did he lament out of wantonnefs ; 
for, in truth, he was in a very forry condition. 

It was then that Sancho Panza exclaimed, cc Alack, 
and a-well a-day ! how unexpe&ed are the accidents 
which, at every turn, befall thofe who live in this mi- 
ferable world ! who could foretel, that he who yefler- 
day faw himfelf inthroned as governor of an ifland, 
giving orders to his fervr.nts and vaflals, fhould to- 
day be buried in a dungeon, without a foul to remedy 
his misfortune, or a fervant or vaflal to haften to his 
relief ? Here I, and my poor beaft, muft perifii by 
hunger, if we do not give up the ghofl before that 
period; he in confequence of being battered and 
. bruifed, and I, from pure forrow and vexation. At 
leaft, I fhould not be fo lticky as my mafter Don Quix- 
ote cte la Mancha, who, when he defcendedj and funk 
into the cave of that fame enchanted Montefmos, was 
better entertained than he could have been in his own 
houfc; fo that the cloth feemed to be laid, and 
the bed fairly made. There he enjoyed beautiful and 
agreeable yifiqns ; but here, I believe, I fhall fee no- 
thing but toads and fergents. Unfortunate wretch 
that I am ! to what a pafs am I brought by my fan- 
tafies arid folly. From this cavern (when heaven 
fhall be pleafed to difcover them) my bones, together 
with thofe of my honeft friend Dapple, will be taken 
up fmooth, and. white, and bare as an anatomy •, and, 
from this particular, perhaps, it will be discovered 
who we are, efpecially by thofe who know that San- 
cho Panza never parted from his afs, nor his afs from 
Sancho Panza. I fay- again, miferable creatures that 
we are ! why would not our niggard fortune allow us 
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to die at home, in our own country, in the midft of 
our friends ; where, though our misfortune would ad- 
mit of 110 remedy, we fliould not have wanted rela- 
tions to grieve at our fate, and clofe our eyes in the 
laft hour of our trial ? 

. " O my dear companion, and my friend ! how ill 
have I rewarded .thy good fervice ! Forgive me, honeft 
Dapple, and intreat fortune in the beft terms thou 
cantt ufe, to deliver us from this vexatious mifery in 
which we, are equally involved 5 in which cafe, I pro- 
mife tQ put a crown of laurel upon thy head, fo as 
that thou lhalt look like a poet laureat : and, withal, 
to give thee double allowance of provender." In this 
manner did Sancho Panza pour forth his lamentation, 
to which the poor beafl liltened, without anfwering 
one word 5 fuch was the danger and diftrefs to which 
the poor animal found himfelf expofed! 

At length, after they had pafled the whole night 
in miferable complaints and lamentations, day broke ; 
and, by the light and fplendor of the morning, San- 
cho perceived, that of all impoffibilities it was the 
mod impoffible to free himfelf from that pit, without 
afliftance ; fo that he began to lament a-frefli, and 
roar aloud, in hope that fomebody might hear his 
voice : but all his cries weret uttered to the defert ; 
for, in all that neighbourhood, there was not a foul 
by whom he could be heard 5 and therefore he gave 
himfelf up for loft. ,As Dapple Jay with his mouth 
uppermoft, Sancho Panza exerted himfelf in fuch a 
manner as to raife his friend upon his legs, which, 
by the bye, could fcarge bear his weight; and, taking 
a piece of bread out of his wallet, which had like- 
wife fuffered the fame unfortunate fall, gave it to the 
poor beaft, who received it very thankfully 9 and San- 
cho told him, as if he underftood his words, " All ills 
are good when attended with food." About this time, 
he difcovered a hole at one fide of the dungeon, 
large enough to give pafiage to a man, provided he 
H 6 could 
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could bend bis body, and creep through : to this he 
haftened, and Squeezing himfelf into it, perceived, 
within, a large extenfi?e fpace, the particulars of 
Which he could diftinguifh ; for, through what may 1 
be termed the roof, defcended a fmall ftream of light 
that illuminated the whole place, which, a» he . ob- 
served, dilated and extended itfelf through another 
fpacious concavity. 

Sancho, having made thefe remarks, returned to 
the place where his companion flood, and with a 
ft one began to clear away the rubbifh from the hole, 
which he m a little time enlarged to fuch a degree 
that Dapple palled with eafe. Then taking the hal- 
ter, in his hand, he led him forwards through that 
cavern, in hope of finding an exit at the other end: 
2nd fometimes he proceeded darkling, and fometimes 
without one ray of light; but always in fear arid 
trepidation. «« God Almighty protcft me ! foid he 
Within himfelf : this, that is fuch a difmal expedition 
to me, would be an excellent adventure to my ma- 
tter, who would loo? upon thefe depths, and dun* 
feons, as fo many flower-gardens, and palaces of 
Galiana, and expeft to pafs from this diftrefs and 
ebfcurity, into fome blooming meadow adorned with 
the pride of fprmg : whereas, I, a miferable wretch f 
equally imprudent and poor-fpirited, dread, at every 
ftep, that another dungeon, ftill more deep, will fud- 
denly open under my feel, and fwaHow me up at once. 
We may bear, without a groan, the misfortune that 
comes alone." In venting thefe ejaculations, he fancied 
h$ had proceeded about half a league, when he per- 
ceived a kind of confuted light* Hke that of day, gKm» 
mering through a paffage that feemed to be the road 
from this to the other world*

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ftere Cid Hamet Benengeli, leaving the fquire, 
returns to Don Quixote waiting with joy and trans- 
port for the combat in which he was tb engage with 
the perfon who had robbed the daughter of Donna 
Rodriguez of her precious virtue ; for he made no 
doubt of redreffing the grievance and di (grace which 
the delinquent had felomoufly entailed upon the in* 
nocent damfel. 

Chancing one morning to go out, in order to im- 
prove and inure himfelf to theexercife of arms which 
he meant to praftife in that combat to which in a 
few days he muft be expofed, he, in wheeling about, 
or giving the charge with Rozinante, rode fo near 
the mouth of a cavern, that if he had not vigoroufiy 
pulled in the reins, he muft have plunged into it, with- 
out all poffibility of efcape. He kept his feat, how- 
ever, and at length made his retreat good ; then, 
re-approaching the hole, he, without alighting, fur- 
veyed the depth of the cave 5 and, while he was thu$ 
employed, heard loud cries ifluing from below j in 
confequence of which, liftening with great attention, 
he could diftinguifti articulate founds, and diftin&ly 
understand the following exclamations: " So ho! 
above there $ is there any Chriftian within hearing ? 
or any charitable gentleman v/hofe bowels yearn at 
the diftrefe of a tinner buried! aliye, and an unfor- 
tunate miigov^rned governor ? M 

Don Quixote thought he recognized the voice of 
Sfencho Panza, at hearing which he was confounded 
and aftonifliedi and raifing his own voice as high 
.as he could ftrain, " Who is that below, cried he, 
complaining fo grievoufly ?" u Who fliould be here, 
• or who complain, but the bewildered Sancho Panza, 
for his fins, and misfortune, appointed governor of 
the ifland Barataria* who wa$ formerly fquire to 
the renowned knight Don Quixote de la Mancha ?° 
When the knight heard this declaration, his furprize 
redoubted* bia amazement inereafed* and he was 

r> itruck 
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{truck with the notion that Sancho Panza' was dead, 
and his foul doing penance in that place. Swayed 
by this conjecture, he exclaimed, <c I conjure thee by 
all that is facred, as a catholic Chriftian, to tell me 
who thou art; if a foul in punifhment, let me know 
what I can do in thy behalf; for, as it is my profef- 
fion t<3 favour and allift the needy of this world, fo 
likewife. am I ready to fuccour and relieve the mifer- 
able objects of the other world, who cannot relieve 
themfefVf-S." " At that rate, and by your worihip's 
difcourfe, anfwered the voice, you mould be my ma- 
tter Don Quixote de la Mancha ; and, indeed, by the 
tone of your voice, I know you can be no otner." 
f< Don Quixote I am, replied the knight : he who 
profefies to aid and afRft the living, as well as the 
dead, in their diftrefles. Tell me, therefore, who 
thou art, by whom t am thus held in aftonifhment; 
for if thou art my fquire Sancho Panza, and haft 
quitted this life, feeing the devil* have not got pof- 
feilion of thy foul, but, through the mercy of God, 
thou art now in purgatory, our holy mother the Ro- 
man cutholic church has prayers fufficient to deliver 
thee from thy prefent pairi ; and I, for my part, will 
folicit them in thy behalf, as far as my whole for- 
tune will extend ; I fay, therefore, make hade, and 
declare thy name and fituation." " I vow to God ! 
anfwered the voice, and fwear by the birth of whom 
your Worfliip pleafes, fignor Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, that I am your identical iquire Sancho 
Panza, and was never yet dead in the whole courfe 
of my life ; but I quitted my government for caufes 
and confiderations which I muft have more leifure to 
explain : laft night I fell into this dungeon, together 
with Dapple, who will not fuffer me to tell an un- 
truth 5 by the fame token he now ftands at my back," 
One would have imagined the bead underftood what 
fiis mailer faid ; for that moment he began to bray fo 
ftrenuoufly, that the whole cav£ echoed, with the 
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found. " A mod unexceptionable evidence ! cried 
Don Quixote:- I know that note as well as if I 
had given it birth 5 and, befides, I recognize thy 
voice, my good Sancho 5 wait a little, I will ride to 
the duke's caftle, ' which is hard by, and bring people, 
to extricate thee from, that dungeon into which thou 
haft been plunged for thy fins and tranfjgreffions." 
" I intreat your worfhip to go, for the love of God ! 
and return fpeedily ;jfor I cannot bear to be buried here 
alive ; and, moreover, I am ready to , die with fear I" 
The knight leaving him accordingly, repaired to 
the caftle, where he recounted to the duke and 
duchefs the accident which had befallen poor Sancho, 
at which they were not a little furprifed, though they 
at once comprehended how he muft have fallen by 
the correfpondence of that cavern which had been 
there time out of mind *, but they could not conceive 
how he fhould have quitted the government, with- 
out giving them notice of his coming. Finally, ropes 
and cables were provided, together with a good num- 
ber of people j and Dapple and Sancho Panza, though 
not without a great deal of trouble,, were hoifted up 
from dungeons and darknefs- to the cheerful light of

even of dry bread : I have been perfected by phy- 
ficians ; my bones have been crufhed by the enemy j 
but I never, had a bribe in view, nor did I ever re- 
ceive my due. And this being the . cafe, as it cer- 
tainly is, methinks, I have not defcrved to be drag- 
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*ed out in (his manner: but man proje&s in rain, 
for God doth ftill ordain : Heaven knows how meet 
it is to grant what every one pretends to want : Every 
feafon has its reafon : Let no man prefume to think, 
of this cup I will not drink : For, where die flitch 
we hoped to find, not even a hook is left behind. 
God knows my meaning, and that is enough ; I (hall fay 
no more, though perhaps I could fpeak more plainly." 
f< Be not angry, Saneho, replied Don Quixote, and 
give thyfelf no concern about what thou mayeft hear, 
otherwife there will be no end of thy vexation : confole 
thyfelf with a good conscience, and let them fay what 
they will ; for it is as impracticable to tie up the 
tongue of malice, as to erc£t barrieadoes in the open 
fields. If a governor refigns his office in good cir- 
cumftances, people fay he muft have been an oppre£- 
for, and a knave ; and if poverty attends him in his 
retTeat, they fef him down as an idiot and fool.* 
M For this time, anfwercd Saneho, I am certain they 
will think me more fool than knave." 

Thus difcourfing, and furrounded by a number of 
boys, and other fpe&ators, they arrived at the caftle, 
where the duke and duchefs waited to receive them 
in a gallery; but Saneho would not go up flairs, 
until he faw Dapple properly accommodated in the 
ftable 5 for, he obferved, the poor creature had paff- 
ed the preceding night in very indiflferent lodging : 
then he went to pay his refpe&s to his noble patrons, 
before whom, falling on his knees, ** According to 
the good pleafure of your graces, faid he, and with* 
out any merit on my fide, I went to govern your 
ifland Barataria, which naked I entered, and naked i 
remain ; and if I lofc nothing, as Kttle I gain. Whe- 
ther I have governed righteoufly or amift, there are 
witneffes who will declare, and fey whatsoever they 
think proper. I have explained doubts, and decided 
caufes, though all the time half dead with hunger^

Pofitivc, native of Snatchaway, the ifland and gover* 
noi's phyfician : we were aflaulted in the night by 
the enemy) who put us all in great jeopardy and con- 
fternation; and the inhabitants of the ifland faicL 
they were delivered, and proved vi£toriou6, by the 
valour of my invincible arm?; but £o may God deaf 
with them as they fpeak truth. In a word, I have* 
during my adminiftration, confidered the cares and 
obligations that attend the exercife of power, and 
found them by my reckoning, too weighty for my 
{boulders; they are neither fit burthens for my 
back, nor arrows for my quiver : and therefore, that 
the government might not discard me, I have thought 
proper to difcard the. government: and yefterday I 
left the ifland as I found it, with die fame ftreets, 
hou/es, and ifoofs, which belonged to it when I took 
pofleffion. . I have borrowed of uo man, nor coafulteck 
my own private gain or advantage; and although 
my intention was to make fome wholefome regula- 
tions, I did not put my defign in execution, becaufe 
I was afraid they would not be obferved ; and ai lawt 
neglected is the fame thing as one that never was 
enafited. 

" I quitted the ifland, as I have faid, without any 
other company than that of Dapple 5 I fell into a 
dungeon, through which I groped my way, until 
this mornings by the light of the fun, I perceived a 
paflage out of it, though not fo eafy but that if heaven 
had not fent my matter, Don Quixote* to my affift- 
ance, there I fhould have remained . to the day o£ 
judgment. Here then, my lord duke, and lady du- 
chefs, is your governor Sancho Panza, who, during 
the ten days of his adminiftration, has gained no-*

Here Sancho concluded his harangue, during Wilich

He was 
likewife confoled by the duchefs, who gave particu- 
lar orders about his entertainment, as he feemed to be 
forely bruifed, and in a- lamentable condition. 

C HAP. IV. 

Of the dreadful and unfecn battle fought betwecxr 
Don Quixote de la Mancha and the lacquey Toii- 
los, in behalf of the daughter of Rodriguez the 
duenna. 

*TPHE duke and duchefs did not repent of the joke 
*■ they had executed upon Sancho Panza, with re- 
fpe£fc to his government, efpecially as the fteward ar- 
rived the fame day, and gave a circumftantiai detail 
of all the words and adlions which he had faid and 
performed, during the term of his adminiftration. 
In fine he magnified the afTault of the ifland, and 
the terror of Sancho, and defcribed the manner of 
his departure, from the account of which they re- 
ceived no fmall pleafure and fatisfaftion. 

The hiftory afterwards relates, that the day ap- 
pointed for the combat arrived ; and the duke, hav- 
ing again and again inftru&ed his lacquey Tofilos 
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how to manage Don Quixote, fo as to conquer with- 
out flaying, or even wounding, the knight, ordered 
the lances to be diverted of then* iron h**ds, obferv. 
ing to Don Quixote that Chriftianity, upon which he 
valued himfelf, would not allow him to let the com- 
bat be fought with any rifque and danger of his life ; 
and that he hoped the knight would be fatisfied with 
his granting a field for the lifts in his territories, an 
indulgence contrary to the decree of the holy coun- 
cil, which prohibits all fuch challenges ; he therefore 
tfcefired that the battle might not be fought to the laft 
extremity. Don Quixote faid his excellency might 
order the particulars of that affair according to his own 
pleafure, and that he would punctually comply with 
every circumftance of the difpolition. 

The dreadful day then being arrived, and the duke 
having caufed a fpacious fcaffold to be erected before 
the court-yard of the caftle, for the accommodation of 
the judges of the field, and the mother and daugh- 
ter, who were plaintiffs in the caiife 5 an infinite 
number of people affembled from all the neighbour- 
ing towns and villages, y fee the novelty of this bat- 
tle ; for fuch a combat had never been feen nor heard 
of in that country, by either the living or the dead. 

The firft that entered the lifts was the maftef of the 
ceremonies, in order to examine the ground •, and he 
accordingly furveyed the whole field, to fee that there 
was no deceit, or any thing concealed that might oc- 
cafion (himbling or falling: then came the duennas 
and took their feats, veiled down to the eyes, and 
even to the bofom, with demonftrations of exceflive 
grief. They being feated, Don Quixote prcfented 
himfelf in the lifts ; and in a little time appeared the 
great lacquey Tofilos upon a mighty fteed that (hook 
the very ground, accompanied with a number of 
trumpets, his vizor being down, and his whole body 
ftiffened with ftrong and mining armour ; his horfe 
feemed to be of the Friezland breed, broad built 
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and of a flea-bitten colour, with a ftone- of wed 
hanging to every foot. Thus approached the valiant 
combatant, *4reli inftru&ed by the duke how ta en- 
gage the valorous Don Quixote de la Manchs**. and 
particularly cautioned againft taking away the life of 
his knightly opponent ; for he was. warned to avoid 
the firft encounter as he would ihun his own death, 
which mult: have been certain, had they met full fhock 
in the midft of their career. This champion,, croffing 
the field,' and riding up. to the place where the. duen- 
nas were feated, began very earneftly to * coatenv 
plate the perfon who claimed him as her hufbwd; while 
the mailer of the field, calling to Doa Quixote, who 
had likewife entered the lifts, and kept clofe to Tofi- 
los, afked the duennas if they: contented" to depend 
upon Don Quixote de la Marsha for the redrefe of 
their grievances:^ they replied in the affirmative^ df> 
clari»g, at the feme time* that whatever he fhoukl do 
in the aJEur they would hold a* f weU dene* firm, 
and fufficient By this time, the duke and ducbefs 
had placed themfefoss: in a gallery that arcrfoolaed 
the barriers, which were (graded with an infinite 
number of people, who came to fee the dreadful and 
— " 'p * " '■ * ■ ■ ■

night ofeferve, thalSancho pulled a piece- of bread ootof his wsdiett 
■nd gave it to Dapple, after he had given the contents of the raid 
wallet to the pilgrims ; that he tells tfce duke' and deobetY he: had 
governed ten day*, whereat he Jiad continued but fe«n days in 
office and>, laftly, that Tofijos contemplated the beauties, of die 
damfel, though we are ptevionfly told, that &e was. veiled down 
to the bofom. 

-J- In the romance of Gerard de Ncvers we eea.d> that a certain 
young . lady, perceiving the eagernefs with which that knight uo. 
' dertook her defence, pulled the glove from her left hand, and pre- 
fented it to him, faying, " Sir knight, my body, life, lands, and 
honour, I commit to the protection of God and 700, to whom I 
pTay he may grant grace to obtain the victory, and ,dcKve» us from 
the danger- in which we are now.invofcfled. ,v 
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never beheld encounter: but, before they engaged, 
it was ftipulated,, that if Don Quixote mould over- 
come his antagonift, he the faid antagonift, fliould 
marry the daughter of Donna Rodriguez; but fhould 
vi&ory deolare for die defendant, he (hould be re- 
leased from the pxomife they pretended he had made, 
without giving any other fatfcfa&ion. 

The mafter of the ceremonies having divided the 
fun, and ftationed each combatant in his proper poft, 
the drums began to thunder, the found of trumpets 
filled the air, the earth trembled beneath their feet, 
and the hearts of the gazing multitude throbbed with 
fufpence and expe&ation, forae hoping, and others 
fearing, the good or bad fuccefs of the battle. Finally, 
Don Quixote, recommending himfelf with all his 
heart to our Lord God, and to the lady Dulcinea dd 
Tobofo, waited with impatience for the precife fignal 
of engaging; while our lacquey, engrolTed by far 
other fentiments, thought of nothing but what we 
will now explain. While he ftood 'gazing at his fe- 
male enemy, {he appeared in his eyes the moft beau~ 
tiful creature he had ever feen in the whole courfe of 
his life, and the little blind urchin, vulgarly knowa 
by the name of Cupid, was unwilling to lofe this op- 
portunity to triumph over a lacqueyan foul, and re- 
gifter this fubjett in the lift of his atchievements ; he, 
therefore, approached him fahiy and foftly, and unper- 
cehrcd kt fly an arrow two yards long, which, enter- 
ing his left-fate, transfixed his heart; nor was it dif- 
ficult to perform this exploit ; for love is invincible, 
and makes his entrance and exit' wherefoever he 
chufes to pafs, without being called to account by 
any perfon upon -earth-»-I fay, when they gave the 
fignal for battle, our lacquey's foul was transported 
by the beauty of her, to whom, by this time, lie had 
furrendftred his liberty; and therefore, he >wasnot 
ib flfluca a&4led by the found -of the:trumpet as his 
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antagonift Don Quixote, whofc cars it no fooner fa- 
iuted, than he fprang forward to aflault his adver- 
fary with all the mettle that Rozinante could exert ; 
and his good fquire Sancho feeing him begin his ca- 
reer, exclaimed with an audible voice, « God be thv 
guide, thou cream and flower of knights- errant! 
God grant thee the vi&ory, feeing thy caufe is the 
beft." 

Although Tofilos faw Don Quixote advancing 
againft him, he did not budge one ftep from his fta- 
tion, but called aloud to the field-mafter, to whom, 
when he went up to fee what he wanted, he thus ad- 
drefled himfelf : u Tell me, fignor, is not this com- 
.bat appointed to determine whether I (hall or fhalJ 
not marry that lady ?" To this queftiort the other 
having replied in the affirmative, « Well then, re- 
fumed the lacquey, I have a tender confcieiice that 
would be grievoufly burthened mould I proceed in 
this quarrel ; and, therefore, I own myfelf vanquished, 
and will forthwith take the lady to wife." The field- 
mafter was furprifed at this declaration of Tofilos, 
and, being in the fecret of the plan, knew not what 
anfwer to make : while Don* Quixote, perceiving his 
enemy did not come on to the aflault, checked Rozi- 
nante in the middle of his career. The duke, being 
ignorant of the caufe that retarded the battle, was 
by the field-mafter informed of what Tofilos had faid, 
at which he was extremely furprifed and incenfed ; 
whereas Tofilos, in the mean time, rode up towards 
the place where Donna Rodriguez was feated, and 
pronounced with a loud voice, " Madam, as I am 
willing to marry your danghter, there is no occafion 
to feek that by difputes and contention which I may 
obtain peaceably without the danger of death." The 
valiant Don Quixote hearing this addrefs, " Since that ■ 
is the cafe, faid he, I am releafed and acquitted of ' 
my promife : let them marry a God's name, and as 
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our Lord bellows the bride, may St. Peter blefs the 
nuptials." 

The. duke defcending into the court-yard of the 
caftle, and advancing to Tofilos, cc Knight, faid he, 
is it true that you own yourfelf vafiquifhed : and that, 
inftigated by your timorous confcience, you confent 
to marry this damfel ?" When he anfwered, " Yes, 
my lord." " He is very much in the right, cried 
.Sancho : give always to the cat what was kept for. the 
rat-, and let it ftill be thy view all mifchief to ef- 
chew." As for Tofilos, he began to unlace his hel- 
met, and earneftly begged that fomebody would 
come to his afliftance ; for his breath was almoft 
gone ; and he could not bear to be confined fo long 
in fuch a narrow lodging. People accordingly ran to 
his relief; and his head being uncafed, Donna Rodri- 
guez difcovered the individual countenance of our 
lacquey, which the daughter no fooner beheld, than 
(he cried aloud, " A cheat ! a cheat ! my lord duke 
has palmed his lacquey upon us, in lieu of my law- 
ful huib and : I demand juftice of God and the king, 
for this malicious, not to. call it a kaavifli contrivance." 

" Ladies, faid Don Quixote, give yourfelves no 
concern ; there is neither malice nor knavery in the 
cafe ; or if there is, it cannot be occafioned by the 
duke, but by thofe wicked inchanters who persecute 
me without ceafing ; envious of the glory I fhould 
have acquired in this achievement, they have meta- 
morphofed your hufband's face into the afpe£t of this 
man, who, you fay, is the duke's* lacquey. Take my 
advice therefore, maugre the malice of mine ene- 
mies, bellow your hand upon him *, for without all 
doubt, he is the very perfon whom you defire to ob- 
tain as a hufband." 

The duke, overhearing this admonition, had well 

nigh vented all his indignation in laughter, faying, 

" The adventures that happen to fignor Don Quixote 

are fo extraordinary, that I am apt to believe tnis is 

6 not 
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not really my lacquey : but, let us make ufe of this 
expedient and ftragatem : we will, if it be agreeable, 
delay the marriage a fortnight, and confine this per- 
ion, of whom we are doubtful, and in that time, 
perhaps, he will retrieve his former figure 5 for furely 
the rancour of thofe wicked inchanters, who hate 
Don Quixote, cannot laft fo long : efpecially as fuch 
dehifions and transformations avail them fo little." I 

"Omy lord ! cried Sancho, thofe banditti have been 
long accuftomed to chop, change, and tranfmogrophy 
every thing that belongs to my mafter : fome time 
ago he vanquifhed an errant called the knight of the 
mirrours, and in a twinkling they transformed Km 
into the figure of the batchelor Sampfon Carrafco, 
a townfman and great friend of ours ; as for my lady 
Dulcinea del Tobofo, they have changed her into a 
homely country wench ; and, therefore, I take it for, 
granted that tnis man will die and live a lacquey all 
the days of his life." x 

Here the daughter of Donna Rodriguez interpofing, , 
w Be who he will, faid (he, I am obliged to him for 
alking me in marriage : and I would rather be the 
lawful wife of a lacquey than the deluded miftrefs of 
a gentleman ; although he who deluded me has no 
pretenfions to that title." In fine, all thefe incidents 
and explanations ended in * the refolution to confine 
Tofilos until they fliould fee the ifTuc of his transform- 
ation'; while, with unufual acclamation, the vic- 
tory was adjudged to Don Quixote 5 though the-^reateft 
part of the fpeftators feemed melancholy and difap- 
pointcd, becaufe they had not feen two fuch hopeful 
combatants hew one another in pieces, in the fume 
mannerastheboysareout of humour, when the exe- 
cution is prevented by the malefactor's being pardon- 
ed, either by the party or the king, 

The crowd difperied, the duke and Don Quixote 
returned to the caftle, Tofilos was fent to prifon; 
'Derma Rodriguez and her daughter 'rejoiced exceed- 
ingly, 
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ingly, wien they faw, that one way or another, this 
affair would end in marriage ; and the lover confoled 
himfelf with the fame profpeft. 

CHAP. V. 

Giving an account of the manner in which Don 
Quixote took leave of the duke 5 and of what pafied 
between him and the gay and witty Altifidora, one 
of the duchefsV damfels. 

BY this time Don Quixote thought he would do 
well to quit that idle way of life which he led 
in Jhe caftle ; for he imagined himfelf much to Mame 
in living thus buried and ina&ive among thofe infinite 
dainties and entertainments with which he, as a 
knight-errant, was indulged by that noble pair; and 
he concluded that he would be obliged to give a fevere 
account to Heaven of this idlenefs and fequeftration. 
He therefore, one day, begged leave of the duke and 
duchefs to depart ; and they granted his requeft with 
marks of being extremely grieved at his intention. 
The duchefs delivered to Sancho Panza his wife's 
letter, and the good fquire wept bitterly when he un- 
derftood the contents ; faying, " Who could have 
thought fuch mighty hopes as were ingendered in the 
breaft of my wife Terefa Panza, by the news of my 
government, would vanifh on my returning again to 
the woeful adventures of my mailer Don Quixote de 
la Mancha ? Neyerthelefs, I am pleafed to find that 
my Terefa behaved like herfelf, in fending the acorns 
to the duchefs; for had flie failed in that particular, 
I mould have been forely vexed, and (he would have 
fhewn herfelf -ungrateful : what comforts my poor 
heart is, that they cannot call this prefent a bribe ; 
for I was aftually in pofleflion of the government 
before the acorns were fent : and it is but reafonable, 
that folks who receive any fort of benefit mould fh$\v 
Vol. IV. I their 
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their gratitude, even though in trifles. In efic£fc» nakect 
I took pofieffion of the government, and nal^d I rs- 
Cgned my office •, therefore, I may fay with a. fitfc 
confcience, which is no fmall boaft, I naked was born 
and naked remain j, and if I lofc nothing, as little I 
gain." 

This conference Sancho held with his own bofont 
on the day of his departure: as for Don Quixote, 
having taken leave of their graces over-night, hs, in 
the morning, prefented himfelf armed in the court- 
yard of the caftle, where he furniflued a fpeftacle to 
all the people of the family, not even excepting the 
duke and duchefs, who viewed him from the gal* 
lery. Sancho was mounted upon Dapple, extremely 
well pjeafed with the contents of his bags, wallet, or 
(lore •, for the dujce's fteward, who a£ted the part of 
the countefs Trifaldi, had given him a fmall purfe of 
two hundred crowns, to anfwer the emergencies of 
the road : but of this fupply Don Quixote was ig- 
norant. While every individual, as we have faid, 
flood gazing at the knight, of a fudden, from among 
the other duennas and. damfels. of the duchefs, the 
gay and witty Altifidora, railing her voice, pronounced 
wjiat follows, in a lamentable tone : 

AH! hear my plaint, unlucky knight, 
■" Pull in thy reins and do me right j 
And prithee fpare", at my requeft, 
The flanks of that poor battered beaft. 
Connder fhe whofe heart's at Hake, 
Falfe man ! is not a ftaly fnake ; 
But a young lambkin, meek and true, 
Juft wean'd from teat of mother ewe. 
Say, monfter, why undo a maid. 
More beautiful than ever ftray'd 
With Cynthia, huntrefs of the wood* 
Or Venus, native of the flood 1 
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But if, ^Eneas-like, thou mean'ft to fly, 
The death of Barrabas may Quixote die. 

Thou robber ! in thy claws haft got 
The heart and bowels, and what not, 
Of a weak virgin, Heaven befriend her ! 
Mild, humble, timorous, and tender. 
Three linen night-caps haft thou ftole, 
And filken garters ftrong and whole, 
That to thefe legs did appertain, 
Thefe legs, as marble fmooth and clean. 
Thou carry'ft off two thoufand fighs, 
"Which kindled! by thy beaming eyes, 
"Would in a twinkling quite deftroy 
Two thoufand cities great as TrOy. 
But if, ^Eneas-like, thou mean'ft to fly, 
The death of Barrabas may Quixote die. 

May Sancho's buttocks and his heart 
Ne'er feel the ignominious fmart 
Prefcrib'd, when he is pleas'd and ready 
To difenchant thy fav'rite lady. 
Since thine's the offence and blame, 
Endure the punifhment and flume, 
Which in my country once a year, 
The righteous for the wicked bear. 
Be thy adventures (fmall and great) 
Inglorious and unfortunate ; 
Like dreams may ail thy pleasures fade, 
Thy conftancy oblivion fliade : 
And if, ^Eneas-like, thou mean'ft to fly, 
The death of Barrabas riiay Quixote die. 

May'ft thou be deem'd a perjurM devil, 

Ev'n from Marchena unto Sevil 5 

From Loja to Granada hated, 

From London Tow*r to England baited. 

At draughts ihould'ft thou attempt to play, 

Or wafte at ombre all the day, 

I 2 May 
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May no crowned mortarch or fpadille 
Attend the efforts of thy (kill : 
"When angry corn difturbs thy toe, 
May blood at every paring flow ; 
And of each tooth the barbers draw, 
The ftump ftill feftcr in thy jaw : 
Nay, fince, JEneas-like, thou mean'ft to fly, 
The death of Barrabas may Quixote die ! 

While the affli&ed Altifidora complained in thefc 
drains « Don Quixote furveyed her attentively, and 
without anfwering a word to her lamentation, turned 
to Sancho, faying, " By the age of thine anceftors, 
my dear Sancho ! I conjure thee to tell me the truth: 
fay, haft thou actually got the three caps, and the 
garters which this enamoured damfel mentions ?" 
To this queftion the fquire replied, « The three 
caps I have ; but as to the garters, I know nothing 
of the matter." 

The duchefs was furprifed at the freedom of 
Altifidora's behaviour; for, although fhe knew her 
to be* forward, merry, and frank, fhe did not think the 
girl poffeffed of affurance enough to attempt a fcheme 
of this nature; and her admiration was the greater 
as fhe had not been previoufly apprifed of the in- 
tended joke. The duke, however^ in order to rein- 
force the jeft, addrefled himfelf to Don Quixote in 
thefe words: " It does not look well, fir knight, 
that you, who have met with fuch honourable recep- 
tion and treatment in this my caftle, fhould prefume 
to carry off by ftealth three night-caps, at leaft, if 
not a pair of garters likewife, belonging to my dam- 
fel : thefe are marks of a bad heart, and but ill 
agree with your reputation. Reftore the garters to 
the right owner ; otherwife, I challenge you to mortal 
combat, without any apprehenfion that knavifli en- 
chanters will transform or change my face, as they 

have 
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have pra&ifed upon my lacquey Tofilos, your laft an- 
tagonift." 

€€ God forbid, replied Don Quixote, that I fhouid 
unfheath my fword againft your illuftrious p'erfon, 
of whom I received fuch favours. The three night- 
caps fhall be reftored •, for Sancho owns they are in 
his cuftody : but it is impoflible to make rellitution 
of the garters, as neither he nor I did ever receive 
them : and I dare fay your damfel will find them, if 
fhe will take the trouble to rummage her own drawers. 
I, my lord duke, was never a thief, and I hope never 
{hall in the whole courfe of my life, provided God 
Mall not withdraw from me his guiding hand. The 
damfel, according to her own declaration, talks like 
an enamoured perfon ; but furely I am not to blame 
for her impertinence: and, therefore, I have no 
reafon to afk pardon either of her or your excellency,' 
whom I intreat to look upon me with more favour- 
able fentiments, and befeech anew to confent that I 
may profecute my journey." « God grant your de- 
parture may be fo happy, faid the duchefs, that we 
may always hear good news of Don Quixote's ex- 
ploits. Go then, a-God's name : for the longer you 
ftay, your prefence blows up the fire the more fierce- 
ly in the bofoms of the damfels who behold you : as 
for mine, I will chaftize her in fuch a manner, that 
from henceforward fhe fhall never tranfgrefs either 
in word or deed." " One word more, however, I 
beg thou wilt hear me fpeak, O valiant Don Quixote I 
faid Altifidora : I crave pardon for having taxed you 
with the garters ; for, as I fhall anfwer to Heaven ani 
my own confcience, they are now upon my legs ; and 
I* have been guilty of a miftake, like the man who 
went in fearch of his afs, while he was mounted on 
his back." u Did not I tell you fo ? cried the fquire: 
I fhouid be a rare fellow indeed, to receive and con- 
ceal ftolen goods j had I been that way inclined, I 
I 3 might 
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might have had opportunity enough in my govern- 
ment." 

Don Quixote bowing his head, made a profound 
reverence to the duke and duchefs and all the fpec- 
tators \ then turning Rozinante, and being followed 
by Sancho upon Dapple, he fet out from the caftle, 
directing his courfe to Saragoffa. 

C H A P. VI. 

Shewing how adventures thronged upon Don Quixote 
fo thick as to intangle one another. 

TT^HEN Don Quixote found himfelf in the open 
^y field, free and difembarrafied from the com- 
plaints of Altifidora, he feemed to be placed in the 
very centre of his own wifh, and to enjoy a renovation 
of fpirits, in order to profecute anew the aim of hi* 
chivalry. Turning, therefore, to his {quire, " Sancho, 
faicl he, liberty is one of the moft precious gifts 
which Heaven hath bellowed on man, exceeding all 
the.treafures which eatth inclofes, or which ocean 
hides j and for this blefling, as well as for honour, 
we may and ought to venture life itfelf : on the other 
hand, captivity and reftraint are the greateft evils 
that human nature can endure. I make this obfer- 
vation, Sancho, becaufe thou haft feen the delicacies 
and the plenty with which we were entertained -in 
tlja.t caftle : yet in the midft of thtffe favoury ban- 
quets, and ice-cooled potations, I thought myfelf 
cpnfined within the very ftraits of famine, becaufe I 
did not enjoy the treat with that liberty which I fhould 
have felt had it been my own ; for, obligations in- 
curred by benefits and favours received, are fetters 

which hamper the free-born foul Happy is he to 

whom Heaven hath fent a morfel of bread, for which 
lie is obliged to none but Heaven itfelf." 

" But notwithftanding all that your worfliip hath 
W> replied Sancho, we, for our parts, ought not to 

be 
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be ungrateful, -confidering the two hundred crowns 
of gold which the duke's fteward gave . me in a purfe^ 
and which as a plaifter and a cordial I keep next my 
heart, in cafe of emergency, for we (hall not always 
find fuch caftles where we can be entertained ; on the 
contrary, we may fometimes ftumble upon forry inns, 
where we (hall be foundly cudgelled." 

With this and other fuch difcourfe, the two er- 
rants, knight and fquire, amufed themfelves while 
they proceeded on their journey. Having tra- 
velled a little more than a league, they perceived, 
upon a green fpot of ground, about a dozen coun- 
trymen at dinner, with their cloaks fpread under 
them ; and hard by, certain white meets, at.fome dif- 
tance from one another, that feemed to cover fome- 
thing, above which they were raifed up and ftretchcd 
with great care and caution. Don Quixote approach- 
ing the men, firft of all faluted them courteoufly, 
and then aflced, what it was they covered fo carefully 
with thefe pieces of linen? "Signer, replied x>ne of 
the countrymen, under thefe meets are, carved images 
for an altar-piece to be fet up in our town I we clover 
them in this manner, that they may not be fullied, 
and carry them upon our (boulders that they may 
not be broken." « If you pleafe, replied the knight, 
I (hould be glad to fee them : they mud certainly be 
good images which you fo carefully convey." " Good! 
cried the other : ay, that the price of them ; will, de- 
clare: I can aflure you there is not one of them that 
does not coft aj?ove fifty ducats ; and that your 
worfhip may be convinced ef the truth of what I fay, 
ftay a moment, and you (hall fee it with your own 
eyes." 

So faying, he left his dinner, and rifing up, un* 
covered the firft piece, which reprefented St. George 
on horfeback, with his lance thruft into the throat 
-of a ferpent coiled at his feet, exhibiting all the 
fiercenefs with which that animal is ufually painted ; 
I 4 ' and 
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and the whole groupe looked, as the laying is, like 
a flame of gold. 

Don Quixote, immediately recognizing the fub- 
je£r, " This knight, faid he, was one_of the beft er- 
rants that ever fignalized themfelves in divine warfare : 
his name was St. George, and he was, moreover, a 
prote£torof damfels. Let us fee the next." Which, 
when difplayed, appeared to be the image of St. 
Martin on horfeback, • dividing his cloak with the 
beggar. Don Quixote no fooner beheld it, than he 
faid to Sancho, " This knight was alfo one of the 
chriftran adventurers, and, I believe, more liberal 
than valiant, as thou mayeft perceive by this cir- 
cumftanc^ of his dividing his cloak and giving one 
half to the beggar ; and, doubtlefs, this incident muft 
have happened in the winter feafon, otherwife the 
faint was fo charitable he would have given the whole," 
" Nay, that furely was not the cafe, replied the 
fquire : but he held faft by the old proverb, which fays, 
The man in wifdom muft be old, who knows in giving 
where to hold." 

Don Quixote tailed at this remark, and defired 
the man to lift the third cover, under which appeared 
the figure of the patron of Spain on horfeback, with 
his bloody fword, trampling down and bruifing the 
heads of the Moors. Don Quixote feeing his re- 
prefentation, exclaimed, " AhT this is a knight, 
and chief in . the fquadrons of Chrift ; his name is 
Don San Diego Mata Moros*, and he was one of 
the moft valiant faints and knights which earth ever 
produced, or heaven now contains." Then they un- 
veiled the fourth, which exhibited St. Paul falling 
from his horfe, with all the circumftances ufually 
fet forth in the picture of his converfion, fo lively 
reprefented, that one would have alrrioft thought 
Chrift was fpeaking and Paul anfwering the voice.

« This, 
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ccV This, faid Don Quixote, was the moft bitter 
enemy the church of God ever had, while our Lprd 
and Saviour was 611 earth, and afterwards the greateft 
defender it will ever have : a knight-errant in his life, 
and a perfect faint in his death; an unwearied la* 
bourer in the vineyard of our Lord, a teacher of the 
gentiles, fchooled by Heaven, and whofe profefibr and 
m after was Jefus Chrift himfelf." 

There being no other images to fee, Don Quixote 
defired the man to cover up thofe he had examined ; 
and addreffing himfelf to the bearers, " Brothers, 
faid he, I look upon it as a good omen to have met 
with thefe images 5 for thefe faints and knights were 
of my profeflion, which is the exercife of arms; 
with this difference, however, they were faints, and 
fought in a divine manner, and I, who am a {inner, 
fight in the manner of men. They conquered heaven 
by the force of their arms ; for the kingdom of heaven 
fufFers violence ; whereas, I know not, hitherto, what I 
have conquered by the toils and troubles I have un- 
dergone ; but if my Dulcinea del Tobofo mould be 
delivered from thofe (he now fuftains, my fortune 
will be bettered, my judgment repaired, and, per* 
haps, my fteps may be dire&ed through a better path 
than that which I at prefent follow." 

This declaration was clofed with an exclamation 
of Sancho,-who cried aloud, " The Lord give ear, I 
pray v and fin be deaf for aye." The men were equally 
aftonifhed at the knight's appearance and difcourfe, 
one half of which they did not uuderftand : nevcr- 
thelefs, they made an end of their meal, mouldered 
their images, and taking leave of Don Quixote, put- 
fued their journey. Sancho was, on this occafion, 
as much aftonifhed at the learning of his mafter, as 
if he had never known him before that day ; and 
imagined there was not a hiftory or event in the 
whole world, that was not decyphered on his nail, 
or nailed to his memory. " Truly, mafter of mine, 

I 5 ogle faid 
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(aid he, If what has happened to us to-day may be 
called an adventure, it is the moft fwcet and deli- 
cious of all that have yet befallen us in the whole 
courfe of our peregrinations: froin this we have 
efcaped with whole (kins and fearkfs hearts ; we 
have neither unfheathed our fwords, battered the 
earth with our poor carcafes, nor are we left in a 
ftarving condition : blefied be God who hath fpaied 
me to fee this good luck with my own eyes V 9 ™ Thou 
fayeft well, Sancho, replied the knight: but thou 
muft take notice, that all times are not the fame, 
nor equally fortunate ; and thofe incidents which the 
vulgar call omens, though not founded on any natural 
reafon, have, even by perfons of fagacity, been held 
and deemed as fair and fortunate. One of thefe 
fuperftitious omen-mongers rifes in the morning, 
goes abroad, chances to meet a friar belonging to the 
beatified St. Francis ; and, as if he had encountered a 
dragon in his way, runs back to his own houfe with 
fear and confter nation. Another * Forefight by ao 
cident fcatters the fait upon the table,, by which fear 
and melancholy are fcattered through his heart-, as if 
nature was obliged to foretell future misfortune* by 
fuch trivial figns and tokens: whereas, a prudent 
man and a good chriftian will not fo minutely fenu- 
tinize the purpofes of Heaven. Scipio chancing to fall 
in landing upon the coaft of Africa, and perceiving that 
his foldiers looked upon this accident as a bad omen, 
he embraced the foil with feeming eagerne&, faying, 
Thou fiialt not 'fcape me, Afric j for I have thee 
fafe within .my arms. Therefore, Sancho, my meet- 
ing with thofe images I confidcr as a moft happy en- 
counter." " I am of the fame opinion, anfwered 
the fquire : but I wifti your worfhip would be pleafed 
to tell me, for what reafon the Spaniards, when they

join 
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join battle, and invoke that fame St. Diego Mat* 
Moros, cry St. Jago, and Clofe, Spain ! Is Spain 
cloven in fuch a manner as to want clofing ? or what 
is the meaning of that ceremony ?" " Sancho, replied 
the knight, thy fimplicity is very great. You muft 
know, that God has given this great knight of the 
red crofs as a patron and protefto* to Spain, efpe- 
cially hi thofe dreadful battles fought againft the 
Moors, The Spaniards, therefore, invoke and call 
upon hint a* their defender on all fuch occafions \ nay, 
many times hath he been feen overthrowing, tramp* 
ling, flaying, ( and deftroying the fquadrons of the 
children of * Haga* : and of this truth I could convince 
thee by many examples recorded in the authentic hif- 
toriesof Spamf." 

Sancho changing the fubjeft of converfation, 
c * Signer, faid he, I Was aftonifhed at the boidnefs 
of her grace's damfer Ahifidora. Ffaith ! fhe muft 
be rarely pricked and ftabbed by him they call Cupid,- 
whe^ they fay, is a mifchievous blind boy, and is 
able with thofe bleared eyes of his, or rather with no 
tfyes at all, if once he takes aim, to pierce through 
and through* with hi* arrows, the fmaHeft heart that! 
ever was feen. I have : alfo heard it obferved, that, 
by the modefty said referve of young women, thofe* 
fame amorous (hafts are blunted and broken ; but 
in Altifidora, they feem to be rather whetted than 
blunted." w Saneho, replied Dbn Quiiote, yoii muft 
know that love has no rcfpecT; of perfons j nor, irt

faeftfon : namely, " Why do the* Spanifh foldiers, wherf they chargtf 

their enemy, cry) Clofe, Spain ?" A phrafe of encouragement, by 

which the foldiers exhort on* another to do their duty, and cloff with the 

foe* 
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his progrefs, does he confine hirafelf within the bounds 
of reafon : indeed he is of the fame difpofition with 
death ; for he aflaults the lofty palaces of kings, as 
well as the humble cottages of fwains : when he once 
has taken full pofleflion of the- foul, his firft exploit 
is to expel fear and modefty ; and without thefe did 
Altifidora declare her paflion, which engendered — 
not pity, but confufion in my breaft." " O mon- 
ftrous antf notorious cruelty ! cried Sancho, unheard 
of ingratitude ! I can fay for myfelf, that the leaft 
kind word from her would have fubdued and made 
me her bond-flave. Ah, the fon of a whore T what 
an heart of marble, bowels of brafs, and foul of 
planter j— but I cannot, for the blood of me, con- 
ceive what the damfel could fee in your worfhip 
to tame and bring her to fuch an humble pafs : what 
finery, what good humour, what gentility could (he 
obferve about your perfon? or what beauty could 
(he fpy in that. face? for women are taken with 
thefe qualities either feverally or conjun&ly. Verily, 
verily, I have often flopped to furvey your worfliip. 
from the fole of your foot to the lad hair upon your 
(kull ! and I-proteft before God, I think, you would 
be more apt to frighten than to captivate a fair lady ; 
and as I have, moreover, heard it faid, that beauty 
is the chief and principle article that infpires love, 

Jour worfliip being quite deftitute of that commodity, 
cannot imagine what the poor creature was in love 
with. ,, " Take notice, Sancho, replied Don Quixote, 
there are two kinds of beauty, one of the mind, and 
another of the body : that of the mind difplays itfelf 
in the underftanding, in honourable and virtuous be- 
haviour, in a liberality of difpofition, and in good breed- 
ing : now all thefe qualifications may center in an 
ugly man ; and when this kind of beauty, preferable 
to that of the body, is the obje£t of admiration, it 
produces love that glows with equal impetuofity and 
Vantage, For my own part, Sanchoi I can eafiiy 

fee 
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fee that I am not beautiful \ but I like wife know I am 
not deformed \ and a gentleman who is not altogether 
monftrous, may infpire the moft ardent love, provided 
he is in pofleflion of thofe qualities of the mind which I* 
have mentioned." 

Thus difcourfing together, they entered a wood, 
at a fmall diftance from the highway ; and, all of a 
fudden, without dreaming of any fuch lett or im- 
pediment, Don Quixote found himfeif intangled 
among fome nets of green thread, which were fpread 
and ftretched from tree to tree. As he could not 
conceive the meaning of this phsenomenon, u I be- 
lieve, faid he to Sancho, that this of the nets muft be 
one of the neweft adventures that ever were imagined 
or contrived. Let me die if the enchanters by whom 
I am perfecuted, have not a mind to intangle me in 
them and obftruft my journey, in revenge for my 
rigour and indifference towards Altifidora ! But, I- 
fliall give them to underftand, that although thefe 
nets, inftead of thread, .were made of the hardeft ada- 
mant, and ftronger than that in which the jealous god . 
of blackfmiths caught Mars and Venus together, I 
would break through them as eafdy as if they were of 
ruihes and unfpun cotton." 

So faying, he endeavoured to proceed and deftroy 
this obftacle, when all at once, from a tuft of trees, 
came forth two mofl beautiful (hepherdefles, at leait, 
they were clad like (hepherdefles, though their jackets 
and petticoats were of fine brocard — 1 fay, their pet- 
ticoats were of the richefl gold tabby ; their hair 
hung loofe upon their fhoulders, and, in mining, 
might have vied with the rays of Apollo himfeif ; 
their heads were adorned with garlands of green 
laurel interwoven with fprigs of red amaranth : and 
their age feemed to be neither under fifteen, nor 
turned of eighteen : a fight that ftruck Sancho with 
admiration, the knight with furprize, and fufpended 
the fun hi the middle of his career. All the four 
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for fomc time remained in filent wonder; and at 
length, the firft who fpoke was one of the two country 
maidens, who, addreffing herfelf to Don Quixote, 
(€ Forbear, fir knight, faid (lie, and do not break our 
nets, which, I afliire you, were not fpread for your 
inconvenience, but merely for own own paftime: 
and becaufe I know you will afk for what reafon 
they are placed, and who we are, I will fatisfy your 
curiofity in a few words: — At a village about two 
leagues from hence, which is inhabited by many 
people of fortune and fafhion, it was agreed among 
a number of friends and relations, that they, their 
wives, fons, daughters, neighbours, friends, and kinf- 
folks, fhould come and enjoy the fine feafon in this 
fpot, which is the mod agreeable fituation in all 
this country ; and here form a new paftorai Arcadia, 
the ^ girls being habited like ihepherdeffes, and the 
young men like fwains. We have ftudied two ec- 
logues 5 one of the famous poet Gareilafib, and an- 
other of the moil excellent Camoens, in his own 
Portuguefe language ; though they are not yet repre- 
sented, for we arrived only yefterday. Among thefe 
trees we have pitched fome field-tents, upon the 
banks of a plentiful ftream which fertilizes all thefe 
meadows ; and lafi night we fpread thefe nets from 
tree to tree, in order to deceive and catch the Ample 
little birds, which, frightened by the rtorfe we make, 
may fly into the fnare : if you chufe to be our gueft, 
fignor, you (hall be treated liberally and courteoufty, 
for at prefent, neither melancholy nor difgnft fliall 
enter this place." 

Here fhe left off fpeakiag, and Don Quixote re- 
plied, " Afluredly, moft beauteous nymph, Alteon 
Jiimfelf could not be feized with more furprize, and 
admiration, when he, all of a fodden, behekt Diana 
bathing, than that which but now overwhelmed me 
at fight of fuch uncommon charms ! I applaud the 
fcheme of yon* entettainmeftt* and diverfion ; I 
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thank you heartily for your courteous proffer, and if 
I can ferve you in any ihape, you may command me, 
with full afiiirancc of being obeyed -, for I have cho- 
fen this profeflion folely becaufe it confills in being 
grateful and benevolent to all mankind, efpecially 
to perfons of rank, fuch as your appearance declares 
ou to be ; and if thefe nets, which I fuppofe occupy 
ut a fmall fpace, were extended over the whole 
Circumference of the globe, I would find new worlds 
through which I might pafs, rather than by breaking 
the leafl: mefh, run the rifque of interrupting your 
diveriion. That you may give feme credit to this 
exaggeration, be pleafed to take notice, that he who 
makes it is no other than Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
if peradventure fuch a name has ever reached your 
ears." 

The young lady no fooner heard thefe words, than 
turning to the other fhepherdefs, " O my dear com- 
panion ! cried (he, what a happy incident is this \ 
that .there knight, I aflure thee, is the moft valiant, 
enamoured, and courteous perfon in the whole world, 
if we are not miflcd' and deceived by the printed 
hiftory pf his exploits, which I have read from end 
to end : and \ will lay a wager that honed man who 
accompanies htm is one Sancho Panza, his fquire, 
whofe pleafan try is above all comparifoiu" " You 
jure in the right, fcid Sancko : I am, that fame pleafant 
lellow and loyal fquire whom your ladyftiip hath fo 
honourably mentioned ; and that gentleman is. my 
matter, the very individual hiftorified and aforefaid 
Don Quixote dc la Mancha." 

" Good now ! my dear, faid the other, let us be- 
£sech them to ftay v our fathers and brothers will be 
infinitely pleafed with their converfation j for I have 
likewife heard the fame account of the knight's 
valour and the (quire's pleafantry : as for Don 
Quixote in. particular, he is faid to be the moft con- 
ftant and lqyal lover that ever was known ; and that 
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his miftrefs is one Dulcinca del Tobofo, who bears 
away the palm of beauty from all the ladies in Spain." 
" Ay, and juftly too, faid the knight ; unlefs your 
unequalled beauty ihould invalidate her claim. Weary 
not yourfelves, fair ladies, in perfuading me to ftayj 
for the indifpenfable duties of my profeflion will not al- 
low me to reil in any place whatever." 

Juft as he pronounced thefe words, they were join- 
ed by a brother of one of the two nymphs, clad 
likewife in the faftion of a (hepherd, though his drefs, 
in point of richnefs and gaiety, correfponded with 
that of the ladies, who told him that the gentleman 
on horfeback was the valiant Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, and the other his fquire Sancho, whofe 
characters he already knew from his having perufed 
their hiftory. The gallant youth paid his compliments, 
and prefled Don Quixote to accompany them to the 
tents, in fuch a manner thit he could not help com- 
plying. : Then fetting up the fhout, the nets were 
filled with different kinds of little birds, which, de- 
ceived by the colour of the meihes, flew precipitately 
into the very danger they fought to avoid. 

In this place they were joined by above thirty per- 
fons gaily clad like Ihepherds and fliepherdefles, who 
were immediately informed of the names of Don 
Quixote and his fquire; a circumftance which af- 
forded them no fmall fatfefaftion, as the hiftory had 
already made them acquainted with the characters of 
both* 

Repairing to the tents, where they found tables ready 
furnifhed with elegance and abundance, they compli- 
mented the knight with the place of honour, and all the 
company gazed upon him with admiration. At length, 
when the cloth was taken away, Don Quixote railing 
his voice, thus harangued them with great folemnity : 
" Of all the crimes which mankind commit, though 
fome fay pride is the greateft, I affirm that ingrati- 
tude is the moil atrocious, adhering to the common 
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fuppofition that hell is crowded with the ungrateful* 
This crime I have, as much as in me lies, endeavour- 
ed to avoid ever fince the firfl moment in which I 
could exercife my reafon ; and though I may not be 
able to repay in kind, the benefits which I receive, I fub- 
ftitute the will for the deed : when that is not fuffi- 
cient, I publifli them to the world •, for he that pro- 
mulgates the favours he hath received, would alfo re- 
quite them with equal generality, if it was in his power 
to make fuch recompenfe. But, for the molt part, 
people who receive benefits are inferior to thofe who 
beftow them; and, therefore, God is above all, be- 
caufe he is the "fountain of all good things j yet there 
is an infinite difference between the benefits confened 
by men, and thofe bellowed by God, fo as to reje£l 
all comparifon ; and this narrownefs and infufficiency 
on our part, is in fome meafure fupplied by grati* 
tude. Now, I being grateful for the favours you have 
done me, which I cannot repay in the fame meafure, 
and being hampered by the narrow limits of my 
ability, muft offer that which is in my power to pre- 
sent 1 fay, therefore, that I will, for two natural 

days, in the middle of that high-road that leads to 
Saragofla, maintain, that the ladies here prefent, dif- 
guifed in paftoral habits, are the moil fair and courte- 
ous damfels in the whole world, excepting always 
arid only, the peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo, fole miftrefs 
of my thoughts ; without offence to the honourable 
hearers be it fpoken." 

Here Sancho, who had flood liftening attentively 
to what he faid, exclaimed with great vociferation, 
€€ Is it poffible now, that there can be perfons in the 
world, who have the prefumption to fay and fwear, 
that my mafter is a madman ? Pray, tell me-, gentle- 
men and ladies, fhepherds and (hepherdefles, is there 
ever a country curate in Spain, let him be never fo 
wife and learned, that could fay what my mafter has 
juft now faid j or is there a knight-errant, let him 

be 
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he never fo famed for valour, who could make fuck 
an offer as my mafter has made ?" 
* Don Quixote turning to Sancho, with rage and in- 
dignation m his countenance, " Mifcreant ! faid. he, 
is it poffiblc there fhould be a perfon upon earth who 
would not fay thou art ftark mad, and that thy foul 
is lined and bordered with fillets of malice and knave- 
ry ? By what authority, wretch! art thou entitled to 
intermeddle in my affairs, and give thy opinion whe- 
ther my brain be found or crazy ? Seal up thy lips, , 
•and make no reply ; but faddle Rozinante, if he is 
without his faddle, and let us go immediately and 
perform my promife; for as I have juftice on my 
fide, you may deem all thofe who fhall contradid my 
afferrion as already va^ui^ed." 

So faying, he rofe from his feat with great fury and 
demonftrations of wrath, leaving the whole company 
aftoni&ed, and doubting whether they ihould confide* 
him as a lunatic or perfon of found intellefts. How- 
ever, they endeavoured to diffuade him from publilh- 
ing fuch a declaration, faying they took his gratitude 
for granted ; and that tnere was no need of new 
proofs to demonftrate his valour, feeing thofe were 
fufficient which they had feen recorded in the hiftory 
of his achievements. 

Notwithftanding this remonftrance, the knight ex* 
ccuted his defign : he mounted Rozinante, embraced 
his fhield, and grafping his lance, polled himfelf in 
the middle of the king's highway, which was not far 
from their verdant habitation, being followed by San- 
cho upon Dapple, and the whole flock of thofe paftoral 
gentry, who were curious to fee the iffue of his arro- 
gant and hitherto unfeen enterprize. 

Having taken poffeffion of the ground, he wounded 
the very vault of heaven with the loudnefs of the 
tone in which he pronounced thefe words : " O ye 
paffengers and travellers, knights, fquires, perfons 
en horfe-back or a-foot, who come or are to come this 

way, 
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way, within the fpace of two days, from this pre- 
fent hour, know that Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
knight-errant, is here pofled to maintain that the 
nymphs who inhabit thefe meadows and woods, ex- 
cel in beauty andcourtefy all the ladies upon earth, ex- 
clufive of Dulcinea del Tobofo, the rniftrefs of my 
foul. Let him who thinks the contrary, advance : here 
I am ready to receive him." 

Twice did he repeat this declaration, and twice was 
it repeated unheard by any knight adventurer 5 but 
fortune, which was. bent upon directing his affair* to 
better purpofe, ordained that, in a very little time, 
he defcried upon the road a great number of mea 
on horfeback, fome of them armed with lances, riding 
towards him in great hafte and all in a duller. Thofe 
who were with Don Quixote no fooner -perceived 
this troop, than they turned their backs, and retired 
a good way from the road, knowing that fome mis- 
chief would befall them, mould they keep their 
ground : the knight alone maintained his poll with an 
undaunted heart, and Sancho Panza Shielded himfelf 
with the flanks of Rozinante. N 
- When this troop of lancemen- advanced, one of , 
them that rode before the reft, began to halloo as 
loud as he could to Don Quixote, " Get out of 
the way, thou fervant of the devil, or thefe bulls will 
trample thee to duft I" " So ho ! caitiffs, replied the 
knight : your bulls mall not avail againft me, even 
though they are the fierceft that ever fed upon the 
banks of the Xarama : confefs, ye mifcreants, unfight, 
unfeen, the truth of what I have proclaimed, or meet 
my vengeance in the field of battle." 

The herdfmen had no time to reply, nor Don 
Quixote to retire, had he been never fo willing \ fo 
that the drove of wild bulls and tame cattle, together 
with 'a multitude of drivers and other people em- 
ployed to. convey them to a place, where, in a few 
days, they frere to be baited-— die whole throng, 

I fay, 
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I fay, paged over the bellies of Don Quixote, Sanchc, i 
Rozinante, and Dapple, whom they in a twinkling J 
overthrew and rolled in the mire, in fuch a manner i 
that the fquire was fqueezed as flat as a pancake, his i 
matter aftoniflied, Dapple terribly bruifed, and Ro- i 
zinante in no very catholic condition. At length, 
however, all the four got upon their legs ; and Don 
Quixote, daggering here, and tumbling there, began 
to purfue the drove on foot, calling aloud, (€ Halt 
and wait a little, ye felonious plebeians ; he is a (ingle 
knight who defies you to the combat, and not of 
the difpofition and opinion of thofe who fay, Lay a 
bridge of filver for a flying enemy." ' 

But notwithstanding all his exclamation, the dro- 
vers did not flacken their pace j or mind his threats, | 
more than they minded laft year's weather. Don 
Quixote, being fo tired that he could run no farther, i 
fat down upon the fide of the road, more incenfed 
than revenged, and waited for Sancho, Rozinante* 
and Dapple, who foon arrived. Then the knight I 
and fquire, mounting their beafts, proceeded on their , 
journey with more fhame than fatisfaftion ; and never | 
dreamed of returning to take a formal leave of the 
feigned or counterfeit Arcadia. I 

CHAP. VII. 

In which is recounted, the extraordinary incident that | 
happened to Don Quixote, and may well pafs for an 

adventure. - I 

*THE duft and drought which Don Quixote and 
* Sancho derived from the uncivil behaviour of 
the bulls, were remedied. by a clear and limpid ftream 
which they had the good fortune to find in a cool 
(hade, and on the margin of which this down-trod- 
den pair, the matter and man, feated themfelves after 
Rozinante and Dapple were unbridled and unhaltered, 
and left to- the freedom pf their own will. Sancho 
immediately had recourfe to the ftore of his wallet, 

from 
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from which he drew forth what he ufually called his 
belly-timber ; but not before he had rinced his mouth, 
and his mailer had wafhed his own face, in conft- 
quence of which refrefhment they recovered their ex- 
haufied fpirits. Neverthelefs Don Quixote forbore 
eating, out of pure vexation, while b'ancho, who 
durft not touch the food that was before him, waited, 
out of pure good manners, until his mailer mould 
begin. Seeing, however, the knight fo abforpt 
in His own imagination, that he forgot to lift the 
bread to his mouth, he, without letting one word ef- 
cape his own, but trampling under foot all kind 
of good breeding, began to cram bis paunch with 
the bread and cheefe which conftituted his provifion. 
" Eat, friend Sancho, faid Don Quixote, and.fupport 
life, which is of more importance to thee than to me, 
and leave me to die hy the ilrength of imagination 
and the feverity of my misfortunes. I, Sancho, was 
born to live dying, and thou to die eating ; and that 
thou mayeft be convinced of this truth, coniidcr me 
recorded in hiftory, renowned in arms, courteous in 
demeanour, refpe£fced by princes, courted by dam- 
fels > and after all, when I expefted palms, tri- 
umphs, crowns of laurel obtained and merited by 
my valiant atchievements, I have, this morning, feen 
rnylelf trampled, fpurned, and bruifed, by the feet of 
filthy, unclean animals ! . This confideration blunts 
rny teeth, ftupifies my grinders, benumbs my hands, 
and deprives me wholly of appetite ; fo that I be- 
lieve I mall die of hunger, the moil cruel of all 
deaths." " At that rate, anfwered the fquire, with- 
out fufpending the a&ion of his jaws, your worfhip 
-will not approve of the proverb, which fays, Let 
^lartha die, but not for lack of pye. At leait I, for 
jary own part, have no intention to ftarve myfelf; 
on the contrary,- 1 am refolved to follow the example 
of the cordwainer who ftretches the leather with his 
£&eth until it is fufficient for his purpofe : now, I will 

alfo 
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alfo employ my teeth in ftretching out my life with 
eating, to that end which is ordained by Heaven ; 
and you mud know, fignor, that it is the greateft 
madnefs in nature to feek to defpair like your wor- 
ship. Take my advice : eat a little for refreshment, 
and then take a nap upon the green couch of this de- 
lightful grafs, and when you awake you will fee how 
much you'll he relieved." 

The knight reliihed his advice, which he thought 
favoured more of the philofopher than of the idiot ; 
and faid to him, " Now, Sancho, if thou wouidft do 
that for me which I am going to mention, my relief 
would be more certain, and my affliction diminifhed : 
my propofal is, that while I deep, in compliance with 
thy advice, thou wouldft go afide a little farther, and, 
expofing thy flefti to the air, beftow upon it, with 
the reins of Rozinante's bridle, three or four hi»r 
dred ftripes, of the three thoufand three hundred 
which thou haft undertaken to endure for the difen- 
chantment of Dulcinea-, for it is a lamentable cir- 
cumftance that the poor lady (hould remain fa long 
enchanted, through thy carelefihefs and neglecV' 
« There is much to be faid on that fubje&, replied 
Sancho : let us both go to deep in the mean time ; 
and afterwards God mult ordain that which will come 
to pafs. Your worfhip muft know that it requires 
great refolution in a man to fcourgse himfelf in cold 
blood; efpecially when the ftripes fall upon a body 
which is poorly fed and fupported : let my lady Del- 
1 cinea have a little patience ; when {he leaft thinks of 
it, fhe will fee my body fcourged into a perfect fieve, 
and while there is life there is hope ; my meaning is, 
that while I hold life, I (hall never quit the defire of 
performing my promife." 

Don Quixote, thanking htm for hi6 goocUwiUy took 
a little fuitenance, Sancho eat voracioufly, and then 
both laid themfelves down to fleep, leaving Rozinante 
aad Dapple, thofe twe friends, and in&parable compa- 
ct nions, 
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oions, at full liberty to feed without rcCraint upon: 
the luxuriant grafs with which the meadow* abounded. 

The. day being far fpent before they awoke, they 
remouQted their cattle, and purfued. their journey with 
uncommon expedition, in order to reach an inn which 
they defcried at a league's diftance — I fay an inn, be-- 
caufe it was fi> called by Don Quixote, contrary to 
his former cuftom of miltaking every inn for a caftle. 
When they arrived at this place of entertainment, 
they afked if they could be accommodated with lodg- 
ing ; and the landlord replied in the affirmative, tel- 
ling them, at the fame time, that his houfe afforded 
as good conveniences and entertainment as could be 
Sound in the whole city of Saragoffa. They alighted 
accordingly, and Sancho carried his bags, into an 
apartment, of which the inkeeper gave him the 
key ; then he led the cattle to the (table, where he 
gave them, their allowance j from thence he went to re- 
ceive the commands of his mafter, who had fat down 
upon a bench, and thanked Heaven in a particular 
manner, that Don Quixote had not committed his. 
ufual miftake. They retired to their charijl«er, and 
{upper-time approaching, Sancho defired to know 
what they could have _for that meal ? To this inter- 
rogation mine hod replied* that his tafte mould be- 
fitted to a hair, and that he might befpeak what he 
liked beft 5 for, as far as the birds of the air, the 'fowl* 
of the land, and the fifli of the fea could go, he would 
find the houfe provided. " Lefs than all that will 
ferve, anfwered Sancho : we (hall be fatisfied with a 
couple of chickens roafted : for my mafter has a very 
delicate tade* and eats little 5 and as for myfelf, I am 
.not a very unconscionable cormorant." 

The other frankly owned he had no chickens ; for 
the kites had deftroyed the whole brood. " Well 
then, Mr. landlord, faid the fquire, you may order a 
pullet to be put to the fire ; but fee it be very tender." 
«* A puiki I cried the innkeeper 5 body o'my father ! ; 
"~ now, 
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now, as I am an honed man, I fent above half a hun- 
dred yefterday to market : but, fetting afide pullets, 
you may have what* you will." " If that be the cafe, 
laid Sancho, there will be no want of veal or kid." 
" At prefent, replied the innkeeper, there is really 
none in the houfe : we are juft out of thefe articles ; 
but next week, we fhall have enough and to fpare." 
4 « To be fure we fhall be mut 1 the better for that, 
anfwered Sancho: I will lay a wager all thefe wants will 
be fupplied with plenty of eggs and bacon." <c Fore 
God ! faid the hoft, my gueft has an admirable 
knack at gueffing: I have told him there is neither 
hen nor pullet in the houfe, and he would have me 
•treat him with . * eggs ! Shift about, if you pleafe, to 
fome other delicacies, and think no more of poul- 
try." 

£i Body o'me ! cried Sancho, let us come to -fome 
rcfolution; tell me at once what is in the houfe, and 
pray, Mr. landlord, no more ^of your fhiftings." 
" What I really and truly can afford, faid the inn- 
keeper, is a difli of cow-heel, fo delicate, they might 
be taken for calves-feet ; or you may call them, 
calves-feet, that might pafs for cow-heel. They are 
ftewed with peafe, onions, and bacon, and this blefled 
minute, cry, Come, eat me ; come, eat me." " I 
mark them for my own, cried Sancho, from hence- 
forth for ever, amen. Let no man touch the mefs, 
for which I will pay you handfomely ; for nothing in 
the whole world could be more agreeable to my tafte: 
and, provided I have cow-heel, the calves-feet may 
go to the devil." " No man fhall interfere with you, 
replied the landlord : as for the other company in 
the houfe, they, out of pure gentility, bring along 
with them their own cook, butler, and fumpter-

mule." 
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mule." " Nay, as for gentility, faid the Jquke, m 
man has more of tliat than my matter i hut his pro- 
feffion will not admit of travelling (lores and butte- 
ries ; lack-a-day ! we lay ourfelvcs down in the mid* 
die of a green field, and fill aur bellies with medlars 
and acorns." Such was the oonverfarion that pafled 
between the innkeeper and Sancho, who would no{, 
however,' go any great lengths in fatisfying the curi- 
ofity of mine hoft, whe was very cfefirous to knew 
the office or profeiuoa of his matter. 

Supper bting ready, JDon Quixote retired to hi* 
apartment, whither the landlord brought the pot jutt 
as it was, and very decently fat down * to partake of 
the meal. At that inftant, the knight heard people 
talking in the next room, from which he was di- 
vided only by a partition of lath, and could plainly 
diftinguiih thefe words : " As you hope to live, Don 
Geronimo, I conjure you, as fupper is not yet ready, 
to read another chapter of the fecond part of Don 
Quixote de la Mancha." 

The knight, hearing his own name mentioned, 
ftarted up immediately, and liftening with great at- 
tention r Jieard Geronimo reply to this efre£t : " What 
pleafure can you have in reading fuck abfurditie%

fidnefs : his motto is Conftancy, which he profeffes 
to maintain with gentlenefs and fuavity of manners." 
*« Who is he that anfwers ?" cried the voice. « Who 
ihould it be, replied Sancho, but Don Quixote de la 
Mancha hi his* own perfon ? who will make good 
whatever he has ' faid, and whatever he feall fay ; 
for, A good paymafter wants no pawn." 

Scarce had the fquire pronounced thefe words, 
when two gentlemen, for fuch they appeared, en- 
tered the apartment, and one of them throwing his 
arm's about Don Quixote's neck, ** Your appearance, . 
faid he, does not bely your name, and your name 
cannot but give credit to your appearance. Without 
all doubt, you, fignor, are the true Don- Quixote dc 
la Mancha, the north ftar and luminary of knight- 
errantry, maugre and in defpite of him who has 
thought proper to ufurp your name, and annihilate 
your exploits j I mean the author of this here book ; M 
which he took from his companion, and put into the 
hand of Don Quixote, who, without anfwering one 
word, began to turn over the leaves, and in a very 
little time gave it back to the ftranger, faying, «« In 
the ' little I have read, I find three things worthy of 
reprehenfidn in the author ; firft, fome expreffions in 
the prologue or preface ; fecondly, his ufing the Ar- 
tagonian dialed:, and writing fornetimes without ar- 
ticles ; and thirdly, that which confirms my opinion 
of his ignorance is, his erring and deviating from the 
truth in the rhdft material circumftances of thehiftory; 
for, he fays, the wife of my fquire Sancho Panza is 
called Mary, Gutierrez, whereas her name is Terefa 
Panza ; now> if he blunders in fuch an eflentiai cir-

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cumftance, we may juftly conclude that his wbaW 
hiftory is full of miftakes V - 

« A pleafant hiftorian, i'faith ! qried .Sancho : he 
mult be well acquainted with our adventures, to be 
fure, when he calls my dame Terefa by the name of 
Mary Gutierrez ! Take the book again, fignor* and 
fee xf he has lugged me in tooj under a borrowed 
name !" " From what you have : faid, friend,, replied 
Don Geronimo, I find you muft certainly be Sancho 
Panza, fquire to fignor Don Quixote," - €€ Even fo* 
anfwered the fquire j and I . am proud of the occupa- 
tion." " Then, in good footh ! faid the cavalier, 
this author has not treated you fo haiutfbmely as, from 
your appearance, I conclude you deferve-: he repre- 
sents you as a gormandizer, a (impletoh. without the 
lead vein of humour or pleafantryj and, in fhdrt, 
quite different from the Sancho described in : the firft 
part of the hiftory of your matter !" " The: Lord 
in heaven forgive him ! cried Sancho : he might have 
let me Deep in my corner, without remembering 
there was fuch a (inner as me upon the face of the 
earth : for He f that ha$ (kill ihould handle;, the quill 
—and I know that St. Peter is welt at Rome." - 

The two gentlemen invited Don Quixote to ftip 
with them in their apartment, as they knew • the 
inn could not afford any thing proper for his en- 
tertainment; and the knight, who was always- thfc 
pink of courtefy, complied with their requeit ; fo that

Mean while Sancho, having finifhed his meal, kft 
his landlord >rao*e than half feas over ; and entering 
the chamber where 4>is mafter fat, " Gentleman, faid 
Bet I'll be hanged if fche author of that book your 
wpfcfeips wtre^aJkiag ad, has any mind or inclination 
that he and I mould be mefs-mates — Since he has 
given «te the «fca*a&er of a glutton, as your worships 
have obferved, Ivim he tnay not have likewife called 
me a drunkard" " He has, indeed, replied Don 
, » Geronimo : 
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Gerommo : but I do not' remember the txpreflkm* 
though I know the words are very fcurrilous and f alfc 
above meafitrc, ^s I can plainly perceive in the phy* 
fiognomy of heeffft Sancho here p?efcnt." u Tata 
my word for it, noble gentlemen, laid the fquire, the 
Sancho and Don Qwxote of that hiftory mud be per- 
fons quite differentfrom. thofe recorded by Cid Hamet 
Benengeli, who are no other than we ourfelves, hero 
{landing and fitting in your prefencc: my maftea 
valiant* fagacious* and erimoured; and I' fimple* 
and withal pleafant; but neither fot nor gorman-i 
dizer." " I believe what you fey, replied Don John : 
and wiflx it were poffibfc to obtain a mandate, prohi*

* No injury can be tone to Don Quixote,, bo* what 
lie can eafily rewenge, anfwertd* Bon Joh» : uakft 
he choofe rather to wank it off with the tacklt* ef his 
patience, which, 1 beHewe* is both fiiong and v*» 
pie." 

fo this aod other foch eon verfotion 'they %*n$ 
great part of the night -, and although Qni Jehu 
would fain have perfuaded Don Quixote to stacfc a Kt» 
tie more of the book, that they might hear ipi* dc* 
fcant upon particulars, he could not accompliflt. hit 
purpofe \ the knight affturiqg him he con&^red it as 
good as read, and pronounced the whole a heap, of 
abfurdities ; nor did he choofe that the authory whe 
might perhaps hear it was in his hands, ftoutt have 
the fatisfa&ion of thinking he had pcrnfed his fts* 
form^nce ; for from obje&s of obfeenity and turpi* 
tude, not only the eyes, but even the imaginatio% 
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ought to be kepffacred. When they atked, whither 
his coutfe was at prefent directed, he told them he 
was bound for Saragofia, in order to fignalize hira- 
felf in the prize -jufts which are yealy folemnized in 
that city. 

Then Don John gave him to underftand that the 
new hiftory gives an account of the fpurious Don 
Quixote's having been in that place at a courfe, the 
description of: which was barren of invention, low in 
ftyle, miferably poor of devices, and rich in nothing 
but folly and impertinence." u For that very reafon,

lour." " And that I (hall furely embrace,*anfwerdd 
the knight : at prefent, gentlemen, as it is Irish time, 
you will give me leave to retire to bed ; and I beg you 
will efteem and* place me among the number of your 
moft fincere friends and humble fefvants;" " And 
me alfo, faid Sancho, peradventure my fervice may 
he good for fometbing."

Of what befel Don Quixote in his way to" Barcelona* 

THE morning was' cold, and feemcd to promife 
but little lefs for the day on which Don Quixote 
departed from the inn, after having informed himfelf 
of the neareft road to Barcelona, which he could tra- 
vel without touching at SaragofTa ; fo eager he was to 
fix the lie upon the new hiftorian by whom they faid 
he was fo fcurvily treated. 

- So it happened that he met with nothing worthy of 
record during fix days, at the end of which, having 
quitted the high-road, he was benighted among a 
thick clufter of oaks or cork trees 5 for, in this partU 
cular, Cid Hamet has not preferred his ufual punc- 
tuality. The mafter and man alighting from their 
beafts, and accommodating themfelves at the roots 
of two feparate trees, Sancho, who had laid in a good 
afternoon's luncheon,' entered the gates of- fleep 
abruptly, and without hefitation 5 whereas the knight, 
who was kept awake more by fancy than by hunger, 
could . not clofe an eye 5 but, on the contrary, ram*- 
Med in his imagination through a' thoufand different 
fcenes. Sometimes he conceived himfelf to be in the? 
eave of Montefinos ; fometimes Jie thought he faw 
Dulcinea fkipping and' leaping upon her afs, in that 
difmal -ftate of ruftic transformation ; and then Jiia 
ears feemed to tingle with the words of the fage Mer-. 
lin, who pronounced the conditions and endeavours 
to be obferved and exerted for the difenchantment bi 
his miftrefs. He was driven almoft to defperation^ 
when he reflected on the floth and uncharitable dif- 
pofition of his fquire Sancho, who, to the befl of his 
belief, had hitherto given himfelf only five ftripes 5 
a number poor and inconfiderable in comparifon 
with the infinite fcore unpaid : and this confideration 
K 4 over- 
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overwhelmed him with fuch .anxiety and chagrin, that 
he thus argued with his own bofom : 

<f If Alexander the Great ventured to cut the gor- 
4iaaknot, on the fuppofition that cutting would b© 
as effe&ual as untying it ; and, ifotwithftanding this 
violence, became fok mafter of all Afia; the fame 
fuccefs may now attend my efforts in difenchanting 
Pukinea, fhould I fcourge Sancho, againft his own 
confent •, for if the condition of this remedy be> 
that Sancho ihall receive three thouiand three hun- 
dred ftripes, what fignifies it to me, whether they 
are beftowed by his own hand or that of fome other 
f erfbn, feeing the efiential point is in his Deceiving 
them, from what quarter fbevcr they may come ?" 

Infpired by this notion, he took the seins of Ro- 
ginante's bridle, which he formed into an instrument 
of flagellation ^ and, approaching the fleeping fquire, 
liegan to untruis his points ; indeed, it is- the gene*- 
?al opinion^ that ha had but ote before, which kept 
qg* his breeches. But fcarce had he be^uu to per- 
W» tfe oper^tioe, when S^she* fliaiisg off the 
fetters of flumber at one ftart, exclaimed aloud* 
**WHaik &s ffi*t&? ? wh* the devil is- that £» bury 
aatrnffiflg me while Pm afleep ?" «• It is I, an- 
Iwercd the knight, who mean to atone for thy emit 
ions, and remedy my «wn mkfomaes. I come ta 
fcourge thee, Sancho, and discharge feme part of th* 
debt which thou art obligated to pay : Dulcinea pixiea 
in a ftate of transformation ; and, whik thou IWeft 
at thine heart's eafe, I am dying with defire : untie 
tftefe points, therefore, of thine own fre$ will ; for 
mine, I affure thee, is to afflift thy pofteriors with 
two thoufand ftripes at leaft, before we quit this un- 
frequented place." " By no manner of means ! 
cried Sancho : I advife your worfhip to be quiet, or 
by the God of Ifrael ! the deaf fliall hear us : the 
ftripes I have obliged myfelf to receive, muft be given 
with my own free wiU and confent, not by force or 

tornpulfion i 
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compuifion; and at prefent, I have not the leaft ink 
elination to difcipKne my own flefli : tar jt fufike, 1 
give your worfhip my word and honour, that I will 
flog and fly-flap my carcafe, aa (bon as ever I find 
myfelf difpofed for fuch cucrcife." (< I mufi not leave 
k to thy- courtefy, replied the knight : fev thou haft 
a ftony heart ; and, though a peafant, art very tear 
der of thy flefh.** He, accordingly, ftritggled with 
all hit might to unbreach the fquiie, who, finding 
the affair become very ferious, flatted up front the 
ground, fprung upon his matter, and, clofing with 
him ki a trice, tripped up his heels; fo that the 
knight came inftantly to the ground, where he lay 
with his face uppermoft: then the vi&or, clapping 
his right knee to the breaft of the vanquished party, 
and griping him faft- by both wrifts, hampered him 
in fuch a manner, that he could fcarec either breathe er 
move. Neverthelefs he made ihift to pronounce 
thefe words : «« How now, traitor f doft thou pro- 
fume to rebel againft thy raaftcr, and natural lord, 
whofe bread thou haft eaten ?" " I neither exak 
kings nor dethrone them, anfwered Sanche : but, be- 
ing my own matter, I ftand up in my own defence : 
if your worfhip will promife to be quiet, and think 
no more of fcourging me for the prefent, I will forth* 
with free and difencumber ypu from thefe bonds $ 
otherwife, here you (hall die, traitor and enemy to 
Donna Sancha." 

The knight Aibfcrihed to the conditions, fwearing 
by the life of his inclinations, that he would not 
touch the nap of his garment, but leave him at full 
liberty to begin the flagellation when he himfelf 
ftould think proper. On thefe eonfiderations Sancho 
arofe, and went afide a good way,, to another tree,. 
at whofe root he refolved to take his lodging for the 
remaining part of the night. There he felt ibmetbing 
bob againft his head, and putting up his hand found 
two legs provkkd with Jhocs and Stocking* ; trem- 
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bHng with affright, he moved with great expedition 
to another tree, where he met with the fame faluta- 
tion, which increafed his terror to fuch a pitch 
that he roared aloud for affiftance. His matter hearing 
this exclamation, ran towards the place, and inquired 
into the caufe of his fear and confufion ; when the 
fquire gave him to underftand that all thefe trees 
were loaded with human legs and feet. The knight, 
reaching up his hand, immediately conceived the 
meaning of this ftrange circumftance ; and faid to 
Sancho, " Thou need- ft not be afraid; for thofe 
legs and feet, which thou haft felt without feeing, 
certainly belong to fome robbers and outlaws, who 
are hanged upon the trees; for, when they are ap- 
prehended in this place, the officers of juftice firing 
them by twenties and thirties; and, from this 
particular, I am convinced that we muft now be near 
Barcelona." And, indeed, his conje&ure was right. 
Soon as obje£ta were rendered vifible by the dawn, 
they lifted up their eyes, and faw that the clutters, 
depending from the trees, were no other than the 
bodies of banditti. The morning forthwith ufhered 
in the day; and if they were feared by the dead, 
they were no lefs aghaft when they found themfclves 
all of a fudden furrounded by above fortv living rob- 
bers, who called to them in the Cataloman language 
to be quiet, and ftand Hill until their captain Jhould 
arrive. 

Don Quixote being afoot, his horfe unbridled, his 
lance leaning againft a tree, and, in ihort, his perfon 
without any means of defence, he thought proper to 
crofs his arms upon his breaft, and hung his head, 
referving himfelf for a better feafon, and more happy 
conjun&ure. Mean while, the robbers made fuch 
difpatch in plundering Dapple, that in the twink- 
ling of an eye there was not the leaft crumb left in 
the wallet and pillion ; and lucky it was for Sancho 
that he had fecured, m a concealed girdle, the duke's 
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crowns, and the money he had brought from home ; 
nay, notwithftanding this precaution, thofe honeft 
gentlemen would have fearched and rummaged him 
in fuch a manner as to have found the cafh, eyeft 
though it had been hidden between the flefh and the 
fkin, had they not been interrupted by the feafonable 
arrival of their captain, who feemed to be about 
four-and-thirty years of age, of a robuft make, mid- 
dling ftature, grave countenance, and brown com- 
plexion : he rode a ftrong horfe, was provided with, 
a coat of mail, and he had flung a pair of piftote 
with firelocks at each fide of him. Seeing his fquires, 
for fo they call the gentlemen of that profeffion, 
very bufy in rifling Sarlcho Panza, he ordered them 
to defift ; and as they immediately obeyed his com- 
mand, the girdle happily efcaped. Surprifed to fee 
a lance leaning againft a tree, a fhiekl lying on the 
ground, and Don Quixote armed at all points and in 
manifeft defpondence, exhibiting the mod rueful and 
melancholy figure that Melancholy herfelf could have 
formed, he approached the knight, faying, " Be not 
fo deje£ted, honfeft friend, you have not fallen into 
the hands of a cruel Ofiris, but of thofe of Roque 
Guinart, who has more of companion than cruelty 
in his difpofition." 

" My deje&ion, anfwered the knight, does not 
proceed from my having fallen under thy power, O 
valiant Roque, whofe fame the limits of this earth 
cannot confine : but from the confcioufnefs of my 
own negleft, in confequence of which thy foldiers 
found me unprepared; whereas, I am bound, by the 
order of chivalry, which I profgfs, to be always alert 
and vigilant, and to ftand, as it were, at all times 
centry upon my felf : and give me leave to tell , thee, 
O renowned Roque ! they would not have found it 
fuch an eafy talk to fubdue me, had I been on horfe- 
back, armed with my lance and fhield $ for know I 
K 6 am 
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am Don Quixote de la Mancha, whofe exploits are 
celebrated through this whole terraqueous globe." 

Roque Guinan immediately perceived that the 
kntght/s infirmity partook more of madnefs than of 
valour* and although he had frequently heard him 
teamed, he looked upon his achievements as altoge- 
ther fabulous, and could not believe that fuch a hu« 
mour did ever prevail in the heart of man : he was, 
therefore, extremely well plcafcd with this encounter, 
that he might, with his own eyes* (be immediately 
before him, what he had heard reported afar oik 
« Valiant knight, (aid he* do not vex yourfelf, or 
' canfider your prcfcnt fituation in the light of a mif- 
fortune : perhaps, by fturabling in this manner your 
crooked fate may be made ftraight $ for Heaven, by 
ftsange* unforefeen windings, which mankind cannot 
comprehend, is wont to raife the fatten and enrich 
the needy/' 

Don Quixote's mouth was already open to thank 
him for bis courteous behaviour, when they heard 
behind them a noife like that of a whole troop of 
hoxfe, though there was only one, upon which came at 
full fpeed a youth who fcemed to be about the age of 
twenty, dreffed in green damafic laced with gold, 
long breeches, a loofe coat, a hat cocked in the 
Walloon faOiion, with ftraight waxed boots and fpurs ; 
armed with a gold hiked (word and dagger, a fmall 
fu&Hu his hand, and a cafe of piftolsby his fide." 

Roque hearing the noife, turned about, and was 
fkirprifed with the fight of this handfome figure, who 
accofted him in thefe terms : " In fearch of dice, 
.courageous Roque, I came hither, hoping, by thy 
' nteans, to find, if not a remedy, at leaft an alleviation 
of my inHfortune : and, to keep thee no longer in 
fufpence, as I am certain you never faw me before, 
know that I am Claudia Geronima, daughter of 
Simcn Forte, who is Ay intimate friend as well as 
tic particular enemy ot Qauquel Torellas, thy in- 
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veterate foe, aa being head of the parte which thou 
haft always oppofod. This Torellas, thou knoweft, 
has a fon called Don Vincente Torellas, at leaft h# 
was, two hours ago, diftinguifbed by that name, t 
will be aa brief as poffible in the account of iny difr 
after, and explain the occafion of it in a few words i 
That youth happened to fee me, and courted my 
good graces > I liftefted to his addteflef, and gaye him 
my heart, without the knowledge of my father $ for 
there is m woman* whatfoever to retired and mewed 
up, but the will find a time to execute and gratify 
her imfiftible defirea. In a word, he promUed to 
be my hufi>and, I confented to become his wife ; and 
this was the fartheft extent of our correspondence* 
Ycfterday I was informed, that forgetting this obli- 
gation, he intended to marry another woman, and that 
this morning he had fet out to celebrate his nuptials, 
"My brain was difturbed, and my indignation aroufed 
to fueh a degree by thefe fatal tidings, that, taking 
the advantage of my father's abfence, I difguifed my* 
felf in this apparel, purfued a-horfeback my perfidi- 
ous lover, whom, having overtaken, about a league 
from this place, I, without flaying to make com- 
plaints or hear apologies, discharged upon him this 
fufil and thefe two piftols ; fo that, I believe, he has 
more than a brace of bullets in his body : thus I 
opened a gate through which my honour, though bath* 
cd in his Wood, mayefeape, and left him in the hands 
of his fervants, who neither could nor prefumed to 
exert themfelves in his defence. Thence I came in 
queft of thee, to beg that thou wilt conduft me fafely 
to France, where I have relations > arid, at the feme 
time, promife to defend my father from the numerous 
kindred of Don Vincente, who may otherwise fecri- 
fice him to their ksfatiable revenge." 

Roque was ftruck with admiration at the gallantry, 
gay appearance, genteel mien, and adventure of the 
beauteous Claudia, to whom he replied, " Come, 
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madam, let us firft fee whether or not your enemy is 
a&ually dead, and then we will confider about the 
mod proper meafures to be taken in your behalf," 
Here Don Quixote, who had liftened with great at- 
tention to Claudia's addrefs and Roque's reply, in- 
terpofipg in the converfation, exclaimed, " No roan 
has any octafion to give himfelf the leaft trouble 
about the defence of this lady, which I take upon my 
own flioulders. Give me my horfe and my arms, 
and (lay where you are ; I will go in queft of the 
gentleman, and, dead or alive, compel him to perform 
the promife he hath made to fo much beauty.'* 
" Who doubts that ! cried Sapcho : adad ! my mailer 
has an excellent hand at match-making : a few days 
ago he compelled another perfon who likewife re- 
fufed to keep his word with a young woman : and if 
thofe plaguy enchanters who perfecute him fo much, 
had not tranfmographied the gallant into a lacquey, 
that very hour, fhe that was a maid, before, would 
have been a maid * no more." 

Roque, ' whofe attention was engroffed by the ad- 
venture of the beautiful Claudia, paid very little 
Tegard to what was faid either by the mailer or the 
man ; but ordering His fquires to reftore the fpoite 
of Dapple to Sancho, and retire to the place ap- 
pointed for their quarters that night, he fet out with 
Claudia, in great hafte, to reconnoitre the fituation 
of the dead or wounded Don Vincente. When they 
arrived at the fpot where, he had been overtaken by 
the young lady, they found nothing but fome recent 
blood ; but cafting their eyes around, they difcovered 
fome people on the fide of a hill, and conjedured 
they could be no other than the fervants of Don 
Vincente carrying their mailer to a proper place, 
where he might be cured, if alive, or buried, if dead.

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Their fuppofition was juft: and fpurring up their 
horfes, they foon overtook the ' unhappy cayalier, 
whom they found in the arms of his attendants, 
whom he in treated, with a faint and languid voice, 
to let him die where he was; for the pain of his 
wounds would not fuffer him to proceed farther. 
Then Claudia and Roque approached him, to the 
great terror of his fervants, who flood aghaft at fight 
of this famous free-booter ; but Claudia was greatly 
difturbed at the melancholy fituation of Don Vin- 
cente 5 and agitated by the conflicting paffions of 
tendernefs and refentment, took him by the hand, 
faying, " Hadft thou given me this of thy own 
accord, conformable to the mutual promife fubfifting 
between us, thou wouldft never have been in this 
condition." 

The wounded cavalier opened his eyes, which 
were almoft fhut for ever, and recognizing Claudia, 
" I plainly perceive, faid he, raoft beautiful and 
milled young lady, that I owe my death to your 
hand: a punifhment altogether unmerited and un- 
fuited to my inclinations, which, as well as my con- 
duct, were, in regard to your perfon, entirely 
void of offence,." " What ! cried Claudia, is it not 
true that you, this morning, intended to marry 
Leonora, daughter of the rich Balvaftro ?" « No, 
furely, replied Don Vincente : my evil genius muft 
have alarmed you with fuch information, that your, 
jealoufly being inflamed, you might deprive me of 
life, which, as I leave it in your arms, and your em r 
brace, I confider as happily loft : and, that you may 
be convinced of my fincerity, give me your hand, 
and, if you pleafe, receive me for your hufband ; 
this being the only fatisfa&ion I can make for the 
offence I was fuppofed to have given." Accordingly, 
Claudia and he joined hands and hearts together, in 
fuch a manner that fhe- fainted away upon his bloody 
breaft, and he funk into a mortal paroxyfm, 
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Roque being confounded and perplexed, the fer- 
¥ants. ran for water, which they fprinkled upon their 
faces, and Claudia recovered from her fwooii; but 
this was not the cafe with heT unhappy lover, who 
had already breathed his laft. The young lady, 
perceiving her beloved hufband was no more, rent 
the air with her groans, wounded tfre heavens with 
her lamentation, tore her locks and fcattered them 
to the winds, and disfigured her face with her own 
nails, exhibiting all the marks of the moft fevere 
grief that ever took pofieffion of an affii&ed bofom, 
f< O cruel and inconfiderate woman ! fhe cried : how 
eafily waft thou provoked to execute fuch dire re- 
venge ! O furious jealoufy ! to what fatal defpair 
doft thou conduft all thofe who give thee harbour in 
their breads ! O my dear hufband ! whofe unhappy 
fete, in being mine, hath made thy marriage bed thy 
grayer 

Such were the melancholy exclamations of Claudia, 
which brought water into the eyes of Roque, who 
had feldom or never lhed tears before : their fervants 
wept bitterly; the young lady fwooncd almoft at 
every ftep, and this whole circuit feemed to be the 
fcene of forrow, and field of misfortune. At length, 
Roque Guinart ordered the fervants to carry their 
matter's body to his father's country-feat, which was 
hard by, that it might be buried according to the 
old gentleman's directions : and Claudia exprefied her 
defire of retiring to a certain monaftery, the abbefs 
of which was her aunt, where fhe intended to fintfh 
her life, in company of a better and more eternal 
hufband. Roque applauded her defign, and offered 
to condu& her to the place, protnifmg, at the fame 
time* to defend her father from the kindred of Den 
Vincente, and aH the .wedd, fhould they confptre 
againft his peace. She would by no means avail her- 
felf of his attendance; but, thanking him for his 
obliging offers in the moft courteous terms (he eould

ufe, took her leave of him, {holding a torrent of 
tears : the femnts of Don Vioceate carried off the 
body, Roque returned to his gang, and thus ended 
the amour of Claudia Geronima j a cataftrophe not 
to be wondered at, when we confider that the web of 
her melancholy fate was woven by the baleful ami 
invincible force of jealoufy. 

Roqu$ Guinart found his fquires in the place where 
he had ordered them to take .up their night's lodging* 
and in the midft of them Don Quixote upon»Rozi- 
nante, exhorting them in a long narangue, to quit 
that way of life fo dangerous both to foul and body •> 
but as the greateft part of them were Gafcoons, a 
brutal and diforderly fort of people, the knights argu* 
ments made but little imprefEon. The chief arriving* 
alked Sancho Panza if the men had reftored the furni- 
ture and effe&s they had taken from Dapple j and the. 
fquire replied in the affirmative, excepting, however, 
three night-caps worth as many royal cities. " What 
the devU does the fellow lay I cried one of the gang : 
here they arc, and any body may foe they would not 
fell for three rials." 

" True, (aid Don Quixote! but my fqi&ttata* 
them at that rat* , on account of the perfoir of whoa* 
I received them in a prcfem." Roque commanded, 
the wan to reftore them inftantly j then, forming hi* 
people into a line, gave orders for bringing before 
them all the clothe*, jewels, money, and every thing 
they had acquired by robbery fince the laft partition ) 
then, making a fliort valuation, and reducing ,the in* 
divifibles into cafli, he ihared the whole among hi* 
company, with facH equity and difcretion, that hk 
the moft minute article, he neither exceeded no* fell 
ihort of distributive juftice. 

. Having made this partition, with which every in- 
dividual was perfe&ly well fatisfied and contented, 
Roque turning to Don Quixote, " If we did not ob* 
(erv$ th\& pun&uajfcy, fajd he, there would be na 

living 
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fiving among fuch a crew." To this "declaration San- 
cho replied, u from what I have feen, I find juftice 
fo excellent in itfelf, that the practice of it is neceffary 
even among thieves." 

One of the fquires overhearing the remark, lifted' 
tip. the butt end of his mufket, with which, in all 
probability, he would have fluttered Sancho's fkull, 
had not tne general commanded him to defift \ while 
Panza, trembling in every limb, refolved never to 
open his lips again fo long as he ftiould fojourn among' 
fuch ruffians. 

About this time arrived one of the gang, who was 
placed centinei on the road to reconnoitre travellers, 
and bring intelligence j and riding up to their chief, 
« c Signor, faid he, not far from hence, there is a 
large company * of people travelling to Barcelona." 
fi Have you perceived, anfwered Roque, whether thev 
are fuch as we feek, or fuch as are in queft of us i ' 
When the fquire replied that -they were fuch as he 
fought; " Set out then all together, faid he, and bring the 
whole company hither, without-fufrerrngone to efcape." 

This whole gang, departed accordingly, leaving 
their chief alone with Don Quixote and Sancho, tar 
wait the iffue of their expedition; and, during this 
interval, Roque addreffing himfelf to jhe knight, 
** This life of ours,' faid he, mult appear very ftrange 
to Don Quixote, expofed as it is to infinite adventures 
-and incidents replete with danger; and, indeed, I 
do not wonder that it fhould appear in that light ; 
for I muft know there can be no fituation fo full of 
terror and difquiet as that in which I live, and into 
which I was milled by the defire of revenge, which is 
often powerful enough to diflurb the molt philofo- 
phic bread. I am naturally benevolent and com- 
panionate; but, as I have already obferved, the de- 
fire of revenging an injury which I received, hath, 
overturned all my virtuous inclinations in fuch a 
manner, that I ptrfevere in this career* maug*e and- 
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In defpite of my own underftanding; and as Deep 
calleth unto Deep, and (in unto fin, different Schemes' 
of revenge are fo linked together, that I undertake not 
only my own, but alfo thofe of other people ; yet, by 
the bleffing of God, although I find myfelf thus in- 
volved in a labyrinth of confufion, I have not loft the 
hope of being, one day, happily extricated from all 
my troubles." * 

Don Quixote was furprifed to hekr Roque talk fo 
fenfibly and with fuch moderation; for he imagined 
that among thofe who were in the daily pradice of 
aflaulting, robbing, and murdering their fellow* 
creatures, there could not furely be one fingle per- 
fon of fenfe and refle&ion. w Signor Roque, faid he, 
the beginning of health is the knowledge of the dif- 
eafe, and the patient's defire to comply with the 
phyfician's prefcription. You are now in the difeafed 
condition, lenfible of your infirmity, and heaven, or 
rather God himfelf, who is the great phyfieian, will 
apply thofe medicines which are proper for the cure 
of your diftemper* but thefe remedies are wont to 
operate flowly, not in a fudden miraculous manner; 
and fenfible finntts are much more likely to recover, 
than delinquents of little underftanding. Now, as 
your difcourfe evinces your difcretion, be of good 
cheer, and courageously wait for the perfett recovery 
of your conscience, ft* you are in earned, inclined 
to quit this road, and enter at once into that which 
leads to falvation, come along with me and learn to 
be a knight-errant, in which capacity you will un- 
dergo fuch toils and difafters as will be deemed fuffi>; 
cient penance, and exalt you to heaven in the turning 
of two balls." 

Roque could not help fmiling at Don Quixote's 
advice ; but changing the converfation, he recounted, 
the tragical adventure of Claudia Geronima, at which 
Sancho was exceedingly grieved > for he had been , 
hugely pleafed with the beauty, vivacity, and demeanor 
of the young lady. 
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. About this time they were joined by the fquires of 
Ac booty, who brought along with them two gentle- 
men on horfeback, two pilgrims on foot, and a coach 
full of women, attended by fix fervants, partly mount- 
ed and partly footmen, together with two muleteers 
who waited upon the gentlemen. TTicfe came all in 
a troop Surrounded by the fquires, and univerfal 
filence prevailed among the vi&ors and the vanquifli- 
ed; both fides cxpe&ing with refignatioa, the com- 
mands of the great Roquc Gtunart, who, approaching 
the gentlemen, afked who they were, whither they 
were going, and what money they had ? 

• To thefe interrogations one of them replied, " Sig- 
Dor, we are captains of the Spanifli infantry, our 
companies are in Naples *, our intention is to embark 
en board of four galties, which, they fay, are now ia 
the harbour of Barcelona, ready to fail for Sicily; 
and our funds amount to two or three hundred crownSf 
with the pofieffion of which we thought ourfcfaes- rich 
and happy,, con6dcring the narrow appointments of * 
fcldier, which will not permit him to heap up a great 
deal of weahh." 

Then Roque putting the fame queftioft* & the pifr- 
grime, they anfwered, that their defign was to embark 
for Italy, in order to vifit Rome; and that, between 
both, they could mutter about fixty rials. He likewife 
deftred to know the quality of thofe who were in the 
coach, the place to wKkn they were going, and the 
. ftate of their finances? In thefe particulars he was 
fatisfied by one of the horfemen, who faid, " The 
company in the coach confifts of my lady Donna 
Guiomar de Quinones, wife to the regent of the vica- 
riate of Naples > her little daughter, a damfel, and * 
duenna; I am one of the fix fervants who attend them, 
and her ladyfiiip's cafh may amount to fix hundred 
crowns." " At that rate then, replied the mighty 
Roque, here are nine hundred crowns, and fixty 
rials: I have fixty foldiera* fee what each man's (hare 
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will come to; for L am but an indifferent arithmetic 
can." The robbers hearing this decifion, cried aloud, 
« Jto&g life to Roque Guinart, and confufkm to the 
knaves who endeavour to effeft his ruin !" 

The captains exhibited evident marks of aftt&km, 
my lady regent afiumed a very forrowful countenance, 
and *he pilgtaftis did not at all rejoice at this ton- 
fifcation of their effects. Although Roque kept diem 
for foroe time in fufpence, he bid no mind to pro*- 
trad their melancholy* which was plainly perceivable 
a gun-ftot -off; but, turning to the captains, « Gew- 
tlemen, laid he, be fo good as to lend me fixty 
crowns, and my lady regent will favour me with 
fourfcore, in older to fatisfy my fquadron) you 
faiow, the abbot muft not want, who for his bread 
doth chaftt : then you may profceute your journey 
without fear or moleftation, by virtue of a fafe-con* 
du£l I will grant; in confequence of which, yoti 
will be exempted from plunder, in cafe you fhould 
fall in with any other of thole fquadrons which I have 
polled up ami down in different divifions; for k is 
hoc my intention to aggrieve either foldiers or ladies, 
especially ladies of quality." 

ImAxutc jind well turned were the compliments in 
which the captains acknowledged their obligation to 
Roque for bis politenefs and liberality, for fuch they 
accounted it, in leaving them pofiefted of their own mo* 
ney. My lady Donna Guiomar deQuinones would have 
thrown herfelf from the coach, in order to kifs the feet 
and hands of the great Roque; but he would by. no 
means accept fuch marks of fubmiflion : on the con* 
trary, he begged pardon for the injury which he was 
compelled to do them, in compliance with the precife 
duty of his wicked profef&on* The lady ordered 
her fervant to pay inftantly the eighty crowns which 
were demanded: the captains had already difourfed 
threefcore •, and the pilgrims were going to fur* 
render their miferahle pittance, when Roque defied 

them 
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them to defift ; and turning to his gang, " Of thefe 
crowns, {aid he, two fliall fall to the lhare of each 
man, and then there will be an overplus of twenty, 
one half of which I give to the pilgrims, and the other 
ten to this honed fquire, that he may make a favour- 
able report of the adventure." 

.After this decifion, he took pen, ink, and paper, 
with which he was always provided, and writing a 
fafe-condu&, dire&ed to the chiefs of his fquadrons, 
gave it to the company, whom he courteoufly dif- 
miffed, and they proceeded on their journey, (truck 
with admiration at his noble demeanor, gallant dif- 
pofition, and -ftrange conduct, looking upon him 
rather as an Alexander the Great, than a noto- 
rious robber. One of the fquires, difpleafed at the 
booty, faid in his Catalonian dialed:, " This captain 
of ours is fitter for praying than preying : if hence- 
forth he has a mind to (hew his generality, let it be 
from his own purfe, and not what is ours by right of 
conqueft.'* 

The unhappy wretch did not fpeak fo foftly, but 
that, he was overhead by Roque, who inftantly un- 
(heathing his fword, cleft his head almoft in two, 
faying, " Thus I chaftife mutiny and prefumption." 
All the reft of the gang were terrified at this exe- 
ctition, and not one of them durft open his lips, fo 
much were they over-awed by the chara&er of their 
chief. 

As for Roque he went afide, and wrote a letter 
to a friend at Barcelona, giving him to underftand 
now he had met with the famous Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, that knight-errant whofe exploits were in 
every body's mouth; and, he allured him, that the 
adventurer was the moft agreeable and underftanding 
man in the whole world: he likewife gave him 
notice, that in four days from the date of the letter, 
on the feaft of St. John, the faid knight-errant would 
appear on the beach of the city, armed cap-a-pie, 
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jnounted on Rozinante, and accompanied by his fquire 
Sancho upon an afs. He, therefore, defired his cor- 
respondent to communicate this intelligence to his 
friends the Nearri, that they might enjoy the character 
of Don Quixote, and wifiied his enemies the Cadelli 
might not partake of th£ diyerfion. But that was a 
vain defire, becaufe the mixture of madn^fs and dis- 
cretion in the knight, and the pleafantries of his 
fquire, were fuch as could not fail to yield entertain* 
ment to the whole world in general. 

This letter was difpatched by one of his fquires, 
who difguifing himfelf in the habit of a peafantj 
entered Barcelona, and delivered it according to the 
.direction. ' 

CHAP. II 

Of what happened to Don Quixote on his entrance 
into Barcelona, with other circumftances that par- 
take more of truth than of discretion. 

npHREE days and three nights did % Don Quixote 
*■• remain with Roque ; and had he flayed as many 
hundred years, he would not have wanted fubjeck 
for inquiry and admiration at their way of life : they 
lodged in one place, dined in another ; fometimes 
they fled from they knew not what, fometimes waited 
for they knew not whom. They flept ftanding, and 
even that dumber was often interrupted ; they flufted 
from place to place : in a word, their whole time 
was fpent in appointing fpies, examining centinels, 
and blowing matches for their mufquets, though they 
had but few: for they chiefly ufed firelocks. As 
for Roque, he paffed the night by himfelf, in private 
haunts and places concealed even from the know* 
ledge of his own gang; for the repeated procla- 
mations iffued by the viceroy of Barcelona, fetting a 
price upon liis head, had rendered him reftlefs, dif- 
fident, and fearful j fo that he durft not confide irt 
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any perfon whatever, being apprehenfive £hat even 
his own followers would either murder or deliver him 
up to juftice : a life, of all others, afluredly the rood 
tirefome and miferable! At length, this renowned 
freebooter, accompanied by Don Quixote t and Sancho, 
and attended by fix of ma own (quires, fet out for 
Barcelona, though unfrequented roads, fliort cuts, 
and private paths, and arrived upon the ftrand, after 
it was dark, on the eve of St. John. 

Here Roque, embracing Don Quixote, and giving 
to Sancho the ten crowns, which* though promised, had 
not hitherto been payed, took his leave and returned 
to his ftation, after mutual proteftations of friendfhip 
had pafled between him and our hero, who refolved 
to (it on horfeback as he was till day, which was not 
far off. Accordingly they had riot tarried long in 
this fit nation, when Aurora difclofed her rofy face 
through the balconies of the eaft, infuftng vigour and 
feeming joy into every plant or flower, inftead of 
gratifying the ear, which, however, was alfo that in- 
trant regaled with the founds of waites and kettle- 
drums, together with the noife of morrice bells, the 
clatter of horfes upon the pavement, and the repe- 
tition of ** Clear the way," pronounced by the 
couriers who came forth from the city. Aurora va- 
niftied before the fun, who, with a countenance am- 
ple as a target, gradually arofe from below the hori- 
zon : then Don Quixote and Sancho, extending their 
view all around, perceived the fea, which they had 
never before beheld, and which feemed to be infi- 
nitely vaft, and abundantly more fpacious than even 
the lakes of Ruydera, which they had feen in La 
Mancha: they, likewife, beheld the gallifes in the 
road, which, when their awnings were furled, dis- 
played a glorious fight of pendants, flags, and dream- 
ers, that wantoned in the wind, and killed and brufhed 
the fur face of the deep : while they were furrounded 
with clarftms, trumpets, and Other forts of mufic, which 
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jfed the air for many leagues around, with fweet and 
martial accents. Now they began to move, and 
forming themfelves into line of battle, exhibited the 
reprefentation of a naval fight upon the tranquil bo- 
fom of the fea. At the fame time, a mock fkirmifh 
was a£ted on the {hore, by a great number of gen- . 
tlemen, mounted on beautiful horfes, who came 
forth from the city, in gay attire, with fplendid 
liveries, l^he foldiers of the gallies difcharged an 
infinite number of firearms, which were anfwered 
from the wall and forts of the city; and to the great 
guns, which feemed to rend the air with their tre- 
mendous found, the midmip cannons of the gallies 
made a fuitable reply: the joy that refounded on 
board, the pleafure that appeared on (hore, together * 
with the ferenity of the air, which was fometimes 
disturbed by the fmoke of the artillery, feemed to 
infufe and engender a fudden flow of fpirits and de- 
light in every bread. As for Sancho, he could not 
conceive how thofe great bulks could ufe fuch a num- 
ber of feet in moving through the fea. 

About this time, the cavaliers fo richly caparifoned, , 
crying, hallooing, and fhouting, in the Mooriih 
manner, came riding up to the place where Don 
Quixote fat on horfeback overwhelmed with furprize 
and aftoniftiment; and one of their number, who 
had been apprifed Dy Roque, exclaimed in a loud 
vpice, tl Welcome to our city, thou mirrour, lan- 
tern, planet, and polar ftar of all chivalry in its iit- 
moft extent! welcome, valorous Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, not the falfe, fictitious, and apocryphal 
adventurer, lately in fpurious hiftory defcribed; but 
the real, legal, and loyal knight recorded by Gid 
Hamet Benengeli, the flower'of hiftorians." 

Don, Quixote anfwered not a word ; nor did the 
cavaliers wait for his reply \ but, with their follower*, 
began to wheel and turn, and curvet in a circle round * 
the knight, who, addrelfing himfelf to Sancho, " A* 
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thefe people know us fo well, faid he, I will lay a 
wager they have read our hiftory, and even that of 
die Arragonian, which hath been lately printed." 
The gentleman, who had at firft accofted him, re- 
turning, renewed his addrefs in thefe words : « € Sig- 
ner Don Quixote, be fo good as to go along with us, 
who are aU the intimate friends and humble fervants 
of Roque Guinart." To this entreaty the knight 
replied, " If courtefy engenders courtefy, yours, 
fignor cavalier, is the daughter, or, at leaft, nearly 
allied to that which I experienced in the gallant 
Roque. Conduit me whither you pleafe to go ; my 
will (hall, in all refpeds, be conformable to yours, 
and I fhould be proud if you would employ it in your 
fervice." 

The gentleman anfwered this compliment with 
expreffions equally polite; and all his companions 
f unrounding the knight in a body, they, to the mu- 
fifc of the waits and kettle-drums, conduced him to 
the city, his entrance into which was attended with 
a {mail misfortune. That mifchief, from which all 
ntifchief is produced, ordained that two bold and 
impudent beys, more mifchievous than mifchief it- 
felf, fhould fquecze themfelves through the crowd, 
and approaching Rozinante and Dapple, clap an 
handful of furze under the tail of each : the poor

they concealed themfelves among the crowd of above 
a tnoufand youngfters who followed the cavalcade : 
fo that Don Quixote and Sancho were obliged to 
pocket the affront; and, remounting their beads, 
proceeded with the fame mufic and acclamation, to 
the houfe of their conduQor, which was large and 
magnificent, and, in all refpc&s, fuitable to the rank 
of an opulent cavalier. Here then we (hall leave him 
for die prefent ; for fuch is the will of Cid Hamct 
Benengcli. 

C H A P. x: 

Containing die adventure of the inchanted head, with 
other trivial incidents, which, however, muft not 
be omitted. 

DON Quixote*s landlord was called Don Antonio 
Moreno, a wealthy gentleman of good under- 
(landing, who loved a joke in a fair and godd hu- 
moured way ; fo that, finding our knight fafely houfed 
under his roof, he began to contrive means for ex- 
tracting diverfion from the madnefs of his gueft, 
without prejudice to his perfon; for thofe are no 
jefts that give pain; nor is that paftime to be in- 
dulged which tends to the detriment of a fellow 
creature. His firft ftep was to unarm Don Quixote, 
and in that ilrtait fhamoy doublet, which we have 
already painted and defcnbed, expofe him to public 
view nr a balcony that jetted out into one of the 
chief ftreets in the city, where he was furveyed by 
the people and the children, who gazed upon him 
as if he had been a monfter or baboon. While he 
flood in this fituation the gentlemen with the rich 
liveries performed their courfes before him, as if for 
his fake only, and not in order to celebrate the 
feftival, they had provided all their finery ; and San- 
cho w*s rayiflied with the thoughts of having fo 
L 2 - luckily 
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luckily found, without knowing how, or wherefore, 
another wedding of Camacho, another houfe like that 
of Don Diego de Miranda, and another place equal 
to the* duke's caftle, where he had been fo hofpitably 
entertained. 

Don Antonio had that day invited fome friends 
to dinner, and all of them paid particular refped 
to Don Quixote, whom they treated as a renowned 
knight-errant, a circumftance that elevated his vanity 
to fuch a pitch, that he could fcarce contain his fa- 
tisfadion ; and Sancho's conceits flowed fo faft and 
humorous, that all the fervants in the family, and all 
who heard his fallies, feemed to hang upon his lips. 
While he waited at table, Don Antonio accofting mm, 
" Honed Sancho, faid he, we are informed you are 
fuch a lover of fowls and balls of forced meat, that, 
when you can eat no longer, you pocket what re- 
mains for next day/' " No, fignor, anfwered San- 
cho, that is not the cafe : and your wodhip mull 
have been mifinformed ; I am a cleanly fquire, and 
no fuch filthy glutton ; for, my matter, here prefent, 
knows very well, that we have often pafled eight 
whole days without any other fuftenance than an 
handful of nuts and acorns. True it is, if ever 
the heifer is offered, the tether is at hand ; my 
meaning is, I eat what I get, and ride the ford as I 
find it*. If, therefore, any perfon whatever hath 
faid that I am an exceeding glutton, and foul feeder, 
your worfhip may take it for granted that he is in a 
miftake; and I would tell him my mind in another 
manner, if it was not for the refpeft I bear to the 
honourable beards of this company." c< Aflurcdly, 
faid Don Quixote, Sancho's cleanlinefs and modera- 
tion in eating, might be inferibed and engraved on 
fables of brafs, for an everlafting memorial and ex- 
ample to fucceeding ages. True it is, when very

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hungry, he may feem to be a little voracious j for he 
eats with precipitation, chewing with both fides of 
his jaws ; but cleanliriefs he punctually maintains^ 
and, while a governor, learned to eat fo delicately, 
that he took up grapes, and even the grains of a pome- 
granate, with a fork." " How ! cried Don Antonio, 
hath Sancho been a governor ?" " Yes, fure, replied 
the fquire ; and that of air ifland called Barataria, 
which I governed according to my own will and plea- 
fure, for the fpace often days, during which I loft 
my natural reft, and learned to defpife all the govern* 
ments upon earth : I therefore fled from it, as 1 
would fly from the devil \ and tumbled into a cavern, 
from whence, though I gave myfelf up as a dead man, 
I was brought up alive by a perfeft miracle. ,, Then 
Don Quixote gave them a circumftantial account of 
Sancho's government, which afforded extraordinary 
entertainment to the whole audience. 

Dinner being ended, and the table uncovered, Don 
Antonio took our hero by the hand, and conducted 
him into a private apartment, where there was no 
furniture but a table that feemed to be of jafper, fup* 
' ported by one foot of the fame fubftance ; and upon 
this table was placed a bull of bronze, from the 
bread upwards, reprefenting a head of one of the 
Roman emperors. Don Antonio, after having tra- 
verfed the room with his gueft, and more than once 
walked round the table, " Signor Don Quixote,^ faid 
he, now that I am aflured no perfori overhears us, at 
nobody liftens, and the door is bolted, I will impart 
-to your worfhip one of the rareft adventures, or ra- 
ther one of the greateft rarities that ever was known ; 
on condition, however, that you will depofite the fe- 
cret in the moft hidden recefTes of your heart." t€ I 
fwearto that condition, anfwercd Don Quixote: and, 
for the greater fecurity, will put a tombftone over 
whatever you (hall communicate ; for, know, fignor 
Don Antonio (by this time he had leara^d his name), 
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your worfhip is talking to one, who, though he has ear* 
to hear, has never a tongue to tattle ; fo that you may 
fecurely transfufe the contents of your own breaft into 
mine, and take it for granted, you have ingulphed 
them in the abyfs of filence." " On the faith of that 
promife, replied Don Antonio, I will excite your wor- 
ihxp's admiration with what you fhall fee and hear \ 
and I, myfelf, will enjoy fome alleviation of the pain 
I have felt from having no perfon to whom I could 
communicate the fecret, which is not to be trufted 
to every body's difcretion." Don Quixote waited with 
impatience and furprife to fee the refult of this pre- 
amble ; when his entertainer, taking him by the hand, 
made him feel all around the bull, the table, and the 
jafper foot upon which it was fiipported ; then ac- 
costing him with great folemnity of afpe&, ** This 
buft, fignor Don Quixote/ faid he, was made and con- 
trived by one of the greateft inchanters and necroman- 
cers that ever the world produced. He wa3, I think, a 
native of Poland and difciple of the famous * Bfco- 
tiilo, of whofe' knowledge fuch wonders are reported. 
As he chanced to be in this part of the world, I took 
him into my houfe, where, ir. confideration of a thou* 
fand crowns which I payed, he wrought this head, in 
which is centered the furprifing power and virtue of 
anfwering every queftion communicated to its ear. 
The mailer performed certain rites, ere&ed fchemes, 
confulted N the ftars, and carefully obferved the lucky

01* Don Quixote was licenfed, how could the difciple of Scot be in the 
houfc of Don Antonio ? Yet this anacronifm might eafily pads upon 
*>on Quixote, as it related to meters of jnchantment* 
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and unlucky minutes, until, at length) he brought it 
to that perrc&ion which we (hall perceive to-morrow ; 
for, on Fridays it is mute, and this being Friday, wo 
mnft wait till another day; in the mean time, your 
worfhip may confider and prepare your queftions, 
which, I know by experience, it will truly anfwer." 
Don Quixote was confounded and aftonifhed at this 
property and virtue of the head, and, indeed, almoft 
tempted to difbelieve Don Antonio's account; but, 
feeing how little rime was required to make the expe- 
riment, he would not mention his incredulity; but, 
in very polite terms, thanked his entertainer tor hav- 
ing entrufted him with fuch an important fecret. Th^ey 
accordingly quitted the apartment ; and Don Antonio 
having locked the door, returned to the reft of the 
company, who were highly entertained with Sancho?* 
•recapitulation of many adventures and incidents U> 
which his matter had been expofed. 

The fame evening, they perfuaded Don Quixote to 
make a progrefs along the ftreets with them, not in 
his armour, but in a loofc coat of tawny-coloured doth, 
which would have made ice itfelf fweat at that feafon* 
and, in the mean time, they dire£fced their fervants to 
.amufe Sancho within doors, that he might not come 
forth and fpoil their diverfion. The knight was not 
mounted on Rozinante, but accommodated with an am- 
bling mule, gaily caparjfoned ; and, upon the back of 
his coat or cloak, they, without his knowledge, pinned 
a parchment fubferibed in large letters, This is Don 
Quixote de la Mancha. The proceffion no {boner 
began than this fcroll attracted the eyes of the people ; 
and, when they read it aloud, the knight was afto- 
nifhed to find frimfelf known, and hear his name re- 
peated by all the fpe&ators. He, therefore, turning 
to Don Antonio, who rode by his fide, " Great, faid 
he, is the prerogative that centers in knight-errantry, 
the profeflbrs of which are known and celebrated 
through all the corners of the earth :-.take notice, fig- 
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nor Don Antonio, how my name is repeated by the 
very boys who never faw me before." " It is even fo, 
fignor Don Quixote, replied Antonio: for, as light 
cannot be (hut up and concealed, fo neither can vir- 
tue remain unknown ; and, that which is acquired by 
the profeflion of arms, (hines with fuperior fplendor 
over all other acquifitions." 

While our knight thus proceeded amidft the accla- 
mation of the crowd, a certain Caftilian happened to 
pafs, and, reading the fcroll, exclaimed aloud, «« Now, 
the devil take thee, Dbn Quixote de la Mancha ! how 
haft thou made fhift to come fo far without expiring 
under foitie of thofe infinite drubbings which thy ribs 
have received ? A * madman thou furely art : and if 
the defeat of thine underftanding affetted thyfelf only, 
• and was Confined within the gates of thy own mad- 
Hefs, the misfortune would be the frhaller ; but thy 
frenzy is of fuch a peculiar nature as to turn the 
brains of all thofe with whom thou haft any com- 
merce or communication •, witnefs thefe gentlemen by 
whom thou art noyr accompanied. Return to your 
own hbufe, Mr. Goofe-cap, mind your family-con- 
cerns; look after your wife and children; and dif- 
card thefe vain maggots which have eaten and bur- 
Towed into your brain, and fkimmed off the very 
cream of your underftanding." " Hark ye, bro- 
ther, faid Don Antonio, go about your bufinefs ; and 
do not pretend to offer your advice to thofe who want 
none of your counfel : fignor Don Quixote de fci 
Mancha is renowned for wifdom, and we who accom- 
pany him are not fo mad as you may imagine. Vir- 
tue ought to be honoured wherefoever it is found : 
therefore begone with a vengeance ; and feek not to 
meddle in thofe affairs with which you have no con- 
cern/' « 'Fore God ! your worfhip is in the right, 
replied the Caftilian: advifing that honeft man is 
kicking againft the pricks. Neverthelefs, I am ex- 
tremely forty that the good fenfe which, they fey, 
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this madman difplays in fome things, Ihould be un- 
profitably wafted through the canal of his knight- 
errantry : and may that vengeance, which your wor- 
fhip imprecated, overtake me and all my posterity, i£ 
from this day forwards, I give advice ta any perfon 
whatever, aiked or unafked, even though I ihould live 
to tfye age of Methufalem." So faying, this coun- 
fcllor went away, and the proceflion went on; ttft 
the throng was fo great, occasioned by the boys and 
other idle people who prefled in to read the fcroll, 
that Don Antonio was fain to take it off, on pretence 
of freeing the krright from fome other annoyance. 

In the twilight they returned to the houfe of Don 
Antonio, where they, found a ball prepared by his 
lady, who was a woman of birth, beauty* good hu- 
mour, and dtfcretion ; and had invited a number of 
her friends to come and honour her gueft, and enjoy 
the ftrange peculiarities of his madnefs : they accord- 
ingly came, and after flipper, at which they were en- 
tertained in a very fplendid manner, the ball began 
about ten o'clock. Among the company were twb

The young ladies affe&ed to court his good graces by 
Health ; and he privately treated their advances with 
difdain, until, finding tnem become more and more

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f#§ i&3g, be pronpunced aloud, (( Fugite partes ad.- 
jFerfae ( difturh not my repofe, ye unwelcome thoughts ! 
jnrajmt, JacUes, with your unruly defires 5 for {he who 
js' queen of mine, the peeriefs Dulcinea del Tobofo, 
flirill pot confent that I mould furreader or be fubjeft 
£q any other than her own !" 

So {aviug, he fat down upon the floor \n the middle 
*of the -nail, quite exhaufted and demplifhed with the 
^violent exercife he had undergone ; fo that Don An- 
t tppk> gave orders for his being carried forthwith to 
-Jtai > and the firft perfpn who touched him in obedi- 
ence tp this order, was his own fquire S?ncho JPa.n- 
,ga, who, .jit he endeavoured to raife him upon his 
legs, CQuJd not help reprehending him in thefe wools ; 
J* (What a plague tempted yqvr worihip to fall a-ca- 
ipering? Pid vou ftippofe every valiant man was as 
jumble as an harlequin, or tnat all Jtnights-errant 
4JU*ft .needs be mafterly dancers ? If that was your 
.opinion, t fay yop were much deceived : for there be 
j&en who would rather undertake to flay a giant than 
do i cut a caper. .Had it been a (hoe-flapping horn- 
ipipe, I could ,fc^e fupplied yo^r place, for I flap 
ilike a jerfaulcon} ,but as for your figured dances, I 
Juiow not * ftfoh of the matter/' With this addrefe 
cSaneho raifed a laugh from the affembly, and his 
jngfter from the floor, suid carrying the jtnight to 
bed, covered him up very warm, that he might fweat 
jout the cold caught in dancing. 

Next day Don Antpnip thought proper to try the 
iccperiment of the in<&anted head, and for this pur- 
jpofe entered the apartment, accompanied by Don 
jQubtf&e, Sancho, .a couple of friends, with our hero's 
^wo waggMh partners who had ifcyed all knight with 
.Antonio's lady. The door being faft bolted, he ex- 
{tallied the property of the buft, after having laid 
injunctions on die company to keep the fecret, and 
jdedared this was tfe^y on wjuci he intended to 
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mate the firft trial of the irktite contained in the in- 
chanted head # .

f Antonio** wife rauft have been here before the othei* entered: 
for- ihe is not in the lift of thofe who went in with her hoiband. 
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• As women are ufualiy very curious and impatient, 
the next who approached was one of the two ladfcs : 
tmd her queftion was this : « Tell me, O head, what 
I thatl do to be efctrcmely beautiful ?" She received 
for anfwer* " Be extremely, virtuous:" and replied, 
" I aflc no more." Then her .companion advanced, 
faying, " I want to know, fagacious head, whether 
4>r not i»am fondly beloved by my hufband ?" And 
flie wasr ahfwercd, "That you will, learn by observ- 
ing his.behava>tlr. ,y< : The married lady retired,, ob- 
serving that it required no magic to folve *hsrt; qnef- 
tion ; for,' in effed, an hufband's behaviour to kip 
wife will always declare the ftate of his affediitt. 
The third perfon that approached the table was one 
of Don Antonio's friends, who afked, " What am I ?" 
And when the voice anfwered, 4< Thou knoweft 
beft ;" he replied, " That is not the purport of my 
queftion; I defire thou wilt tell me if thou knoweft 
my name."

Sancho, who approach- 
ing- the table, <* Pray, good Mr. head, faid he, fhaH 
I perad venture obtain another, government ? fhall'Jt 
ever rife above the humble ftation of a fquire ? and 
laftly, (hall I ever .fee again my wife and children ? v 
To thefe queftions hq received thefe anfwers : ".If it 
he thy fate to jetum to thy own houfe, thou wilt go*- 
vern thy family an&fee thy wife and children ; .and in 
ceafrng to ferve, thou wilt ceafe to be a fquire» v 
..«• 'Fore God ! aa excellent refponfe ! cried Sancho ; 
that I could have foretold jnyfelf: and the prophet 
PetogruHo could have faid no more." " What aA- 
fwet woqld you have, you beaft ? faid Don Quixote ; 
is it not fumcicnt .that the refponfes delivered by the 
head correfpond with the queftions you have afked ?? 
u It (hall fuffioe, replied the fquire $ but I wrfh it had 
explained itfeif a little more fully, and told me fome 
more of my fortune." 

Thus ended the queftions . and anfwers; but not 
the admiration of the whole company, except Anto- 
nio's two friends,, who had been let into . the fecret, 
which Cid Hamet Benengeli will now explain, that the 
world may not be kept longer in fufpence, or imagine 
that any necromantic talifman or extraordinary myf- 

tery 
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tery wa* contained in this wonderful buft. He gives 
us therefore to underftand, that Don Antonio More- 
no, in imitation of ftich another head which he had 
feen at Madrid, contrived by a ftatuary, ordered 
this to be made in his own houfe for his private 
amufement, and with a view to furprife the vulgar; 
and in this manner was the whole fabricated. The 
table was of wood painted and varntihed like jafper, 
and the foot that fupported it of the fame materials 
carved into the refembjance of four eagles talorts, which 
kept it firm 4nd fteady in its pofitkm. _ The head, 
formed from .die medal of one erf the Roman €mpe>- 
rors, and covered with a copper colour, was hollow, 
as well as the table, in which it was fo nicely fixed that 
4K> eye could perceive the joining : the foot was Okie- 
wife hollow, and anfwered to the neck and bisaft of 
the buft ; and the whole corresponded with another 
chamber below, by means of a concealed tin pipe, 
which pafled through the buft, the table, and the 
foot* In this lower apartment, communicating with 
that of the inchanted head, did the perfbn who ut- 
tered the refponfes, fix his mouth to the pipe, fo as 
that the voice afcended and defcended in diftinfifc and 
articulate founds, and it was impoffiUe for any perfon 
to difcover the deception. The refpondent was 
Antonio's nephew, a ftudent of acute parts and a 
prell cultivated underftanding, who, being previoufly 
informed by his uncle of die number and names <* 
the perfons whom he intended to introduce into .the 
chamber of the inchanted head, was enabled to an- 
swer the firft queftion with great facility and precir 
fion i and to the reft he replied by conjectures which 
were equally ingenious and difcreet 

Cid Hamet moreover relates, that for ten or twelve 

4ays the virtue of this wonderful machine continued 

v in full force ; but a report diffufing itfelf through the 

city, that Don Antonio had in ins houfe an inchanted 

■head which could aafwer all manner of ijucftions, he 

began 
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began to be afraid that thefe tidings might reach the 
era .of the vigilant centinels of our faith j for which 
reafon be explained the whole aflair to tbe fathers of 
the inquifition, who forbad him to proceed with the 
deception, and gave orders that the head fliould be 
broke in pieces, ieft it fliould give umbrage to the fu- 
.peiftitions vulgar : .but in the opinion of Don Quix- 
ote and Sancbo Panza, it pafled for a head that was 
really inchanted and oracular j though it had given 
jnore iatisfa&ioh to the knight than the fquire. 

The gentlemen of the city, in complaifance to Don 
Antonio, and for the entertainment of Don Quixote, 
whom they .wanted to furnifh with an opportunity of 
difcovering his diverting follies, appointed a running 
at tbe ring to be .performed in fix days j but this was 
prevented by an incident which will be explained in 
the fequel. Mean while, the knight was defirous of 
going out and viewing the city at leifure and a-foot, 
.fearing that fliould he .appear on horfeback, he would 
again be .persecuted by the boys and vulgar. He ac- 
cordingly went forth, attended by Sancho and two qf 
Antonio's fervants, whom their matter had chofen for 
that p.urpofe j and, chancing to lift up his eyes in pann- 
ing through one of the ftreets, he faw inferibed over a 
( gate in capital Jetters, This is a Printing-house* 
a circumftauce which gave him uncommon fatisf ac- 
tion, as hitherto he had never feen a printing prefix 
.and longed much to know fomething of that art $ 
he, therefore, entered the houfe with all his train, 
and (aw people calling off in one part, corre&ing ip 
another, compofing in a third, revifing in a fourth j 
and, in fliort, the whole ^economy of a large print- 
ing-houfe. Going up to one box, he afked what was 
doing; and, being informed by the workmen, ex- 
prefied his admiration, and proceeded to a fecond. 
Among others, he went up Jo one, and putting the 
fame queftion, the workman replied, <( Signor, that 
there gentleman, pointing to a pave pcrfon of a very 

pre- 
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prepoflefllng appearance, has tranflated a book from 
the Tufcan into the Caftilian language, and I am now 
compofing it for the prefs." " What is the name of 
the book ?" faid Don Quixote. " Signor, anfwered 
the author, the book in tKe original is called Le Ba- 
gatelle." l( And what is the fignification of Le Ba- 
gatelle in our language ?" refumed the knight- w Le 
Bagatelle, replied the author, is, as if we fliould fay, 
in Caftilian, Juquetes * : and, although the title of 
the book be fo humble, it concludes and contains a 
great deal of excellent and fubftantial writing." « I 
am hot altogether ignorant of the Tufcan language, 
"faid Don Quixote : for I value myfelf upon finging 
fome ftanzas of Ariofto ; but pray tell me, fignor, 
arid what I am going to aft is not with any intention 
to found your genius, but merely to fatisfy my own 
curiofity, have you ever, in compofing your books, 
met with the word Pignatta ?" " Yes, frequently," 
replied the author. " And how do you tranflate it 
into Caftilian ?" refumed the knight. " How fliould 
I tranflate it, faid the other, but by the word Olla ?" 
" Body o'me ! cried Don Quixote, what progrefs you 
have made in the knowledge of the Tufcan idiom S 
I will lay a good wager that you tranflate Piace into 
Plaze, Piu into Mas, Su into Arriba, and Giu into 
Abaxo." " Certainly, faid the author ; becaufe 
thefe words of the two languages correfpond with one 
another." " Notwithftanding all your learning, re- 
plied the knight, I could almoft (wear you are hi- 
therto unknown to the world, which is ever averfe to 
remunerate a flourifhing genius and works of merit. 
What talents are loft, what abilities obfeured, and 
what virtues are undervalued in this degenerate age ! 
yet, neverthelefs, a tranflation from one language to 
another, excepting always thofe foreign tongues 
the Greek and Latin, is, in my opinion, like the 

• Trifle*. 

wrong 
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wrong fide of Fkmifli tapeSlry, in which,* though we 
diftinguifli the figures, they a* e confufed and obfcured 
by ends and threads, without that fmoothnefe and 
expreSfiori which the other fide exhibits : and to tran- 
ilate from eafy languages, argues neither genius nor 
elocution, nor any merit fuperier to that of tranf- 
cribing from one paper to another : but from hence 
I would not infer that translation is not* a laudable 
exercife ; for a man may employ his time in a much 
worfe and more unprofitable occupation. At any 
rate my obfervation cannot effect our two famous 
tranflators, doctor Chriftoval de Figueroa, in Paftor 
Fido,- and Don Juan de Xaurigui, in Aniihta ; two 
pieces they have fo happily executed as to render it 
doubtful which is the original and which the tranfia- 
tion: but pray,» fignor, is this book printed on 
your own account ; or have you fold the copy to a 
bookfeller ?" cc I publish it on my own account, re- 
plied the author ; • and expeft to gain a thoufand du- 
cats,, at lead, upon the firft impreffion, of which 
there will be two thoufand copies that will fetch fix 
rials a piece, in the turning of a ftraw." " That is : a 
very clear and comfortable reckoning, anfwered Don 
Quixote : but you feem to be very little acquainted 
with the outgoings and incomings, and the fchemes-, 
confpiracies, and cabals of bookfellers \ when you 
find your back burthened with two thoufand copiesj 
* give you my word both your mind and body will be 
terribly fatigued ; efpecially if the books Should be 
narfh, or a little deficient in point of fpirit." " "vVhat ! 
Said the other, your worfhip thinks then I ought fo 
offer my performance to a bookfeller, who would give 
we three maravedis for the copy, and infill upon it 
that he had done me a favour into the bargain ? I do 
not publifh with a view to- acquire reputation in the 
world, where, thank heaven, I am already well known 
by my works ; I print for profit, without which, re- 
putation is not worth a doit." " God fend you good 

luck, 
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luck, fignor," anfwered the knight; who advancing 
to another box, where fvfaw the corre&or employed 
on the flicet of a book, intitled, € The Light of the 
Soul *' " Ay, faid he, thefe are the books that ought 
to be printed ; for, although there is, already, a pretty 
large number of this kind in print, numerous are the 
finners for whofe ufe they are intended, and for 
fuch multitudes who are in darknefs, an infinite num- 
ber of lights is required/' He proceeded in his in-? 
quiry, and when he afked another corre&or the name 
pf a book, on which he law him at work ; he un* 
derftood it was the fecond part of the Sage Hidalgo 
Don Quixote de l\ Mancha, written by * cer- 
tain perlbn, a native of Tordefillas. " I have heard of 
this performance, faid the knight ; and really, in my 
confeience, thought it was, long before this time, 
burned into aihes, or. pounded into duft, for the im- 
pertinence it contains ; but as we fay of hogs, Mar- 
tinmas will come in due feafon *. Works of ima- 
gination are the more ufeful and entertaining, the 
nearer they approach to truth, and the more proba- 
bility they contain ; and even hiftory is valued ac- 
cording to its truth and authenticity." 

So faying, he quitted the printing-houfe wkh fbme 
marks of difpleafure \ and that fame day, Don An- 
tonio propofed that he ihould go on board, and fee 
the gallics in the road j a proposal which was ex- 
tremely agreeable to Sancho, who had never feen the 
infide of a galley in the whole courfe of his life, 
and he fent a meflage to inform, the commodore of his 
intention to yifit him in the evening, with his gueft 
the renowned Don Quixote de la Mancha, whofe 
name and perfon were already well known tp this 
commander and all the citizens of Barcelona. What 
paflcd during this vifit, will be related in the follow- 
ing chapter.

CHAP. 
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C H A P. XI. 

Of the misfortune which befel Saneho Panza on hoard 
of the gallies, and the rare adventure of the beau- 
tiful Moor. 

Vf A N I F O L D and profound were the felf-ddi- 
f * berations of Don Quixote on the refponfe of the 
inchanted head, without his being able to difcover the 
deceit; and the refult of all his refle&ions was the 
promife of Dulcinea's being difinchanted, on which 
herepofed himfelf with the mod implicit confidence. 
This was 'the goal of all his thoughts, and he rejoiced, 
in full aflurance of feeing it fuddenly accomphfhed. 
As for Saneho, although he abhorred the office of a 
governor, as we have already obferved, he could not 
Help wifhing for another opportunity of ifluing out 
orders and teeing them obeyed j a misfortune which 
never fails to attend the exertion of power, even though 
founded on mock authority. 

In a word, that very evening his landlord Don An*- 
tonio Moreno, and his two friends, went on board of 
the gallies with Don Quixote and Saneho; and the 
commodore being apprued of the vifit intended by 
two fuch famous perfonages, no fooner perceived 
them coming toward the fea-fide, than he .ordered 
the awnings to be ftruck, and the mufic to play : the 
bargt was hoifted up, covered with rich carpets, and 
furniflied with velvet cushions, and the minute Don 
Quixote embarked, the cannon a-midfliips of the cap- 
tarn-galley was discharged, and the others followed 
her example* When the knight afcended thfe accom- 
modation ladder, on the ftarboardVfide, the whole 
crew faluted him with three cheers, a compliment 
fc .ufually paid to pexfons of the firft quality ; and the 
general, for by this name we {hall henceforth call 
him, who was a noble Valentian, prefenting his hand, 
and embracing Don Quixote, " This day, faid he, 

will 
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' will I mark with a white done, as one of the happieft 
I (hall ever enjoy, on account of feeing the renowned 
fignor Don Quixote de la Mancha, in whom the whole 
worth of knight-errantry is cyphered and concen- 
ts rd." No lew courteous and polite was the reply of 
Don Quixote, wlio rejoiced above meafure, at feeing 
himfelttreated with fuch refped. The whole com- 
pany having afcended the poop, which was very gayly 
ornamented, and feated themfelves upon benches, die 
boatfwain repaired to the gangway, and making a 
iignal with his whittle, for all the flaves to ftrip, was 
obeyed in an inftant, to the no fmall difcompofure of 
Sancho, who was terrified at the fight of fo many 
naked backs ; nor did his apprehenfion abate, when 
he faw the awning ftretched with fuch incredible dif- 
patch, that he thought all the devils in hell had affifted 
in the operation. Yet this was nothing but cakes 
and gingerbread to what I am going to relate. 

The fquire fat upon the ftentril, clofe by the after- 
mofb rower on the ftarboard-fide ; who, in confe- 
rence of the previous inftruftions he had received, 
lifted up Sancho in his arms, and while the whole 
crew of flaves hood up, alert with the profpeft of the 
joke, tofled him like a tennis-ball to his fellow, who, 
in the fame manner, committed him to a third ; and 
thus he was bandied forwards on the ftarboard-fide, 
from flave to Have, and bench to bench, with fuch 
expedition, that poor Panza loft his eye-fight entirely, 
and firmly believed himfelf in the pofieffion of the 
fiends : nor did they defift from this exercife, untune 
was reconvoyed by the larboard-fide to die poop, 
where this miferable object lay bruifed, breathlefs, and 
covered with a cold fweat, and in fuch perturbation 
of fpir\ts that he fcarce knew what he had undergone. 

Don Quixote feeing Sancho flying in that manner 
without wings, afked the general, if it was a cere- 
mony pra£tifed upon every perfon at his firft going 
on board $ for, in that cafe, as he himfelf did not 

intend 
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intend to make profeffion of a feafaring life, he had 
no ambition to perform fuch an exercife; and he 
vowed to God, if any man fliould attempt to feize 
him, as a fit fubje& for flying, he fhould fpurn his 
foul out of his body : in confirmation of which fe- 
folve, he flarted up, and laying his hand upon his 
fword, put himfelf in a pofture of defence. 

At that inftant the awning was furled, and the 
main-yard lowered with fuch a terrible noife, that San- . 
cho, imagined the heavens were torn from off their 
hinges, and tumbling down upon his head, which he 
forthwith ihrunk between his legs in an agony of 
terror ; nor was all ferene in the bread of Don Quix- 
ote, who, while his legs trembled under him, fhrugged 
up his (houlders and changed colour. ' The crew hav- 
ing hoifted the main-yard, with the fame expedition 
and noife which were made in its defcent ; while they 
themfelves continued as filent as if they had been al- 
together without breath or utterance, the boatfwain 
piped all hands to weigh anchor, and leaping into 
the middle of the gang-way, began to ply their Qioul- 
ders with his fupple-jack, or bull's pizzle, and the 
galley, by little and little, ftood out to fea. 

Sancho beholding fuch a huge body, moved by fo 
many painted feet, for fuch he took the oars to be, . 
faid within himfelf, " This, indeed, is really in- . 
chantment ; but what my mailer takes for it, is no 
fuch matter: what have thefe miferable wretches 
done to be fcourged in this manner ? and, I wonder, . 
how the devil that Angle man, who (kips up and 
down, piping and whittling, dares whip and flog fo 
many people ! now, on my confcience, I believe this 
is hell itfelf, or purgatory at leaft !" 

Don Quixote perceiving with what attention the 
fquire obferved every circumftance, u Friend Sancho, 
faid he, with what facility and difpatch might you 
now, if you pleafe, ftrip yourfelf from the middle 
upwards, and taking your place among thefe gen- 
tlemen, 
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tlemen, finHh at once the difinchantment of Dul- 
cinea; for amidft the diftrcfrof fo much good com- 
pany, you would hardly be fenfible of bodily pain; 
and wno knows, but tne fage Merlin would reckon 
eacn of thcfe ftripes, which are bellowed with good- 
will, equivalent to ten of thofe, which at the long-run 
Jou muft receive from your own hand." The general 
ad juft opened his mouth to inquire about the 
nature of this flagellation and Dulcinea's difinchant- 
ment, when a mariner came and told him, that the 
fort of Mutijuy had made fignal of a rowing bark 
upon the coaft to the weftward. He no fooner re- 
ceived this intelligence, than advancing into a gang- 
way, "Pull away, my lads, cried he, let not this 
Corfair brigantine efcape ; for certainly fhe muft be a 
veflel belonging to Algiers, which the caftle has dis- 
covered." 

The other three gallies ranging along-fide of the 
admiral to receive orders, the general directed that 
two of them ftiould (land out to fea, and the other 
keep along (hore, fo that the Algerine fhould not 
efcape. The flaves immediately began to ply their 
oars, which impelled the gallies with fuch volocity, 
that they feemed to fly ; while the two that put to 
fea, at the diftance of two miles, difcovered a bark, 
which from the view, they judged to have fourteen 
or fifteen banks, and their conje&ure was right. 
This veflel no fooner defcried the gallies, than flic 
made the beft of her way, in hope of being able to 
efcape by her nimblenefs ; but ftc was baffled in this 
expe&ation ; for the admiral being one of the fwifteft 
gallies that ever failed, came up with her apace, and 
die captain of the brigantine perceiving plainly that 
he could not efcape, defired the rowers to quit their 
oars and ftrike, that he might not, by his obftinacy, 
incenfe the officer who commanded the gallies : but 
fate, which condu&ed their affairs in another man* 
ncr, ordained, that even after the admiral was within 

hearing, 
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hearing, and ordered them to ftrike, two Toraquis, 
that is, a couple of drunken Turks, belonging to the 
brigantine, difcharged two firelocks, which killed as. 
many foldiers who chanecjl to be in the head of the 
galley : an incident which was no fooner perceived by 
the general, than, he fwere he would not leave one 
perfon alive in the brigantrne, which he ordered his 
people to beard with all expedition ; rtevertheiefs* ihe, 
for the prefent, efcaped under the oars, and the. galley 
had fuch way, that fhe (hot a-head to a good diftance, 
fo that the people on board the chace, feeing them- 
felves in danger of being deftroyed, hoifted their 
fails and put before the wind, while the. galley tacked 
and purfued with all her force of canvas and of oars. 
The diligence and dexterity of the Algerines did 
not turn out fo much to their advantage, as their 
prefumption conduced to their prejudice; for, the 
admiral running along-fide, grappled with the bri- 
gantine, and took the whole crew prifoners. The 
other two gallies came up, and all returned with 
the prize to the road, while a great concourfe of 
people flood on the beach, to fee the contents of the 
(hip they had taken. The general anchored elofe 
by the (bore, and underftartding the viceroy of the 
city was among the fpe&ators, he ordered tne barge, 
to be hoifted out to fetch him on board, and com* 
manded the yard to be lowered for the convenience 
of hanging the mailer of the brigantine, and the 
other Turks he had taken, to the number of thirty- 
fix, all ftout young fellows, and moftry Turkiih 
mufqueteers. When Ke afked, who commanded the 
brigantine, one of the prifoners, who was afterwards 
known to be a SpanHh renegado, anfwered^in CaftU 
lian, " That there young man is our matter 5" point- 
ing to one of the moft beautiful and genteel youths 
that human imagination can conceive, whofe age to 
all appearance was .under twenty." " 111 advifed 
dog, faid the general, what induced thee to kill my 

fol- 
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foldiers, when thou faweft it was impoffible to efcapc ? 
Is that the refpe£k which is due to admiral-galleys ? 
Doft thou not know, that raihnefs is not valour, and 
that doubtful hopes ought to make man refolute, but 
not defperate ?' 

The Moor was about to reply, but the general 
could not at that time * hear his anfwer, becaufe he 
was obliged to go and receive the viceroy, who had 
juft entered the galley, with feme of his own fer- 
vants, and a few other perfons. " General, faid this 
nobleman, you have % had a fine chace." €€ Ay, fo 
fine, replied the other, that your excellency ftiall fet 
it prefently hoifted up at the yard-arm." " For what 
reafon ?" faid the viceroy. " I mean, the matter of 
the brigantine and his crew, anfwered the commo- 
dore, who have, againft all law, reafon, and cuftom 
of war, killed two of the beft foldiers that ever ferved 
on board ; fo that I have fworn to hang all the pri« 
foners, especially this youth who was their captain,* 
pointing to the handfome Moor, who, by this time, 
waited for execution with his hands tied, and a rope 
about his neck. 

The viceroy, furveymg this unhappy prifoner, 
whofe beauty, genteel mien, and humility, ferved him 
inftead of a recommendation, was feized with the 
defire of faving his life, and approaching him; 
" Tell me, corfair, faid he, art thou a Turk, Moor, 
or Renegado ?" To this queftion the youth anfwered, 
in the Caftilian tongue, " I am neither Turk, Moor, 
nor Renegado." u Then what art thou ?" refumed 
the viceroy. M A chriftian woman," replied the cap- 
tive. M A chriftian woman, cried the viceroy, in 
fuch drefc and fituation ! this is a circumftance mpre 
worthy of admiration than of credit." <c Gentlemen, 
faid the youth, be fo good as to fufpend my execution, 
until I (hall have recounted the particulars of my 
(lory i and thatfmall delay will not much retard the 
accomplifhment of your revenge." What heart 
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could be fo obdurate as not to relent at thi$ addrefs ; 
fo far, at leaft r as to hear the (lory of the affli&ea 1 
youth? The general, accordingly, told him he 
might proceed with his relation, but, by no means, 
. expecl: pardon for the crime of which he was con-' 
viewed. With this permiffion, he. began in thefe 
terms: 

€€ I was born of that nation,, more unfortunate 
than wife, which hath been lately overwhelmed by a 
fea of trouble: in other words, my parents were 
Moors, and in the torrent of their misfortune, I was 
carried by two uncles into Barbary, notwithftandkig 
my profeffing myfelf a chriftian ; not one of thote 
impoftors, who are fo only in appearance, but a true 
and faithful Roman catholic. This declaration did 
not avail me with thofe who had the charge of our 
miferable expulfion ; nor was it believed by my 
uncles, who, on the contrary, fuppofing it no more 
than a lie, and expedient, by which I thought to 
obtain permiffion to remain in my native country, 
hurried me along T/vith them in a forcible manner. 
My mother was a chriftian, and my father a prudent 
man, of the fame religion : I fucked in the catholic 
faith when an infant at the breaft, and was trained 
up in the ways of virtue ; nor do I think I have 
ever given the feafi marks of Mahometanifm, either in 
word or deed. In equal pace with my virtue (for I 
really think my life was virtuous^ my beauty, fuch.as 
It is, hath ever walked ; and notwithstanding the 
extraordinary referve in which I lived, concealed 
from public view, it was my fate to be /een by a, 
young cavalier, called Don Gregorio, eldeft fon o£ 
a gentleman who had an eftate in our neighbour- 
hood. H6w he became defperafely enamoured of 
me, and how I grew fond of him to diftra&ion* it 
would be tedious to relate, confidering my prefent 
fituation, ftanding as I am, with the fatal cord be- 
tween my tongue arid throat : I (hall therefore only 
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obferve, that Don Gregorio refolved to accompany 
me in my exile, and actually mingled with thofc 
Moors who joined us in different places, without be- 
ing difcovered 5 for he fpoke the language perfectly 
well. Nay, in the courfe of our voyage, he infinuated 
himfelf into the friendfliip of my two uncles, with 
whom I travelled ; for my father, who was a man 
of prudence and forefight, no foorier heard the firft 
mandate for our expulfion than he went abroad to 
foreign kingdoms, in queft of an afylum for his family, 
leaving a large quantity of pearls, valuable jewels, 
with fome money in cruzadoes, and doubloons of 
gold, concealed and interred in a certain place, to 
which I alone was privy ; and laying ftrong injunc- 
tions upon me to avoid touching this treafure, in cafe . 
we fhould be exiled before his return. I obeyed his 
commands in this particular, and, as I have already 
obferved, fet fail with my uncles, relations, and 
friends for Barbary ; and the place in which we fet- 
tled was Algiers, whereas we might as well have 
taken up our habitation in hell itfelf. The king 
hearing of my beauty, and the report of my wealth, 
which was partly fortunate for my defigns, ordered 
me to be brought before him, and afked from what 
part of Spain I had come, and what money and 
jewels I had brought to Barbary ? I told him the 
place of my nativity, and gave him to underitand 
that the money and jewels were buried under ground: 
but that I fhould eafily recover the whole hoard, 
provided I could return alone for that purpofe. This 
information I gave, that he might be more blinded 
by his own avarice than by my beauty : but, during 
the converfation, a perfon told him that I was ac- 
companied 'in my voyage by one of the mod beau- 
tiful and genteel youths that ever was feen. I im- 
mediately underftood, that this was no other than 
Don Gafpar Gregorio, whofe beauty far exceeds the 
faireft that ever was extolled} and was exceedingly 

afflifted

affli&ed at the profpeft of danger to which t;he dear 
youth might be expofed ; for, among thofe barbarous 
Turks, a boy or handfome youth is. more prised 
and efteemed than any woman, let her be never fo 
beaii*lfuh 

<c v Xhe king forthwith ordered his people to bring 
Don Gregorio into his prefence, and in the mean 
time afked me if his perfon a&ually cprrefponded 
with this report ? ,Then I, as if infpired by heaven, 
anfwered in the affirmative, though at the fame time I 
aflured him, it was no youth, but a woman like my- 
felf 5 and begged leave to go and drefs her in her 
natural attire, which would fliew her beauty to the 
beft advantage, and enable her to appear in his pre- 
fence in lefs confufion. He faid I might go, in 
good time, and that fome other day he would con- 
cert meafures for my return into Spain, to bring off 
the hidden treafure. Thus difmifled, I went and ex- 
plained to Don Gafpar the rifque he would run in 
appearing as a man, and dreffing him in the habit 
of a Moorifh woman, accompanied him that fame 
evening to the prefence of the king, who was feized 
with admiration at the fight of her beauty, and re*, 
folved to keep her for a prefent to the Grand Signior. 
In order to avoid the danger to which this young crea- 
ture "might be expofed in his feraglio, from his own 
inordinate defires, he ordered her to be lodged, 
quartered, and attended in the houfe of fome Moorifh 
ladies, whither (he was immediately conveyed ; and 
what we both felt at parting, for I cannot deny that 
I love him tenderly, I leave to the confideration o£ 
lovers who have experienced fuch a cruel feparation. 

" The king afterwards contrived a fcheme for mjr 
returning to Spain in this brigantine, accompanied 
by two native Turks, the very perfons who killed 
your foldiers, and that Spanifh renegado, pointing to 
him who fpoke firft, who I know is a chriftian in his 
heart, and is much more defirous of remaining in 
M 2 Spain 
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Spain than of returning to Barbary ; the reft of the 
crew are Moors and Turks, whom we engaged as 
rowers. The two infolent and rapacious Turks, 
without minding the order they received, to land the 
renegado and me in the habit of chriftians, «with 
which we were provided, on the firft part of Spain 
they could make, refolved previously to fcour the 
coaft, with a view to take prizes, fearing that (hotild 
they fet us on fhore beforehand, we might meet 
with fome accident which would oblige us to disco- 
ver that there was a corfair on the coaft, and they of 
confequence run the rifk of being taken by the galleys. 
At night we defcried this road, though we did not per- 
ceive the four galleys, and being difcovered, were 
taken as you fee* In a word, Don Gregorio remains 
in the habit of a woman among the Moorifh ladies, 
at the imminent hazard of his life, and here I ftand 
fettered and manacled, in expectation, or rather in 
fear of lofing that exiftenee of which I am already 
tired. This, fignof, is the end of my lamentable 
ftory, which is equally true and unfortunate ; and all 
i beg of you is, that I may die like a chriftian, feeing** 
as I have already obferved, I have in no fhape been 
guilty of the fault which hath been charged upon our 
unhappy nation !" 

So laying, fee ftood filent, her lovely eyes impreg- 
nated with tears, which few of the fpie&ators could 
behold unmoved 5 and the viceroy, whofe difpofition 
was humane and companionate, unable to fpeak, ad- 
vanced to the place, and with his own hands releafed 
thofe of the beautiful Moor. 

While this chriftian Moor related her peregrina- 
tions, an ancient pilgrim who had followed the vice- 
roy into the galley, kept his eyes clofe fixed upon' 
ker countenance, and her ftory was no foonet fini&ed 
than he threw himfelf at her feet, which he bathed 
with his tears, while in accents interrupted with a 
thoufand fighs and groans, he exclaimed, " O, Anna 
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Felix! my unhappy daughter ! I am thy father Ricote, 
who have returned in fearch of thee to Spain, becaufe 
I could not live without thee, who are dear to mj 
ajfefaon even as my own foul." 

At thefe words Sancho opened his eyes, and f aifed 
his head, which he had hitherto hung in manifeft 
defpondence, refle&ing upon the difgrace of his flying 
adventure* and looking at the pilgrim, recognized 
that fame Ricote whom he had encountered the 
very day on which he quitted his government : he 
Ukewife recollected the features of his daughter, who 
being by this time unbound, mingled her tears with 
thofe of her father, whom (he tenderly embraced ^ 
and then the old man addreffing himfelf to the vice- 
roy and general, " My lords, faid he, this is my 
daughter, not fo. happy in the incidents of her life, 
as in her name, which is. Anna Felix, with the ad- 
dition of Ricote, as famous for her beauty as fop 
her father's wealth. I left my country in queflr 
of a place where we fhould be received and hofpi- 
tably entertained j .and having found fuch an afylunt 
m Germany, I returned as a pilgrim in the coni- 
pany of fome people of that nation, hoping to findT 
my daughter, and fetch away the wealth which I had 
buried in the earth: my daughter was gone, but I 
recovered my hoard, which is in my pofl'effion ; and 
now by this ftrange viciflitude which you have feen, I 
have retrieved that treafure which is the chief object of 
my affection, I mean my beloved daughter. If our in- 
nocence and mutual tears can have influence enough 
upon your integrity and juftice, to open the gates of 
mercy, O let it prevail in favour of us who never of- 
fended you even in thought, nor in any fhape corre- 
fponding with, the defigns of our people, who have been 
juftly expelled." Here Sancho interpofing, « I am 
very well acquainted with Ricote, faid he, and know 
all he has faid about his daughter Anna Felix to be 
true; but with refpeel: to that other traih of hi* 
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comings and goings, and his good or evil defigns, I 
neither meddle nor make." Every perfon prefent ex- 
prefled admiration at this ftrange incident; and the 
general turning to the daughter, " Every tear you let 
fall, faid he, confpires in preventing the performance 
of my .oath. Live, beauteous Anna Felix, the term 
of your life prefcribed by heaven ; and let thofe in- 
(blent and prefumptuous wretches fuffer punifhment 
for the crimes they have committed." 

So faying, he ordered the two Turks, who had 
killed his foldiers, to be hanged at the yard's arm ; 
but the viceroy earneftly entreated him to fpa're their 
lives, as their crime was rather the effeft of madnefs 
than of preconceived defign. The general granted 
his requeft, efpecially as he did not think it commend- 
able to execute revenge in cold blood. 

Then they began to contrive fome method for ex- 
tricating Don Gafpar Gregorio from the danger in 
which he was involved j and Ricote offered to the 
value of ' above two thoufand ducats, which he had 
about him in pearls and jewels, to any perfon who 
could effedfc his deliverance. Many fchemes were 
proje&ed ; but none of them feemed fo fenfible as 
that which was prefented by the fore-mentioned 
Spaniih renegado, who offered to return to Algiers 
in fome fmall bark of about fix banks, manned with 
chriftians, as he knew where, how, and when he 
might land with fafety, and was well acquainted 
with the houfe in which Don Gafpar remained. The 
general and the viceroy were dubious of the rene- 
gado, and fcrupled to truft him with the command 
of chriftian rowers ; but Anna Felix was fatisfied of 
his integrity, and her father faid he would engage to 
ranfom them, (hould they chance to be taken and en- 
flaved. 

Matters being fettled on this footing, the viceroy 
went afhore, after having laid ftrong injundions on 
©on Antonio Moreno, who had invited the Moorifh 
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beauty and her father to his houfe, to make much of 
his guefts, and command whatever his own palace 
could afford for their entertainment. Such was the 
charity and benevolence which Anna's beauty had in- 
fufed into his heart ! 

CHAP. XII. 

Giving the detail of an adventure which gave Don 
Quixote more mortification than he had received 
from all the misfortunes which had hitherto bc- 
. fallen him. 

"T\ON Antonio's lady, as the hiftory relates, was 
** extremely plea fed at fight of Anna Felix, whom 
fte received with great cordiality, equally enamoured 
of her beauty and difcretion> for, indeed, the Moor . 
excelled in both 5 and here (he was vifited by all the 
people of fafliion in town, as if by toll of bell. As for 
Don Quixote, he gave Antonio to underftand, that, 
in his opinion, the plan they had formed for the de- 
liverance of Don Gregorio was more dangerous than 
expedient ; and that it would be much more effe£tual 
to fet him on fhore in Barbary, with his arms ani^ 
horfe 5 in which cafe he would bring home the young 
gentleman in defpight of the whole Mooriih race, as 
heretofore Don Gayferos had delivered his wifeMe- 
lifandra. Sancho nearing this propofal, " Confider, 
faid he, that fignor Don Gayferos delivered his wife 
from captivity on the main land, and carried her off* 
to France through the high road ; but, in this cafe, 
even granting we fhould have the good luck to re- 
leafe Don Gregorio from his confinement, we (hall 
not be able to convey him hither to Spain, becaufe 
the fea is between us and Barbary." " There's a 
remedy for all things but death, replied the knight : 
for, if there is a bark by the (hore, we can go aboard, 
in oppofition to the whole univerfe." " Your wor- 
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(hip defcribes it a very eafy matter, faid the fquire : 
but between Said and Done a long Tace may be run : 
and, for my part, I would ftick to the offer of the 
renegado, who feems to be a very honeft perfon, and 
a man of compaffionate bowels." . Don Antonio faid, 
that if the renegado fhould fail in his undertaking, 
they would certainly find fome mean? for tranfporting 
thfc great Don Quixote to Barbary ; and in two days 
the renegado departed in a light bark with fix oars on 
a fide, manned with a crew of approved valour. In 
two, days after her departure the galleys likewife fet 
fail for the Levant, after the general had. begged and 
obtained the viceroy's promife to let him know the 
fuccefs.of the fcheme they had contrived for the de- 
liverance of Don Gregorio, together with the fate of 
the lovely Anna Felix. 

One morning, Don Quixote rode forth upon the 
ftrand, completely armed; for he often, obferved, 
arms were his ornaments, and fighting his diverfion, 
and* he never cared to appear in any other dre ( fs; 
and 9$ he pranced along, he faw coming towards 
him, a knight, likewife annea cap-a,-pie, having a 
full rnoori painted qn his fhield. This apparition 
was no fooner within hearing, than he addrefled his 
dlfcourfe to Don Quixote, pronouncing aloud, €( . Re- 
nowned cavalier, never enough applauded. Don Quix- 
ote de la Mancha ! I the knight of the white moon, 
whofe unheard-of exploits may peradventure recall 
him to your remembrance, am come with hoftile 
intent to prove the. force of thine arm > to convince 
and compel thee to own that my miftrefs, whofoever 
fhe is, exceeds in beauty thy Dulcinea del Tobofo, 
beyond all comparifon : which truth if thou wilt 
fairly and fully confefs, thou wilt avoid thy own 
cfcath, and fpare me the trouble of being thy exe- 
cutioner ; but fhouldft thou prefume to engage with 
me in fingle combat, and be overcome, all the fatif- 
f?ttion I, demand is^ that thou wilt lay afide thine 
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rams, defift from travelling in queft of adventures* 
and, quitting the field, retire to thine own habitation, 
where thou fhalt continue a whole year, without 
drawing a-fword, in comfortable peace and profitable 
tranquillity, which may tend to the augmentation of 
thy fortune, and the falvation of thy precious fouL 
On the other hand, if it be my fate to be vanquifhed* 
my life fhall exift at thy difcretion ; thine fhall be 
the fpoils of all my arms and horfe, and to thee fhall 
be transferred all the fame of my achievements. Con- 
fider which of thefe alternatives thou wiltchufe, and 
anfwer me on the fpot ; for, on this very day, the 
affair muft be difpatched and determined." 

Don Quixote was aftonifhed and confounded, as 
well at the arrogance of the knight of the white 
moon, as at the caufe of his defiance ; - and, after a 
fhort paufe of recollection, replied with' a folemnc 
tone, and countenance fevere, " Sir knight of the 
white moon, whofe exploits have not as yet reached 
mine ear, I d&re fay you have never feen the illuftrioua 
Dulcinea; for^ had you enjoyed that happinefs, I 
know you would not have dreamed of making fuch a 
raflb demand : one glimpfe of her would have .un- 
deceived you perfe&ly, and plainly demonftrated* 
that there never was, or will be, beauty comparable 
to that which (he pofleflesi I, therefore, without 
giving you the lie> but only affirming that you are 
egregioufly miftaken, accept of your defiance on the 
conditions you have propofed, and will fight youv 
forthwith before the day you have pitched upon fhall 
be elapfed ; with this exception, however, that I will 
by no means adopt the fame of your exploits : be- 
caufe, I know not how, where* or wherefore, they 
were atchievedj and am content with my own, fuch 
as they are : choofe your ground, therefore, and Jl 
will take my fhare of the field 5 and x Let St.. Peter 
bkft what God fhall beftow." 
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The knight of the white moon being difcovered 
from the city, and feen talking with Don Quixote, 
notice was given to the viceroy, who, fuppofing it 
was fome new adventure contrived by Don Antonio 
Moreno, or fome other gentleman of the town, went 
down to the ftrand, accompanied by the faid Don 
Antonio and a number of other cavaliers, and reach- 
ed the fpot juft as Don Quixote wheeled about on 
Rozinante to meafure his diftance. Seeing both 
parties ready for returning to the encounter, he placed 
himfelf in the middle between them, and demanded 
the caufe that induced them fo fuddenly to engage 
in fingle combat. The knight of the white moon 
anfwered, that it was the precedency of beauty, and 
briefly repeated his propofal to Don Quixote, with 
the mutual acceptation of the conditions propofed. 
Then the viceroy taking Don Antonio afide, afked if 
he knew this knight of the white moon 5 and if this 
was a joke which he intended to perpetrate upon 
' Don Quixote ? Don Antonio aflured him that he 
knew not the ftranger, nor could guefs whether the 
challenge was given in jeft or earneft. He was a 
little perplexed, and dubious whether or not he (hould 
allow the battle to be fought ; but, as he could not 
conceive it to be any thing elfe than a preconcerted 
joke, he retired, faying, Valianf knights, feeing there 
is no other remedy, but you mull confefs or die ; and 
fignor Don Quixote perfifts in denying what you of 
the white moon prefume- to affirm, I leave you to 
your fate, and God (land by the righteous." 

The ftranger, in very polite terms, and well felecV 
ed phrafe, . thanked the viceroy for the permiffion he 
, had granted : and his example was, in this particular, 
followed by Don Quixote, who, having recommended 
himfelf heartily to Heaven and his Dulcinea, accord- 
ing to his ufual praftice when he engaged in any 
combat, turned about to take a little more ground, in 
imijatioji of his antagonift j then, without receiving 
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a fignal for engaging, either by found of trumpet, or 
any other inftrument, both parties wheeled about at 
the fame inftant. The knight of the white moon 
having the fleeter horfe, coming up with his adverfary, 
before this laft had run one third of his career, lifted 
up his lance, purpofely, that he might not wound 
Don Quixote, whom, however, he encountered with 
fuch an irrefiftible fhock, that both he and Rozi- 
nante came to the ground with a very dangerous 
fall : the vidtor inftantly fprung upon him, and clap- 
ping his lance to his vizor, " Knight, faid he, you 
are vanquiihed and a dead man, unlefs you acknow- 
ledge the terms of the defiance." To this addrefs 
the battered and aftoniflied Don Quixote, without 
lifting up his beaver, replied in a languidr tone, and 
feeble voice, that feemed to iflue from a tomb, 
«« Dulcinea del Tobofo is the moft beautiful woman 
in the world, and I the moft unfortunate knight on 
earth ; and, as it is not reafonable that my weak- 
nefs fhould difcredit this truth, make ufe of your 
weapon, knight, and inftantly deprive me of life, as 
you have already divefted me of honour." " By no 
means, faid he of the white moon : let the fame of 
my lady Dulcinea's beauty flourifh in full perfection \ 
all the fatisfa&ion I alk is, that the great Don Quixote 
fhall retire to his own houfe, and there abide for the 
fpace of one year, or during the term which I {hall 
prefcribe, according to the articles agreed upon be- 
fore we engaged." This whole dialogue.was over- 
heard by the viceroy, Don Antonio, and a number 
of other people who were prefent, and they were alfo 
ear-witnefles of the anfwer made by Don Quixote, 
who faid, that as the vi&or had demanded nothing to ,. 
the prejudice of Dulcinea, he would comply with his 
propofal like a true and punctual knight. 

He of the white moon hearing his declaration, 

turning his horfe, and bowing courteously to the 

viceroy, entered the city at a half gallop, whither 
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he was followed by Don Antonio, at the defirc of 
the viceroy, who entreated him to make inquiry, and 
obtain fatisfa£tory information concerning this ro- 
mantic ftranger. In the mean time, they raifed up 
Don Quixote ; and, uncovering his face, found him 
pale as death, and his forehead bedewed with cold 
fweat, while Rozinante lay motionlefs, from the rough 
treatment he had received. As for Sancho, he was 
fo overwhelmed with forrow and vexation, thatie 
knew not what to fay or da; that unlucky incident 
ftemed to be a dream, and he looked upon the whole 
fe'ene as . a matter of enchantment. Seeing his lord 
and mailer overcome, and obliged to lay afide his 
arms for the fpace of a whole year, he imagined the 
fplenuor of his exploits was eclipfed, and all thofe 
fair hopes, produced from his late promife, difperfed 
* in the air, as fmoak is diflipated by the wind : in a 
word, he was afraid that Rozinante was maimed for 
ever, and his mailer's bones diflocated, and even 
thought it would be a great mercy if he was not in a 
worfe condition. 

Finally, the viceroy ordered his people to bring a 
fedan, in which the knight was carried to the city, 
accompanied by that nobleman, who longed very 
much to know who this knight of the white moon 
was, by whom Don Quixote had been left in • fuch a 
cruel dilemma, 

CHAP. XIII. 

Which difcovers who the knight of the white moon 
was, and gives an account of the deliverance of 
Don Gregorio, with other incidents. 

DON Antonio Moreno followed the knight of 
the white moon, who was alfo accompanied, 
and even perfecuted by a number of boys, until they 
had houfed him in one of the city inns, which was, 
at the fame time, entered by Don Antonio, who 
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burned with impatience to know what he was 5 an4> 
without ceremony, intruded himfelf into the apart- 
ment to which the ftranger retired, with his fquire, 
to 'be unarmed. He of the white moon, per- 
ceiving how much the gentleman's curiofity was in- 
flamed, and that he was refolved to ftick clofe by 
him until hefhould be fatisfied, " Signor, faid he, 
I am not ignorant that you are come hither on pur- 
pofe to know who I am ; and, as there is no reafon 
w,hy I fliould refufe you that fatisfa&ion, I will, while 
my fervant is. employed in taking off my armqur, ex- 
plain the whole myftery, without the leaft refcrve. 
You muft know, then, fignor, that I am called the 
batchelor Sampfon Carrafco, a townfman's of .Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, whofe madnefs and extrava- 
gance has given great concern to all his acquaint- 
ance, and to me in ^particular. Believing that his 
recovery would depend upon his living quietly at his 
own habitation, I projected a fcheme for compelling 
him to ftay at home ; and, about three months ago s 
fallied forth upon the highway, as a knight- errant, 
afluming the appellation of the knight of the mir- 
rours, fully refolved to engage and vanquiih Don 
Quixote, without hurting him dangeroufly, after 
I Ihould have eftablifhed, as the condition of our 
combat, that % the vanquished Should be at the, dis- 
cretion of the vi£tor : and, as I deemed him already 
conquered, my intention was to demand that he 
£hou Id return to his own houfe^ from which he fhould 
not ftir for the fpace of one year, in which time I 
hoped his cure might be effected. But fate ordained 
things in another manner : I was conquered and 
overthrown, and my defign entirely fruftrated ; he 
proceeded in que'il of new adventures, and I returned 
vanquished, afhamed, and forely bruifed by the dan- 
gerous fall I had fuftained in battle : neverthelefs, I 
did not lay afide the defign of returning in queft of 
him to overthrow him in my turn, and you have, this 

day, 
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day, feen my intention fucceed ; for he is fo punctual 
in obferving the ordinances of chivalry, that he will, 
doubtlefs, perform his promife in complying with my 
demand. This, fignor, is an account of the whole 
affair ; nor have I omitted one circumftaiice ; and I 
beg you will not difcover and difclofe to Don Quixote 
who I am, that my chriftian intention may take ef- 
fect, and the poor gentleman retrieve his judgment, 
which would be altogether excellent, were he once 
abandoned by thofe mad notions of chivalry." " God 
forgive you, fignor, cried Don Antonio, for the in- 
jury you have done the world, in feeking to reftore 
to his fenfes the moft agreeable madman that ever 
lived ! Do not you perceive, fignor, that the benefit 
refulting from the cure of Don Quixote will never 
counterbalance the pleafure produced by his extrava- 
gances ? But, I imagine, all the care and induftry 
of fignor batchelor will hardly be fufficient to effect 
the recovery of a man who is fo thoroughly mad, 
• and, if it was no breach of charity, I would, fay, May 
Don Quixote never be cured ; for, in his recovery, 
we not only lofe his own diverting flights, but alfo 
thofe of his fquire Sancho Panza ; and any of thefe 
conceits are fuch as might convert melancholy her- 
felf into merriment and laughter : neverthelefs, I 
fliall put a feal upon my lips, and fay nothing, that 
I v may fee whether or not I fhall judge aright, in 
fuppofing that the diligence of fignor Carrafco will 
not anfwer his expectation." The batchelor an- 
fwered, that all things confidered, the bufmefs was 
already in a fair way, and, he did not doubt, would 
be blefled with a profperous iflue. Don Antonio 
having made a tender of his fervices- "and taken 
his leave, Sampfon ordered his arms to be f aliened 
upon a mule ; then mounting the horfe on which he 
engaged Don Quixote, he quitted the city that fame 
day, on his return to his own country, in which he 
arrived without having met with any incident worthy 

5* 
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of being recorded in this authentic hiftory. Don An- 
tonio made the viceroy acquainted with all the parti- 
culars he had learned from Carrafco, which afforded 
no great pleafure to that nobleman, as the retire- 
ment of Don Quixote, would deftroy all that enter- 
tainment enjoyed by thofe who had the opportunity of 
obferving his madnefs. 

Six whole days did Don Quixote lie a-bed, pen- 
five, melancholy, mauled, and meagre, revolving in 
his imagination, and meditating inceflantly on the 
unfortunate incident of his overthrow 5 notwithftand- 
^ng the confolations of Sancho, who, among other 
arguments of comfort, exhorted his worfliip to hold 
up his head, and difpel his forrow, if poffible. 
«« Your worlhip, faid he, has reafon to thank God, 
that, though you are overthrown, your ribs are ftill 
whole : you know that, in thofe matters, we muft take 
as well as give ; and where there are hooks we do not 
always find bacon. A fig for the phyfician, feeing we 
do not want his help in the cure of this diftemper : 
let us return to our habitation, arid leave off travel- 
ling about in queft of adventures, through lands and 
countries unknown : nay, if we rightly confider the 
cafe, I am the greateft lofer, though your worfhip is the 
moft roughly handled ; for, though when I quitted the 
government, I, likewife, quitted all thought of go- 
verning, I did not give up the defire of being a count, 
which will never be fulfilled if your worlhip ihould 
renounce your defign of being a king, and quit the 
exercife of chivalry j in that cafe all my hopes muft 
vanifh into fmoke." «• Peace, Sancho, faid the dif- 
confolate knight 5 the term of my penance and retire- 
ment will not exceed a year, at the end of which I 
will retire to the honourable duties of my profefiion, 
and then we {hall find kingdoms to conquer and 
countfhips to beftow." " The Lord give ear, and 
my fin never hear ! cried Sancho : and I have always 

heard 
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heard it faid, that righteous hope is better than unjuft 
poffeflion. 

Their converfation was interrupted by Don Anto- 
nio, who, entering the apartment with marks of hv 
finite fatisfa£Hon, exclaimed, " Moijey for my good 
news, fignor Don Quixote-: Don Gregoxio, and the 
renegado who undertook his deliverance, are now in 
the road — in the road ! they are, by this time, in 
the viceroy's palace, and will be here in an inftant." 
The knight was a little revived by thefe tiding©, and 
replied, " In truth, I was going to fay, I mould have 
been glad to hear that the fchetne had not fucceeded, 
fo that I mould have been obliged to- crofs over into 
Barbary, where I would, by the ftrength of my arm, 
have given liberty not • only to Don Gregorio, but 
alfo to all the chriftian captives in Algiers — but, what 
am I faying, miferable caitiff? am not I vanquished? 
am not I overthrown ? am not- 1 excluded from the 
exercife of arms for the fpace of a whole year ? 
wherefore theft promife what I cannot perform? 
wherefore" 1 praife my own valour, when I am fitter 
for handling a diftafF than for wielding a fword ? w 
u No more of that, good fignor,- replied the fquire : 
Let the hen live, though (he has the pip : To-day for 
thee, and to-morrow for me : as to thofe matters of 
encounters and dry baftings, they are not to be 
minded : for, he that falls to-day may rife to-morrow* 
if he does not chufe to lie a-bedj I mean, if he 
does not chufe to defpair, without endeavouring to 
recover freih fpirita for freih adventures. Get up, 
therefore, I befeech your wcrfhip* and receive Don 
Gregorio ; for the people are in fueh an uproar, that, 
by this time, he* muft be in the houfe." 

This was really the cafe : Don Gregorio and the 
renegado having given the viceroy an account of the 
voyage and fuccefs of the undertaking, the young 
gentleman, impatient to fee his dear Anm Felix, 
was come with his deliverer to the houfe of Don An- 
tonio \ 
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tonio } and, although Don Grcgorio was in women's 
apparel when they delivered him from Algiers, he had\ 
exchanged it in the veflel with another captive by 
whom he was accompanied ; but, in any drefs, whatfo- 
ever, his appearance, was fuch as commanded friend- 
fliip, fervice, and efteem ; for he was exceedingly 
beautiful, and feemingly not above fevcnteen or 
eighteen years of age. Ricote and his daughter went 
forth to receive him, the father, with tears of joy, and 
Anna' with the moft mpdeft deportment; nor did 
this fair couple embrace one another; for where 
genuine love prevails, fuch freed boa of behaviour is. 
feldom, indulged. The beauty of Don Grqgorio and 
his miftrefc excited the admiration, of all the fpec- 
tators ; while filenee fpoke for the lovers themfelves^ 
and their eyes, performing the office of the tongue, 
difclofed the joy of their virtuous thoughts. The 
renegade recounted, the ftratagen* and means he had 
ufed for the deliverance 9/ the youth, who, likewife, 
ejitertained the company with a detail of the dangers, 
and diftrefles to which he was expofed among the wo^ 
men vyith ^hona, he had been left; and this, tafk he,, 
performed, not with diflFufed prolixity, but in elegant 
and concife terms, which plainly, proved that his dif-. 
cxetion far exceeded his years. Finally, Ricote liberally 
rewarded the rowers and the renegado, who reunited 
and reincorporated himfelf with the church, and, from 
a rotten member* became fair and found, by dint of 
mortification and fincere repentance* 

Two days after the arrival of Don Gregorio, the. 
viceroy confulted with Don Antonio about the means, 
of obtaining permiffion for Anna Felix and her father 
to refide in Spain, as they were perfuaded that no in-, 
convenience could arife from fuch indulgence to a 
daughter who was fo perfectly a chriftian, and a fa- 
ther fo iighteouily difpofed. Don Antonio offered 
to negociate this ajFair at court, whither he was pref- 
fingly called by his own occafions; obferving, diat 
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by dint of interefts and prefents many difficulties arc 
removed. Ricote, who was prefent at this converfation, 
faid, " There is nothing to be hoped from favour or 
prefents ; neither tears, entreaties, promifes, nor pre- 
fents will avail with the great Don Bernandino de Ve- 
lafco, count de Selaza, to whom his majefty has entruft- 
ed the charge of our expulfion : for, although he really 
tempers juftice with mercy, as he perceives the whole 
body of our nation contaminated and gangrened, he 
applied the a&ual cautery inftead of the mollifying 
ointment ; fo that, by his diligence, prudence, faga- 
city, and terrifying threats, he has fuftained upon 
his able moulders the weight of that vaft projeft 
which he has fucccfsfully put in execution, without 
fuffering his Argus eyes, which are always alert r to 
be blinded by all our induftry, ftratagem, fraud, and 
felicitation. He is refolved that none of our people 
(hall remain concealed, left, like an hidden root, they 
may hereafter bud and bring forth fruit which may 
be poifonous to Spain, already cleanfed and de- 
livered from thofe fears that rofe from the prodi- 
gious number of Moors: an heroic refolution of the 
great Philip III. who has, at the fame time, difplay- 
ed the mod confummate wifdom, in committing the 
execution of the fcheme to the courage and ability 
of Don Bernandino de Velafco." " Neverthelefs, 
faid Don Antonio, I will, while at court, ufe all pof- 
fiblc means in your behalf, and leave the determi- 
nation to Heaven : Don Gregorio fhall go along with 
me, and confole his parents for the grief they have 
differed from his abfence : Anna Felix fhall ftay with 
my wife, or be boarded in a monaftery ; and, I know, 
my lord viceroy will be pleafed ,to lodge honeft Ricote 
until we (hall fee the iflue of my negotiation." The 
viceroy agreed to every circumftance of the propofal 5 
but Don Gregorio, being informed of the fcheme, 
declared he neither could nor would leave his charm- 
ing Anna Felix. At length, however, he aflented 
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to the propofal, refolving to go and vifit his parents, 
with whom he would concert meafures for returning 
to fetch away his miftrefs } fo that Anna Felix re- 
mained with Don Antonio's lady, and Ricote ftayed 
in the viceroy's palace* 

The hour of Antonio's departure arrived, and, in 
two days, was followed by that of Don Quixote, whofe 
fall would not permit him to travel before that time. 
The parting of the lovers was attended with weeping, 
lighing, fobbing, and fwooning 5 and Ricote offered 
to accommodate Don Gregorio with a thoufand 
crowns; but the young gentleman would take but five, 
which he borrowed of Don Antonio, promifing to re- 
pay them at court. Thus they fet out together for 
Madrid \ and foon after, as we have already obferved, 
Don Quixote and Sancho departed from Barcelona \ 
the knight unarmed, in a travelling drefs, and the 
fquire trudging a-foot, becaufe Dapple carried the 
armour of his mafter^ 

CHAP, XIV. 

Treating of that which will be feen by him who reads, 
and known by him who hears it read. 

r\ON Quixote, in leaving Barcelona, turned 
-*-^ about to furvey the fatal fpot in which he had ' 
fallen, and thus exclaimed, " Here Troy once flood ! 
here, by misfortune, not by cowardice, was I defpoiled 
of all the glory I had acquired ! here did I feel the 
vicifiitudes of fortune ! here all my achievements 
were eclipfed ! and finally, here fell my fortune never 
more to rife !" Sancho hearing this effufion, " Sig- 
nor, faid he, it is the part of a valiant man to bear 
with patience his fufFerings and adverfity, as well as 
to enjoy his profperity with good humour ; I judge 
from my own feeling ; for, if I was merry when a 
governor, I am not melancholy now that I am a poor 
fquire travelling a-foot : and I have often heard that 
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Ifae we call Fortune is a drunken, fickk female, and 
fo blind withal, that fhe fees not what flic does, and 
knows not whom (he is abating, or whom exalting." 
u Sancho, anfwercd the knight, thou art very philo- 
fophical, and haft fpoke with great discretion, which 
It know not where thou haft learned : I can tell thee, 
however, there is no fuch thing as fortune in the 
whole world; nor do thefe things which happen, 
whether good op evil, proceed from chance, but folely 
from the particular providence of Heayen ; and hence 
comes the ufual faying, That every man is the maker 
of his own fortune : I at leaft have been die maker 
of mine, though not with fuftcient prudence, ami there* 
fore my prefumptuous hopes mifcarried. I ought to 
have tonfidered that Roginante's weakaefa could not 
refift the weight and magnitude of my adwecfa»y , a 
horfe: in a word, I tried my fortune, did what I 
<g>ujd» fQUfld myfelf vajnquiflied and overthrown, and 
though I loft mine honour, I neither did not can forfeit 
mv integrity and the merit of fulfilling my promife : 
while I was a knight-errant valiant and intrepid, my 
hand and my performance gave credit to my exploits j 
and now that I am no more than a pedeftrian fquire, 
my word mall be confirmed by the accomplifhrnent of 
my promife. Make hafte then, friend Sancho, let 
us return to our own country, and pafs the year of 
our probation, and during that term of confinement 
acquire frem vigour and virtue to refume the never by 
me forgotten exercife of arms." w Signor, anfwered 
the fquire, the paftime of trudging a-ioot is not quite 
fo pleafant, as to move and inftigate me to travel at 
a great pace ; let us leave thefe arms of yours, hang- 
ing like a malefactor on. fome tree ; and then I, oc- 
cupying die back of Dapple, with my feet no longer 
in the mire, we may travel juft as your worfhip fhall 
defire or demand; but, to think that I can make 
long marches. on foot, is a vain fuppofition." «« Thou 
art in the right, Sancho, replied Don Quixote, let 

• my 
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my arms be fufpended in form of a trophy ; and be- 
neath, or around them, we will engrave upon the 
tree, an infcription like that which appeared under the 
armour of Orlando : 

Let him alone thefe arms difplace, 
"Who dares Orlando's fury face." 

fC A moft excellent device ! cried the fquire ; and 
if it were not that we fliould feel the want of him in 
our journey, it would not be amifs to hang up Rozi- 
nante at the fame time." " Neverthelefs, replied 
Con Quixote, neither Rozinante nor my arms will I 
fuffer to be hung up ; for it ihall never be faid of . 
me, that a good fervice met with a bad remuneration." 
" Your worship talks very much to the purpofe, faidi 
Sancho ; for, according to the opinion of wife men, 
the pannel ought not to fuffer for the fault of the 
afs; and fince your worfhip alone was to blame for 
the bad fuccefs of the laft adventure, you ought to 
punifti yourfelf only, and not vent your indignation 
upon your bloody and already rufted arms, or upon 
the meeknefs of Rozinante, or laftly, upon the ten- 
dernefs of my feet, in defiring them to walk at a pace 
which they cannot maintain." 

In this converfation, and other fuch difcourfe, they 
pafled that whole day, and the next four, without 
meeting with any incident that could interrupt their 
journey : on the fifth, which was a holiday, they 
entered a village where they faw a number of people 
taking merry at the gate of an inn j and when Don* 
Quixote approached, a countryman exclaimed, " One 
of thefe gentlemen travellers, who are unacquainted 
with the parties, (hall decide Our wager." The knight 
afluring them he would give his opinion freely and 
honeftly, as foon as he fhould be informed of the 
latter ; the peafant replied, " Worthy fignor, this,

hundred yards, with equal weight. The match was 
accordingly made ; but when the challenger was 
afked hew the weight of both (hould be made equal, 
he infifted on the other's carrying the difference in 
bars of iron, by which means Limberham would be 
upon a footing with Loggerhead." ** By no means, 
cried Sancho, interpofing before his matter could an- 
fwer one word, to me who have been lately a governor 
and a judge, as all the world knows, it belongs to re- 
folve thefe doubts, and give my opinion in every dif-. 
pute." " Speak then in happy time, friend Sancho, 
faid the knight ; for my judgment is fo confounded 
•and difturbed that I am hardly fit to throw crumbs 
to a cat." With this permiflion Sancho addreffing 
himfelf to the peafants, who had affembled around 
him, and waited his decifion with open mouths,

not hold water, and is indeed without the leaft fhadow

the gentleman has fpoken like a faint and given fen- 
tence like a canon : but, fure I am, Loggerhead will 
not part with an ounce, much lefs one hundred and 
fifty pounds of his fleuV' « The beft part of the 
9 joke, 
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joke, replied another peafant, is that the match can- 
not be run 5 for, Limberham will not touch a bar 
of iron, and Loggerhead will not pare himfelf ; let 
us therefore fpend the half of the money in treating 
thefe gentlemen at the tavern with fome of the bell 
wine, and when it rains let the ihower fall upon my 
cloak." u Gentlemen, faid Don Quixote, I thank 
you for your invitation ; but, I really cannot tarry 
a moment : for melancholy thoughts and unlucky 
adventures oblige me to appear uncivil on this occa- 
fionj and to travel fafter than the ordinary pace." 
So faying, he clapped fpurs to Rozinante, and fet on, 
leaving them aftonifhed in confequence of having 
feen and obferved the ftrange figure of the mafter 
and the fagacity of the fervant, for fuch they fup- 
pofed Sancho to be. One of them could not help 
faying, " If the fervant is fo wife, what mud the 
mafter be ? I'll lay a wager if they go to ftudy at 
Salamancha, they will in a trice be created alcaldes 
of the court ; for, it is nothing but children's play, 
ftudying and poring, and having intereft and good . 
luck ; and when a man thinks lead about the matter, 
he finds himfelf with a white rod in his hand, or a 
mitre upon his head." 

That night our adventurer and his fquire pafied 
in the middle of an open field, under ,the fpacious 
cope of heaven •, and next day proceeding on their 
journey, they faw coming towards them a man on 
foot, with a javelin or half pike in his hand, and a 
wallet on his back : circumftances from which they 
judged he was a poft or courier. As he advanced he 
quickened his pace, and running up to Don Quixote, 
embraced his right thigh, for he could reach no 
higher, exclaiming with marks of extraordinary fatif- 
faction, " O my good fignor Don Quixote ! how 
will the heart of my lord duke be rejoiced when he* 
knows your worfhip is returning to hi* caftle, where 
he ftill continues with my lady duchcfs !" " Friend, 

faid 
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faid the knight, I do not recollect your features, nor 
do I know who yon are, nnlefs you will be pleafed 
to tell me." " Signor Don Quixote, replied the 
courier, I am my lord duke's lacquey Tofilos, who re- 
fufed to fight with your worfliip concerning the mar- 
ridge of the duenna's daughter." " God in heaven 
protect me ! cried the knight, is it poffible that you 
are he whom my enemies the enchanters transformed 
into that fame lacquey you mention, to deprive me 
of the glory of that combat ?" " No more of that, 
worthy fignor, replied the poft; thgre Was no en- 
chantment in the cafe, nor any fort of transforma- 
tion 5 I was as much the lacquey Tofilos when I en*- 
tered the lifts, as when I left them. I thought the 
girl handfome, and therefore would have married her 
without fighting ; but the event did not anfwer my 
expe&ation. Your wotfhtp was no foorier gone from 
the caftle, than my lo»d duke ordered me to be fe- 
verely baftinadoed, for having contradicted the in- 
ffni£tioris he had given me before I entered the lifts ; 
and this is the upfhot of the whole affair ; the girl is 
by this time a nun, Donna Rodriguez is gone back 
to Caftiie, and I am now bound for Barcelona with a 
packet of letters from his grace to the vfcerOy. If your 
. worfhip is inclined to take a fmall draught of good 
wine, tho' not very cool, I have here a cafabaih full 
of the beft, and fome flices of Tronchon cheefe, which 
Will ferve as provocatives arid roufers of thirft, if per- 
chance it fhould be afleep." " Your hivitatiott is 
accepted, cried Sancho; truce with your compliments, 
and fkink away, honeft Tofilos, maugre and in de- 
fpite of all the enchanters of the Indies." <c Verily, 
Sanchoj faid Don Quixote,* thou art the moft infatiate 
glutton in the untverle, and the rnofl: ignorant animal 
upon earth : but, as thou art not perfuaded that this 
courier is enchanted, and no other than a counterfeit 
Tofilos, thou mayeft tarry alorjg with* hirii and fill 
thy belly j and I will jog on at a' flow pace until thou 
ihalt overtake me." The lacquey fmiled at his in- 
7 fatuation, 
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Palliation, unflieathed his calabafh, unwalleted his 
crheefe, and producing a fmall loaf, he and Sancho fat 
down upon the gftfs, where in peace and harmony 
they difpatched and difcuiled the contents of the 
wallet with great pcrfeverance and good-will, and 
even licked the packet, becaufe it fmelled of cheefe. 
During the repail, Tofilos faid to the fquire, " Doubt - 
lefs, friend Sancho, thy mailer is bankrupt in com- 
mon fenie." " How bankrupt ! anfwered Panza, he 
owes no man a farthing, but pays like a prince, 
efpecially where madnefs is the current coin: 1 fee 
the matter plain enough, and tell him my opinion 
freely : but to what purpofe ? Now, indeed, he is 
going home in defpair for having been vanquifhed by 
the knight of the white moon," Tofilos earneftly 
begged he would recount that adventure; hyt San- 
cho declined the talk, obferving that it would be un- 
mannerly to let his mafter wait for him ; though at 
their next meeting he mould have more leifure. He 
accordingly ftarted up, and making the crumbs from 
his garment and beard, bad adieu to Tofilos ; then 
driving Dapple before him, foon came up with his 
mafter, whom he found waiting for him under the 
fliade of a tree. 

C H A P. XV. 

Of the refolution which Don Quixote took to be- 
come a (hepherd and lead a paftoral life, until the 
term of his confinement "fhould be elapfed, with 
other incidents truly entertaining. 

IF Don Quixote was. perplexed with cogitation be- 
fore his overthrow, much more was he fatigued 
by his own thoughts after his late misfortune. Under 
the fliade of a tree, as we have already obferyed, did 
he remain, and there he was ftung with reflections 
that fwarmed like flies about honey; fome dwelling 
upon the difenchantment of Dulcinea, and others re- 
Yol. IV. N volving 
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vohring plans for the life he was to lead in his com- 
Bulfive retirement. When Sancho joined him, and 
Degan to expatiate upon the liberal difpofition of 
Tofilos, « -Is it poffible, O Sancho, faid the knight, 
that thou ftill believed that man to be the individual 
lacquey ? one would think thou hadft forgot that thy 
own eyes have fcen Dulcinea converted and tranf- 
foraied into a country- wench, and the knight of the 
mirrours into the batchelorCarrafco, by the wicked 
arts of thofe enchanters who perfecute my virtue. 
But, tell me now, didft thou aik Tofilos how provi- 
dence hath difpofed of Altifidora ? hath ^he bewailed 
my abfence, or already consigned to oblivion thofe 
mmorous thoughts by which (he was tormented dup- 
ing my refidence at the caftle ?" " My thoughts, 
anfwered Sancho, were not fuch as allowed me to 
aflt thefe childifh queftions* Body o'me ! fignor, is 
your worlhip at prefent in a condition to inquire 
about other people's thoughts, cfpecially thofe you 
call amorous ?" " Sancho, faid the knight, you maft 
confider there is a wide difference between the fug- 
geftions of love, and thofe of gratitude : a gentleman 
may very well be infenfible to love ; but, ftri&ly 
fpeaking 9 hfc.£an never be ungrateful. Altifidora, in 
all appearance, loved me to diftra£tion ; (he, as thou 
very well knoweft, made me a prefent of three night- 
caps ; flie bewailed my departure^ loaded me* with 
curfes and reproach, and, in fpite of maiden fhame, 
complained of me in publick : undoubted proofs of 
my being the obje& of her adoration ; for the indigo- 
nation of lovers iifually vents itfelf in maledi&ions. 
I- had no hopes to give, nor treafores to ofier \ all 
my affe&ions are yielded to Dulcinea*; and the trea- 
fures of knights-errant are like thofe of the fairies, 
altogether phantom and illufion : all, therefore, that 
I can return* is a kind remembrance, without preju- 
dice, however, to the memory of Dulcinea, who is 
greatly aggrieved by thy remifiiwft in delaying to 
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Scourge and chaftife that flefli which I hope will be 
a prey to the wolves ; feeing thou feemeft more in- 
clined to refenre it for the worms, than to ufe it in 
behalf of that poor diftrefied lady." " Signor, an- 
fwrered the fquire, if the truth mutt be told, I cannot 
perfuade myfelf that the whipping of my pofteriora 
can have any effc£t in difenchanting thofe who arc 
enchanted j no more than if we fhould anoint the 
ihins to cure the head-ach : at lead, I will venture to 
twear, that in all the hiftories your worfhip has read 
concerning, knight-errantry, you have never found 
that any perfon was difencnanted by fuch a whipping : 
but, be that as it may, I will lay it on when* I have 
time, convenience, and inclination to make free with 
my own flefh." " God grant thou mayeft, faid Don 
Quixote : and heaven give thee grace to underftand 
and be fenfiblc of the obligation thou lieft under, to 
aflift my miftrefs, who, as thou art mine, is thine 
aKb." 

With fuch converfation they amufed themfelves in 
travelling, until they arrived at the very fpot where 
they had been overturned by the bulls j when Don 
Quixote recognizing the ground, " This is the mea- 
dow, laid he, where we met the gay ihepher defies and 
gallant fwains, who fought to renew and re-a& the 
paftoral Arcadia, aprojfcft equally original and inge- 
nious; in imitation of which, fhouldft thou approve 
of the fcheme, we will aflume the garb and em- 
ployment of (hepherds during the term of our re- 
* tirement. I will purchafe fome (heep, together 
with all the neceCary implements of a paftoral life, 
•and taking the name of Quixotiz, while thou (halt 
bear that of the fwain Pancino, we will ftroll about 
through mountains, woods, and meadows, finging 
here, lamenting there, drinking liquid cryftal from 
the gelid fprings, the limpid rills, and mighty rivers* 
The lofty oaks will (bed upon us abundance of their 
dcl^htftil^fruiti the ttmnka of hardeft cork-tfees will 
N 2 vieid 
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yield us feats ; the willows will afford us (hade ; the 
rofe perfume ; the extended meadow, carpets of a 
thoufand dyes ; the pure fertility of air will give us 
breath ; the moon and liars will grant us light in 
fpite of darkrtefs ; out tinging will infpire delight ; 
our lamentations, mirth ; Apollo, verfes ; and Love 
himfelf, conceits to render us immortal and renown- 
ed, not only in the prefent age, but alfo to lateft 
pofterity." " Odds tens ! cried Sancho, fuch a life 
will fquare, ay, arid be the very corrier-ftone of my 
wifhes : the bachelor Sarjripibn Carrafco and mafter 
Nicholas the barber, as foon as they have a glimpfe of 
it, will wifti to join us in the feheme, and turn.fhep- 
herds for our company ; and God grant that the 
curate himfelf may not take it in his head to enter 
the fold: for he is a merry companion, and a great 
friend to good fellowfhip." "Thou haft a very 
good notion, faid the knight; and if the bachelor 
fhall be inclined to join our paftoral afibciation, as 
he doubtlefs will, he may take the appellation of tfee 
{hepherd Sanfonimo, Or of the fwain . Carrafcon : 
Nicholas the barber may be called Niculofo, as old 
Bofcan called himfelf Nemorofo: and as for the 
curate, I know not what title we can confer upon 
him, except fome derivative from his own name, 
fuch as the (hepherd Curiambro. For the nymphs 
of whom we muft be enamoured, there is plenty of 
names to chofe; but feeing that of my miftrefs 
will fuit as well with a # fhepherdefs as with a princefs, 
I need not give myfelf the trouble to invent any other 
that might be more proper; as for thee, Sancho, 
thou mayft give thy miftrefs what appellation will 
pleafc thy own fancy." " I have no intention, re- 
plied the fquire, to give her any other than that of 
Terefona, which will fit her fatnefs to a hair, as 
well as be agreeable, to her own name Terefa ; efpe* 
ciallyas in celebrating her in verfe, I fhall difclofe my 
chafte defires, without going in fearch of fine bread 
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in a neighbour's houfe : the curate would be in the 
wrong to choofe a fhepherdefs, becaufe he ought to 
fet a good example to his flock; and as for *ne 
batchelor, if he has any fuch inclination, let him 
pleafe his own foul without let or controul." 

" Good heaven ! friend Sancho, faid Don Quixote, 
what a life (hall we lead ! how. will our ears be re- 
galed with pipes and bagpipes of Zamora, tam- 
bourines, timbrels, and rebecs! and if thefe diffe- 
rent kinds of mufic be reinforced with the found of 
the albogues, we fhall have a full concert of all the 
paftoral inftruments." " And pray what are the 
albogues ? faid Sancho, I never faw nor heard them 
named before, in the whole courfe of my life." u Al- 
bogues, anfwered the knight, are plates of brafs re* 
fembling candlefticks, the hollow parts of which be- 
ing clamed together produce a found, if not ravifh- 
ing or harmonious, at lead not difagreeable nor un- 
fuited to the rufticlty of the bagpipe and tabor. 
The name of albogues is Moorifli, as are .all the 
words in our language beginning with al; for ex- 
ample, Almoaca, Almorca, Alhombra, Alguazil, 
Alucima, Almacen, Alcanzia, and a few others 4 and 
we have only three Moorifli words ending in i,, name- 
ly, Borcegui, Zaquicami, and Maravedi ; as for AlbeK 
and Alfaqui, they are known to be Arabic, as well 
from their beginning with al, as for their ending 
in i : thefe obfervations I have made by the bye, in 
confequence of having mentioned albogues, which 
recalled them to my remembrance. But to return to 
our fcheme; nothing will conduce fo much to the per- 
fe&ion of it, as my having a talent for verification, 
as thou very well knoweft, and the batchelor's being 
an excellent poet. Of the curate I fhall fay nothing 1 
though I would lay a good wager that his collars and 
points are truly poetical; and that mailer Nicholas 
is in the fame fafhion I do not at all doubt ; for peo- 
ple of his profeffion are famous for making ballads 
N 3 and 
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and playing on Ac gmrarre. For my own part I will 
complain of abfcnce : thou wilt extol the conftancy 
0/ thy own lore; the fwain Carrafcon will lament 
the difdain of his miftrefs; the curate Curiarabro 
choofe his own fubjeft ; and every thing proceed in 
fuch a manner as to fulfil the warmed wifhes." 

To this effufion -Sancho replied* w Verily, fignor, 
I am fuch an unlucky wretch, that I am afraid the 
time will never come when I fhali fee myfelf in that 
blefled occupation. O what delicate wooden fpoons 
ihall I make when I am a fhepherd ! O what crumbs 
and cream (hall 1 devour ! O what garlands and 
paftoral nick-nack6 flialt I contrive ! and though theft 
may not, perhaps, add much to my reputation for 
wi(dom, they will not fail to convince the world of 
my ingenuity* My daughter Sanchica ihall bring 
our viftuals to the fold; but 'ware mifchief I the 
wench is buxom: and there are fome (hepherds 
more knavifli than fimple: I would not have her 
come out for wool and^ o home (horn. Thofe fame 
amours, and unruly deti.es, are gratified in the open 
field as well as in the city-chamber, in a (hepherd's 
<ot as well as in a royal palace. The fin will ceafe 
when the temptation is rornoved : The heart will not 
grieve for what the eye does not perceive ; and, What 
prayers ne'er can gain, a leap from a hedge will 
obtain." " No more of your proverbs, Sancho, faid 
Don Quixote 5 any .one 01 thofe thou haft repeated is 
fuflicient to explain thy meaning,; and I have often 
exhorted thee to be lefs prodigal of old faws, and 
keep them more under command 2 but, I fee it is 
like preaching to the defart : and, My mother whips 
me and I fcourge the top." " Under correction, an- 
fwered the fijuire, your worihip, methinks, is like the 
frying-pan which called to the pot, Avaunt, black-a- 
moor, avaunt ! Even in the very aft of rebuking me 
for uttering proverbs, your worfhip firings them to- 
gether in pairs." " But, then, you muft confider, 
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Sancho, faid Don Quixote, that, when I ufe them^ 
they are feafonably brought in, and fit the purpofe as 
the ring fits the finger : whereas, by thee, they are 
not brought in, but lugged in, a$ it were, by the 
head and {boulders. If my memory fails me not, I 
have formerly told thee, that proverbs are fliort feh- 
tences extracted from the experience -and fpeculatioa 
of ancient fages ; and a proverb unfeafonably intro- 
duced, is rather an abfurdity than a judicious apo- 
phthegm. But let us quit the fubjedc, and, as the day is 
already fpent, retire from the high-way to fome place 
where we. may pafs the night \ for God alone knows 
what will be to morrow." 

They accordingly retired to a grove, where they 
made a late and very indifferent fupper, to the no 
fmall mortification of Sancho, who ruefully reflected 
upon the- meagre commons of chivalry, fo uncoifr- 
fortably difcufled among woods and mountains: though 
his imagination was alfo regaled with the remem- 
brance of that abundance which he had enjoyed at 
the caftle, as well as at the wedding of the rich 
Camacho, and in the houfes of Don Diego de Mi- 
randa, and Don Antonio de Morencf: but, finally, 
confidering it could not be always day, or always 
night, he refolved, for the prefent, to deep, while 
his mailer indulged his contemplations awake.' 

C H A P. XVI, 

Of the briftly adventure in which Don Quixote was 
involved. 

'"THE night was a little dark: for although the 
* moon was in the heavens, fhe was invifible to 
the people of our hemifphere, madam Diana having 
taken a trip to the Antipodes, and left our moun- 
tains bbumbrated, and our vallies obfeured.- 
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. Don Quixote, in compliance with nature, enjoyed 
Iris firft fleep, without indulging himfelf in a feconi, 
quite contrary to the pra£Hce of Sancho, who never 
defired a fecond, becaufe the firft always laded from 
night till morning ; a fure fign of little care, and an 
excellent conftitution. As for the knight, his cares 
interfered fo much with his .repofe, that he wakened 
his fquire, to whom he faid, " I am amazed, Sancho* 
at the indifference of thy difpofition, and imagine 
thou art made of marble or obdurate brafs unfuf- 
ceptible of fentiment or emotion. I watch whilft 
thou art fnoring ; I weep whilft thou art finging ; I 
faint with fading, whilft thou art overloaded and out 
of breath with eating ! It is the province of a good 
fervant to fympathize with his mailer's pain, and to 
(hare his anguiih, even for the fake of decorum. 
Obferve the fer^nity of the iky, and the foiitudc of 
the place, which invite us to make an intermuHon in 
our repofe. I conjure thee, by thy life, to rife and go 
afide to fome proper place, where, with good-will and 
grateful inclination, thou mayeft conveniently ia- 
fli£t upon thyfelf three or four hundred ftripes, on 
account of Dukinea's enchantment ; and this favour 
I humbly requeft, without any intention to try again 
the ftrength of thine arms, which I know to be heavy 
and rob u ft : after the performance of that taflt, we 
will pafs the remainder of the night, in harmony ; I, 
in finging the torments of abfence, and thou in 
chanting the conftancy of thy paffion ; and thus will 
we begin the paftoral life which we are to lead at our 
own village.** " Signor, anfwered the fquire, I am 
no monk to rife and discipline my flefli in the middle 
of the night j nor do I think the extremity of pain 
is fuch a provocative to mufic : I therefore defirc 
your worihip will let me take out my nap, without 
prefling me farther to fcourge myfelf, left I ihould 
grow defperate, and folemnly fwear never to whip 
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the nap of my garment, much lefs a hair of my Ikm." 
" Soul of a favage ! flinty hearted fquire ! cried Don 
Quixote : O ill beftowed bread ! O ill requited bene- 
fits, intended or conferred ! By my means waft thou 
created governor •, and through me alone doft thou 
now enjoy the near profpeft of being a count, or 
fomething elfe of equal title; nor will the accom- 
paniment of thy whiles be retarded longer than the 
term of one fleeting year ; for, Poft tenebras fpero 
lucem." « Your conclufion, faid Sancho, I do not 
underftand; but well I know, that, while I deep, 
I am troubled neither with fear nor hope> nor toil 
nor glory ; and praife be to him who invented fleep, 
which is the mantle which ihrouds all human thoughts ; 
the food that difpels hunger ; the drink that quenches 
thirft ; the fire that warms the cold ; the cool breeze 
that moderates heat; in a word, the general coin 
that purchafes every commodity; the weight and 
balance that makes the fhepherd even with his fove- 
reign, and the fimple with the fage : there is only 
one bad circumftance, as I have heard, in deep ; it 
refembles death ; inafm uch as between a dead corpfe 
and_ a fleeping man there is no apparent difference." 
* c Truly, Sancho, faid the knight, I never heard thee 
talk fo elegantly before, whence I perceive the truth 
of the proverb which thou haft often repeated, Not 
he with whom you was bred, but he by whom you are 
fed" " Odds my life ! fir mafter of mine, cried 
Sancho, I am not the only perfon who firings pro- 
verbs : they fall from your worfliip's mouth in couples, 
f after than from mine; indeed, there is fome diffe- 
rence ; for your worfhip's proverbs come at a proper 
time, whereas mine are always out of feafon ; but, 
neverthelefs, they are all proverbs." 

Thus far the converfation had proceeded, when 
they heard a dull confufed noife, intermingled with 
very harih founds, that fcemed to extend through 
the whole Yalley. The knight immediately ftajted 
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up and unlheathed his fword \ while the fquirc fquat- 
ted down under Dapple, fencing himfelf on each 
fide with his mailer's armour and the pannel of the 
afs, being as much afraid as Don Quixote was 
ailoniihed; for the noife increafed every moment, 
as the caufe of it approached the two tremblers, or 
rather one trembler, for the other's valour and 
courage are well known* The cafe, in fad, was 
this: fome dealers were driving about fix hundred 
hogs to a fair, and, as they travelled in the night, 
the npife of their feet, together with their grunting 
and blbwiftg, made fuch a din, as almoft deafened 
Don Quixote and Sancho, who could not conceive 
the meaning of fuch an uproar. Mean while, the 
numerous grunting herd advanced, and, without 
{hewing the leaft refpe& to the authority of Don 
Quixote or Sancho, ran over them in a twinkling, 
demoliihed the barricadoes of the fquire, and tram- 
pled down not only the matter, but alfo his fteed 
Rozinante; the thronging, the grunting, and the 
hurry of thofe unclean animals, throwing every thing 
in confufion, and ftrewing the mailer and the man, 
the horfe and the afs, the pannel and the armour, 
along the ground. Sancho getting up as well as 
he could, demanded his mailer's fword, in order to 
iacrifice half a dozen of thefe difcourteous gentleman 
porkers; for by this time he had difcovered what 
they were : but the knight refufed to grant his re- 
quell, faying, " Let them pafs, friend Sancho ; this 
affront is the puniihment of my crime ; and the jull 
chaftifement of heaven inflifted upon a vanquished 
knight, is, that he {hall be devoured by dogs, ftung 
by wafps, and trampled upon by fwine* " At that 
rate, then, replied the fquire, the chaftifement whkh 
heaven infli£U upon fquires of vanguifiied kntght-er- 
rants, is, that they {hall be bitten by fleas, devoured 
by lice, and affaulted by famine : if we fquires were 
ion* of die knights vre ierve, or even their neat rela- 
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tions, It would be no great wonder if the puniihment 
•of their faults ihould overtake us to the fourth gene- 
ration : but what affinity is there, between the Pan- 
zas and the Quixotes ? At prefent, let us put things 
to rights again, fo that we may fleep out the re- 
mainder of the night, and we {hall be in better 
plight when God fends us a new day." « Enjoy thy 
repofe, faid Don Quixote ; thou waft born to fleep 
and I to watch * and^ during the little of night that 
remains, I will give my thoughts the rein, and cool 
the furnace of my iefle&ions with a ihort madrigal, 
which I have this evening, unknown to thee, com- 
pofed in my own mind." " In my opinion, anfwered 
the fquire, your thoughts could sot be very trouWe- 
fome and unruly, if they gave you leifure to make 
couplets ; but, however, your worihip may couple 
as many as you pleafe, and I will fleep as much as J 
can." So faying, he chofe his ground, on which he 
huddled himfelf up, and enjoyed a moft profound 
fleep, which received no interruption from the re- 
membrance of debt, furety, or any other grievance. 
As for Don Quixote he leaned againft a beech or 
cork-tree ; for Cid Hamet Benengeli has not diftin- 
guiOied the genus } and, to the ttnific of his own fighs* 
fung the following ftanzas:

cruel love I when I endure 
The dreadful vengeance of thy bow, 

1 fly to death, the only cure 
For fuch immenfity of woe. 

n. 

But, when I touch the peaceful goat 
The port fecure from ftorras of flarife, . 

The fight revives my drooping foul, 
I cannot enter for my life. 

N 6 thus 
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Thus life exhaufts my vital flame, 
But death dill keeps the fpark alive ; 

O wond'rous fate ! unknown to fame ! 
That life fhould kill and death revive. 

Every verfe he accompanied with a multitude of 
fighs, and a torrent of tears, as if his heart had 
been tranfpierced with grief for his overthrow and 
the abfence of Dulcmea. In this fituation he was 
found by the day, when Phoebus darting his rays 
into Sancho's eyes, the fquire awoke, yawned, turned, 
ftretched his lazy limbs, and furveying the havock 
which the fwine had made in his (lore, he bitterly 
curfed the whole herd ; ay, and even went farther 
with his maledi&ions. 

Then the two proceeded in their journey, and, 
towards the clofe of the afternoon, defcried about 
ten men on horfeback, and half that number on 
foot, advancing towards them; a fight which made 
the knight's heart throb with furprife, and the 
fquire's with terror \ for this company was armed 
with lance and target, and approached in a very 
hoftile manner. Don Quixote turning to his fquire, 
" Sancho, faid he, if X could now exercife my 
arms, and my hands were not tied by a folemn pro- 
mife, I would look upon that machine, which comes 
upon us, with contempt, as fo much cake and gin- 
gerbread ; but perhaps it may be fomething elfe than 
we apprehend. ,, He had fcarce pronounced. thefe 
words, when the horfemen coming up, and couching 
their lances, {unrounded him in a trice ; then clap- 
ping the points of their weapons to his back and 
breaft, feemed to threaten immediate death and de- 
ftru&ion; while one of thofe on foot, laying his 
finger on his mouth, as a ftgnal for him to be filent, 
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•leized Rozinante's bridle, and led him out of the 

.highway. The , reft of the footpads, drove Sancho 
and Dapple before them, and while a wonderful 
filence prevailed, followed the knight, who attempted 
twice or thrice to afk whither they conducted him, 
and what they wanted; but fcarce had he began to 
move his lips, when they threatened to fhut them for 
ever with the points of their fpears. The fame me- 
naces were pra&ifed upon Sancho, who no fooner 
exprefled a defire to be talking, than he was pricked 
in the pofteriors with a goad by one of his attendants ;„ 
and Dapple met with the fame fate, as if he too had 
made a motion to fpeak, like his matter. 

* As night approached they quickened their pace, 
and the terrors of the captives increafed in propor- 
tion as the darknefs deepened, efpecially as their guard 
pronounced from time to time, " Difpatch, ye Trog- 
lodytes ! filence, ye Barbarians ! now ye (hall fuffef , 
ye Anthropophagi ! not a word • jf complaint, ye 
Scythians ! open not your eyes, ye murderous Poly- 
phemufes ! ye carnivorous lions and beafts of prey." 
With thefe and other fuch appellations, they tor- 
mented the ears of the miferable matter and the for- 
lorn Sancho, who faid within himfelf, "Draggle 
doits ! Barber Anns ! Henry puff a jay ! City heas ! 
and Paulfamoufes ! thefe are fine names with a ven- 
geance ! I'm affttid this is a bad wind for winnow- 
ing our corn ! the mifchief comes upon us altogether, 
likg drubbing to a dog ; and I wilh this mifventurous 
adventure, that threatens fo difmally, may end in 
nothing worfe !" As for Don Quixote, he was ut- 
terly aftoniihed and confounded; nor could he, with 
all his reflection, comprehend the meaning of his 
own captivity, and *thofe reproachful terms, from 
which he could qnly conclude, that $o good, but a 
great deal of mifchief, was to be expected. In this 

' ftate of anxious fufpence he continued till about an 
hour after it was dark, when they arrived at a cattl?, 
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which the knight immediately recognizing to be the 
duke's habitation, where he had fo lately refided, 
u Good heaven I cried he, where will this adventure 
end! furely this is the dwelling-place of politeneft 
and hofpttality; but to thofe who are vanquiihed, 
good is converted into bad, and bad to worfe." This 
ejaculation he uttered as they entered the court of the 
caftle, which was decorated in a ftrange manner, that 
increafed their admiration, and redoubled their fear, 
as will be feen in the following chapter. 

CHAP, XVIL • 

Of the moft Angular and ftrangeft adventure that 
happened to Don Quixote in the whole courfe of 
this fublime hiftory. 

^pH£ horfemen alighting, with the affiftance of 
* thofe who were on foot, fnatched up the bodies 
of Don Quixote and Sancho, and carried them haftily 
into the court of the caftle, round which above a 
hundred flaming torches were placed, and the cor- 
ridores of the court were illuminated by five hundred 
tapers, Alining with fach a blaze, that, in fpite of 
the night, which was dark, there was no want of 
die day. In the middle of the court appeared a 
monument raifed about two yards from the ground, 
and covered with a fpacious canopy of black velvet; 
and, upon the fteps that led up to it, above a hun- 
dred tapers of virgin wax ftood burning in filver 
candkftkks. On the tomb lay the body of a young 
damiel, whofe beauty was fuch, as rendered death it- 
fdf beautiful : her head was raked on a cuftuon of 
brocard, and crowned widi a garland of various odo- 
riferous flowers ; and in her hands, that were croff- 
ed upon her breaft, appeared a bough of green vic- 
torious palm. On one fide of the court was erc&ed a 
theatre, on which were feated.two perfoaages, whom 
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their crowns and fceptret declared to be either real or 
fi&itious kings ; and hard by the theatre, which was 
furnifhed with fteps, two other chairs, upon which 
Don Quixote and Sancho were feated by their cap- 
tors, who ftill maintained their former filencc, die 
observance of which they likewife recommended, by 
£gns, to our hero and his ftjuire ; though thefe injunc- 
tions were altogether fuperluous } for their aftonifh- 
ment at what they faw, had effectually tied their 
tongues: and, indeed, how could they help being 
aftonifhed at fight of this apparatus ; coafidering too, 
that by this time the knight had difcovered the dead 
body on the tomb to be no other than the beauteous 
Altifidora ? At this jun&ure, two noble perfonages, 
with a numerous retinue, afcended the theatre and 
feated themfelves in magnificent chairs, hard by the 
figures that were crowned * then Don Quixote and 
Sancho, perceiving the new-comers to be their for- 
mer entertainers, the duke and du&efs, rofe up and 
bowed with great veneration ; and their graces, riling 
alfo, returned the compliinent with a flight inclination 
of the head. And now ai» officer eroding the court, 
and approaching Sancho, threw over him -a robe 
of black buckram painted all over with flames of 
fire } at the fame time pulling off his cap, he put 
upon his head one of thofe pafteboard mitres which 
are worn by the penitants of the holy office $ and in 
a whifper advifedhim to keep his lips fail fewed to- 
gdher, unlefs he had a mind to be gagged or put 
to death without mercy. Sancho furveyed Kmfelf 
from head to foot, and (aw his robe in flames ; but 
as they did not burn, he valued them not a farthing \ 
then he took off his mitre, and, perceiving it figured 
with pi&ures of fiends, fet it on his head again, Cav- 
ing to himfelf, " As the flames do not burn and the 
fiends do not fly away with me, I am very well fatif- 
ficd." Don Qukcote likewife furveyed the Count, 
and, although Bs reflection was ftill dafturbed with 
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fear and fufpence, could not help fmiling at the lu- 
dicrous figure. 

Sancho being thus equipped, a low yet agreeable 
found of flutes feemed to iffue from beneath the tomb, 
and being uninterrupted by any human voice, for 
here filencc itfelf kept filence, produced a very foft 
and pleating melody. Then all of a fudden a beau- 
tiful youth, in a Roman habit, appeared clofe by the 
cufhion on which, the feemingly dead body repofed, 
and to the found of the harp on which he himfelf 
played, with a fweet harmonious voice he fung the 
two following ftanzas : 



Till fair Altifidora flain 
By Quixote's cruelty, return ; 

An3 all the enchanted female train 
Her haplefs fate in fack-cloth mourn ; 

Until dueftnas clad in bays 
Appear in prefence of her grace, 

I'll celebrate the nymph in lays 
That would not fhame the bard of Thrace. 

II. 

Nor (hall thy beauty fade unfung, 
When life forfakes my gelid veins ; '1 

My clay-cold lips and frozen tongue 
In death (hall raife immortal drains. 

My foul when freed from cumb'rous clay, 
Her night o'er Stygian waves (hall take j 

And while on Lethe's banks I ftray, 
My fong {hall charm th' oblivious lake. 

Here he was interrupted by one of the two pre- 
•tended kings, who faid, " Enough, divine fongfter ; it 
•would be an infinite tafk to defcribe the death and 
.beauties of the peerlefe Altifidora, not dead, as the 
ignorant world imagines* but alive in the voice of 

fame, 
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fame, and in the penance which Sancho Fanza here 
prefent muft undergo, in order to reftore her to the 
light {he has loft ; and therefore, O Rhadamanthus, 
who fittell with me in judgment, within the gloomy 
caverns of Lethe, as thou art intimately acquainted 
with all the determinations of the infcnitable Fates, 
touching the revival of this damfel, relate and declare 
them without lofs of time, that we may no longer 
delay that happinefs which we expe£t from her re-- 
cover y." 

Scarce had Minos pronounced thefe words, when 
his fellow-judge and companion Rhadamanthus flood 
up, faying, u So ho, ye minifters of this houfe, high 
and low, great and fmall, come hither one by one, 
and mark the face, the arm, and loins of Sancho 
with two dozen of tweaks, one dozen of pinches, 
and half a dozen pricks with a pin: for upon this 
execution depends the revival of Altifidora." Sancho 
Panza hearing this fentence, broke filence, and ex- 
claimed aloud, " I vow to God, I will fooner turn 
Turk, than allow my face to be marked or my flefh 
to be handled in any fuch maaner I Body o'me ! what 
has the pinching of mv face to do with the refur- 
re&ign of that damfel ? The old woman has got a 
liquorifli tooth, and {he is ftill licking her fingers, 
forfooth. Dulcinea is enchanted, and I muft be 
fcourged for the difenchantment of her ladyihip : 
Altifidora is dead by the hand of God, and in order* 
to bring her to life, I muft fuffer two dozen o£ 
tweak ; my body muft be pinked into a fieve with 
large ^ns, and my arms pinched into all the colours 
of the rainbow ! Such jokes may pafs upon a brother- 
in-law ; but I am an old dog, and will not be coaxed 
with a cruft." " Then thou (halt die, cried Rhadar 
manthus with an audjble voice : tame that favags 
heart of thine, thou tyger ; humble thyfelf, thou proud 
Nimrod ! fuffer and be filent : we afk not impoui- 
bilities j and therefore, thou muft not pretend to ex- 
amine 
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amine the difficulties of this affair: tweaked thou 
flialt be ; pinked (halt thoa find th, jelf, and pinched 
until thy groans declare thine anguiih. So ho, I fay, 
ye minifters, execute my command, or by the faith of 
an honeft man, you ihall fee for what you were born." 

In confequence of this fummons, fix duennas came 
walking through the court yard in proceffion one by 
one, the four firft with fpe&acles, and each with her 
right arm raifed, about four inches of the wrift being 
bared according to the prefent fafliion, that the hand 
nay feem the larger. Sancho no fooner beheld thefe 
matrons than he began to bellow like a bully ex* 
claiming, u I might* have allowed myfelf to be 
handled by all the world befides, but that duennas 
fhould touch me, I will by no means confent ! they 
may cat-claw my face, a* my mafter was fcrved in 
this very caftle : they may run me through the guts 
with daggers of fteel : they may tear the flefti off my 
arms with red-hot pincers : all thefe tortures will I 
bear patiently, for the fcrvice of thefe noble perfons: 
but I fay again, the devil {hall fly away with me, be- 
fore I fufier a duenna to lay a finger on my carcafe 1" 
Then Don Quixote, addreffing himfelf to Sancho, 
broke filence in thefe terms ; c< Exert thy patience, 
my fon, for the fatisfa&ion of thefc noble perfonages, 
and give thanks to heaven which hath indued thy 
perfonjwith fuch virtue, that by the martyrdom of 
Ay flefh, the enchanted are delivered from enchant- 
ment, and even the dead revived." 

By this time the duennas had {unrounded Sancho, 
who, being foftened and perfuaded, feated himfelf in 
a, proper pofture, and held out his face and beard to 
the firft, who treated him with a well-planted twitch* 
and then dropped a profound courtefy. " Lefs cour- 
tefy, lefs anointing, good madam duenna, cried the 
fquire; for, by the Lord, your fingers fmack of 
vinegar I" In a word, he was tweaked by all the 
duennas, and pinched by a great number of other 
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i 
perfons belonging to the family : but what he could 
by no means be brought to endure, was the pun&ure 
with pins, which they no fooner began to perform, 
than (tatting up in a rage, and feizing a lighted torch 
that ftood n&r him, he afiaulted the duennas and 
all the reft of his executioners, crying, " Avaunt, 
ye minifters of hell ! I am not made of brafs, to be 
infenfible to fuchtprture" At thisinftant Altifidora, 
who muft have been tired with lying fo long upon 
her back, turned herfelf on one fide ; and this motion 
was no fooner perceived by the fpeftators, than all of 
them exclaimed, as if with one voice. fi Altifidora 
moves, Altifidora lives !** Then Rhadamahthus de- 
fired Sancho to lay afide his indignation, feeing the 
intended aim was already accompliihed. 

Don Quixote feeing Altifidora ftirring, fell upon 
his knees before Sancho, faying, " Now is the time, 
dear fon of my bowels, and no longer my fquire I 
now is the time to infli£t upon thyfelf fome of thofe * 
lafhes thou art obliged to undergo for the difenchant- 
ment of Dulcinea. This, I fay, is the time, when 
thy virtue is feafoned, and of efficacy fufficient to per* 
form the cure which weexpeft from thy compliance." 
To this apoftrophe the fquire replied, " This is reel 
upon reel, and not honey upon pancakes : fcourging, 
to be fare, is a very agreeable defcrt to a difc of 
twitches, pinches, and pin-prickings. There is nQ 
more to te done, but to take and tie a great (lone 
about my neck, and tofii me into a well) it will b* 
much better for me to die at once, than to be always 
the wedding heifer, to remedy the misfortunes of 
other people : either .let me live in peace, or, before 
God! all fliall out, fell or not fell." 

By this time Altifidora fat upright on the tomb, 
and at that inftant the waits beginning to play, were 
accompanied by the mufic of flutes, and the voices 
of all the fpe&ators, who acclaimed, " Live,* Altifi- 
dora ! Altifidora, live !" The duke and duchefs, to- 
gether 
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gether with Minos and Rhadamanthus, riling from 
their fears, and being joined by Don Quixote and 
Sancho,. went to receive this young lady, and help 
her in descending from the tomb ; while they were 
thus employed,' (he afiumed a languid and fainting 
air, and inclined her head towards the duke and 
duchefs and the two kings* darted a fide-long glance 
to Don Quixote, faying, u God forgive thee, unre- 
lenting knight ! by thy cruelty I have been doomed 
to remain, as I believe, above a thoufand years in 
the other world ! but as for thee, thou mod com- 
panionate (quire that this wide earth contains! I 
thank thee kindly for that life I now enjoy. From 
this day, friend Sancho, thou mayeft. command fix of 
my fliifts to be converted into (hilts for thy own 
body ; and if they are not quite whole, at leaft they 
are white and clean/ 9 Sancho thanked her for the 
prefent, with mitre in hand and knee on ground: 
and when the duke ordered his fervants to take away 
thofe badges of difgrace, and rcftore his own cap 
and coat j the fquirc entreated his grace to let him 
keep the mitre and the flaming robe, and carry them 
to his own country, as a mark and memorial of 
this incredible adventure. To this fupplication the 
duchefs replied, " That he might keep thefe tefti- 
monials 5 for he knew how much (he was hk 
friend." 

The duke ordered the court to be cleared, the com- 
pany to retire to their feveral chambers, and the 
knight and fquire to be conducted to the apartments 
which they had formerly occupied. 
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CHAP. XVIII. 

Which follows the preceding, and treats of matters 
that muft be difclofed, in order to make the hiftory 
the more intelligible and diftin£t. 

OANCHO flept that night in a truckle-bed, in 
^ the apartment of Don Quixote 5 a circumftance 
which he would have waved, if poffible, becaufe he 
well knew his matter would keep him awake with 
xjueftions and replies, and he was not at all in a talk- 
ative humour; for the pain of his paft fufFerings 
kept them ftill prefent in his fancy, depriving his 
tongue of its ufual freedom 4 and he would have much 
rather flept alone in a hut, than in the richeft cham- 
ber thus accompanied. His apprehenfion was fo 
true and his fufpicion fo juft, that fcarce had his mat- 
ter committed his body to the bed, when he ac* 
coded the fquirein thefe words : " What is thy opi- 
nion, Sancho, of this night's adventure ? Great and 
powerful is the force of amorous difdain, as thou haft 
feen with thy own eyes Altifidora dead— -not by (haft, 
or fword, or warlike inftrument, or mortal poifon, 
but folely by the refle£tk>n of that rigour and dif- 
dain with which I have always treated her advances." 
" She might have died in good time, when and how 
(he thought proper, cried Sancho, and left me in 
quiet at my own houfe, feeing I never treated her 
either with love or difdain in the whole courfc of my' 
life 5 for my own part, I neither know nor can I con- 
ceive, as I nave formerly obferved, what the health or 
life of fuch a whimfical girl as Altifidora has to do 
with the martyrdom of Sancho Panza ; but now at 
-length I can clearly and diftlnftly perceive that this 
world actually bounds with enchanters and enchant- 
ment$, firom which I pray God may deliver me, fince 
I cannot deliver myfelf : in the mean time, I hum- 
bly befeech your worfhip to let me fleep, without 
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farther queftion, if you have not a mind to fee me 
throw myfelf oiit of the window.** « c Sleep then, 
friend Sancho, did the knight, if thou canil enjoy 
the benefit of dumber, after the pinching, twitching, 
and pricking thou haft undergone." " No pain is 
comparable to that of the twitching, replied the 
(quire; for no other reafon, becaufe it was in- 
flicted by duennas, whom God in beaten confound. 
I again intreat your worfhipto leave me to my repofe; 
lor fleep is a remedy for thofe miferies which we feel 
when awake." * Be it fo, faid the knight, and the 
Lord make thy fleep refrefhing." — 

While thefe two are left to their repofe, Gd 
Hamet, author of this fubltme hiftory, takes occa- 
sion to explain the motives that induced the duke and 
duchefs to raife the edifice -of the adventure above 
related. He fays, the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco 
ftill remembering how, as knight of the mirrours, he 
lad been vanquiihed and overthrown by Don Quix- 
ote, and his whole defign blotted and defaced by that- 
unlucky fall and defeat \ he refolved to try his for- 
tune once mere, in hope of meeting with better fuc- 
cefsj and learning where the knight was, from the 
information of the page who carried the letter and 
prefent to Saneho's' wife Tcrefa Pansa, he pur- 
chjrfed a new fuit erf armour, and a horfe, ordered 
a white moon to be painted on his fhield, and fatten- 
ed the whole <rargo on the back of a he-mule, 
which was condu&ed by a certain ploughman, and 
not by his old fquire Tom Cecial, left he fhould be 
known by Sancho or Don Quixote. With this equi- 
page he fet out for the duke's caftle, where he was 
informed of the knight's motions and route, together 
with his intention to affift at the tournament in Sara- 
gofla. His grace likewife gave him an account of the 
jokes they had executed upon our adventurer, with 
the contrivance of Dulcinea's difetidhantment to be 
cfiefted at the expense of Sancho'* ptfUriors* Nor 
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did he forget to relate the trick which Sancho had 
pra&ifed on his matter, in making him believe that 
Dulcinea was enchanted and transformed into a coun- 
try wench; as alfo my lady duchefs had per- 
fuaded the fquire that Dulcinea was really and truly 
enchanted and transformed, and he himfelf the per- 
fon that was miftajcen and deceived : particulars 
which afforcfed abundance of mirth to the bachelor, 
who could not help admiring afrefh the mixture of 
archnefs and fimplicity in Sancho, as well as the un- 
accountable madnefs of Don Quixote. The duke 
begged he would return that way, and communicate 
his fuccefs, whether he ftould be variquifhed or vic- 
tor. Sampfon, having promifed to comply with 
his requeft, fet out in queft of our knight 5 and 
as he did not find him in Saragona, proceeded to 
Barcelona., where he met with the adventure we have 
already rioted in its proper place : then he returned 
to the duk*'fe .cattle, where he gave an account ,of 
the whole engagement and the conditions of the 
combat ; in confequence of which, Don Quixote 
was already on his return, to fulfil, like a worthy 
knight-errant, the promife he had' made to refide at 
his' own habitation for the term of one year, during 
which, the bachelor faid, he might poffibly be cured 
of his madnefs. He declared this was his fole mo- 
tive for difguifing himfelf in fuch a manner ; as it 
was a thoufand pities, that a gentleman of Don Quix- 
ote's excellent underftanding fhould continue under 
die influence of fuch infatuation. He accordingly 
took his leave of the duke, and returned to his own 
country, in full hope that the knight was not fox be- 
hind. 

From this information, his grace took the oppor- 
tunity to contrive this laft adventure, fo much was 
he delighted with the behaviour of Sancho and Don 
Quixote. He ordered a great number of his people 
on horfe4>ack and *-foot, to fcour the country fat 

and 
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tad near, and a patrole through every road by which 
he thought the knight could poffibly return, with 
orders to bring him to the caftle, either by fair means 
or foul. Accordingly, when they found him they 
gave notice to his grace, who having already pre- 
concerted what was to be done, no fooner heard of 
his coming than he dire&ed that the torches and tapers 
Should be lighted around the court, and Altifidora 
placed upon the tomb, together with all the appara- 
tus already defcribed, which was fo naturally and 
artfully executed, that it differed very little from the 
real truth. Nay, Cid Hamet moreover obferves, 
that he looked upon the jokers to be as mad as thofe 
who were joked, and the duke and duchefs to be 
within two fingers breadth of lunacy ; feeing they 
placed fuch happmefs in playing pranks upon two 
confirmed madmen, one of whom th^ new-day 
found deeping at full fnore, and the other watching 
over his bUfaftrous thoughts, and. very impatient to 
quit his couch \ for, whether vanquished or vi&or, 
Don Quixote never took pleafure in lolling on the 
lazy down. 

• It was now that Altifidora, who in the knight's 
opinion had returned from death, in compliance 
with the humour of her lord and lady, entered his 
apartment, crowned with the fame garland (he had 
worn on the tomb, clad in a robe of white taffety 
powdered with flowers of gold, her hair flowing loofe 
upon her (boulders, . and fupporting herfelf upon a 
ftaflF of fine policed black ebony. This apparition 
difcompofed our hero to fuch a degree, that he fhrunk 
within his neft, in filent confufion, and almoft 
covered himfelf wholly with the flieets, fully deter- 
mined againft making any return of compliment. 
Mean while Altifidora, fitting down upon a chair, 
at his bed's head, heaved a profound figh, and thus 
Ajddrefled herfelf to him, in a faint and tender tone : 
*' When women of faftuon, and damfels of referve, 
10 trample 
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txaniplc upon honour, and give their tongues the* 
liberty to break through all inconveniences, fo as to 
divulge the fecrets which their hearts conceal ; their 
condition muft be defperate indeed. I am one of 
thofe, fignor Don Quixote de la Mancha ; forely 
hampered, , vanquished, and enamoured,, but withal 
fo patient and modeft, that my foul broke through my 
(Hence, and I loft my life; in confequence of thy 
rigour, O flinty-hearted knight ! more deaf than 
marble to my c^Wplaints, have I been dead for two 
days, or at leaft fuppofed to be dead by thofe who 
faw me ; and if love, in pity to my fate, had not 
depofited a remedy in the tortures of that worthy 
fquire, I fhould have remained for ever in the other 
world." " Love, faid Sancho, 'might as well have 
depofited the remedy in the tortures of my afs, and I 
fhould have thanked him for it heartily : but, pray, ma- 
dam, tell me, fo may heaven fend you a kinder lover 
than my matter, what did you fee in the other world ? 
what is going forward in hell ? for furely thofe who 
die in defpair, muft go to that baiting-place." « To 
tell you the truth, anfwered Altifidora, I could not 
be quite dead, feeing I did not enter the infernal 
regions ; for, had I been once fairly introduced, I 
could not have left the -place again, whatever incli- 
nation I might have had to return. The truth is, 
I went no farther than the gate, where I faw about 
a dozen devils playing at tennis, in their drawers 
and doublets, having bands edged with Flanders lace, 
and ruffles of the fame at their wrifts, which were 
naked to the length of four inches, in order to en- 
large the appearance of their hands, in which they 
wielded rackets of fire $ but what I chiefly admired 
was, that inftead of balls they made ufe of books, 
which feemed to be filled with wind and flocks ; a 
circumftance equally new and furprifingj and yet 
there was another particular, which fttfl increased 
Vol. IV. O my 
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my aftonifhment : for, whereas among the game- 
fters of this world., it is natural for the winners to 
be merry, and for the lofers to be fad j in that dia- 
bolical paftime, all the players growled and grum- 
bled and curfed one another." " That is not to be 
wondered at, replied the fquire ; for the devils, play 
or not play, win or not win, can never be content." 
rt That mull certainly be the cafe, anfwered Altifi- 
dora; but there was likewife another peculiarity at 
which I wonder, I mean at which I then wondered ; 
namely, that after the firft tofs, the ball was ufelefs,. 
and could not be ufed a fecond time ; fo that they 
whirled them away, new and old, in a marvellous 
manner. On one of thefe, which was finely gilt and 
lettered, they bellowed fuch a violent ftroke, that 
the guts flew out in fcattered leaves. " What book 
is that?" faid one devil to his fellow. The other 
anfwered, that it was the fecond part of the Hiftory 
of Don Quixote de la Mancha, compofed not by the 
original author Cid Hamet, but by an Arragonian, 
who calls himfelf a native of Tordefilks. u Away 
with it ! cried the firft, plunge it into the loweft abyfs 
of hell, that mine eyes may never behold it again." 
" What ! is it fo bad ?" faid the fecond. « So very 
bad, replied the other, that if I myfelf had endeavour- 
ed to make it worfe, it would not have been in my 
power." They proceeded with their play, driving 
about the unfortunate books; and I hearing them 
mention Don Quixote, whom I love and adore, en- 
deavoured to retain the vifion in my memory." Cf A 
vifion it muft have been without all doubt, faid 
Don Quixote ; for there is no other I in the whole 
world i and as for that hiftory, it is bandied from 
hand to hand, without finding a refting-place ; and 
every body has a fling at the author : nor am I, iu 
the leaft, mortified to hear that I wander like a fan- 
taftic fhadow through the dark abodes of hell, as well 
as through the enlightened manfions of this globe, 

aa 
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as I am not the perfon recorded in that hiftory, 
which, were it elegant, faithful, and authentic, would 
live for ages j but, being falfe and execrable, as it is, 
there will be no great diftance between its birth and 
burial" 

Altifidora was going to proceed with her lamenta- 
tions, when (he was prevented by the knight, who 
faid with great folemnity, " I have often told you, 
madam, that I am forry you have placed your affec- 
tion upon me, -rjio can make no other return than 
that of gratitude and thanks : I was born for Dul- 
cinea del Tobofo, and the Fates, if fuch there be, 
have confecrated me for her fervice ; fo that to ima- 
gine any other beauty (hall ever occupy the place 
wh : «l> £be poffeffes in my heart, is to fuppofe a mere 
impoffibility. Let. this declaration, therefore, unde- 
ceive and prevail upon you to retire within the limits 
of virtue and decorum, feeing no man is obliged to 
perform impoffibilities." Altifidora, in confequence 
of this repulfe, affumed an air of indignation, and, 
in an affected tranfport of rage, exclaimed, €€ How 
now, Don ftock-fifti ! foul of a mortar ! ftone of a 
date ! more pofitive and- obftinate than a courted 
peafant when - his arrow hath chanced to hit the 
mark ; by the lord ! if I once fall upon you, I will 
tear your eyes out. Hark ye, Don beaten and 
cudgelled, are you fuch a wifeacre as to fuppofe I 
died for love of you ? All you have feen, this laft 
night, was pure fiction ; for I am not the woman to 
•have a finger-ach, much lefs to die, for fuch a camel." 
«« O* my conscience ! I believe what you fay, cried 
Sanchoj that of dying for love, is a moil ridiculous 
affair: your lovers, indeed, may eafily fay they are 
dying ; but that they will a Anally give up the glioft, 
Judas may believe it for me." 

During this converfation, tl^e mufician and poet, 

who had fung the two ftanzas which we have already. 

Repeated, came into the apartment, ajpjl made a pro- 
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found bow to - Don Quixote, faying, " Sir knight, I 
beg you will efteem and reckon me among the num- 
ber of your molt humble fervants ; for many days 
aretlapfed fincc I have conceived the warmeft affec- 
tion for your perfon, from the fame of your charac- 
ter and atchievements ." When Don Quixote de- 
fired \o know who he was, that he mignt refpecl: 
him according to his merit, he anfwered, that he 
was the mufician and panegyrift of the preceding 
night. " Afluredly, your voice is extremely fweet, 
faid the knight \ but, methinks, the verfes you fung 
were not much to the purpofe ; for what affinity is 
there* between the ftanzas of Garfilaffo and the 
death of this young lady?" f( Your worihip muft 
not wonder at that impropriety, anfwered the rrwfi- 
cian i it is a common practice among the beardlefs 
pbets of this age, to write what they will, and Ileal 
from whom they pleafe to pillage, whether it be or 
be not to the purpofe, and every abfurdity that occurs 
in their finging or writing, they attribute to the licentia 
pbetica." 

Don Quixote's reply was prevented by the entrance 
of the duke and duchefs, who came to vifit him 
in his chamber, and a long diverting conversation 
ehfued, in the courfe of which Sancho uttered fo 
many humorous fallies and fatirical jokes, that their 
graces admired anew the mixture of his acutenefs and 
Simplicity. ' As for the knight, he humbly requefted 
that he might be allowed to depart that very day, as 
it was much more proper that vanquished knights, 
like him, fljould live in hogfties, than in fumptuous 
palaces. They gracioufly complied with his requeft, 
arnd when the duchefs inquired if Altifidora had, as 
yet, acquired his good graces, " your grace muft 
know, faid he, that d^mfePs diftempSr wholly pro- 
ceeds from idlenefs, which may be eafily. cured by 
continual and decent occupation : flhe tells me it is 
the faflion iu hell to wear lace, and as (he knows 

how

how to make it, tet< the worir never be out of her 
hand, which being empl/jyed in moving the bobbins, 
the idea of ideas of what (he loves will no longer 
move in her imagination : and this is the truth, the 
iubftance of my opinion, and the marrow of iriy ad- 
vice." " Ay, and of rnine too, cried Sancho ; for 
never in my born days did I know a lace-maker die 
for love,: the thoughts of girls employed at that 
work, run more upon the finifhing of their tafks 
than upon the idle fancies of love 5 and, for myielf, 
I can fafely fay, that while I am digging in the field, 
I never fo much as dream of my duck j I mean, my 
wife Terefa Fanza, whom I love as the apple of mine 
-eye." " You talk like an oracle, Sancho, faid the 
duchefs : and I will take care, that, from this day 
forward, Altifidora {hall be employed in fome plain- 
work, which {he underftands to perfection." « c Your 
ladyfhip lhall not need to ufe any fuch expedite, re- 
plied Altifidora 5 for the confideration of the cruelty 
with which I have been ufed by that felonious mon- 
fter, will blot him effectually from my remembrance, 
without any other afliftance * 9 and, in the mean time, 
with your grace's, permiffion, I will retire, that I 
may no longer have before my eyes — I will not fay 
his rueful countenance, but his frightful and abo- 
minable afpe£r.." " Thefe reproaches, faid the duke, 
put me in mind of the old obfervation, that fcoid- 
ing among lovers is the next neighbour to forgive- 
nefs." 

Altifidora, making a (hew of wiping the tears from 
her eyes with a white handkerchief, dropped a low 
courtefy to her lord and lady, and withdrew ; and San- 
cho fending after her an earned look, " Poor damfel ! 
cried he, 1 can bequeath, bequeath thee nothing, I 
fay, but bad luck, feeing thou haft placed thine af- 
fection upon a foul of rufh, and a heart of oak ; had 
it lighted upon me, another fort of a cock would have 
crowed thy fortune."

CHAP. XIX. 

Of what happened to Don Quixote and his fquire, in 

their journey to their own village. 

I T 1 H E perplexed and vanquifhed Don Quixote 
A travelled along, extremely chagrined on one 
account, though greatly rejoiced on another : his me- 
lancholy was occafioned by his overthrow, and his 
joy produced from the confideration of that virtue 
inherent in his fquire, which he had feen demon/lrated 
in the refurre£Hon of Altifidora, though he had fome 
fcruples in perfuading himfelf that the enamoured 
damfel was actually dead. As for Sancho, he felt no 
fort of pleafure ; but, on the contrary, was much 
mortified to find that Altifidora had failed in per- 
forming her promife touching the prefent of the 
(hifts ; and his imagination dwelling upon this cir- 
cumftance, he faid to his mafter, " Truly, fignor, I 
muft certainly be the moft unfortunate phyfician that 
ever lived upon the earth, in which there are many 
leeches, who, though they kill their patients, infift upon 
being paid for their trouble, which, by the bye, is 
no more than writing and figning a lift of medicines 
upon a fcrap of paper 5 for the apothecary makes 
up the prefcription, and fo the farce is aded ; where- 
as, I receive not a doit, though I cure other people's 
maladies at the expence of pinches, twitches, pin 
pricks, lafties, and drops of blood ; but, I vow to 
God ! if any other patient is put into my hands, 
they fhall be well anointed before I undertake the 
cure 5 for, The abbot chants but to fupply his 
wants 1 and I Cannot believe that heaven hath be- 
^owed fuch- virtue upon me, in order that I fhould 
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throw it away upon the undeferving." <c Thou art 

in the right, friend Sancho, replied Don Quixote ; 

^t\d Altifidora is much to blame in having with-held 

the promifed fhifts, although thy virtue is gratis data, 

without having put thee to the trouble of ftudying 

aught but the art of enduring perfonal torture; for 

my own part, I can fay, that if thou hadft demanded 

payment for the difenchanting (tripes, I mould have 

allowed it to thy own fatisfa&ion ; though I know 

not how fuch hire might interfere with the eure ; and 

I mould not wifh that the premium might impede the 

effe£t of the medicine ; neverthelefs* I do not think 

the experiment could be attended with any bad con-* 

fequence. Confi^er, Sancho, what thou wouldft 

have \ then proved to- the flagellation, and pay 

thyfelf fairly out of my money which \& in thy ow» 

hands." 

At this propofal, the fquire opened his eyes an <J 

ears a full fpan, and refolving in hi& heart to fcourge 

himfelf with good-will,, aniwered in thefe words i 

" Ay, now, fignor, I find myfelf extremely well 

difpofed to comply with your worfhip's defire, fince 

my compliance will be attended with fome profit; 

and, I own, my regard for my poor wife and chil- 

* dren makes me feem a little felfith. — Pray, what will 

your worfhip pleafe to give for every ftripe ?" " Were 

1 to pay thee, Sancho, faid the knight, according to 

the greatnefs of thy deferts, and the quality of the

tillosj the three thoufand quartillos make fifteen 
hundred half rials, which are equal to feven hundred 
and fifty rials, and the other three hundred quar- 
tillos make one hundred and fifty half rials, which 
are equal to feventy-five rials, and thefe being added 
to the former feven hundred and fifty, the whole 
reckoning amounts to eight hundred and twenty-five 
rials. Thefe I will deduft from your calh that is in 
my hands, and then I will return to my own houfe, 
rich and fatisfied, though well fcourged ; for, W^ can- 
not catch trouts without wetting our clouts : and I will 

•fay no more upon the fubje&." " O, Hlefled Sancho! 
O, lovely Sancho? cried Don Quixote; Dukinea 
and I will be bound to ferve thee all the days that 
heaven (hall permit us to live; provided (he (hall re- 
trieve her loft form : and, in thi* hope, we cannot 
poflibly be miftaken ; her misfortune will prove for- 
tunate, and my overthrow a mod happy triumph. 
And now, Sancho, confider when thou wilt begin 
this difcipline j towards the fpeedy performance of 
which, I add another hundred rials." " When ! re- 
plied the fquire ; this very night without fail : if 
your worfliip will take care to choofe our lodging 
in the open field, I will take care to .open my own 

•earcafeV'' 

At length the night arrived, after it had been im- 
patiently expe&ed by Don Quixote, who thought 
the wheels of Apollo's car had "broken down, and 
that the day was extended to an unufual length; 

' like thofe lovers whofe defires ever outftrip the career 
of time. 

In the evening, they betook themfelves to the 

' covert of fome pleafant trees at a little diftance from 
the highway, and 'vacating the faddle of Rofinante, 

• and the pannel of the afs, fat down together upon the 

' graft and fupped upon the (lore contained in the 

walkt 
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-wallet of Santho, who, forming a ftrpng and flexible 
fcourge with Dapple's halter, retired into a tuft of 
beeches about twenty paces from his mafter. The 
knight feeing him withdraw fo brifk and refolute, 
€i Beware, friend Sancho, faid he, of fcourging thy- 
felf to pieces ; perform thy difcipline at leifure ; let - 
the ftripes follow one another in a regular fucceflion, 
and do not run fo fail as to be out of breath in the 
middle of thy career ; I mean, do not la(h thyfelf fo 
feverely as to.deftroy thy own life before the num- 
ber be completed; and, that thou mayefi^ not lofe 
it by a s card too many, or too few, I will (land afide 
and count the ftripes upon my rofary. Mayeft thou 
enjoy the protection of heaven, which thy chriftian 
intention fo richly deferves." t€ A good pay mafter 
needs no bail, anfwered the fquire : I intend to 
. fcourge myfelf in fuch a manner as will mortify my 
flefli, without any hazard of my life; for in that 
medium the fubftance of the miracle muft conGft."

cook's cellar, tavern, inn, and barber's (hop in the 
kingdom will be ornamented with pictures contain- 
ing the hiftory of our atchievements ; but I fhould 
be glad to fee them painted by a better workman 
O 6 than 
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tlian him who made thefe daubings." <c Thou*ait 
In the rights replied Don Quixote ; he that painted 
thefe pieces is juft fuch another as Orbancja, a painter 
of Ubeda, who being afked what he was about, 
anfwered, juft as it happens ; and, if he chanced 
to reprefent a cock, he wrote under it, this is a cock ; 
that.it might not be raiftaken for a fox. Such a per- 
fon, I fuppofe, is that fame painter or author ; for 
it is the fame thing, who ufhered into the world the 
lately publifhed hiftory of the new Don Quixote ; for 
he has painted or defcribed whatever came uppermoft ; 
or, .perhaps, he refembles an old court poet called 
Mauleon, who pretended to anfwer every queftion 
extempore ;" and being one day afked the meaning 
of Deum de Deo, replied, de donde diere *. But, 
waving this fubjeft, tell me, Sancho, if thou art re- 
folved to take the other turn to-night, and whether 
thou wouldft choofe to go to work under an humble 
roof, or beneath the high canopy of heaven ?" " Tore 
Gcd ! fignor, replied the fquire, as to what I intend 
to take, it matters not much, whether it be taken 
within doors or without: neverthelefs, I fhould choofe 
to go to work among trees j for they feem to ac-

Speak 
plainly and perfpicuoufly without fuch intricate mazes, 
as I have often advifed thee, and thou wilt find thy- 
felf one loaf per cent, in pocket." <c I am fo un- 
lucky, anfwered the fquire, that I cannot give a rca- 
fon without a proverb, nor a proverb that I do not 
think a good reafon ; but I will mend if I can!"

Giving an account of Don Quixote's arrival aTius 
own habitation. 

THAT whole day Don Quixote and Sancho 
tarried at the inn, waiting for night, during 
which the one intended to fini(h his whipping-talk 
in the open field, and the other hoped to fee the ac- 
complishment \<f that discipline on which depended 
the accompli{hm<;nt of his defire.

really and truly did him fignal fervices ; and particu- 
larly faved his back from being very roughly handled 
by the hangman, for his exceflive impudence and 
knavery." " And pray, fignor Don Alvaro, is there 
any refemblance between me and that Don Quixote 
whom your worfhip mentions?" faid the knight, 
" No, furely ; none at all," replied the ftranger. 
<c Is that Don Quixote attended by a fquire called 
Sancho Panza?" refumed our hero. " Yes, he is, 
anfwered the other ; and although he was reported 
to he a very humorous companion, I never heard 
him utter one merry conceit." " That I can very 
well believe, faid Sancho, mingling in the difcourfe; 
it is not every body that can utter conceits* and that 

fame 
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fame Sancho, whom your worfliip mentions, muft be 
a very great knave, and indeed both fool and knave ; 
for I am the true Sancho Panza, who have as many 
conceits as there are drops of rain : if your worfhip 
will but try the experiment, and keep me company 
for a year or fo, you will Ice them fall from me at 
every ftep 5 nay, they are fo merry and fo numerous, 
that very of °ti when I myfelf know not what I have 
faid, they make all the hearers burft their fides with 
laughing : and the true Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
the renowned, the valiant, the lage, the enamoured 
knight, the undoer of wrongs, the tutor of wards 
and orphans, the prote£fcor of widows, the deftroyer 
of maids, he who owns no other miftrefs than the 
peerlefs Dulcinea Del Tobofo, is my matter, this very 
gentleman here prefent; every other Don Quixote, 
and every other Sancho whatfoever, is no better 
than a dream or delufion." «« Before God ! I am 
of the fame opinion, replied Don Alvaro ; for, truly 
my good friend, you have uttered more pleafantry in 
thefe few fentences you have fpoke, than ever I knew 
come from the mouth of the other Sancho Panza, 
though he was an eternal babler : he was much more 
pf a glutton than an orator, and rather idiotical 
than humorous. Indeed, I am fully perfuaded, that 
thofe enchanters who moleft the good Don Quixote, 
have been pleafed to 'perfecute me with the bad 
Don Quixote : and yet I know not what to fay ; for, 
I can take my oath that I left him at Toledo in the 
nuncio's houfe, under the care of fu re eons ; and now, 
another Don Quixote ftarts up in this place, though 
of' a very different character and complexion I" " I 
know not whether or not I am the good Don 
Quixote, replied the knight 5 but I will venture 
to fay I am not the bad Don Quixote; and, as a 
proof of what I allege, my good fignor Don 
Alvaro Tarfe, your worfliip muft know, that in

within its walls, that I might demonftrate his im- 
poilure to the fatisfaclion of the whole world : I, 
therefore, openly repaired to Barcelona, that repo- 
fitory of politenefs, that afylum ot ftn^^rs, that hof- 
pital of the poor, that native place o? gallantry, that 
avenging tribunal of the injured, that agreeable fcene 
of unfhaken friendfnip, unparalleled both in beauty 
and fituation ! and although certain adventures which 
there befel me did not much contribute to my fatif- 
fa&ion, but, on the contrary, conduced to my un- 
fpeakable difquiet, I bear my fate without repining, 
and count myfelf happy in having feen that celebrated 
place : finally, fignor Don Alvaro Tarfe, I am the 
real Don Quixote de la Mancha, fo well known to 
fame, and not that wretched impoftor who has 
thought proper to ufurp my name, and deck - himfelf 
with the fpoils of my reputation. I mufl therefore in- 
treat your worfhip, as you value yourfelf on^the cha- 
racter of a gentleman, to make a declaration before 
the alcade of the place ; importing, that, before this 
day, you never faw me in the whole courfe of your 
life 5 and that I am not the Don Quixote described 
in the fecond part, nor this Sancho Panza the 
fquire whom your worfhip knew in his fervice." 
" With all my heart, faid Don Alvaro; and yet I 
cannot help being aftonifhed to fee two Don Quixotes, 
and two Sanchos at the fame time, fo firnilar in name, 
and fo. unlike in character; fo that I fay again, and 
even affirm, that I have not really feen that which I 
thought I. had feen, nor met witn thofe incidents in 
which I fuppofed myfelf concerned." " Doubtlefs, 
cried-vSancho, your worfhip muft be enchanted, like 
my lady Dulcinea rdel Tobofo j and wpujd .to God 
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your difenchantment depended upon my undergoing 
another tale of three thoufand three hundred lafhes, 
fuch as I have undertaken in her favour ; I would lay 
them on without intereft or deduction." When Don 
Alvaro faid lie did not underftand what he meant by 
lafhes, the fquire anfwered it was a long ftory, which, 
. however, he would relate to him, Ihould they chance 
to travel the fame road. 

Don Quixote and Don Alvaro dined together; and 
the alcade of the town chancing to enter the inn, 
with a fcrivener, our hero demanded, by a formal 
petition, that Don Alvaro Tarfe, the gentleman there 
prefent, mould depofe before his worfhip, . that he was 
not acquainted with him, Don Quixote, there pre- 
fent alfo ; and that he the faid Don Quixote was not 
the perfon defcribed in a certain hiitory, entitled, 
The fecond Part of Don Quixote de la Mancha ; com- 
posed by one Avellanada, native of Tordefilias. In 
a word, the alcade proceeded in form: the depo- 
fition was drawn up in the ftrongeft terms, and the 
knight and fquire were as much rejoiced, as if this 
certificate had been of the utmoft confequence to their 
identity, and as if the difference between the two 
Quixotes and Sanchos would not have plainly appeared 
from their words and actions. 

Many compliments and proffers of fervice paffed 
between Don Alvaro and Don Quixote; and our 
great Manchegan gave fuch proofs of difcretion as 
undeceived Don Alvaro, who perfuaded himfelf that 
he was certainly enchanted, feting he had felt, as .it 
were, with his hand, two fuch contrary Don Quixotes. 
In the evening they departed from the village, and

purfue, and Dulcinea does not appear." fC That }s 
a (Irange fancy in your worihip ! replied the fquire: 
let us, for example, fuppqfe Dulcinea del Tobofo, 
and thefe purfuing hounds the felonious enchanters 
who have transformed her irfto a country wench ; (he 
flies, I catch and deliver her to your worihip, who 
hold and fondle her in your arms ; what bad fign is 
that ? or what ill omen can be conjured from fuch a 
circumftance ?" At this jun&ure, the two boys who 
had been quarrelling came up to fee the hare, and 
Sancho having aiked the caufe of their quarrel, ■ was 
anfwered by him who faid, " Thou fhalt never fee it 
in all the days of thy life," that he had taken a cage 
fiiU of crickets from the othe'r boy, which he did not 
intend to reftore in the whole courfe of his life* In 
consequence of this information, the fquire pulled 
out of his pocket four farthings, and gave thern to 
the boy for the cage, which he put into the hands of 
Don Quixote, faying, " Behold, fignor, the wreck 
and deftru&ion of thofe omens, which I (though a 
fool} imagine have no more to do with our affairs, 
than laft veal's clouds ; and, if I right remember, I 
have heard the curate of our parUh obferve, that no 
chriftian of common fenfe ought to mind fuch chlldtOi 
trifles; nay, even your worfhip ' made the fame re- 
mark fome time ago, and told me thofe chriftians 
were actually mad who put any faith in omens ; and 
therefore we haVe no occafion to make a (tumbling* 
block of this accident : but let us proceed and enter 
the town,* a God's name. 

The hunters coming up demanded the hare, 
which was delivered to them by our knight, who 
jogging on with his fquire, perceived the curate and 
bachelor Carrafco bufy at their devotion, in a little 
meadow that fkirted the town.

here or there, or got in what fhape you pleafe, I 
give myfelf no trouble about the matter : I am lure, 
in getting it, you have introduced no new fafhion in- 
to the world," Sanchica embraced her father, and 
aiked if he had brought any tiling for her, who had 
expected him as impatiently as if he had been May- 
dew : then taking hold of his girdle with one hand, 
and leading Dapple with the other, while her mother 
held him by the fift, they repaired to their own houfe, 
leaving Don Quixote to the care of his niece and 
houfekeeper, and in company with the curate and 
bachelor. 

The knight, difregarding times and feafons, in- 
(lantly retired into an apartment with his two friends, 
to whom he briefly related his overthrow, and the 
obligation under which he lay, to ftay at home for 
the fpace of one year, which obligation he intended 
literally to obferve, without failing in the lead tittle, 
like a true knight-errant, bound by the pun&uality of 
the order which he had the honour to profefs. During 
this term of retirement, he propofed to turn fhepherd, 
and enjoy the folitude of the ^fields, where he would 
give full fcope to his amorous fentiments, and ex- 
ercife himfelf in all the virtues of a paftoral life : he, 
at the fame time, befought them (provided they had 
anytime to fpare, and were not hindered by bufi- 
nefs of more confequence) to become his companions ; 
affuring them he would purchafe a flock of fheep 
fumcient for a number of fwains, and that the prin- 
cipal part of the fcheme was already efFe&ed, inas- 
much as he had invented names that would fuit them 
with the utmoft propriety. The curate exprefling 
a defire to know thefe appellations, the knight faid f 
he would call himfelf the fhepherd Quixotiz, the 
bachelor fliould be diftinguifhed by the name of the ( 
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fwain Carrafcon, the curate be denominated Curi- 
ambro, and the fquire Pancinp. They were con- 
founded at this new fpecies of madnefs ; but, left 
he fhould once more forfake hiis habitation to follow 
his new chivalries, and in hope that he might poflibly 
be cured during the year of his confinement, they feem- 
ingly affented to this new propofal, extolled his mad- 
nefs as the very eflence of difcretion, and promifed 
to be his companions in the exercife he had planned. 
t€ All the world knows that I am a celebrated* poet, 
faid Sampfon Carrafco, and at every turn I fhall com- 
pofe verfes, paftorals, or courtly fonnet$, or fuch as 
will x beft anfwer the purpofe of entertaining us in 
the fields through which we fhall rove : buf there is 
one circumflance, gentlemen, which we mult by no 
means negleft : and that, is, every man fhall choofe 
a name for the fhepherdefs he intends to celebrate, 
and infcribe and engrave it on every tree, let it be 1 
never fo hard, according to the conftant practice of 
enamoured fwains." " A very feafonable fuggeftion, 
anfwered Don Quixote : but, although I am at liberty 
to choofe a fictitious name, I fhall not employ my 
invention for that purpofe, while there is fuch a per- 
fon as the peerlefs Dulcinea delTobofo, the glory 
of thefe banks ! the ornament of thefe meadows ! 
the fupport of beauty ! the cream of all gentility ! 
and finally, the fubjeft that fuits all praife, how hy- 
perbolical foever it may be." Very true, faid the 
curate ; but we muft put up with nymphs of an in- 
ferior rank, who, though they will not fquare, p may 
corner with our defires." And fhould we be at a 
lofs, added Sampfon Carrafco, we will borrow names 
that abound in printed books ; fuch as Phillis, Ama- 
ryllis, Diana, Florida, Galatea, and Belifarda, which, 
as they are publicly fold, we may purchafe and ap- 
propriate to our own ufe. If, for example, my mi- 
Itrefs, or rather fhepherdefs, be called Ann, I will ce- 
lebrate her under the name of Anna} if her name 
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is Frances, flic fliall be called Francenia j if Lucia, 
fhe fliall be known by the appellation of Lucinda: 
in the fame manner fliall other names be meta- 
movphofed ; and if Sancho Panza is inclined to be 
one of our fraternity, he may celebrate his wife Te- 
refa Panza, under the name of Terefayna." Don 
Quixote could not help fmiling at this transforma- 
tion j and the curate, in very high terms, applauded- 
his honourable and virtuous refolution, promifing 
anew to fpend in his company all the time he could 
fpare from his indifpenfable obligations. And now 
they took leave of the knight, after having advifed and 
entreated him to have a reverend care of his health, 
and comfort his ftomach with fomething good and fub- 
ftantial. 

The niece and houfekeeper having, by accident, 
overheard this converfation, entered the apartment, 
as foon as the curate and batchelor were gone, and 
the former addrefling herfelf to Don Quixote, «« Uncle, 
faid fhe, what is the meaning of all mis ! Now, that 
we thought you was returned to ftay at home, and 
lead a quiet and honourable life in your own houfe, 
you want to reintangle yourfelf in new labyrinths, 
and turn a poor fhepherd. Thou cam'ft with a crook, 
with a fcrip thou wilft go, as the faying is ; for, in 
good faith, the ftraw* is too old to make pipes of." 
«.* And does your wbrfhip think, added the houfe- 
keeper, that you can ftay in the field, during the 
heats of fummer and the frofts of winter, to hear the 
howling of wolves ! no, truly, that is the office and 
employment of robuft clowns, tanned by the weather, 
and brought up to the bufmefs, even from their 
chriftening blankets and fwaddling-cloaths ; and 
weighing one evil againft another, you had better ftill 
be a knight-errant than a fhepherd. Confider, fignor, 
and take my advice, which I do not ghre from a full 
ftom4ch, but frefh and falling, with fifty good years, 
over my head: ftay at home in your own houfe, 

. look 
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look after your eftate, go frequently to confeffion, be 
good to the poor, and let my conference anfwer for 
the reft." u Hold your peace, my good children,' an- 
fwered Don Quixote ; I know my own duty, and what 
I have to do ; mean while carry me to bed, for, me 
thinks, I am not very well ; and be afiured, that whe-» 
ther I continue knight-errant, or turn (hepherd, you 
may depend upon my good offices and ailiftance, as 
youfhall find by experience." 

Comforted by this declaration, the good fouls, for 
fb they were without doubt, carried the knight to bed, 
•where they prefented him with. vi£feuals, and cheriflied 
him with all poffible care. 

CHAP. XXIT. 

Giving an account of Don Quixote's laft illnefs awd 
death. 

AS nothing fruman is eternal, but every fublu* 
nary objedfc, efpecially the life of man, is always 
declining from its' origin to its decay; and. Don 
Quixote had no particular privilege from Heaven 
exempting him from the common fate, the end and 
period of his exiftence arrived, when he lead expected 
itfe approach. Either in confequence of the me- 
lancholy produced by his overthrow, or by the par- 
ticular difpenfations of Heaven, he was feized with a 
calenture which detained him in bed for the fpace of 
fix days, during which he was often vifited by his 
friends, the curate, bachelor, and barber; and his 
good (quire Sancho Panza never ftirred from his 
bed-fide. Thefe gentlemen fuppofmg his diftem- 
per proceeded from the chagrin infpired by his over- 
throw, and the difappointment of his hope, concern- 
ing the liberty and difenchantment of Dulcinea, en- 
deavoured, by all poffible means, to exhilarate his 
fpirits. The bachelor exhorted him to cheer up 
Vol. IV. P his 
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his heart, and for fake his couch, that they might 
begin their paftoral exercife, towards which he had 
already compofed an eclogue which would' difgrace 
all the pajtorals that evJer Sannazarius wrote. He 
likewife gave him to underftand, that he had pur- 
chased with his own money, from an herdfman of 
Quintanar, two .famous dogs, called Barcino and Bu- 
tron, to defend their flock from the wolves. All 
thefe confolations, however, could not difpel the me- 
lancholy of Don Quixote ; fo that his friends called 
a phy&cian, who, having felt his pulfe, made a very 
doubtful prognoftic; faying, happen what would, 
they ought to provide for the health of his foul, as 
that of his body was in imminent danger ; and he 
gave it as his opinion, that the poor gentleman was 
overwhelmed with melancholy and vexation. The 
knight heard this fentence with the moil heroic com- 

Eofure; but that was not the cafe with his houfe- 
eeper, niece, and fquire, who began to weep and 
wail moll bitterly, as if they had already feen him de*- 
prived of life. 

Don Quixote finding himfelf inclined to Cumber, 
defired he might be left alone, and the company re- 
tiring, he is faid to have flept fix hours at a ftretch ; 
fo that the houfekeeper tind niece began to fear he 
would neVer awake. Neverthelefs, he awoke at the 
expiration - of the aforefaid time, and exclaimed 
aloud, " Praifed be the Almighty (5od, for the 
great benefit I have received from his bounty ! his 
mercies know no bounds : nor are they abridged or 
impeded by the tranfgreflions of man !" The niec$, 
who liftened attentively, hearing this ejaculation, 
more fenfible and connected than any thing he had 
uttered fince the beginning of his illnefs.; " Uncle, 
faid fhe, what do you mean ? has any thing new 
befallen us ? what mercies and tranfgreflions are 
thefe you mention ?" « Mercies, replied the knight, 
which Heaven hath this inftant been pleafed to 

vouch- 
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^buchfafe unto me, notwithstanding the heinoufnefs 
of my tranfgreffions. I now enjoy my judgment uiw 
difturbed, and cleared from thofc dark fhadows of- 
ignorance,* in which my underftanding hath been 
involved, by the pernicious and incefiant reading of 
thofe deteftable books of chivalry.- I am now fen- 
Cble of the falfity and folly they contain 5 and no- 
thing gives me concern,, but that this- cohvi&ict 
comes too late to give me time fulfieient to make' 
amends by- reading others,- which would enlighten^ 
my foul. I feel- myfelf, coufm* at the point of 
death ; and I would not undergo that- great change 11* 
fuch a manner as to entail the imputation of mad-*' 
ncfs on my memory ; for, though I have a&cd as a 
madman, . I mould not wifh to confirm the chara&er* 
by ihy behaviour in the laft moments of my life* 
Be fo good^my dear child, as to fend for my worthy 
friend the curate, the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco, 
and mafter Nicholas the barber v for, I want- to con-* 
fefs, and make my wilL" 

The accidental arrival of thefe three faved lief thief 
trouble of fending a meffage to each in particular ; 
and Don Quixote feeing them enter, " Good gentle- 
men* faid he, congratulate and rejoice with me, upon* 
my being no longer Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
but plain Alonfo Quixano, furnamed the Good, on 
account of the innocence of my life and conversation. 
I am now an enemy to Amadis de Gaul, and the 
whole infinite tribe of his defcendants : now, are all 
the profane hiftories' of knight-errantry odioufr ttf 
my reflections how, I an* fenfible of my own mad- 
nefs, and the danger into which I have been preci- 
pitated by reading fuch abfurdities, which I, from 
dear-bought experience, abominate and abhor." The 
three friends, hearing this declaration, believed he 
was certainly feized with fome new fpecies of mad- 
jiefsj and, on this fuppofition, Sampfon- replied* 
P 2 «'Nowi 
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u Now, fignor Don Quixote, when we,have received 
the news of my lady Dulcinea's being difenchanted, 
do you talk at this rate ? when we are on the point 
of becoming (hepherds, that we may pafs away our 
time happily in finging, like fo many princes, has 
your worfhip taken the refolution to turn hermit ? 
no more of that, I befeech you ; recoiled your fpirits, 
and leave oiF talking fuch idle ftories." « Thofe 
wWh I have hitherto believed, have, indeed, rea- 
lized my misfortune, faid the knight ; but, with the 
affiftance of Heaven, I hope my death will turn them 
to my advantage. Gentlemen, I feel myfelf haftenktg 
to the goal of life \ and therefore, jefting apart, let 
me have the benefit of a ghoftly confeflbr, and fend 
for a notary to write my will \ for, in fudh extremi- 
ties, a maiTmuft not trifle with his own foul : I en- 
treat you then to call a notary, and, in the mean 
time, I w3J confefs myfelf to Mr. Curate.** They 
looked at one another, furprifed at this difcourfc, 
and, though ftili dubious, refolved to comply with 
his- defire : they confidered this fackba and fiafy 
tranfition from madnefs to fanity, as a certain figiud 
of his approaching death j for to thofe expreiIioa& 
already rehearfed, he added a great dumber fo ra- 
tional, fo chriftian and weH-coraieded, as to difpet 
tlie doubts of aU prefent, who were now firmly per- 
fuaded, that he had retrieved the right ufe of his 
i»telle<Sb. The curate having di&uflfed the com- 
pany, confefifed the penitent ; while the bachelor 
went in queft of the notary, with whom he in a little 
time returned, accompanied alfo by Sancho, who 
having received an account of his mafter'a condition*, 
and finding the niece and houfekeeper in tears, began 
to pucker up his face, and open the flood-gates of his 
eyes. 

Confeflion being ended, the curate came forth, 
faying, « The good Alonfo <£uixano is really dying, 

and, 
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and', without all doubt, reftored to his fenfes; we 
may now fjb and fee the will attefted." Thefe 
tidings gave a terrible ftab to the overcharged hearts 
of the two ladies and his faithful fquire, whofe eyes 
overflowed with weeping, and whofe bofoms had 
well-nigh burft with a thoufand fighs and groans; 
for, indeed, it muft.be owned, as we have fome- 
where obferved, that whether in the charafler of 
A4onfo Quixano the Good,, or in the capacity of Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, the poor gentleman had al- 
ways exhibited marks of a peaceable temper and 
agreeable demeanour, for which he was beloved, not 
only by his own family, but alfo by all thofe who had 
the pleafure of his acquaintance. 

The notary entering the apartment with the reft 
of the company, wrote the preamble of the will, in> 
which Don Quixote difpofed of his foul in all the 
neceuary chriflian forms •> then proceeding to the le-- 
gacies, he faid ; " Item,, Whereas Sancho Panza*. 
whom, in my madnefsj I made my (quire, has in 
his hands a certain fum of money for my ufe ; and, 
as divers accounts, difburfements, and pecuniary 
tranfa<£tions have pafled between us ; it is my will,. 
that he (hall not be charged or brought to account 
for the faid money ; but, if there be any overplus,, 
after he has deducted the payment of what I owe 
him, the faid overplus, which mud be a mere trifle,.. 
{hall be his own*, and much good may it do him.:- 
and as, during, my diforder, I contributed to his be-- 
ing made a governor of an ifland, I would now, while 
I enjoy my perfetl fenfes, confer upon him, were i(3- 
in my power, a whole kingdom, which he richly 
deferves for % the innocencv of his heart, and the fi- 
delity of his ferviceJ' Then turning ^p the difcon- 
folate fquire, " Forgive me, friend, faid he,, for hav- 
ing been the caufe of thy appearing in the eye' of 
the world, a madman, like myfelfj by drawing thee 
P 3, into- 
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into mj own erroneous notions, concerning the exift- 
encc and adventu/es of knights-errantA « Lack-a- 
day ! dear fir, cried Sancho, blubbering, So not die — 
take my advice, and live many years upon the face 
of the earth ; for the greatefl madnefs a man can 
be guilty of in this life, is to let bimfelf die out- 
right, without being flain by any perfon whatever, 
or deftroyed by any other weapon than the hands of 
melancholy. Heark ye, fignor, hang floth \ get up, 
and let us take the field in (hepherds apparel, accord- 
ing to our agreement: who knows, but behind fome 
bulh we may find my lady Dulcinea difenchanted* 
and a comely fight for to fee ? If you take your over- 
throw fo much to heart, lay the blame at my door, 
and fay you was vanquifhed by my carelefTnefs in 
girting Rozinante ; befides, your worlhip muft have 
read in your books o£ chivalry, that it was com- 
mon for one knight to unhorfe another, and for him 
who was vanquifhed to-day, to be vi&or to-morrow .* 
<c Very true, faid Sampfon*, honeft Sancho feems 
to be very well informed of thefe matters." ** Gen- 
tlemen, replied the knight, let us proceed fair and 
foftly, without looking for this year's birds in laft 
year's nefts. I was mad $ but now am in my right 
fenfes: I was Don Quixote de fa Mancha ; buj 
now, as I have already obferved, I am Alonfo Quix- 
anq the Good % and I hope I Ihall, by my vera- 
city and repentance, recover that degree of your 
efteem which I formerly enjoyed. So let Mr. No- 
tary propeed. 

« Item, I bequeath my whole eftate, real and per- 
fonal, to my niece Antonia Quixana here prefent, 
after deducing what ihall be fufficient for the pay- 
ment of mydebts and legacies j and it is my will, 
that from the firft of the money thence arifitig, the 
wages due to my houfekeeper fhall be paid, together 
with twenty ducats for a fuit o£ mourning : and I 
5 appoint 
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appoint Mr. Curate, and Mr. Bachelor Sampfon 
Carrafco, here prefent, my executors. Item, It is 
my will, that if my niece Antonia Quixana inclines 
to marriage, (he {hall not wed any man until (he is 
'fully (atisfied, from previous information, that he is 
an utter ftranger to books- of chivalry $ or if ftie finds 
he is addicted to this kind of reading, and marries 
him neverthelefs, (he (hall forfeit the whole legacy, 
which my executors may, in that cafe, difpofe of in 
pious ufes. Item, I befeech the faid. gentlemen, my 
executors, if perchance they fliould become acquaint* 
ed with a certain author who compofed and pub- 
liflicd a hiftory entitled, " The Second Part of the 
Atchievements of Don Quixote de la Mancha," that 
they will, in my name, moil earneftly entreat him to 
forgive me for having been the innocent caufe of his 
writing fuch a number of abfurdities as that per- 
fomance contains ; for I quit this life with fome 
fcruples of confidence arifing from that con Gderation." 
The will being thus concluded, he was feized with a 
fainting fit, and ftretched himfelf at full length in 
the bed ; fd that all the company were alarmed, and 
ran to his afliftanoe : during three days which he 
lived after the will was figned and fealed, he fre- 
quently fainted, and the whole family was in confu- 
fion. Neverthelefs, the niece ate her vi&uals, the 
houfekeeper drank td the repofe of his foul, and 
even Sancho cheriftied his little carcafe ; for the 
profped of fucceffion either difpels or moderates that 
affliction which an heir ought to feel at the deatfy of 
the teftator. 

At laft Don Quixote expired, after having re- 
ceived all the facraments, and, in the ftrongeft terms 
pathetically enforced, exprefled his abomination againft 
all books of chivalry ; and the notary obfervcd, that 
in all the books of that kind which he had per- 
.ufedy he had never read of any knight-errant who 
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died quietly in hisbed, as a good chriftian, like Doit 
Quixote ; who, amidft the tears and lamentations of 
all prefent, gave up the ghoft, or, in other words, de- 
parted this life. The curate was no fooner certified 
of his deceafe, than he defired the notary to make out 
a teftimonial, declaring, that Alonfo Quixano the 
Good, commonly called Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
had taken his departure from this life, and died of av 
natural death ; that no other author, different from 
Cid Hamet Benengeli, mould falfely pretend to raife 
him from the dead, and write endlefs hiftories of his 
atchievements. 

This was the end of the fage Hidalgo de la Man^ 
cha, whofe native place Cid Hamet would not punc- 
tually defcribe, becaufe he wifhed that all the towns 
and villages of that province mould contend for the 
honour of having given him birth, as the feven cities 
of Greece contended for Homer. We ihall here 
omit the lamentations of the houfekeeper, niece, and 
fquire, together with all the epitaphs, except the fol^ 
lowing, by Sampfon Carrafco : 

Here lies a cavalier of fame, 

Whofe dauntlefs courage foarM lb higfiV* 
That death, which can the boldeft tame, 

He fcorn'd to flatter or to fly. 
A conllant bugbear to the bad, 

His might the world in arms defy'd ; 
And in his life, though counted mad,, 

He in his perfect fenfes dy'd. 

The fagacious Cid Hamet addrefling himfelf to his 
pen, " And now, my flender quill, faid he, whether 
cunningly cut, or unfkilfully formed* it boots not 
much •, here from this rack, fufpended by a,- wire,.. 
&alt thou enjoy repofe, and live to future ages, if no 
prefumptuous and wicked hand* ihall take thee down* 

in 
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in order to profane thee in compiling idle hiftories. 
But ere fuch infoknt fingers can touch thine hallowed 
plume, accoft, ami warn them, if thou canft, in words 
like thefe 1 \ . 

Caitiffs forbear — ilhiftrious princ«i let none 
Attempt th' enterprise referVd for me alone** 

Fpr me alone was Don Quixote .bom, and I pro* 
duced for him ; he to aft, and I to record ; in a word, 
we were deflined for each other, maugre and in de- 
fpight of that fictitious Tordefillian author, who pre- 
fumed, or may prefume, to write with his coarfe, 
awkward, oftrich quill, the atchievements of my 
valiant knight; a burden too heavy for his weak 
fhoulders, and an undertaking too great for his 
frozen genius. Advife him, therefore, if ever thou 
fliouldft chance to be in his company, to let the 
wearied and mouldering bones of Don Quixote reft 
in the grave, without feeking to cidry him into Old 
Caftilef, in oppofition to all the prerogatives of 
death; or to drag him from his tomb, where he 
really and truly lies extended at full length, and ut- 
terly incapable of making a third fally : fpr all the 
exploits performed by the whole tribe of knights- 
errant are fufficiently ridiculed by the two expedi- 
tions he has already made, fo much to the fatisfadion 
and entertainment, not only of Spain, but alfo of 
every foreign nation to which the fame of his ad- 
ventures hath been conveyed. In fo doing, thou 
wilt conform to thy chriftian profeflion of doing, 
good to thofe who would do thee harm ; and I fhalL
